(erring oitr bodily and mental ailments to atioihH who will 
bear them for us. When we survey the hbtory of ihia 
. pathetic fallacy from iU crude inception in Mvagwy to Its 
full dcveJoprocnl in the specuUtive theology of civiliied 
nstionfi, we cannot hut wotuicr at the singular power whfe 
the human mind possesses of transmuting the leaden dross 
of supcratliion Inin a gUtteriilg scmblaiicc of goH Cer- 
uinly in nothing is thb .leheray of thougbl omre conspicu- 
OUS than in the process which has refined the base aud 
foolish custom of the scaitegoat into the sublime cunecptlon 
of a Gtsd who dfca to take away the rins of the world.

Moiee the Altec ritual^ whtdi {nrscrlbeil the 
slaughter, the itasling al{«, and the flaying of men and 
women In order that the goda might Tcmain for ever young 
and sifong. conCanm to the gcneml theory of dekfde which 
1 have oflered ti) ih» werb.^ On that theory' death is a 
portal through which godi and men alllce tnutt pam lo 
escape the decTepiiudc of age and to attain the vigour of 
eternal youth. The conception may be said to culmtrtnte 
m the Bmhmanlcat doctrine that In the dally sa^'flee the 
boity of tile Creator is broken anew for the salvation of the 
world

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CHAPTER 1 


TEte TRAM5FJiheNC£ OF EVIt 

I 1 , TtoHs/tTttta f*> Iitammiitt Ob^ids 

Iji ihc prtceiling parts of this work we hav« traced tlie nm 
praakc of killing a eod among pcopl« tit the hunting. 
pastoRilt and agrfeuUurfil stages of societyafid 1 have iii8ntD«. 
attenipled to explain the motives which Jed men to adopi 
so curious a custom. One aspect of the custom still 

remaifis to be noticed. The accumulntctl mlsfortuties and 
sins of the whole people are sooietiines bud upon Um d^n'ng 
god, who is su|»poiwd «n bear than away for ever, ioai'lng 
the people innocent and happy. The notion U»t we caa 
transfer oar guilt and suflurings to some other being who 
wlU bear them for as ta fumiltar to the ssvage mind, it 
aristfs from a very obvious confusion between the physi^ 
and the mciiLtl, between the material and the hnmateria}. 
Because it is possible lo shift a load of wood, alone*, or 
what not, from our own back to the back of another, the 
savage fiiRcies that it is crpialty possible to shift (he biiideit 
of hb. pain* and sorrows to another, who wit! sufler them In 
his stead Upon this idea he acts, and ihc naitU b an 
endless number of very unamiable devices for palming off 
u[>on some otic else the trouble which 4 man shrink* from 
bearing himself. In short, the principle of vicarious nifTcr* 
ing is eornmonly understood and practised by races who 
stand on a kvw lew! of saclal and Intellectual culture. In 
the (allowing page* I shall iilustrate the th«ny and the 
practice as Uicy arc found among savages in ail their naked 
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simplki^y^ tirtdi^uii^l by ilw icfinemefits of mcUphy^ica 
umi the ^LubttmiM ®f tlitfotogy,

- A mtilUtliile can be cited,. At the outsec it h to la* observed 
that the evtl of Urhfch s ni4n seisks la tkl himiusjr need hot 
be transferred to a pemirt; it may ef|U4tly well be tTmis- 
fenred to an aninKat or a Lhini^h though In the last case the 
thing h often only a vehicte to convey the trouble to the 
Hrii pmon who Uittiches [t. In sonre of the EaM IndUu 
blaneLi they think that epikpiy can te cured by striking 
the patient on the face wJlh the leaves of certam trees and 
then throwing than away« The dlsciisc is.1>ehcml to hAvo 
pushed into the leaves^ and to have^ been thtown away i«^th 
them.^ In the WarntninTiga and TiingllJi tribes of Central 
Australia men who snfTefcd from Iteadache have often been 
seen wearing womcn% head-ritigs. "'Thin wna connected 
with the betlcf that the pain in the head w^ould pass into 
the tingB^ and that then it could be thrown away with them 
into the btwli. and so got rid of cffcciually* The natives 
have a very firm belief in lUe efficacy of this treatmenL tn 
the wime way i^ heis a man atiflcrs from intcniat pidn. usually 
brought on by ox'ereatiiig^ hisi wife’s head-rings are placed 
on iijs stomach ; the evil magic whidi b catisln^ all tbe 
trouble paissea Into them, and they an tlicn thrown away 
into the bushc^ where the magic b Aupposed by leave thent. 
After a time tlicy are senreheJ for by Uie Woman, who 
brings tlicm Tjack, and again wears tlicm In ihe otdlnaTy 
way^"* Among the Sihaiiak^ of ModAgasoii', whra a inan 
is very sidfij his rclatiVei arc sometime^ bidden by the 
diviner to cast out Ihe ewl by means of a variety of thlngi, 
fiich a* a stick of a partlcidar s^jit of s mg, a pinch ol 
earth from an ani's nesL a little money, or what not WImt- 
ever they may be, iSicy am brought to the ikatlent's house 
and held by a man near the door, while an exoteJst stands 
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in ihc hou« and pfonounoo tlic formula necessuity for cast¬ 
ing out the diseiue. When he haa done, the things are 
thrown aivay In a south ward dircctiofl, and all the people in 
the house. Including the sick mon, If he haa strength enough, 
shake their loose robe* ami spit towards the door in order 
to expedite the departure of the uialudy'* When an Atkhun, 
of lltc Aleutian Islands had coaimitted b grave tin and 
desired to unburden himseir cf his guilt, he proceeded as 
follows, Having chosen a time when the sun was clear and 
unclouded, he picked up certain weeds and carried them 
about Idti person. Then he laid them down, atsil eatiing 
the juii to iviuicssv cast hts sin* upon Uicrn, after which, 
having enetj hij* heart of all that weighed upon It, he ihrew 
the weeds Into the fire, and fancied that thus he cleansed 
himself of his guilt.* In Vcdic time^ n younger brother 
who married before his elder brother wna thought to bas-r 
sinned in so doing, hut there was a ceremony hy which he 
could pni^e bimacir of Ws irin. Fetters of reed-grass were 
laid on him in token of hb guilt, and when tliey had been 
washed and sprinkled they weft flung into a foaming torreu^ 
which sweiil them away, while the evil Was bidden to vunis* 
with the fifism of the stream* Tlw Matse negroes of Tego¬ 
la nd think that ttie river Awo has power to carry away I he 
sorroiVB of nionkind. So when one of their frictvls has died, 
and tSeir liearts are heavy-, they gO to the river with teavea 
of the raphift palm tied round their necks and drums in 
tliclr hands. Standing on the bank they beat the drums 
and cast the leaves into the stream, As the leave* float 
away out of sight to the sound of the rippling water and 
the roll of ilw drutns. they fancy that their sorrow too la 
lifted from ibetii,* SinuimJy, the nneient Greeks ittiagiticd 
that the pangs «f love might be heated by bathing in 
the river Selcmnus,* Tlic Indians of I'eru aonght to 
purify ihemscJvca from their lina by ptimging their heads 
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Itt a river ; they satd that the river washed their sini

An Anih eiire fat meiancJioIy or m&dncs:} caused by love 
Js to put a diisli of water on the sufferer's hoa-d^ drop melted 
Lead into and then bury the lead in an open field ; thus 
.the inisclilcf that waii in the man goes away/ Amongst the 
^Jlotie of Qijua^ when the cJdesl son of ibc Iiouac attains 
the cnjc of seven years, a ccrefflony called “ driving away the 
devil" takes place, Tltc Ctthcr makcat a kUc of straw and 
lets U fly away In Ihc desert, bearhig away all evil with It^ 
When an Indian of Santiago Tcpchuaean is fll, be will 
sometimes attempt to rid hintself of the mtikdy by baking 
tfirlce ^veii cakes ^ of these he pboes seven In the top of 
the highest plnc^rce «f the scvmi he lays at the foot 

of Uut tree^ and wven ho casts mlo a welh with the water of 
which he then waahe.^ himself. By tht;^ means be transfers 
the f^Icknes^ to the wiier of the well and so is made wLiole/ 
The Magnniia believed that plague was caused by the goil 
Kaumpuii. who reaidtfl in a deep hdc in bis temple* To 
prevent him from escaping and devastating the country, they 
t^tlcned him down fn the hole by covcfing flic top with 
plantatii'Slems and piling wilfhcat-skms over them; there 
was nothing like wild-cat-skins to keep him down, ao 
hundneds of wild cats were hunted aud klllcii every year 
to supply the necessary* skrns. However* sumetzme^ fn Sjnte 
of thc5c pnccatitions the god contrived to escajjc, and then 
the people died* When a garden or liou^e wa-s plaguc-^ 
slrickcfip llic priests [niriiied it by transfemng the disease to 
u plantam-tree and theii earryhig away the tree to a piece 
of waste Jaiid, The way in which they efrcctenl %lit tratis^ 
fcmice of the disease was this* Tlscy fir*t made a nuniber 
of little shields and speara out of plantain fibre and reeds 
and placed them at intervals adong the path leaElIng from 
the garden 10 the main road. A young planuhiKtree* about 
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ID bear fruit, wa^ then cm ilown, the ^tem laid in the 
path leadiiii^ to one of the piaetie-slrickcn hula, and it 
speared with not less than twenty reeil spears, wljicli were 
left sticking in it, while some of the plaftinin'fllMc shields 
wett alM> fastened to it. ThU tree was ilten carried down 
the pnlh to the waste land and left there, It went by the’ 
name of the Scsficgoet (/f/wirir/). To make (jullc sure that the 
plaj^c, after isting thus dcpoaiterl in the wildemcsi, should 
not return by tl?e way it went, the priests raised an arch, 
covered with barkdoth, over the path :it the point where it 
(liveiycd from the main mtid. Tills aith was tliought to inter¬ 
pose an msufmountabte barrier to the return of the plague.' 

Dyak priestesse* otpel ilMuck from a house l>y hew- 
ing and "lashing the air in every comer of it with vi-oodcn 
swords, which they iiftcrwartU wash In the river, to let the w Oum^ 
lit-tiick iloat away down stream. Sometimes they sweep 
mir-fortuTK' out of the house with tnooms made of tile 
leaves of certain plants and sprinkled with fiot’Wvucr and 
blood. Having swept It clean out of every room arjtl into 
a toy'house made of bamboov they act the lillte liouac with 
its load of bad luck adrift on the river. The current carries 
it away out to aca, where it shifts its baleful cai^ to a 
certain kcUic-shaped ship, which floats in mid-occun and 
recciv'es in Its capacious hold all ihe Ills that flesh ut heir 
to. Well would it be wllb mankind if the evils remained 
for ever tossing far Awny on the billows i but, nlas, they are 
dispersed from the ship to the four winds, and settle again, 
and yet again, on the weary Dyak wortiL On Dyak rivers 
you may sec many cf the miniature houses, laden with 
iftantraliL misforluitra, bohbltig up and down on the current, 
or Slicking fast in live iliickcta that line the banks-* 

These examples illustrate the purely bcncficciii ««lc of 
the trttnsfcreiHx of evil; they sticw how men seek to in 
alleviate himuin aufferingt by dlvertlDg them to matctioJ 
objwts, which are then thrown away or otherwise disposed 
of 80 as to render them innocuous. Often, hnwever, the vbmf*. 
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tranafcrencc cif cvif to » rpatcHal object Is only sl ^tep 
towards foif^rinjj it iijujn a pcrssjfL This is the 

mateiicent stde of sqch iransfcnmcts. It Is exemplified 
Ln ihe rottowiriE' eases. To cure toothache sonie of the 
AusCmlUn biNicks apply a heated spearpthrower lo the cheek. 

"The spear-thtmvxris tlien ca^t away* and the tooihnche goes 
wlih. it in the shape of a black none called iiim'tuA, Stones 
uf thh kind are j^Dand in old moiinda and Siiindhil]& Th^y 
BIO c^in_Tylly eciUccted and thrown intlie direction of tncmics 
in order to give tliem toolhaciie.^ In Mirzapur a mode of 
transrcTnng diAeAise Is to fill a pot ivith fiowers and rlco and 
bury it in a p.iihway covczied up with a fi.it stene^ Wko- 
evrr tovcliet Ih'rs Is supposed to contnict the disease. The 
pracLke cilted riWiwirt^j, or " paiiamg ois * the mahidy. 
This sort of tiilttg goes on daily in Upper India. Often 
while wiill^itig of a morning in the Isa/uar you a UE see a Httle 
pile of euJtlli adorned with flowers tn Llic middle of the road. 
Such a pile usmUiy coninins some icahs or scales hom the 
body of a futiaJlpox patient, which are placed there tn the 
hope that some one may touch thcirip and by catching the 
dlj^uisc may relive the sufferer/ The Dahimap a pastumJ 
jwopk of the Uganda Proieciorate, often luiTer from deep- 
seated '*ihdr cure for tlds is to tramfer the 

disease to jomc other person by obtaining herbs from tlie 
medicine-nian* nibbing them mcr the plaoo where the 
awrlling is, and bur^^ing them in the toad where people 
oiitinually past; the first person w ho steps over these 
buried hirrbv cooimets the disease^ and the origirud fKttient 
recovtri-*'* The fpractice of the Wa^ogo of German East 
Africa I3 similar. When a man is ill* the native doctor will 
take him to a cross^rond^ where he prepares his medicines* 
uttering at titc same lime the incaneitromi which are neces» 
*ary to give (he drugs their medical virtue. Pan of the 
dose b then admini^itcird to the patient, and part is buried 
under a pot turticd upside down at due cross-road. It k 
hoped that somebody will step over the pot^ ami catching 
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the Ji/jcsic, which luiks in the poh will thw^bj' reilcvc (Itc 
urtginnl sufTwcr. A vaihition of this ciwt ia to pl&'tw wine 
tif ihc mcUicInc. ot a liiUc of the (Miititi'j bltKxl, on a 
WDOdrn peg and to drtv^ lilt turg into a iicc ; any one who 
passes tlte tree and is so iiFipfUiitnl oa to draw out the peg. 
wiU'Carry awap- wiib ii llm disease* • 

Somctftiic3 in case of ^chiicss the mnindy is IrttniifcrTed jMi ™* 
to an effigy a* * pfdhniiitiTy to passing it ot to b hinuBti 
being. Thus among Uie Daganda the medicine-man would 
somettmes make a model of Ins patient in clay ; then a 
telalivc of ill* sick man would rub the image over the 
guiTeret's body snd either bury J« in the road or hide it in 
the gra-i by the waysJdt 'lllc first person who Ftepped 
over the Image or passed by it would catchy the disease. 
Sometimes the effigy i»'m mndc out of a pTflUtatn-ilower tied 
lip w as to look iike a person I ‘f used in the some way 
as the day figure- Uut the use of Icnaerafor diis maleficent 
purpose was a capital crime; any person caught in the act 
of IniTj'ing one of them in lb* public road would lurely ha« 
been put to death* Among the Seiia-speailng people w 
the imith of the Zambesi, when any one Is iU, the doctor 
makes a little pig of straw to which he tnmafers the lacknesa. 

The little pig is then set tm the ground wh« two paths 
meet, .and any passer-by who chaiicei to kick it owr is sure 
to absorb the iJinesa and to draw it away from the paticnl- 
Among the Korkua, a forest tribe of the Central Province* 

In Ittilia, when i person wishes to transfer his richness to 
another, be contrives to obtain the loin-duth of hi# intended 
victim and paints two figure# on it in lamp bkck, one 
upright and tb* otlicr upside down. As soon us ibe 
of the K'-in-cloiJi puu it on. he fall* a ricitm to ih* ailmEui 
which affiiaed the artist who drew the figure** Ewt>< iiine 
years » Mongol etlcbrates a memorial festival of hw birth 
for the purpose of eniLurmg lit* cnntinuattcc of hi# life and wuuncis 
welfare.

tn the western diMrict of the island of Timor, when men 
or Women ate makii^ long and tiring journeys, ihty fan 
dteniMlves with fcafy branches, which tlicy afterwunJs tlirow 
awuy irn [tarlteuW spots where their forefatlicrs did the 
same Irdiirc them. The fatigue which they felt Is rims 
ntppoi^ Id have patned into the leaves and to be left 
behind. Olliers use stones inulead of leaves.* Similarly (n 
llie BalMf AiehipctagD tired people will jtrike them- 
MlvTs wrth stones, believing that they ihus Iratisfer to the 
lumvcs tte wnrincH which ihcy fell In tlicir own btnJica 
They then throw away the stORe!i in places which are 
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^specialty set apart for the piirpo^' A Ifke belief ittd 
practice in many distant parts of the world have given 
rise to those calins or heaps of sticks and leaves which 
travellers often tibscrre beside the path, and to which 
tivei'y passing nntivc adds hh contribution in the shape 
of a SI one, or stick, or leaf. Thus io the Solomon and 
Hanks* Islands the natives are w'ont to throw sticks, 
stones, OT leaves upon a heap at a place of sleep deucenl, 
or where a difficnit pih begins, saying, “ 'I'hcre goes iny 
fatigue.*' The act is not a idigtous rite, for the thing 
thrown on the heap t* nor an olTcniig to spiritual powero, 
and I he words which accompany (he act are not a pra>’ar. 
U is ntiihing but a magical ceremony for gcitiog lid of 
fatigue, which the simple savage fandes he cap embody tn a 
stick, leaf, or stooe, and so cast it from hhti,* 

An early Spanish tnissionary to N'icfiragua, observing 
that along tlic paths there ivcie heaps of stones on which 
the hnllnni a* timy passed threw grass, asked them why 
they did so, ’'Ikcause we think,'* was the answer, “tiial 
themhy we are kept from wear mess and hunger, or at kavt 
that we suffer less from Utem-'** \\ hsti the Peruvian 
India ns were dimbing steep mountaiia and rdl weary, they 
used to halt by the way at certain points where there were 
hcsips of stoiiKS, which they called apiu/tilat. On these 
heaps the weary men would place other stmics. and they 
said that when they did so, their wcatinesa left ibcm.* In the 
[Ms^es of the eastern Andes, on the borders of Argentina 
and Bolivia, “large calmi sue eonsinnily femnd, and every 
Puna Indian, on passing, arlds a stone a ltd a coca leaf, so 
rhai neither he nor hts beast of burden may tire on the way"' 
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In the TOTintry pf the Tirahumaref find Tepehuanea 
in Mexico heaps of siones md usicks may be observed 
on hijjh i»£tiis^ where the track leads over a Hdge belweec 
two Of more vuitey^u ^ Every rtidian who suck a pile 

adds a stpiie or a atick to It in order to gam strengLEi for Jili 
jotirncy. AmoftEj tlic Tarahumareaonly the oJd racn obser^f* 
lilts ctistom. Whenever the TepeHiianca carry' a corthey 
rest it for some fiFtcen mlmtiics on auch tt turap by the 
wayside that Ihc deceased Olay not be ratified hot strong 
choiiglt to his long jonmey to the land of ihe dead* 

One of my Hukkul companions aEOppftl on nsadiing this 
pile, pulled up some grasi from ibc ground and plckttt up a

Ort enijuiriiijr what they tneant, he was told by hfs 
guides that when a CafTit: fell weary be had but to add a 
stone tf> t!ie hciip to fejtalt) fr«h vigour.* In sotwe parts of 
South Africa, (rtfliculttrijr on the f^AmbciI. plies of sticks 
take the pkiot of cairns. “SonifftJmM the natives will rub 
their leg with a stick, anil throw the atkk cm llic heap,' to 
get riti of Ifitigue/ llicy avow. Oflicn aay that throwing 
a atone on the heap givw oiie fresh vigour for liie

i-rerti other acconnts of the CafTre custom wc Jeutn that 
these cairns nre generally on llie tides or tops of mountaiitt, oraUen* 
and that before a native deposits hb stoite on the pile he 
spits on it.* The practice Of spiitiiig on the stone which the urrpt rpf 
weary wayfarer lays oil the pile is probably a mode of trans- 
ferring his fatigue the mon; efleciually to the material 
vehicle which is to rid him of it. We have seen that tire 
practice prevails among the Indians of Guatemala and the 
natives of the Tanganyika plateau, and it upficars to be 
observed alao under similar circumstances In Corea, wltcre 
the caima arc to be found especially on the tops of passes.* 

Frum the priniftTve point of view nothing can be more 
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natural lliart that the cairn* Or Ihc IteatM of aticki anct ieavca 
to which the tired travdJer add* hi)^ contributhia ibould 
stand at the top of paMc* ijid, fn gennal, on the highest 
points of the mad. The wayfarer who baa tolled, with 
aehitig lirnfaa and throbbing tetnpics, np a long and steep 
ascent, ta n^an: of a sudden allcviatitm aa swn as ho haa 
reaeJn^d iJw sumnnt: he fceb as if a wdght had taeen liOed 
frotn him, and to tJic ravage, with his concrete mode of 
thought, it leeiiii natuiat and easy to cast the wcfghi from 
him ill the shape of a stone orsttek, or a bunch of leaves or 
of grass, t-lence It is that the piles which represent the 
aceumitlated wenriness of niriny foot‘{•ore and heavy*laden 
tRiviillm ate to be seen wherever llte road runs highest in 
the lofty regions of llolivlu, Tibet. Hhootan, and liumia,' In 
tile pass^ of the Andes and the Hhuoluyas^ as well as In 
Ccffi, CafTrarla, Guatemala, and Mehincsiii. 

While the niotintamcer Indiaiii of South America 
fmagini; that they can rid thcinselvcs of tfieb fatigue In 
the shape of r mich or a stone, other or the same aUmginist 
of that continent believe that they can let it out with their 
blooki. A ['reneb explorer, wlio h.ni seen much of the 
South American Indians, tells in that " they explain every- 
rhlng that they cxiicrkoec by attributing it to sorcery, to 
the induenoe of malelicent beluga Thus an Indian on the 
march, wJien he feet* weary, never fails tt> ascribe his weari¬ 
ness to the evil spirit ; ami if he has no diviner at hand, be 
wound* himacir in the knec^ Uwshoukkr*, and on the arms 
in order to let oni the evil with the blood. Thai is why 
iMfiy Indian^ especially the Aueos {Araucanians], have 
al^y* tJinJr arm* covered with seara This custom,

The place to liini seems h^ointed gnounih 
The thronging memories thit crowd upon his mind, if they 
are not mutalcen hy him for goblins and phantoms:, oppress 
bis fancy wfth a leaden welgliL f lis impulse is to flee fiorn 
tbrdreailfiii iijsot; to ikLKike off the burden tliat scema to ding 
to him like ti tdghtmare. Tb/s, in Uh simple sensuotis way% 
he thinks he can do by casLbig somcLhlng at the hoiritl pScice 
and huiT>dng by, I'^clt wUl not the contagtrvn of miNfortime* 
the hoiTOf that clutcitcd at Itis heartstrings be tltvened from 
himself into tJie things will it not gather tip in it^df ail the 
evil influences tJml threatened turn, and so lea^vc him to 
purine journey in safely and peace? Some sudi train 
of tlwught, if these gfopings and rumblings of a mind la 
darkness: dttcrve tJie name of lUoiigbt, seems tn explain tlifi^ 
custom, obacrvetl by wayfarers in many buds, of ihrowing 
sticks prr rfonea on places where sorneihmg horrible has 
happened or evfl tiecds havr litcji done.

Morocco, Armenia, Baicstine, Arahifti India, Nottli America, 
Vcncaurla, Bolivia, Cetebc*. and New Zealand^ In l‘i)i, for 
example, it was the practice for every pa**cr-by to throw a leaf 
on the spot where a man had been clubbed to death ; *" iWi 
was considered M an ofTcfing of respect to him, and, if not 
performed, lliey have ft notion they will soon be killed them* 
seh'eB." * Sometimes the scene of the murder or death may 
slso be the grave of tlic victim, but it need not always be 
so, and In Europe, where the dead am buried in consecrated ip™- 
ground, the two places would seldom coincide. However, 
the cuittom of throwing stones or sticks on a zf^vt has 
undoubtedly been obscfWid by pas«!ts-by in many parts 
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of the world* fl.nd ihat, %oOy evco whcjs tht gtav-ci Ate not 
of pcrsoTii who have come to » vioJent endp Tho* 
wv? WFQ told that the people of Unaltt^hkRj one of the 
Aleutian bland^i bury their dead on ihc su eh nuts of hills 
flmi fULK n little hillock over the grave ** In u ivdk into 
ihc ooumt^^ one of ihe natives^ who attendcif me, pqmicd 
out sevemf of these roocptaele^ of the dcud,. There was one 
of ilierp, b>^ the side of the road leading Irom the harbour to 
the village* over which was raided a heap of sionesH Tt wa3 
observed, that every dii* w*ho passed it, added ocie to iL*^* 
The RcuttLaidanA of Transylvania think that a dying man 
should have n ijutntng candle In his i^and, and that uny one 
who dies wiiliQui 9 light has no rigid to the ordinary funeral 
eercinoEiics- The body of such an unfortu iuite is not hiid iu 
holy ground, but is burled wherever It may be foumh ilij 
grave IS tuarked only hy a heap of dry btatiches* to w hich 
each passer-by is ejcpKteyi to add a H^mdfnl of twigs or a 
Uiorny bough.* Tlie 1-JoLtentot god or htrro ilfutsl-eildb 
died sevcTAl Urues and came to life ugalrv When tlie 
liattentou posA one of his numerouf graves they throtv a 
«io(ie. A hu^h* or a fre^h branch itn it for good luck.* Near 
the fpirucr mission-station of niydcuitugt in Cnpc Catony 
there wai a spot called Devil's Neck whene, in the qplniori 
of the lliiihmcii, the devU was iiilcircil To hind^ bis 
rt!jurfectiun sEonn wete piled in heaps about the plnee. 
When a Dutbman, travdllug in the company of a miAidonuryp 
came tn light of the spot he veiled a «tone and hurled it at 
thegntvi!^ remarking that if he did not do so Ids neck would 
he twisted mund so that he won hi h^tve to look iKackw ards 
fur the term of his nuturaj llft*^ Stones arc ca! 5 t by passeink 
by on tine graves of mtirdcrcri in aon^e parts of ScjiegaEnbia.* 
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tn Syria ^leoeawd robbers ate noi buriei] like bonest folk* 
but left to rot where they lie : and a piie of sloites h rnjscd 
over llie monlfieriiig corpjit Ever>* one who such a 

pile must lljfig a itone at it, on pain of incurring God^n 
maliiMiii.^ Between sixty and seventy year* ago an EiigUah- 
man was travelling from Sid^n to Tyre with a couple of 
Mussiilinana. When he drew near Tyre bis eampanionfi 
picked up ftnme amnll stonn^ armed him In the %&m<t rashloup 
and retjuesicit bint to be so kind as to fallow thefr utattiple. 

Soon aftcrwarch they came In sight of a conical heap of 
pebbtcB and stonCi ftaniling in the roiui^ at which the two 
Mussulmans hurled stones and curses with great veltcmencc 
and rcdiarkshic volubiUty. When they had dtschiu'ged thU 
pious duty to thdr Kailsfaction, they cxplaincril that the 
mUtiles and malcdlctroni were directed at a celebrated 
robber and murderer^ who liad been knocked on the liead 
and buried there some half a century beftwe." 

In these latter cases it may perhaps be tlu^ught that liie hun^ 
atkks and stones serve no other purpose than to keep off 
the angry and dangcious ghost who might be supposed 
to hnuiiiT cither the pla« of death or the grave. This 
intcrpretatiQii certainty to apply to some cases of the 

cusiom. For exampte^ in Pomerania and West Prus^a llwi 
gliosis of suiddes are much fearccL Such persons are 
Imricd, not itt the churchyajd« but at the place where they 
Look fhdr lives^and every piusser-by must cast a stone or a 
stick Oh the spot, or the gbosi of ihe suicide wfU haunt him 
by nigJit and give iiim no rest. Hence the piles of sticks or 
Slones accuTHubted on the gra%Ts of these poot wretches 
sometimes uLlaiti a etm^tderable alrc.** Simitarly the Hugatida 
of Central Africa iused to stand in great feat of the ghosts of 
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suicitics mad they took many pf^cautions to disarm or cv-cn 
destroy lJic« dangerous spirits. For this ptir^Kise ibe bodita 
of suiddes ^vere ren>oved to wasie fand or crot»-rtHd» and 
iMiTitwt then:, together witJt the wood of the hon^e in which 
l^he d«d J»d ^n done or of the lf« on wbidi the person 
hid hanged himself; By these means they inagined that 
the)' destroyed the gJiost jo that lie could not come and 
litre other* to fottow hts h;u] example. Lest, howeitf the 
ghost should tiirvivc the -Icsiruciion of hii body by the 
Baaiiod^ in passing any piiue where a suicide had been 
burnt always tbnew giaa or nicks on the spot to prevent 
the ghost fWim catching Uwtm. And they did the same for 
the same «awn, whenever they pasted I he places on waste 
grountt where persons oceuKd oT wiiclicraft and ftiund euilo- 
oy the jmsson onfeal iiad been hiimt to death. Bagandu 
womeiibad a special reason for dreading all grav^viuch 
were bclinrd to be haunted b)‘ dangeioto ghosts; for, 
imagming lliat Umy ooakl conceive children witl.put inter* 
with lire other ses. they feared to be imprccnaleJ by 
the entrance into them of the ghosts of suicides and othri 
onfortunjite or uncanny people, such as persons with ri l.ght 
coinplexiom twin*, and poiticufariy all who had the mislmp 
to born liml foretnoiiL For i hat reason Hagandu wumcn 
were at pain, wfutfiever they pag»pd the giavcs of any ™ch 
to throw sticks or grass upon ilitn, ; ■■ for by ^o 
doing they thought that they coiitd preteni tl» ghost of ,he 
dead from en to mg into them, and being fcbom." Hsnw! 
the mounds which accumulated over these greves became 

i:mjiigh to deflect the path and to 
attract the siientlon of traveliert. It was not merely 
matrons thus took <mre not toheeome mothere unaware :

mse on these spots.* No doubt hiUi tlicse Manves, a* with 
the Kagandn, the motive for tlimwhig niiseJIa at ntich places 
is to protect ihemselvK against the ghosts, h jwotective 
motive 18 also iLsaigncd for a timflar nutom observed in 
Chota Nagpur, a nsgion «f India which U the home of 
many primitive tribes. Tiietic heaps of atoiws or of leaves 
ant! branches may often be seen beside the {latb : they arc 
sup|Kned to mark the places where jieoptc havw been kitled 
by wild beasts, and the mdive* think that any p.ivscf-by who 
(hiled to add a stone or a stick to the pile would htmwlf he 
seiJMsd and devomtd by a wild animal,* l l«e, tlnaugh the 
ghost is not ejcpHciiiy mcittKitied. wc may iwhap* oippouc 
thiit out of spite lie is fnairumenial in causing mhert to 
perish by llie same umimety death by which he was himself 
carried oflfl The Xaysni of Romeo imagine tliat they can 
put evil spirits to flight by hurling sticks or stones at them ; 
so on a ioumey they will let fly volleys of such missilea 
at the rocka ami dens where fJemomt are known to reridc.* 
Hence, whemerer the thtbwJng of stones at a grave is 
regarded as an Insult to the dead, wc may siipjiosc that 
the mMles are intended to hit and hurt tlic ghtuft. 
Thu* Euripides represents the murderer Acglsltius aj l«p* 
ing ou the tomb of Ids victim Agamemnon and pelting H 
with aitmeti* and Propertius invites ail lovers to disebarge 
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itcmn und curves rl tiic dishonoured of an old 

bawd.^ 

But if this theory' stettiM addquaicTy to atcoutil for gomt 
easel of the cmtoni wUh ufisch we are concefned^ It appar^i 
cntly faiij to explain others The view that ti^e sticks and 
ftoncsi hulled dt eertajui placet are weapons turned a^dimt 
doingeroui or itial^Tiiiiit ftpirits is plausible In cases whcir 
such spirits June bdCevCLl to be In the neighbourhood ; but it 
coses where no such spirits are thought to be lurking, we 
it would leefn, cast about for some other eieplanatioii. 
For example, we have seen that it has been customary lo 
tlirow stlckH or stones on sjiots which have been de^kd fa^ 
dccdi of moral turpitude without i,ny shedding of btoo^ 
and again on ipois where weary tmvellcn stop to rest. !f 
Li dlflicult to suppose that in tbeic latter caiea llie evti deeds 
or the sensations of fatigue are Conceived in tlie Concrete 
shape of demous whom it ts necessary to tepd by tnlnsil^j 
though many Soulh Aizicricatt todJuii$;, as we saw, do attri¬ 
bute faiigttc to a deimm. Slill more diHicult ii ft lo apply 
the purely defemriw theory to caaes where hex:ieEcent tpfrits 
aic Imagined to be hovering somewhere ncar^ and where ihe 
ihmwing of the stones or slicks is appaimily regarded by 
(hose who practise it as a token of respect rather than of 
hoatlHty. Thn^ amongst the when any one dies away

In the forest near Avestad, |tt 
Sweden, tlic traveller, Clarke, observed *• several heaps made 
with sticks and stones; upon wluch the native^ as they 
pass, cast either a stone^ or a little earth, or the b<iugli of a 
tree: deeming It nn itndutritable act to omit thi» tribute, In 
their jourtieys to and fro^ As this custom apfxrared closely 
flUied td the pious practice in the Highlflnds of Scotland, of 
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csiting <1 jton-c upon the ctiltii of a. tlccesAcd jicrson, we, of 
Course, cutvcludcd Ebc^ ticajis wcfo plAcea ^ scpuliure,'' 

Tlwy were said lo be the graves of a bariti of roblwf*, who 
bad plundered niefchatiU un their passage ihreuyh the 
fotcsl, but had afterwards been killed And burled wl;ere tJwy 
fell* However, in nil these cajw* the practi'oe of throwing 
Stones on the grai-r, though inUn-|iretcd u a mark of tesjicet 
and charity, may reidiy be bued on the fear of the ghojla.

After lluit 
the corpse was to be carried away and Hung outside 
the boundaries.^ lit these coses it would seem Lhat Utc 
pollution incurred by the vidnity of a murderei is ihought 
to be gathered up in the stones as a material vehicle and 
to be thrown sway with them. A sacrificial custom of Uio 
Brahma ns, prescribed in one of ihcir sacred boohs, is suscep¬ 
tible of A jike irrterjjretation. At a certain stage of the 
ritual the saGr-ffiger is directed to pul a stone into a water- 
pot and to timiw it avray in p south-westerly direction, 
because that is the region of Nirriti, tlic goddess of Kvii or 
licslroction. With the stone and the pitcher he is supfs^ied 
to ciiat away hi* pain and evil; and he can Irmisfcr the pain 
to another bj' sayiiig, as he throws away the stone ajiil the 
pitcher, " Let thy pain enter Iiim whoui we liate," w " Lei 
thy pain enter scHand-so," naming his enemy ; but In order 
to ensure the tranifereiice of the pain to his enemy he must 
take care that the stone or tlie pitcher is broken,^ 

This mode of itilcrprcling the etuiom of throwing sticks Tiw 
and stones on pJi« appears preferable to the one which ha* 
gcncmlJy fomid favour with Kureipean iraveJlcm pjid writer* 
Imperfectly RCfjtiaiineii for the most part with the nntbas 
which underlie primitive magic, but very familiar with the >«piAiin<d 
religious coneeptioii of a deity who retiuiies Bacrlfice of his 
worshtppers, they are apt to tnierprct the missiles In t^ucs- 
tion as cheajr and eo^ oftcrlngs presented by pious but 
frugal worslilpjwrs to gliosts or spirits whose faverur they 
desire to win.* Wlmther a likely mode of conciiiatlng a 
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ghc>storjiptrIc IIS to thrrttv sticks ittid stones a( hlin Is a ques¬ 
tion about vtliich opinrons might pejhai» differ. It 1* difficidl 
to speak with eoRfidjjrice abiut the tur^te* of apfritual tetnea 
btrt ns a rule (hey bear a feitiarlnibie iilffiiiess to those of 
mere onlinary mortals, and jt may be said without fear of 
^ntradiction tii.ii few of (he latter would be gradiicd by 
befni,' set up as a eomtiion target to be aimed at >vjtb sticks 
and stoiiM fay evar^-body ivlio passed within range.* Vet it 
js (jijjtc poaflibic iJiat a fere mu ny, which at first was purely 
magical, may |n ti„u: have a religbus gtiBS or mterpretaliun 
put on tt cveu by those who pmclise it; and this seetns in 
fact to have aometi^le^ hapjaned to the particular custom 
ttfidcr eo.,side-ration. Certainly some people eccompanv the 
imw ag of the slous on rhe pj|e with the pmentatiot} of 
useful articles, which can hardly serve any otlMtr paipo« 
|h.m that of propitiating mme IcMaJ spirits. Thus tmvdJc™ 
III bddUm and tihootarr rtffer flour and wine, aa well as stones 
at the cuinis; and they aba bum inoeriae and lecfte incanta' 
tin.« nr |.rayers.* or tJiey tear strips froin their g^ent!^ tie

Of stones* The shrine of the Jungle Mother in Nortbem 
India is usually a pile of stones and branches to which 
cvcr>‘ passer-by contTibutes- When ahe h dispicajicdt she 
lets a tiger or Jcopnrd kill her negligent votary. She is the 
great goddess of the hcrdsnicn and other dwellers in tlie 
forest, and they vow to her a cock and a goat, or a young 
pig. if she savxts tliein and their cattle from beasts of prey,* 

Iri the jungles of Mirapur the calm which marks the spot 
where a iiinn has been hilled by a tiger, and to whicli eich 
p»sst-r-b>- conirihutes a aione, is commonly in charge of a 
Ihiiga or aboriginnj priest, who offers upon It a eock, a pig, 
or sonic spirits, and occasionally lights a little lump at the 
shrine.’ Amongit the Baganda members of the Ikan dan 
worshipped Ihe Bpirfl of tJie river Nokbea. "There was no aleniw 
leitiplc, but tlwy had two large heaps of sticks and grass, 
one on either side of the river by the ford j to these lieaps AtM*.

fliiniLirly rub leave* On liicir foreheads^ pray^Pg fuf lwck» and 
throw them on a heap before they pjus through the water. 
Tliey tldJik that he wlio complies with ilii* custom will have 
good luck lliruu^^hout the year. Again, when the Ekoi kill 
a ehameleoii on the rood, they do not throw the body away 
in tlic forest* hut by It by the wayiide* and all wlto pass by 
pluck a few leave* and diop them un the dead animai* 
•Ktying, "hnok i Here ii yuttr mot" Jn tiib way heaps of 
leaves accumulate over tike carcases of cfiumefcons. The 
cusinm if intended to appease the shade of the chameleon^ 
whup if be were not pacified* would go to Uie Earth^god 
Oboasf fJil and pray for vengeance on the race of those who 
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h»d hri dcfith,* The Washamh-i of Gernusn Kw 

Africa believe thui: certain frtony and d^ngcrouff placet in the 
paths arc the abodes of spirits; hence at any inch spot a 
traveller who would have a prorperouj Journey muat dance a 
little and depusit a few small stcpncs.* The dnnee niul the 
stones arc presumably fntcfitled to soften the heart of the 
spirits and induce Ihem to look lavoarably on the dancer. 

In Papa U'&strayi one of ilie Orkney I^ands, tlserc fi n 
ruined chupel called Sl Tredwds,'^at the door of which 
there it a heap of stones ; which was the supensLitlofi of the 
common people, who have such a veneration for iMi chapel 
above any otherp that they never failp at tiicir ooniing lo It, to 
throw a stone as nn olTeritie before Ihc door: and tJiis they 
reekon an indlf^pensabte duty enjoined by titeir anecsioj^"’’ 
Prayers^ (t»i we have seen, arc same timet olTcrcd ^ 
at tliesc piles* In Lao? heaps of ftotics may be seen 
bestde the piilh, *n which the ps-Mcnger will deposit n 
pebble, a branch, ch- a Icaf^ while he be^icccbcs tile Lord 
of the Diamond to bertow on him good lack and 
lifcL* In ihc Himalayan ilfstriets of Ilie North-WcstrjTt 
Provinces of rndJa heap« of stones and slicks are often 
to be seen on htlls or at cro^Sr^roaila. They arc formed 
by the contributions of pas^injj ir^ivdlcf*^ each nf whom 
in adding his stone or sick to the pile pray*, wyittg, 
**Thou goddess whose liome is on the ridge, eaicf of woo«l 
and «onCp preserve mt**^ Tibetan timvdkra niuitcr a

*S»ia:ial oeeairfon!i, Uxj, tlwy ttaofted thither and implored 
the uplrit’s help,* Such customs ceem to indicate the 
gmdLiil iransforrnaiton of an old magical ceremony fnto 
a teliglmis rite with its diamctcristic rattorcs of prayer and 
saiTtfiec. Vet behind ili^se taler accretions, as we may 
pefhaiia regaixJ them, it seems pofisihla in mwiy. if not in 
all, cttjo to discern the micbu-s to which they have aitacJied 
ihctnwJvcs, the oricinal ides which they leniJ to eemecal 
and in time to transmute. That idea is the iratisfereiicc of 
evil fmm man to a material substance which h« can cast 
from him like an outworn garment.

Anrnmlj are oftun cinpJoyett aa » vchictc for carrying 
away ortfansfcrritig ihfl evil. A iJuliwji negro who hopperif 
to be unweJJ will wmclimes tie a lire chicken fttund liiii fleck, 
M> thal it lie* on hia breaat. When the WnJ flaps its wings 
Of cheep the man thinks it • gooil sign, supponing ihc 
chickett to be alHicttni with the very pain from which lie 
hopes soon to be released, or which he wtjufd otherwise hire 
to endure.^ When a Moor has a hcatbchc he vwitt somelJJnes 
take a lamb cr * goat nnd beat it till it falls down, believing 
that the headache will thus be iTanitferred to t|ic atiiinaL* In 
Morocco mufit wenithy Moon keep » wild hoar in iheir 
Stables, in order that the jinn and evil spirits nwy be 
diverted from llie horses and enter into the boar.* in some 
parts of Algefin pople think that typhoid fever can be cured 
by taking a tortoise, putting it on its back in the road, and 
covering {t over with a poL The fiatfeul rccovcn. but who¬ 
ever upsets the pot catches the fever. I n Tiemee rm p regna nl 
woman is prottcfcd against jjno by means of a bim-k fowl 
w'hich is kept in the Iwiise from the seventlt otonth of bw 
pregnancy till her ddivcry. Finally, the oldest womati in 
the house releases the fowl in the Jews* quarter; thv Wrd 1* 
supposed to carrel* the jinn away with it.* Anmngs* the 
Caflrea of South Africa, when othtr rcinetliet have faited, 

^ natives sometinici adopt the ciisrom of taking % goat into 
the preicnoe of a sick man, and oonfess lire tiru of the kraal 
over the aijimul- Sometimes a few drop* wf blood from ihe 
sick man are aliDweiJ lo fall on the head of the goat, which 
is turned out into an uiiiidiabitud pail of the velilt. The 
sickness is supposed to be imnaferred to the anioiai. and to 
b«ome fojt in the (iesert.''* After an PlntM « Ilechuana 
king seated bimseir upori an ox which lay stretched on the 
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graitniL Tl)e native doctor next poured water oif the kritg'$ 
Lead till it ran down over his body, llicn the head of the 
ox was held Itt a vcvcl of water lEii the animal expired; 
whereupon the doctor declared, and the poc[)!e believed, 
that the ox died of tiie kinu's dbcaM, wHkh ited been trans- 
ferted from him to it.' The llaganda of Central Africa also 
attempted to trari-ifcr lllnesa from a person to an animat 
“ The mediciiM!*maii would take the animat^ pass some herbs 
over the sick mait, tie these to the animal, and then drive it 
away to some waste land, wlu:re he would kill it, taking the 
meat as his (rerquIiUc, ITie sick man would be expected to 
recover." * ITic Akikuyu of East Africa think that a mnti 
caj> transfer thr guilt of Incest by means of “ an ignoble 
Gcmrnoity ” to a gout, which is then killed \ IhU saves the 
life of the culprit, who olherwiitc must die,* When disease 
breaks out among the cattle of the Bahnnn, a pa-4toraE {leoplc 
of Ccjilral Africa, the priest “ Collects herbs and orbtr 
remedies to attract the disease from the cattle. An animal 
is chosen from the herd in the evening, which js to be the 
scapegoat for the herd ; the herbs, clc., are tied round its 
neck, with certain fetiches to ensure the illness leaving the 
other animals ; the cow b driven round the outside of the 
kraat several limes, and afterwards placed inside with the 
herd for the night. Early the following morning Ihe animal 
is taken out and again driven round ihn kraal; the priest 
then kills it In the gateway, and some of the bJo^ [s 
sprinkled over the jicople bcTonging to the kraal, and aJao 
over the herd. The people next dio out, each ctic jumping 
over the esrease ot the cow. and all tlte animus are tirivro 
over it in llic sume way, The disease is thus trarisrcrred to 
the scapegoat and the herd is saved. All the (bticlie* and 
licfbs, wJiich were upon the scapegoat, are i 4 ,stened upon the 
door-posts and lintel of the kraal to prevent the diacare irom 
enicfittg again."' 

When Ujc cattle of the Ituauls, a pastoral people of the 
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C&rpathciin^ are dick snd ilic owner altribittes tJie sicljncdf jfxh 
iQ wltcfacraft, be tliTOw* glowing ooali TnUi a ves*) t>f 
l^TfltcT and Uicii poirrt the wnler on « bUeb dog, thui Ir I'iC-laiaJ 
the dickiicad [xusa into the dog and the calt!c art* made 
whulis.^ In Ambm, when the plagne b raging, the ]vop]e 
will aomctlnna lead a enmd through atJ the tiuarlcra of 
the town in order that the anitnat may take the peatilence 
ou itself. Then tlwy strangle ft fn a sacred place qnd 
imagine that they have rid themralves of the camel and of 
the plague at one blow* In A no am, when sicknc^ is 
caused by the pn^nce of a demon in the body of the 
suflerw, a akilful esiorrltt wlU decoy the unwary devit into 
a fowl and thenj quick as tltotighh decapitate the bird and 
ihmw it out of the door. Bui f«t the fimd shtwijd FQrrJr'o 
tills eevtre operattotb cabalistic figures are posted on the 
outaide of the door, which ptecfudc him from entering tfie 
premisen and assaulting the p<^ticnt afresh,* ft b said that 
wlien sinali|)Ox a raging thesaiisiges of Fonuosa will dri™ the 
demon oriIbca» Into a sow. then cut off the anitnafs ear* 
and bitrit them or it, believing that in this way they rid ihcm- 
selVES of the plague,' When a Kabylc child is pining for 
jeabusy of a younger brother or sbter, the parents imagine 
that they «n cure it » follows. They take fiftceo graloa of 
wheat, wrap them up in a packet, ant! leave the packet all 
night under the head of tlic Jealous child. Then In the 
marning they throw the grains into an onl-hill, saying. 
"Saiulution lo J-OU, oh beautiful bchig* clod b black ; 
sain (ati on to you who dig the cartii so u'ell without tlic aid 
of any hoe by the help nf GfKl and the angehi I May each 
of )>ou take hit sluirc of the Jealousy attaciied to lliesc 
graitis I • * 


Amongst the Malagasy the vehicle for carrying away v*MfW 
evils is called i/infiira, *‘The faditla U anything selected 
by the elkldy [divining twardj for ihe purpose of taking 
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any htirirul wl\% Of dtseaies that might prove injur [0119 
io 4n IndivUIimPi happiu^t, pcocv, or j»ospcriiy, Tlit 
faJitra may be cilhcf ashes, col money, a ihccp, a fjiimpldn, 
or anythlni; else ihs stkiijy may choose to direct. Afier the 
particular artlcie i% apjwlmetl, the priot counts upon It alt 
the evils that tnay prow injurioiw to the person for whom it 
Is made, and which he then char^ the fad lira to take away 
for e%‘er. If the fadltra be ashes, it is blown, to be earried 
away by the wind. If It be cut menwj', it is thrown to the 
bottom of deep water, or where it can never be found- If it 
be a ahetjj, it is carried away to a distance on the sliouldcrs 
of a man, who runs with all JiLf might, muiribiing as he gnes^ 
Ait if in the greateat rage against the fadiira, for the evils it 
b bearing away. If it be a pumpkin, it Is carried on tiu; 
shoulders to a little distance, and there dashotl upon the 
ground with every appearance of fury and IntUgnation,"' A 
Malagas)' waa informed by a diviner that he was JtKimed to 
a bloody deatii, but that possibly be might avert hta fate fay 
perfcriiiiTig a certain rite. Carrying a small vciitel full ol 
blood upon his head, he was to mount «|xni the bock of a 
bullock ; while thus mounted, be was to spill the blcxni upon 
the bullock s head, and then scud Ltie animat away into the 
wilderness, whence it might never returTt.* 

Among the Toradja* of Central Celebes a diiers daughter, 
who sufTcrod from kleptomania, was healed by a wise woman, 
who plaeed a bag containing spiders and crohson the patient's 
handa The phyridan calculated ihnt the prcbenwlc claws 
of these Croatunta, ao .suggestive of a thief* hands In ihc act 
of elosltig on lih prey, would lay hold of ibe vieioua pro¬ 
pensity in the }vung woman's mind and extract it as neatly 
lu a pair of fortep* nip* out a ihoro from the llesh.* 
The Battas of SuinalTa have a ceremony wliich they cttJI 
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« making cur« (d fly ai.ay," When a woman b child- 
less, a wenfice i. pflired ,o the god* ofthm: gm^haj™ 
reiife^Hinig « head of ciitic, a buffido. ami a hor«.

By a conventional mcidc of ejtpression, the sum total of 
sins a man may do [fl said to be thirteen hundred. AdmUting 
that the detcased his cotnmittc«i them all* the performer 
erics aloud, " Slay nos their djght to God^a pure fcet*^ As 
lie clpsei^p the whole aMcmbly chants aloud *Stay not their 
flight." Again the performer enters into detaila, and cries, 
* He killed the trawJIng ^nakc; It fr a sin," In a momeni 
the last word is caught up^ and all the people cry Mt fr a 
fin* As they shout, the iwrformer Jays his hand upon the 
calf. The sin is tranaferred to the calf. Thus the whole 
catalogue is gotier itiraugb in this impiesEsive way. But this 
fr not enough. As the fast shout * Let all be wdl * dies 
away^ the performer gives place to snotbeTp r^nd again con¬ 
fession is madci and all the people shout * It is a sin/ A 
thiTti ilnie it is done. Then* sTitl in solemn silence, the call 
Is let loose. Like the Jcwtsii acapegci.~it, it mjty ncs'cr be 
used for secular work.^" At a TSadaga funerml wTinc55cd by 
the Rev. A. Ci Clayton the hulTalo calf led thrice round 
tlie bicr^ and the dead inan^s hand wo^ kid on iis head.

Then he stirs sonic gruel In a vcsiicl placed on the 
patient'* lioul and tuinds the .stir-about to the other man to 
drifik, lit this way he transfers the pang* of thirst from 
the thirsty soul to the other, who obligingly rcodve^ ibern in 
his stead.' There is a painful TeJugii remedy for a fever: 
it is to embrace a bAlcl-headird Hr.vhmnn widow at the earliest 
jlreak of dawn, tly di>Eng soyou get rid of the fcver, and ng 
dutibt (though this ij not cxpresily affirmert) you at the ^omc 
time tranifer il to the tuld-hudcd M-idow.* When a Cin¬ 
galese Is daiigeioiuly ill, and the physicians can do nothing;, 
a devil-Jaiiocr is called in, who by making oflerings lo the 
devih, IInd dancing in the masks appropriate to them, conjures 
the^ dematu.of disease, one after the olber, out of the sick 
man's bodj- and into liis own. Haring thus siiocessfutly exi* 
traetijd tlie cause of the malady, the artful dancer lies down 
on a bier, and sliamming death, is carried to an open place 
outside the viftage. Here, being left to hJmodf, he soon 
comes to life again, and hastens back to claim his reivard.* 
In 1590 a Scutch witch of the iiaroc of Agnes Sumption 
was convicted of curing » certain Robert Kers of a disease 
** 1311 ! upon him by a wesiland warlock when he was ai 
Dumfri^ w'hllk sickness she took upon herself, and kept the 
same u-lth great groaning and tormmil tilt the inom, at whtlk 
time there was a great din heard in the liouse." The noise 
W'W made ty ibi* witch in her effort* to shift the disease, by 
means of dothes, from herself to a cat or dog. Unfortunately 
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the altempl partly mlsmn-leJ. The diseaie missed llic aniitiij 
atid hit Alexander DoueJos of Dalkeiih, who rfwJned njid 
died of it, while the original patient, Robert Keni. w as made 
whoto.^ The Dyaks believe that certuin men possess in 
themselves the power of ttentralijung l»d omens. So, when 
evil omens have nlamied a fanner for die safety of hia crops, 
lie takes a small portion of Hla hum prodiKC to one of these 
wise men, who Biita it mw for a smalt conatdcrnlion, '’and 
(hemhy appropriates to himself the evil omen, which in him 
becomes jmiocuoiis, and thus delivers the other from the boji 
of tlic or taboos" * 

"In one part of New Zealand an expiation for ahi Slot ana

the sins of the Rajah of MaoTpur used to be iraitifcitcd 
to somebody else, usually to & criminal, who rained hia 
pardon by his vicarinus sufrerlitga To elTect the trans* 
fcfcnce the Rajah and Iris wife, clad In fine robes, batheil 
on A Bcafibld erected In the basaar, white t)w erimina] 
crouched beneath It, With the water which dripped 
from them on him their sins also were washed away aiid fell 
on tile human scapegoat To complete the transference the 
Kajnh Bfid Ids wife made over riicfr fine robes to their 
auluiliiitc, while they themselves, dud in new raiment, mixed 
with the people till evening. Rut at tJte dose of the day 
they entered into retreat anri remained in seclusion for about 
a week, during which they wem esteemed sacred or tabooed,*

When na army had returned from war^ and 
ka. LJ|j;fl.-iiL£A. the goda warned the king by their onictes that iOme evil 
had attached tiself to the soldiers, it was cndtomafy' to pkk 
out a woman slave from the eaptivTs, together willi a cow, 
a goat, a fowl* und a dog from the booty, and to send Ihem 
back under a strong gtutnl to the borders of the countiy 
from which they had come* Tliere their limbs were brolEen 
and they ucrc left to die; for they were fcoo cripjilcd to 
crawl back to Uganda, In order to ensure the transference 
of the evil to tJicse sub^tilutes^ bunclte^ of grass W'cre rubbed 
over Uic people and cattb and then tied to the wctinu- 
After that the army was pronoimced clean and was allowed 
to return to the capital. A fimilar mede of transferring 
evil to human and animal victims Vfas practised by the 
Daganda whenever the gods wamnd the king that hh 
hereditary foes the Banyoro were working magic against

pawn bis own souL Thb 1 had from ilm ingenious John 
Aubrey« in modem limes some doubt has been 

throwft on Aubrey's aceoimt of tlie cUitotn.' The practice, 
however, is tejmrted to have prevailed in a valley not far 
from Lloaclcbie to a recent p^od An instance was said 
to have occurred about sixty I'eatm agtx* 

Aubrey's statement Is tnofeover supported by the analogy 
of similar customs itt India. When the Uajnh of Tanjore 
died in I^Ot, some of his- bones and the bones of the two 
wives, who writ burned with hia corpsi:. were ground to 
powder and eaten, mixed with boiled rice, tvveh'o 
lhahmniis, It was believed that the eim of Utc deceased 
pa.'tsed into the bodies of the Brahmans, who wcrit paid for 
the service.* A Brahmsn, residcjit In a village near Raipur, 
stated that he had eaten food (rice aod milk) out of the hand 
of the dead Rajah of Bifaspijr. and that in ccjtiscqucnce he 
had been placed on the Ihrniii; feir the space of a year- At 
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the ctmI of the year he had been givcfi presents and then 
turned out of the territory ami forhidilnn apparently to 
return* He was aiv ouEcast among his fetfows for liavfng 
eaten out of a dead man's hand.* A simOar custom is 
believed to obtain m the hill states about Kangra, and 
to have given rise to u caste of ** omcasic Brahinans. At 
the funeral of a Rani of Chamba rice and ghte were eaten out 
of the hands oi Uie corpse by a Brahman para for the pur|>os& 
Aherwards & stranger^ who had been caught outsldo t[\R 
Chamba tetrilory, was given (he oosLly wrappings of the 
corpise, then told to depart an*l never sbeiv hia face In the 
country BgainJ In Oude when an tufanl was killed it UfictJ 
to be buried bi the rooin w'heTc It Imd been horn. On the 
thirteeitb day afterw^ardi the priest liad to cwk and cat his 
food in that room. By doltig so be was Bupposed to take 
the whole Sill upon himself and to cleans the family from 
b* At Uidi Kurgan in Turkotait Mr, Schuyler saw an old 
man who wat «tld to get hh living Uy taking oit lum^elf the 
tini of the dead, and thenceforth devoting his life to prayer 
for their sdubu* 

ill Tahiii, where the bodice of chiefa and persons of rank 
WTnc embalmed and preserved above gmimd Hi ^peda] ibeilii 
or Ihiu!!^ creeled for tbeni, a prtest was employed at the 
fiincnl ritcd who bore the title of the ** corpse-prrtytug 
priest.'' Hb was amgukr. Wlieii ihe liouse for the 
dead had been prcpsmd, and tfus corpse placed on ibe plat¬ 
form or bier» ihe priest ordered a hole to be made In the 
lloorp near the foot of the platfonm. Over this he prayed to 
the gpd by whom it was supposed thaE the soul of the 
deceased had been called nway. The purport of hia prayer 
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wiLs that all the dead tnaii’s sim, «p«iallj* the one for which 
his soul had been requiretl of him, might be <le[>osite<1 there, 
that they nilghl not attach in any degree to the aur^'ivon;, 
and that the anger oT the god might be appeased. He nejtt 
addressed the us L'aJly saying, “With you kt the guilt 

now fenjaln,*' 1 he pillar or post of the corpse, as jc was 
called, was then pbnlqd in the hole, and the hots filled U[]l 
v\s so un as the ccrcmany of dcpcKiting the slna in the hok 
was over, all who had touched the body or the garments of 
the deceased, winch ucre liutjed or desiroyed, fied procijil' 
tately into the sea, lo ckanite ihemscives fron) the pollittion 
which they had contracted bj* touching the corpse.

defiktnent of (he dead.* In this instance the sins of tlie 
departed, as well as ilic pollution which the prunillvc mind 
commonly aasociates with death, are not borne by a living 

perwp, but buried in a hole. Yet the rundamental idea _ 

that of the transference of sms—is Uic same in the Tahitian 
as in the WeJsh and Indian ctistonw; wiietiier the vehicle 
Of receptacle destined to catch and draw off the evil be a 
pciaon, an animal, or a tiling, Is for the purpose in band 
H matter of little moment.*

The cxqmpks of the transference of evil hitherto uddgced 
have Isecii meetly drAwn from the ™toms of savag^c or 
biirl>;arou^ peoples. But siniilur attcmpls to ahift ihc burden 
of disease^ rnisfontme, and sin from one's self to another 
periodic or to itn anitnnr or tluni[^» have been common also 
pmcmg: the dviil?.ed nations of Europe^ both in ancient and 
fftcidcrri times. A Rom^n cure for fever was to pare tJie 
patient^s nails^ and stick the paTin^s wftli wax di^ a neigh^ 
bouA door before nmrisc; the fever then passed from Uie 
sick, man to his nci|ililKiUr.^ Similar devices must bavt been 
resorted to by the Greeks; for in laying down Ttiws for his 
Ideal state, PJato rbinks it too much to expect that men 
should not be alarmed at finding cciiain figuits mlherJog 
to their doors or u> the tombstones of theif parents, or iying 
at cresss^roads.* AmoEig the ruins of the great sanclumry of 
Aesculapius, which were excavated not very [png ago in an 
open valley among tlie mountains of EpJdauruSs jnscriptiairs 
tjAve been found recording Lhe mlmtulous cures which the 
god of healing pcrfomicd for his faidirul wemshippersL One 
of them tdls how a curtain randarus, a Thessalian, w^n frtisd 
frorn tbe letters which, a? a former slave or prisoner of war* 
he bore tattooed or branded on his brow. He slept in the 
sanctuary with a fillet round hJs head, and in the morning 
be discdvered to Ills Jay ibni the marks of shnme—the blue 
Of sc4irLet Jcltcrs^ — had been tmfinfmred from Id* brow to the 
fillet By and by there caine to tlw sanctuary a wicked 
man, also with brands or tattoo marks on h\% fitec» who had 
been charged by Pamlartis lo pay lib debt of gmthude to 
the god^ and had rcceivt^ the cash for the purpose^ But the 
cnnnmg fettow thought to cheat the god. and keep the money 
all to lum^clt So when the god appeared to him In a 
dream and asked anxiously after the money, be boldly dcnkxl 
that he had ft, and impud^tly prayied the god to remove the 
ugly marks from hh own brrtrcn brow.

Often the suifenr seeks to shift his burden of sickness or sidmoi 
ill-luck to some inaniiuate object* In Athena there Js a 
little chapel of St John tfic Baptist built agairisE an ancient w ibsmlh 
column. Fever patients resort thither, and by attaching a 
wa.Ycd lluead to the inner 4ide ol the column bclJevc that 
ihry transfer the fever from themselves to tlie pillar,* Eo 
tlie Mark of Brandenburg they say that if you suffer from 
giddiness you $lioujfj st:rip youtsclf naked and run thrice 
found n fLax-fieltl after aun^t; iu that »ay the flax will get 
the gMidmess and you will be rfd of tL* Somcijmes an 
Attempt IS made totmuNfrf the inlscliicf. whatever it may bC;, 
to the moon. In Oldenhurg a peasaiil related how he rid 
himKclf of a bony excresccTice by stroking it thnee crosswise 
ill the name of the Trinity, and then making a gesture as If 
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be were filing the dijfoitnity Jintl hurling it towards llie 
moon. 111 ihe same part pf ijcrmany st cure for warts b to 
itnod in the light qf n waxing moun so that you ^ennnot sec 
your own shadow^ then hoid the disfigured hand towards 
ilic moon, and stroke it wit!i the other hand Sn the direciion 
of the luitiinary. Some say th«t m doing ihh you should 
praiiounce these words, ** Mooui free me from these S'entiio,*’ * 
tlut perhaps the thing most commonly ctnpSoycd m 
Eiiiope as a receptacle for sick ness and trouble of aJI 
sorts is a tree or bush. The mode3 of transferring the 
to It are muny. For example, tlie EsllKmians 
tsky that you ought not to go out of the house on a 
spdag morning before you have eaten or drunk; for ii 
you do* you may chance to hear one of ^ the sounds 
which arc not lieard in wrinter^” such as the song of a 
bifU, and that would be tjnlucky. They thmk that if 
you tlius let yotirsdf be deceived or outwiitcd, as ibey 
call El, by a hind, you will be visited by stl mria of llU 
luck dirring tfw year; indeed It m^y very wtrll happen

clocks arc striking mjdnight Thus the malady E$ tran^ 
ferred to the sap of the tree, and its lea^%a wither away 
in exact proportion as iJie pailent recovers. But in order 
that the cure may be successful k is absolutely cssonlial 
that the bark should be bitten at midnight prcei^ety ; a bite 
befuic or after that witching hour Is labour thrown away/ 
On Sl George^s Uayi South Slavonian lada and lasses 
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dfmb lliftce up ami down a comcl-trce, saying. “ My laii- 
ncs4 iUid sleepiness to you. comcbtrcc, but health and 
booty (o tncJ’ Tlien as they wend liotncwards they 

turn once more towards the tree and call out, "Cornel* 
tfrtl wmel tfcel 1 leave you my [ailuesa and aleepiness"* 
Tlie same people attempt to cure fever by transrciring It to 
a dwarf cldcr^buili. Having found such a bush with three 
sbcpoU springing from the mot. die [laticnt grasps the 
points of die three shoots in Ins band, bends ihem down 
to the ground, and fastens them there with a stone. 
Under the arch thus funned he creeps thrice; then he 
cuts nff or digs up the three shtxsts, saying, '* In three 
shoots I cut three sicknesMis out When these three shoots 
tjriow ynUTig again, may the fever come back. * A Buigarian 
cure for fever is to run thrice round a wilJow.-tiee at sun¬ 
rise, cry'ing, The fever shall shake thee, and the mn shall 
warm me.”* tn the Greek island of Karpathtw the priest 
ties a red thread round the neck of a sick pcrsoti. NcJrt 
morning the fnends of the patient nciuove the thread and 
go out to the hillside, where they tic the tlirca<) 10 a tree, 
thinking tlial they tlius iransfer the sickness to the tree.* 
Italians attempt to ctnn fever in tike manner bj-^ fastening it 
to a tree. The snlTcicr lies a thread round his left wrist at 
night, and honga the thread on a tree next morning. The 
fever is thu* believed to be tied up to the tree, and the patient 
to be rid of it: hut he must he cnreful rot to pass by that 
tree again, othcra'ise the fever would break loose from its 
bonds and attnek him afresh.* An old hreneh remedy for 
fever was l<* bind the puirent himself to a tree and leave him 
tlierc for a time; some said that the ceremony should be 
perfornud fasting and isrly in the mornitig, that the cord or 
straw tope with which the person tvaa bound to the ti^ 
should be left llicre lo rot, and that the sulTcrer sliould bile 
the bark of the tree before rctumlng home.* In BohcniTa 
the friends of a fever patietil will sometimet cany him head 
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fonttnojtt. ^ nwrani erf Utaw mpest to a bmh, which they 
dump him down. Then he miL*t jwtnp tip and run homt 
The frictnb who carried him also fice, leai^^iig Uw struw 
mpci and likewijic lite fever behind them on ihe buftlL* 

Sometinits the sickness U transrerred to the tree by 
making a knol In one of Sia boughs^ Thus m Mceklenhuqj 
a retnedy f^jr fever b to go t^fore sunrise to a willow^ 
Eiee and Ue as many kruitJ la one of its brajichcs as 
the fever has Lasted days : but gning and ooniing you must 
be careful not to speak a ward* A rlemish eure for 
the ague to go early in ihe morning to an old willow, tic 
three knot^ in one of its branches, say, ” Good-motiow, Old 
OnCp 1 give tlvcc itie cold; giaod-mortow^ Old One,** then 
turn and nm a^vay without looking lannd* In Rheniiih 
Bavaria tire Cure for gout b aimilar. The patient tecifes a 
spell or prayer while he titands at a willow-^busJi holdiing one 
of its houghs. When tlic m^^atle word$ have bcerii spokerii 
he tics a knot in tiie bough and departs curedp But all his 
life long he must never go near that willow-bush again, 
Qt the gouE will come bock to him.^ In Sonnenberg, if you

Another way of tTansIcrrinu gout rrom a man to a tree Sdmn* 
is this. Pare the nails of the sufTcrers fingers and cUp lomc 
liaira from his Icgi Bore a hole in an oak, stuff the i-jr 
nails and hair in the hole, stop up the hole again, 
and smear it with cow’s dung. If, for three months tht-je- 
aftcr^ the patient U free of gnat, yow may be a«re the oalt 
has it in Ids stead.* A German cure for toothache is to 
bore a Hole in a tree and emm some of tlw sufferePs hair 
Into iL* Tn these cases, though no doubt the tree sufTcrf 
the pangs of gout or toothache respectively, it docs so 
with a scrl of stoical equattimhy, giving no outward and 
visible sign of the pams that rack ft ina-ardly. !t is not 
aiwaj's so, however* Tiie tree cannot invariahly suppress 
every symptom of its suffering. It may hide its tooih- 
aclw, but it ctTinot so easily Hide Its warts. In Cheahime 
If you would be rid of Warts, you have only to rub them 
will! a. piece of bacon, cut a slit la the barii of an ash- 
tree, atid slip tJic Uacon under the bark. Soon the warts 
will disappear from your band, only however to reappear 
in the shape of rough ckcreseences or knob* on the bark of 
the tree.* Again in Beauee and Fcrche, two provinces of 
France, fever may be iratwfcrred to a young aspen by insert¬ 
ing the parings of the patient's nails tn the tree and then 
plastcriug up the hole to prevent the fever from getting 
out. But the opCTHtlon must be performed by nighL* 

How subject an aspen it to lever mutt be obvious to the 
meanest cupactry from the trembling of Its iraves in every 
breath of wind ; nothing therefore can be easier *3r mote 
natural than to transfer the malady, with h' fits of diaking, 
to the tree. At Bcrkhatnpstead, in Hertferdshire, there used 
to be certain oak-trees which were long celebrated for the 
cure of agtt& The transference of the malady io the tree 
was simple but painful. A lock of the sufferer's hair was 
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pegged into a,n oak; then by a sudden ^roneb be left hh 
h.Tir and fiui ^giie behind him in the

I 6, TAr J\fmiiffg^ Evils 

Often the patienh wJUiout troubling to bore a hole In strife™ 
the tree, merely knocks a wedge, a ficg, or a nai! in«a 
bellctMHg that he tit us pegs or nails the sickness or pajn into nA4JBi imr 
the wocxl. Thus a Bohemian cure for fever Is Co go to a Ucc 
and hafTimcr a wedge into it with the words There, 1 knock 
you in, that you may come no more out to me/* * A German 
way' of getting rjd of toothache is to go in silence before aun* 
rise to a tree; eai^clally a wiltow-trce, make a silt In the 
bark on the north side of the tree, or on the ^de that looks 
towards the aunri^^ cut out a splinter from the place thua 
laid bare, poke the splinter inco the aching tooth till blood 
comes, tl^n put back the splinter in the tree, feld down the 
bark over it, and tic a string round Lbe trunk, tliat the 
splinter may grow* into the trunk as before. As It docs »0, 
your pain will vaiibh; but you must be carcluL not to go 
near the tji;e afteru'ardfl, or you will gel the looihache again. 

And any one who pulls the ipllnier out will aisc get the 
Lixithache. He has tn fad tincorked the toothache which 
was safely bottled np in the tree, and he must take the 
natural consequence of hb rash act* A simpler plan, 
practised m Perrita as well as In France und Germany, is 
merely to fscrape the aching tcxilh with a nait or A twig till 
It bteeds^ and! then hammer the nail or ihe iwtg into a tree; 

In the Vosges, in Voigiland, and probably el»!whm?i it h 
bdJc^'ed that any person who should draw Out such a nail 
or twig would get the toothache" An old ]ime-lncc'at 
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-Evtssm^ in Brunawjck, 13 sirudded with nails of variotis 
^aped, inclodiiig^ scrcw-natU, which have been driven into H 
by pcrifons who unflercd from achinj^ teetL' I n the Mark 
of Eianclenbure they say that the ceremony should be per¬ 
formed when the mooii is on the wanci atid that Ujo bloody 
nail should be knocked^ witllout a word bchig spoken, into 
the north side of an oak-lreet where the suu cannot shine 
on it; afier that ilie person will have no more tODthaehc so 
bnjj as the tree lemainii standiug* Here ft is plainly 
implied that the tootiiadic U bottled up in liie i«ic. if 
further proof were necdnl (bat in such cases the malady 
is actually unnsreired to the tree and stowed away In ita 
trunk, it would be aRbrded by the belief tlial if the tree is 
cut driwn die toothache will return to lire ertgina) sulTcrer^ 
Rupture aa well as touUmche can be nailed |o an oak, tor 
that purpose all that need be tJatir Is to take a ouiTm-nalt 
and touch with it the injured part of the patient; then set 
the autTerer bapefool before an oak-tree, and knock the noil 
into the Lruiik above his head. That imnsfers the repture 
to the tree, and that b why you may often «e the boles of 
ancient oaks studded with nails.* 

Such remedies are not coiilined to Europe. At Jllida 
irt Algeria, there U a soeted old oUie-tree, in which 
pngrfms, especially women, knock nails for the purpose 
of ridding themselves of thdr aitroents and troubiet* 
Again, the Majiiwars, a Uravidian tribe in the hill country 
of South Mirtapur, believe that alt disease is due to 
ghCH^ but that ghosts, when they bccoEnc treublesome, can 
be shut up In a rertain tree, which grows on a little 

the Sukandnr, a tributary- 
m the Kan liar river. Accordingly, when ibj- country [s 
mrested by gliosts, In other w'ords when tUsease {$ raging, a 
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sklEful wizard iceks fat a pi«« of dccr-hont In the jungTe, 
Whtnt he has tbund It, he hoitimer^ it with a stone into ihe 
ttte and thus shtjta up the ghoGt. Tlie tree Is covered with 
hundreds of swell pieces of horn** Agniti, when a new 
seUlement is being made in some parts of the North-Western 
Provinces of India, it is deemed necessary to apprehend and 
lay by the heels the local deities, who might otherwise do 
a deal of mischief to the intrwcEers on iheir domahi, A 
sorcerer is called in to (lo the business. For days he 
marches about the plaice tnustering the gods lo the tuck of 
drum. When they arv all assembled, two men known as 
the Sarlhnian and the Ijeafinan, who rcpiesent the gods of 
the earth and of the trees respectivciy, become full of the 
spirit, being taken possession of bodily by the local deities. 

In this exalted state they shout and caper about In a fine 
fneniy, and their scemiiigty disjointed ejaculations, which 
are realty the divine voice speaking through them, fire 
interprcticU by the sorcerer. When tlie critical moTiicnt has 
come, the wiziifd rushes In between the two incarnatjDiis of 
divinity, clutches at tlie spirits which are hovoring about 
them in the aiFf and pours grains of sesame through their 
htmds into a perronitcd piece of the wood ol the sacrett fig-tree, 

Tlvcn williDUl a motnent’* delay he plasters up the hole with 
» mixture of day anti cow-dung, and carefully buries the 
piece of wood on the spot which Is to be the shrine ol the 
local ddties, Nredlia* lo say that tlie gods llicmscrves flie 
huuged lip in tlie wood and arc t|u|tt incapable of dofng 
further mischief, provided always thiil the usual offcrtiigs ate 
made to tbem at she shrine where they live in dutance vile* 

In this cue the louroe of mischief 1* troprisoncif not in a 
tree, but In a piece of one j but the principle is dearly the 
earner Simiinrty in Corea art Sngllsb lady obseived at a Oinnon 
cross-road a small log with several hole* like those ol a 
mouse-trap, one of which wu plugged up doubly with bungs 
of wsiiKl She was told that n demon, whose ravage* spread 
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^iclchess In fiunlly'p had bc«n inveigled 3 snfccfcss fnto 
tlMt hole and eecurety hungetl «(i. It wa» thought proper 
fof all paascr^by to itcp over the Ittcafcenited devil, w hether 
to expreu their awm and ahltorreitce ef him, or more 
pmbabJy at a mesRS of keeping him Forcibiy down,' In 
Cochin CJima a ttoithlesome ghost can be coniiricd to the 
grave by the aimpJe pnicess of knocking a naii or thrusting 
a bar of iron title the earth at the point where the head of 
the CTH-pw may be presiuned to repose,^ 

From knocking the mischief into a tree or a Ictg it is 
only a step to knocking it into a atone, a door-post, a wall, 
or sudt Hike. At the head of Glen Mor. near Port Charlotte! 
[» Islay, then: may be seen a large boulder, and it is najj 
that whoever drive* a nail into this stone will thereafter be 
KEtire frotii attadcs of toothacUc A farmer in Islay told an 
enquirer seme years ago liow a passing stranger onoe cured 
hU gnindmather of toothache by driving a horse-nai! into 
the Hntol of the kitchen door, warning her at the iame time 
to keep the nali them, ami if it should cume locne juat to 
tap it with a hammer ilH It had a grip again- She had no 
more tootliaehe tor the rest of her life' In Braitswick ft is 
open to any one to nail his toothache cither Into a wag or 
into a tii«, as he thinks fit; the pain is cured quite as well 
m the one way as In the other.' So in Beaucc and Perclic 
a healer Iws teen known to place a nmv nail cm the aching 
tooth of A summer and then knock the naf| into a door a 
^am, or a jouL* The procedure In North Africa is similar. 

^ ou irate certain Arabic leuers and numbere on the wail - 
tiien wbl e the patient puta a finger on the aching tooUu 
you noek a nail, with a light tap of a hsminer, into the 
first letter Oil the wall, reciting a verse of the Coran as you 
do so. Next >.r>u ask the sufTctor whether the ,«in 
abat^ and if he says " Ves" you draw out the nail entirety. 
But If he sa^ No," you shift the nail to the next letter in 
the and » on, ttH the pain goes away, whieJi h alwaj-s 
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dc>c!k woncf Or lntor>^ A iiolicitiiftn u'ho he Is ftiiout 
to hsivic an attach of fever wilt snatch up tie first thing- that 
eoiTies to hand and nail it to the wall. That keeps the 
fever from him.* 

As in Europe we nail tooihiichu or fever to a wall, no l>fitb ud 
in Morocco they nail devils. A house Iti Mo^dor having 
been infested with devils, who threw stones about it itt Ssli^tn 
a way that tnadc life a burden to the inmates, a holy man 
was called In to exorcise tlicm, which he did effectually ^tsV' 
by pronouncing an jncanUtinii and driving a naf] into the 
wall; at eveuy stroke of the hammer a hissing sound 
announced tliat another devil haii received lits t|uictua* 

Among the modern Arabs the soul of a iiturdered man must 
be nailed down. Thus if a man h - murdcied In Egypt, his 
gbost wIU rise from the ground wlienc his blood was shed: 
but it can be prevented from doing so by driving a new nail, 
which has never been used, into the earth at the spot where 
the maider was committed In Tripoli the practice is 
similar. Some years ago a native was murdered close to 
the door of a. litlFe liallan irta. Immediately the Arabs of 
the neighbotirhood thronged thither and effechtally laid the 
ghost wit it luimmer and oaiL When the innkeeper raslily 
attempted to remove the nail, he w'as wariterl that to do so 
wouhl be to set the ghost free.* In modern Egj'pt numben UmeUf^ 
of people afnictcd with headache used to knock a nai) Into 
the great wooden door of the old south gate of Cairo, for the ■ *»iil ^ 
fiurpose of channing aivay the pain j others who sufTered 
from toothache u<ed to extract a tooth and Insert It in a 
CiCTice of th^ door^ or fix il in ^otne othef way^ in oriJ^ to 
be nd of toQthikcihi!; for tic futufe,.

The farmer saw Ills chance, aud quick as tlimight he seized 
i peg and hammered It Into the hole^ so that the plague 
could not posiibly out After s rime, Ijowevrr* thinking 
Uve danger pjw^ he drew otii the peg. Alis 1 with the 
peg came ercarping iwid curling out of the hole the blue 
va]K>ur oitco nmre^ The phigue thus kt loose seized on 
every member of the family In that unltappy house and left 
nol oftc of (hem aJivu.* A^^afii, the gre.il plague which devas¬ 
tated the andcnl wcrld in ihc rdgii of Marcus Antoniitui h 
*aid to have originated in the curiosity and greed of some 
Koinasv who, pillaging the city of Sclcucia» came 

upon a narniW hole in a lemptc and litcaeiiouily enlarged 
the opening In the expectation of discovering treasurer But 
that which came forth from the hole was not trcitsurc; but 
the plague. El liacJ been pent up in a secret diamW by 
the magic art of the Chaldeans ; hui noiv, released from its 
prison by the rash act of the spoilersp It stalked abroad and 
spread death and destniClEcrn from the Eitphrates to the 
Site and the AtlRntk.* 

The simple ceremony^ In w^hich to this day the super¬ 
stition of Eiin>|>ean peasants sees a sovereign remedy for 
plague and fever ond toothache, has come down ro us from 
1 rempte antiquity; for tn days when as yci l^arfes and 
"London were rtet^ when prance still revered the Druids as 
the mas&ers of all knowlcdger human and divine, and when 
our ow'n country ivaa still covered with virgin fofeisls, tic 
home of savage beasts and savage mem tie some ceremony 
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"okmnlj^ jjtrtfornied from time to «tn<j by iho highcit 
m^istnitc a! Rome, to stay the ravages of pcsUlence or re* 
trkte fli 5 a<itt:r that tbreatoned the foundatfans or the natibnaJ 
life l» the fourth ccnriuy befnre owr era iJie city of Rotne 
was desolated by a great plague which raged for three years, 
catD'lng off some of the highest d^ftarics and a great 
muUUudc of Common folk. The hiabarion who records the 
calamity informs 113 tiiat when a banquet had been offered 
to the gods in vain, and neither hutnnn eoutiteU nor divine 
help ftvatipd to mitfgate the vbletice of ilw disease, tt was 
tesoKed for the first ttine in Roman lustory to Institute 
dtuniaticnl perfoniiariftM as ati appropriate mearu of ap¬ 
peasing tlie^ wrath of the celestial powers. Accordingly 
aclors were letched from Ktruria, who danced eertarn almple 
and decorous dances to the music of a flute, Rtii even this 
novel spectBcle fafleJ to amuse or touch, to move to team 
or laughter the sulJcri gods. The plague still raged) and at 
the moment when the actors were playing thefr best in 
the circus beside the 'Ffber. the yellow river rose in angry 
Rood and lirove player# artd spectators, wading and splash¬ 
ing through the fast-deepening waters, away from the show. 

I W3S thA .1 the gods spumed as weif {ts prayers 
and bancjiicts; 4nd In the constern^tjorr it wn^ feU 

Ltiiii some mote cnectnal measiirc shodH be taken lo pwi «tn 
CJifJ to tiu! scourges Old men Temcmbercd ihat » pb^rfie 
hiiii onoe been ttayed by the knocking nt h nail into a wrW ; 
and accordingly the Senate r™Hxd timt now in thciV ex- 
Uejiijtyp when all other me^ns had falEedi a supreme nuigfjrLrote 
should be afjpoiitl'C;il for the sole purpose of performlug this 
^Icmn emmony. The uppedntment was madet the naJI was 
ktiocktd, and the plague ceased* sooner or Jitter^!* Wlmt 
better proof could be given of llie sAviau virtac of a iwil ? 

Twice more within the same cmimy the Roman pwpJc 
had recourse to the same venefabk caemony as a ctife for 
piihlie ca]amitli :=3 wiih winch the onflnary remedies, civil and hAhT 
rchgicjifs^ seemed tm^ble to Copt One of these oa:ailon« 

WTta a pc^tilcnoe the ottier was a ilninge mortuJizy among 
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the leactfti^ tnen, which public opinicn trRcecI, fi^htly oi 
wronffly^ to a series of itcfAdaiu crimet perpetmtctl by nobb 
matrons, who took their husbands off by poison. The 
crimes, real or {ttiaginary, were «t down to {remy, and 
nothing could be thought of s<t Jiltdy to minister to minds 
tiiseasKl as titu knocking of a naiJ into a wall. Search 
among the Annals of the city proved that in a season of civil 
discord, when tJie stale had been imtt by party feud* the 
antoe tim^hnno tired remedy, the same soorhing bafmi had 
been applied with the happiest results to the jarring interests 
and hotted pMsions of the dlsptitaniii. Acoorditigty the old 
norttum was iricfl once more, and again success appeared to 
justiry tbc ejtpertnient.’ 

If the Ronuns in lire fourth century before Christ thus 
«rtii«kia( deemed it possibie to rid ihemsdves of pestilence freuav 
hii hKii ^itfnu by hammering them into a wall even as French 

and Gwiitnn peaHuits stDI rid themselves of fever and tooth¬ 
ache by knocking them into a tree, their prudent ancestors 
appttr to liave determined that «> saiutaiy a immsure should 
rot be restricted in iu scope to meeting special and ttrgom 
emeigende!i tu they arose, but slmiild rqjularly diffiioe its 
beuefits over tbe community by anticlpadng and, ns it were, 
nipping m the bud evila which, tun: uncheckmJ, might grow 
to dangeivua pmprtiona This, ive may conjectiiH:, was 
ttie origmal intention of an andent Roman law whidi 
ordaim^ that the highest magistrate of the irpithlic should 
kn^in a naj every year on the thirteenth day of &m. 
ember, The law might ire seen. oOucJtcd in old-faabioncd 
Li.igoage,enEmv^ on a tehiet which was fimtentd to a wall

It ivas observed aiso 
at Vulairul, in Ktrurio^ where tlie naila thti^ fixed tn the •> pur^ 
teraplc of the goddesa Nortla served aa a conventent means 
of rc^fding and fiumberinyf the years;* To llomott anti* j?^tL 
qimrle^ of a later period It jteemchJp nslarally enoiigh, thatgu^^Qi 
such a practice had indeed no other object tl's^'in tha( of 
marking the flight of time in ages when writing whs but iiv HonMm 
little used^ Yet a little pcfleclion will probably coisvmce m 
that thH though ft was doubdeas a UfsefuJ conse^jticnce of t|ie iim ymt. 
custom, can hardly have been its original intentioni For it 
will scarcely be disputed that tiie annual observance of the 
oistom cannot be wholly <Lissociated fmm Its occasional 
oWmnce in ^Ktisorts of great danger or cainmity, and that 
whalever explanation we give of ihc one ought to apply to 
the other alacx Now it h plain tltat if we start from the 
annual observance and regard it as no mpre than a time* 
keeper or mode of recording the years, we shall never rmch 
an adequate explanation of the occHslonaJ observance. Jf 
the nails were merely ready reckoners of the years^ how 
could they come to be iijcd as supreme remedies for peati- 
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lenee, freniy, anil jeiltlion, rtsarted to by the istatc fn 
dcsperaic cmer;^nctcfl when all Ihp ordiniiry rcsnuicea of 
policy and religion had Tailed? On the other hand, if we 
start Trom the oocaslonat observana; and view ii, in accord- 
ftnoc with modem analogies, as a rude attempt to dispose o( 
Intangible tvi]a as if they were things that coitid be handled 
and put away mit of sight, we can ncadily unileraiantj how 
aucli art attempt, from being made occaslonoily, m^ihl oomc 
to be repeated annually for the sake of wiping out all 
the old troubles and misfortunes of the past year and 
enabling the comtnnnfty to start afresh, unencumbered hy- 
a fardel of ills, at the beginning of a new year. Portunaidy 
wo can shew that the analogy which ia thus assumed to 
exist between the Roman custom and modern superstition is 
not a mcnly fattcifu) one; in other words, it can lie proved 
tluit t he Rom arts, like modem clowns, did believe In the 
poasJbiKty of nailing down trouble, in a litem] and physical 
iteose, into a matcnal substance. I’liny tells us that an 
alleged cure fc^ epilepsy, or the faliltig sick mas, was to drive 
an imn nail into the ground on the spot wiiieh was first 
struck by the patient's head as he fell.’ In the tight 
of the modem instencea which have come before ns, we 
^ hardly doubt that the ciunc was siipiiosed to consist

T]h;ii waJk away backwards from the *pot before the clock 
« done striking twelve, and >‘n« wilt miss the ague; but tlic 
next person who psiae, ever the tinil wilt catch the mdudy 
in your stead- tfere It » plainly awumed that the ague of 
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which the patient is relievctJ has been left lay binn rtailcd 
dnwn into the CAith at the cross-mad* and we may fairly 
«uppcHC that A Aimitar assumption iindrj-lay the Homan cure 
for epilepsy. Fun her, we seem to be now jnsti^ed in hold¬ 
ing that originat!y^ when a Roman dictator sought Ed slay u 
plague, to rtiitorc concord; or to Icntitnatc an cjddemie 
of madness by ktiockiiig a naJl into a walj, he was doii^g for ’ 
the comiDOJiwealth exactly what any prirale man mighl do 
for an epileptic patient by knocking s tiaiJ into the grounij 
on the spot wliere his poor fricrtci tiad oollapvsd in other 
words, he WHS haairnedrig the pkgue, llic discord, or tivc 
mfldneaa inio a hole from whidt h osuld not get out to 
diiitt the oommunity again,' 

DilTereni in principle fmm tlie foregoing cuitoma appear? k.mdiing 
to lie the Loango pmetfee of Si^tlckingnalli Into wooden fdoLa or 
fetiflhes. The intenlioti of knocking a nail into a worsfiipful i^pmuit 
image is said ro be >fmp1y to aifract the notice of the deky 
in a ibrcible manner to the request of his worshipper ^ it is like ^ ^ 
pindung urnan or running a pin into bis leg as a hint that you 
desire to speak wdih htm. Hence in order to be quite sure of 
riveting ihe gneiss altentinn the nails arc sometimes made 
fed-hoh* Ev^n tiie most ab^ent-inmded dmiy could hardly 
overiook a petition urged in so importunate a fashion. The 
practitc is resorted to fn imiity emcrgendca. For example, 
when a man has been nobbed^ he will go and get a pTiest to 
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knack a imll into an idol. The alusrp pang naluraMy exu- 
perate# the ddt)^ and he mkn to wreak his wralh on the 
th^ef, whi;^ is the renl ocoiskiti of his ’iulTering. So n^hen the 
thirf heats of what hits betm done^ he brings b^ck the stolen 
gDods lit fimr and trmibliTig- Similiirly a nail may be 
knocked into an Ido! for the purpose of making somebody 
faJi ill^ and if a rick man Cincies chat liis illness Is due to 
an enemy who has pbyed him ihh trick, he wHJ send lo the 
priest of the Idol and pay him to remove the nnil.^ This 
mode of refr^hing the memory and stijnulaling Hie activity 
of a sn^icmatm-al being is not confined to the ncEroes of 
LoaiTgo^ it IS practised also by French Cathalics, as we 
Icairi from Sir John Rhys. ^Some years ago,^ he wriies, 
^ whcJi t was on a visit at the late Ernesi: RcTian's Itousc at 
Konmapamam near Perros-Currec on the north coast of 
Brittany* our geniai host took fiia tHcnds otic day to see some 
of the sights of that neif^hbourhood. Among other things 
which he showed m ivas a statue of St Guirce standing at the 
head of ao open crak. 11 was of wood^ atid altogcLher a very 
rude work of art, iftucii it might be called ; but whut altraxled 
oiif attention most was the fact that Jt had lanumcmble pins 
stuck into iL Wc asked Af, Reoan what the pins meanl,* 
and his c^fplatiation was exceedingly quaint. He said that 
when any young woman in the ndghbourhaod made up her 
mind that she sht^uM marry, she came there and ai;ketl the 
sain* to provide her with s husband, and to do so w^ithout 
undue delay, Slie had every coniidenee tn the wftttngness 
and ability of the saint to oblige hcr^ but was haunted by 
the fear that lie might be otherwise engaged .ind forget her 
request. So she w^ouki nick pins intci him, and thus goad 
him, as she farvcictl, to e3jeTt himwlfon htzr behalf. This is

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In the foregioing chapter the pditative prTncfple of the 
iranifcreflce of JlU to another perHUi^ nnima!, or thing wa» 
explained and illusttaieii A eonsidctnujon of the means 
lakcfi, io acamJanoe with th« principle, to rid indltdduats of 
t^r trouble* and distresses led vs ta believe that at Rome 
iitnJIar means had been adopted to free the whole com- 
tnuni^, at a singJe blow of the hammer, from divoise evils 
that ^icted it, r tiqw propose to shew that such attempts 
to dismiss at once the accitmubtcd wmiWB of a people ant 
by no meaiu ran or exceptional, but that on the contrary 
they have been made in many lands, and that from being 
occasional they tend to become periodJe and annuoL 

h needs some cfTnrt oit pur part to realise the frame of 
mind whkh prompts these attempts. Bred in a philosophy 
which strips nature of per.sonality and reduce* it to the 
unknown cause of an orderly series of impressions on otir 
saiBes, we find it hnid to put oursdvea fn the pboe of tJie 
savage, to whom the same improsBlons appear in the guise 
of spirits or the handiwork of spWta, For ages tlie army of 
•pints, once =« near, has been receding further and further 
from U9, banished by the magic wand of science from hearth 
and home from ruined ceil and ivied lower, from haunted 
glade and kmciy mere, from the riwn murky cloud that 
belches forth the llghinfrig, and from those fairer cJouds that 
p.l ow the stiver moon or fret with dakaa of burning rod the 
j^lusn The sptrtte are gone even from their last 

stronghold in the sky. wbose blue arch no longer pai=esL 
except with chJIdron, for the screett that hides from mortal 
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cyti the glorlei c*f the celestial wodtl. Only in p0c\%* 
or lEti|iassiortc^ flights of omtory lE given to 
catch a gliitif^ of the la^t fliutcr of the 4Und:int» of 
the rctrcrttitig ho 3 t^ to hear ihc beat of their iim^lble wineSj 
the icrtjnd of their mocking laughter^ or ciic swell of angeJ 
mude dying away in the dLs^nce, Far cthomi^ h it with 
the ravage. To hf& imagination the world still teems with 
tho^ motley beings whom a rooir sober philosophy has 
discardei.h Fairies and goblJnSn ghosts and demons, $til] 
hover about Iuei] both waking and sleeping. They dog tilfl 
footsteps, darzle im sensesj, enter into him, harass and 
deceive and torment him in a ihousatid freakish and mb^ 
chievous ways. The mishaps that befall him, tile losses he 
sustains, tlic pflins he has to endure, he commonly *ets 
down, if not to tiio magk of hia enemies, to iho spite or 
anger or caprice of the spirits. TE^eir constant presence 
wearies him, their sleepless nmllgnlty asperates idm; he 
longs with an unspeakable longing to be rid of them allo 
gether. and from time lo time, il riven to bay, his patience 
utterly exhauAtedp he turns fiftroely on hb persccutcrs and 
toakc^ a desperate effurt to chase the whole pack of ihefti 
from the iandg to clear the air of tlicir fiwarming multiplies, 
that be may breathe more fredy and go on hii way un- 
molcsied, mi least for a time. Thus it comes about that the 
cndea%\iifr of priinttive people to make a clean sw'eep of all 
their troubles generally takes the form of a grand hunling 
out and expulsion of dcrils qr ghosts They think that 
tf they can only shake off these tiieir accursed tormentorKi 
they will make a fresh start in Itfe^ happy and innocent, 
the talcs or Eden and tJic old poetic golden age Vrih come 
true agabn 

Idence, before we review some examples of these spirit- PfEmPitw 
hunts, it may be well to adduce evidence of the deep tiold 
which D belief in tlin omtiiprescncc and itiangniiy of spirits pfcttvwoi 
has the primitive mind. The reader wUI be better 

able to understand the savage remedy when he has an ink- 
tiog of the nature of the e^iJ whlcli it is designed to combat*

Ing-places, and att roeky pintrei aboimd with evil spirits. 
In like manner, every naitiml pltenomenon is believed to be 
the work of demona, none of which seem of a benign nature, 
one and all apparently strivtiig to do all Imaginable mtschiif 
to the poor bfaek fellow."' The negro,* says another writer. 
" Is wont to regard the wliofe world nrcnind him as peopled 
with invisible beingSi to whom he imputes everj' misfortune 
that hapfiens to hlm^ and from whose barmful inllucnce he 
Kehs to protect himself by all kinds of magic mteana,"* 
The Bantu negrcpcs of Western Africa * regard their god as. 
the creator of man, pjants, animals, and the earth, and they 
hold that Jinving made Ihem, he tabes no further intcieat in 
the adair. But not So the crowd of spirits with which the 
uniii^ene Is peopled, th^ take only too much ititerest, and 
the Bantu wishes they would rot and is perpetually saying 
so in bb prayers, a laige percentage whereof amounts to, 
*<fO Away, we don't want you,' 'Come not into ihta house, 
this vlllftgc, or its plantatbiU.'" .■Mmosl oU these subordin¬ 
ate spirits are malevolent.* A siimtar but fuller aceount of 
the West African creed li given by a German writer, whose 
elatements apply particularly to the Jtlwe-spt:aking negiocs 
of the Slave CoasL He sai-sr "Thus the term fetishism 
denotes the attitude of the IZwcs; of of West African negro 
tribes fn genemi, towards magic ; h forms one of the prin¬ 
cipal constituents of their lellgjQij. The other main con- 
stituent Is ihcir attitude to the gods, whjeJi is pmperiy 
dcmonolatrjr. The Ewe naiiMJs the gods that is, 

intcrmcdtitfics, aamcly, between ;i Supreme Being, whom he 
calls AfatLu (Mhc Uiisutitasaableand itifinkind. The 
oViiasi with whom the Ewe tiaa tii do. to whom his offerings 
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and hh respects are paidL are thus subordinate ikitteSp wlio 
£CC 0 rdin|r to the cc^^molcsgicaf meaning of the wonl drv are 
conceived as Judging, composing dbputea, and mediating 
among men. The existence of a Supreme iking fe by no 
tnean^ unfnmiiiar to the Ewe ; he hits hts iViJtiW often in 
Ms tnoutb* csfpecially In LalkJng wilh the misaipnaj^', and Ivt 
willingly acknowloilgies iliat created iiitn and the 

god a. But he can only coriccive of this Supreme Iking on 
tlie analogy of hisciwn persoaaiity and not omnipresent ind 
50 forth. It [a itnpossllik thatUib Maw u can trouhtc hlxn^lf 
about detaib in the encation or even about every individual 
Riati find his petty affaira; what would be the use of the 
inatiy higher and low-er spirita wiih which the ivurld h hUed 
befm; hii^ eyes?

The clcm^rnts are thought to be mwtd by 
the gods of the air* In the storm mid the windp m thunder 
and lightning the Ew^e sees the manifc^tnlion of yrtulkulrtrSy 
pou'erful gods- In the iiiysEerious roll and roar of the deep 
sea the l-lwe, like the in gciicmh beholds the sway of 

a very mighty god or of a whale host of gods, hurt her, the 
earth itself is also live abcuJc of a multitude of spirits or 
gods, who have in It their aphcire of activity, I hey Inhabit 
ccitaln great tnountalniir, great holfow trees* enves, rivers and 
csj^jeeiatly woods* In tuch woods of the gods no timber 
may be felled. Tlius ihe godi fill not only the air and the 
*ea^ they also walk on earth, oti all pth# ■ they lurk under 
the trees, they tanify the lonely wayfarer, tlw>' diaquici and 
plyigue even the ileeper. Wlien the negro nsea from ifse 
vtoot on which he hair been sitting, he never tails lo turn it 
upside down, ifi prev-ent % spirit from siithtg down on iL ^ * 
The $pirit-worJd falb into tivf' main claves; there are 
good and kindly spirits^ whose help h eagerly sought by 
offerings i but there are lilso glnomy ant) rewtigcful ipiiitA*

whose ppproacb and innuerict people eagcfly endeavatir to 
aircrt, and against vv^hom all possible tneaiu are employed to 
ban them from tfte houses and vllkg!c«. The peoptc are 
much more rearous iti their devotion to the evii apiriu than 
in tlieif deration to the good. The reasem is that tile f«l- 
Ing of fear and ll^c eotuciousness of guilt are much stronger 
than the emotions of Jove aiid gratitude for beneiita received 
ilctice the U'orshjp of the faUie gods Or spirits among this 
people, and among the West African rtegio tribes in general, 
is properly spcildng a womliip of demons or clevjla” * 
e Again, a missionary who spent fifteen years among 
the Dalokf of the Upper Congo Rivcf telb us that ■' the 
religion of the Boloki has its basis in thejr fear of those 
nujneroiis invisible spirits which surround them on wety 
side, and are conutantly tr>'rng to compass their sicirncss. 
mlsforttine and death; and the RolttkPs sole objtKt in 
pnictisuig their ncHgion is to cajole, or appenre, cheat, or 
coiitpier and kill tJuMO spirits that trouble them—hence their 
**T®Af'* [uKsdieJne-men}, thefr rites, their ceremonies and their 
charnu. if there were no evil spirits to be circumvented 
U»c« would be no need of their medicine men and their 
ehn^s." '* Tile iloiolti folk believe they are summnded by 
spirits which try to thwart them at every twist and turn, and 
to harm them every hour of the day and night. The rirere 
and creeks are crowded with the spirits of ihcir ancestors 
and the forests and btish are full also of spirits, ever seeking 
to injure the living who are overlakcu by night when 
travcHing by road or canot T never met among them a

may next do to them" These dangerous beings dwell 
cver>'wb«e, land and water arc full of ihem i they are ever 
ready to ponnoc on the Hvlng and carry them away or to 
^rtiite them with disease ajid klU them- Though they arc 
iniridblc to common eyes^ the medklnc'maji can see Lhent, 
and can cork them up in calabashes ot cover them up with 
sauitepans! indeed^ tf it is made worth his whilc^ he can 
even destroy them aitogetherJ Again, of the Bantu tribes ovum 

of South Africa we read that " nearer than the spirits of 
deceased chlcfa or of their own ancestors was a whole host 
of hobgoblins, water sprites;, and malcvDlciit demons* who 
met the Bantu lum which war they woutd. There vha no 
beautiful fairyland for them* for all the bcJugs who hatinied 
the mountains, the plains^ and the rivers were ministers of 
evil. The most feared of these w*as a large bird that inaik 
Inve to wotneti and incited those who mtumed Its affection 
to cause the death of those who did not, and a little mis- 
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dlievmui tm[> wlio w^% iUw amorcruisly inci inorl. 

[nst^nc^ could be ^then^d trom Iht ttciords of 
courts in t^cent years of demented women admitted

the shooting star—the meteor*! transient Bame^lhe ocean's 
roar—the tempest's blast, or the evening brecae—the move¬ 
ments of mighty spirits. The mountain’# summit, and the 
fleecy mists that hang upon Its brows—the rocky defile— 
the foaming cataract—and the lordy dell—were all regarded 
ai the abotle or r«ort of Uietc Invisible beings."* Yet the 
spiritual powers which compassed the life of the tilandent on 
eveiy side appear to have b«ii Jar from friendly to man. 
Speaking of their beliefs touching the souls of the dead, the 
same writer says that the Polynesians ’‘imagined they li%^d 
in a world of iplrils, which fliiTtninded them night and day, 
ntcJung every action of their live#, and resady to avenge ihe 
slightest neglect or the least disobcdicnoc to their injunc- 
tifins, as procLaimed by ihtir priests. These dreaded beings 
were seldom thought to resort to the habitations of men cm 
emntls of benevolence.’’* The Tahitians, when they were 
visited by Captain Cook, believed that "suddim deaths and 
alt crthcf occfdents are cITccted hy the fntmediate action of 
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sofitic Jivlnsty. If n maj;i only sttimbfe agnin^t a Jttone and 
Imrt his toe^ xhcy impute li to an £rf/4^ ; ^ that thq^' nwy 
he Utemlly ^id, agreeably to Uicir systeitii lo tread eTichantc^J

they live everywhere, «pi-cially in die forests, desert places, 
nnd the of ihc aea**** The beliefs and customs of one 

particular tribe of this gr^l islatid^—the LJvuans, who 
cwupy the eastern coast of the Gareife Peninsula in New 
Bri^ir—l^avu been described by a Catholic missionary in 
sJuiilar terms. ‘*The distmslfut natives" he tells us, "have 
not attained to a belief in a benefiocat, compasdonate deity. 
AU the mure numerous, however* are the evil sphlifl with 
which they per^plt the universe. The^ie are IcgjortiL Tlie 
power which the mtivies ascribe to these spirits extends not 
merely to the pmperty of mankind but also lo fjfc and death. 
Tire Uvuan always believes that lie can tmee the pmiickiuii 
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mflucnce of tliesc (dcvilji) on hij ^cfitMiSu to hi* 

cohvictiDn, ihe ivhoLt^ tbouglils wid «Kdc^%'out? of the cnril 
spirits havt fio otlicr object ttuiri to injure men in ever>- 
possible way. This dismal, oocnrortless flupej^tkibn weighs 
Iwavy Od OiE native," * Again* njtnther writer who lived 
for thirty years among the Melanesians of the Jlianiarck 
Archipelago, of whfch New Britain forms pnrt, Dbaenea 
that we oAen find the view expressed that tte native b a 
being wJw> lives only for tlw day, without cares of any kind. 

The view h very ermneous, for in fact he lead* a life which is 
plagued by cares of all aortjp Amcmg^ the greatest plagues 
of bis life is hk bottomless scporstitiom He sees hijnsclf

Every where he sees snores set for him, evcrywhcfc he scents 
ir^chtrry and guile. We nwd not wonder, thrrefote^ that 
mtsilrusf IS a [ending footare In (he character not only of the 
New Britons, but of the Melanesians gcttcrally. . . . The 
native is simply not aoccssiblo to raljonat motives The 
only motive he understandi; soreery on the part of maikicus 
man or the influence oJ evil Spirits.* “ 

A Dutch missionaryH who spent twenty-five yeans iimong Oan'-m* 
the natives of Dutch New Gidticji, idii ui that ^rn ihejr 
Ignorance of a living llini Uio Papuaia^ people earth and 
air, land and sca with mystetioiLs maJIgnaiit jiowvra* whidi 
tttke up their abode in j&toites aitd trees or in men and 
afl kinds of mUfoitijiiei, esipeclally sickness and licatlk* * 

Again, speaking of the Btikiiua, u tribe of German Nrw 
G^uiiiea, a Gemmu mtssfouiiry writ« that the Bnkaii]| knows 
himself to be surrounded by spirits f^r/iriR) at every (itep« tsa^iiPip 
An iTisigbt into the Jifo and mode of thought of the imtlva, 
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a« die latter isexpressctJ cspfKUIIy 111 thdr stories, confirms 
ttifl view com('i!e?eij% \V\mi wonder rlmt the fear of spirits 
dominates the whole cxiitcnee of the tlukanai and cauE^ 
him to trembk even in the liour of death ? There are spVita 
of the bcBcht tlie \raler, the fields, tiic forests^ spirits that 
reside In the vdlfigea and particular places, and a sort of 
va^bonds, who can Lake up their abode even in iireless 
Lliings,* I hcn after describing Uic deiDons: of the bench^ tlic 
waler, and the field, the writer proceed;^ as follow's: ”Oi 
forest spHls Ihc iiujtiber is hifiiiitc ■ for It is above a|[ in llie 
myateriniiiA darkness^ the tuigied wildernesses of the virgin 
foreftt thiit tlie ipirits love to dwell Tliey bold tbdr meet- 
iogn in what arc called evil places. Tliej' arc never bc4it on 
guod^ Espccuilly at night fall the native fancies he bean 
tbc voice of the spIdLi in the hum oinii cb^rping of Vlie iniccta 
in the foneft. They lare hunting dogs Ikitii the trail They 
miikc wild boani rabid ; in the fot-En of snake.^ they tnake 
inmads btn hiiinan dwdlEngi ■ thify drive men crazy or into 
fibi; thc>f play fogni-^b Irickn of all Horn,** ^ 

Among the trfbei wlm inhahii the Hiuth-easiefn cooAts 
of New Guinen ••a death in a vllLige i& the occo^iion of 
bringing plenty of gfiosts to escort Ihclr new companion, 
and perhaps fictcfi mne one else. All night the frfemls of 
the deceased sii np and keep the rinuns gning to drive away 
the Spirits.. When 1 was sleeping one night at Howl Uay^ 
a fiany of ^.naung men and boys came round with sticks, 
siriking Xhr fences and poEfts of bouses alt through the 
village. This I found woa always done wlien any one died, 
to ciriwe h»ck the spirits to their own quarters on the 
adjacent mountain tops* Hut It h the spirits of the inland 
tribes, the nboriginca of the country', that the ciast tribes 
most fear. The road from the iriiterioT to Tort Moresby 
passed close to our house, and the natives told us \imi llie 
barking of onr Engtidi dt^ at night had rrightened the evil 
spirits so tflectually tbcit they had had no ghostly visitors 
since wc camt I w^as camping out one night in the bush 
with liomc ef>juit narivts, at a time when a nintiber of the 
natives of Ihe interior were hunting tn the neighbourhood;

The inhabitants of Timor, an Island to the south-vre?>t of 
New Guinea, revere the lord of heaven, the siit], the mif lrrsd 
of the earthy and tJie spirits cif the dead. ** I'lieso la^t dwell, 
dome with the mistres of the earth under gr^mnJ^ cjfOttrrs on 
^ave^i others in Tf^ncs and springs and woods, some on 
mountaiivs and some jn the habitations of their kin.^folk» 
where they take up thdr abode in the middle of the principal 
post of the liottae or in copper eynsbah, tn fwgrds and plkes^ 
Others again ns^uiue the shape of pigs and deer and beea* 
men who have rallcn in brittle love especially to turn Into 
bees, that they may roam ov'cr the earth at will The 
ghosts Vi'ho reside with the mistres-s of the eailb are male 
and fcmnJCp and their offspring swarm by myriads lu the 
air, so chnt the people think you eannpl stir without striking 
against one of I hem. According to thdf whim of the 
momenl iJie ghosts are good or bad."' All diseases which 
are not due to fnfcclkni or transmitted by inberitauce are 
ascribed to the itdstfoss of the earthy lo the ghosts, aiid to 
their wicked offspring, who inflict them as [mnishmenr^ for 
Insults and injuries* for Ensufficlctit food, for the killing of 
deer and of wiJti pigs. In which the gbests take up their 
abode tcmpotsrily, and aJ» for the sajc of cymbals* swords 
and pikest, in which m ghewt had setUeEL"* The oaliv'i* of 
Amhoynn think ^ht^i **iyood^, mountkinSp irtones, 

indeed the wiKde tiniveWi h inhabilcd by a muilitude of 
spirits^ of whom many arc the ^uls of tin? deatL”* In 
ifolang Mongondo, a district of CelebcSi ‘'ail I calamities, great 
»thI smalt, of whatever kind* and liy whatever name tiiey arc 
called, that befall mcji and animals* villages, garrien* and «o

stlliojl cripptw every vf^art to remedy the eafamitics except 
by KiGTiliciL There h pertuips no country the inhahilaiitji of 
which know 3Q little nbout simptes as Ilolang Mung^indo. 
What a native of Bolang Mongoudo tails mcdidtie ia nothing 
but bicrihce. magic, and talismans. And the method of 
airing a sick man always coiwisis hi the tue of magic, or tn 
tlw propitiation of angry luieestrn] spirits by mcaiia of 
oircn'ngs. or in the banisHineni of evil spirits. Tlic applica- 
tin (1 of one or other of these three met hods depends Hgain 
on the dtx:isioii of the sorcerer^ who ptaya a great tnirt in 
ev’erj' case of sicknesi."' 

In the island of Ball " all the attention paid to the sick 
hat its TOOt solely in the excessive supeniitjoii of these 
bllandcri which leads them to impute every nnpleieaintnesa 
in hfc. every odtersjty to Uic Innuence of evil spirits or of 
men who are in some way itt kagve with them, The belief 
in mUrhes arid wixards Is eiTiywhere great in the Indies, but 
perhaps nowhere is It so itnivcrsai .hkI so strong os in Bail."* 
In Jav^ wc are toJcl. It J, not merely gnat shady trees that 
are believed to be the abode of spirits, - In other plare, also, 
where the vital energy of nature manifests itself strikinoj« 
and (mprcMively, a fwling of veiicratiori is stirred, as on the 
sea-ahore; in deep woods, on steep mountain sides Alt ^ucti 
are suppos^ to W the oliocfe of spirits of various 
kinds, whose mighty power I* regardert with reverence and 
mve, wlm.re ang« k dreaded, and wliosc favour is hoiicd for. 
u wiereirer they dwell, whether in scenes of ItiveJfnesa 

fright and horror, tile nmun^ and dlspodlfon of there spirits 
appear not to dilTer They are a source of fear and anxiety 
in the one case jusi at much as in the other.

eraft, which Fuimpcr hia free action. They feel themselves 
eontinuiilly surrounded by unseen beings and desKmdent on 
them ftir cvcr>ihing.** " Every misfortune ticspeaka the MU 
will of the hostile spirits. The whole world i* a meeting- 
place of demons, and most of the phenomena of nature 
arc an expression of fbdr power. The only mcana of 
remedying or counteract fug tlieir balefut intlucnce la to 
drive away the spirits by meani of certain words, aa wdl 
as by the use of amulcrts and the oJTcriiig of sacrifices 
to the guardian Bpirlti** To the same cfiecl aiiother 
authority on the religion of Ihe Dattoi remark* that tlie 
common man Fian only a very dim and tnisty notion of 
his Triune god, and trouble* hinmif fw more about ?hc 
legions of spirit* which people the wlick world around 
him* and against whldi he must always be pfotected by 
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mafiic StAgain, spcakiti^ of Oic same gicopte, 
a Dutch missionary observes that "If there la stlH any 
atihci^nt of Rousseau's supcrticliiE tlieoHes atnul the idyllic- 
ally Itappy and carelcs!i Hie of peopk 'in a stale of nature,' 
he ought to come and spend a little time aiiKHig the Balnks 
and keep liU eyes and caw open.

Ittam may come and go, but the belief ii) magic and demons 
rcii]nin>i unahakcji throngh them all, nndi if we may Judge 
ol the future from the pasii is hkely to survive the rise 
aiid fall of other historlcol ieiigion$. For the grcitt faiths 
of the worlds just In so far as they arc the OMicome of 
supetior fiitelligencc. of purer morality, of extraordinary 
ftrvdUf of ospiratinu after the ideal, foil to touch and move 
the common mart They rnnke eblma U2>0]i hia intellect 
and his heart to ivhicli neither the one nor the other is 
capahk of responding. The philosophy they fce*'ieh is too 
abstract, tite mijraljty they Incuicate too exalted for him. 
rite keener minds embrace the new philosophy, the roore 
generous Apifitg are fired by the new morality; and as Lbe 
world is kd by such tnen^ their faith or later hecomes

Urey arc 
firmly 00nvbulged that evfl Jipfrils of ail kind^, from malignant 
fiends to merel}' mijiddevnu? imps a^nd elves, arc ever on the 
watch to barm* harass* and torment them, to cAm^ plagcCp 
■kkf>cs 3 ^ famine, and dbtastcr* 10 impcdCi injure, and mar 
C 7 \ny gODd W'ork*"^ Ebewborc the same writer has ex¬ 
pressed the snmc vtew^ somewhat more fully. In fact," he 
says, ** 51 . beltef in evetj^ kind of demoniacal inffucnce ha* 
always been from die eartiesL times an essential ingredient in 
Hindu religious thought The idea probably had its origin 
in the suppo!<e<I peopling of the air by spiritual bcings-^—- 
llie pcTrso^Hcalions or companions of storm and tempest 
Ccrtajnly rto one who has ever been brought into close 
eont 4 ict with the Hindus in ibdt own ctsuritiy can doubt the 
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fact that the worsfitp of at luast ninety per cent, of the 
(Mopb of India in the present day i» a a-orship of fear. 
Not that the existonce of good deities presided over by one 
Suprcfne Ifeing is doubted i but that these deities are 
believed to be too absolutely good to need propitiation: 
just as in ancient histories of the Slav races, we are told 
that they believed in a white god and a black god, but paid 
adoration to the last alone, Isaving, as they stipposrd, 
nothing to apptebend from the benericctioc of the first 
or white deity. The simpte Iruth Is that evil of all 
kindt, difiHeiiliies, dangers and disasters, faminea, dfseaics, 
pestilences and death, arc thought by an ordinaty Hindu 
to proceed from denion.^ or, more properly sjMiaking, front 
devils, and from devUs alone. Tbcac toaligiinitt beings 
are held, its we have seen, to possess varying degrees of 
rank, power, and rnalcvoloncc- Some aim at destroying 
the entire world, and tltruten the soventignly of tJte 
gods ihemsclvcs. Some delight in killJitg men, wumen, 
and children, out of a mere thirst for human blood. Some 
lake a mere ndseliievous ptcasorc in tormenting, or revel In 
tlm inilictlon of sickness, injuiy, and mitfortnne. All make 
it therr business to lunr or IfUpetJe the jtfogtves of gporl

Utai efllict humanity, and a Luthai's whole life h spent in 
propitiaUng ibcnt- It it the soreerer who knows 

what demon is causing any panicniar ttouhlc, and it is he 
who can pPEScflbe the snrt of sacrifice which will appease 
the wrath of the fiend, hvejy form of sickness ii set down 
to tire Influence of some demon or other, and att the tales 
about tluse spiritual foes begin or end ^vith the recurrent 
phrase. ' There was much sickness in our viilage."^ In 
Travancore *'the minor superstitions connected witli detnon- 
ivofship arc welt-nigh innumciable; they enter hi to all the 
fectinga, and are awodwed with the whole life of these poople. 
Ewry dbcare, accident, or misfortune is atlnhuted to the 
agency of the devils, and great caution is oxorcised to avoid 
aiouting their fury."*

They put down to tlie account of these malign 
ipirits all the caJaEtifties tvbich happen in the world. If a 
mother ha^ lost a ciiiliL it U u pAi who has done the 111 turn ;:

Tbere 
are pAi on the sleep niountaiiis, tti the deep woods, the fAi 
Aiti who, by night on the mountain, Imitate the rain and the 
Storms and teave no liiice <if their passage [f they shew 
themselves, they appear in iJtc ronn of gigantic animals and 
cause terrible stomach troubles, sticli as diarrhcM, dysentery, 
and w nn. . , , The targe animals of llie forert, wild Oxen 
and bufflilocs, rhinoceroses, elephanU, and so on, have their 
guardian spirits. Hence the prudent hunter learn» at the 
outiiet to exorcise them in order that, wheu he ha* killed 
these animals, he may be able to cut them up and cal thdr 
flesh wlehtniL having to tear the vengeance of thdr [iivlsiblc 
guaniian. Spirlta also guard the clearing* whither the det-r 
come by night to drink. The hunter should sacrifice a fowl 
to them from time to time, if he would bring down his game 
wiih ea'iC- The eun liiwlf has a spirit who looks to it that 
the powder explodes. Tn short, the Thay cannot take a 
single step urithDUt meeting a spirit on the path,"* “Thus 
llic life of the Til ay seems regulELted down to fta amultest 
details by ciisteca founded on hu belief In the spirits. Spirits 
perpetually waleh him, ready to ptinlsh his negligences, and 
he ts afraid, Tear is not only for Itim the beginning of 
wisdom, it I* tits Uhole of bis wisdom. Love iias only 
a very moderate place in it Even the lesjjecl in which he 
hnJds his dead, and the honouni whldt he puys tlieni on 
various Doca^ions, seem to be dominated by a superstitious 
fear. It seems that the nacrifice* which he olfeix to them 
aim rather at averting from hlmseir the evils which he 
dreads than at honouring worthily the memory of hU 
deceased kinsfolk and at paying thetn the tribute of hi« 
affection and gratitude. Qnce they steep their last steep 
yonder In the shadow of tJte great trees of tilt forest, iwne 
goes to shed a tear and murmur u prayer on their grave.

is tbp main part of China's religion^ has no higher purpose 
than that of inducing the gcds to protect man against I he 
world of evilj or^ by descending nmong tnen^ to drive spcctfES 
away hy their mthnldatlng prosence- Thta cult jiuplies in*- 
vocation of happiness; but as hsppmcas merdy mean* 
absence of misfortime which tiic spectres causoi such a trult 
is rant^mounl to the dUarming of spectres by means of the 
godsL * . . Taoism may tlicn actually be defined as Exorcis¬ 
ing Polytheism, a cult erf llic gods with which Eastern 
Aftiatjc Im-igiimtion ha* filled the universe, coimecred with 
a highly developed sysiera of magics consisting for a great 
part in exordam. This cult and magic is* of course, prin¬ 
cipally In ilie hands of priests. Eut, beside^ ihe lay wwld^ 
enslaved to the Intense belief In the perilous omnipftscnce 
of Spectres, h engngtd cv^ry day iti a restJcii ^Icfensivc and 
ofTenslve war against those beings."* 

In Corea, "* among the which render the shaman t^rrmeiai 

a nec^tty are thesie* In Korean belief, earth, air, and Hca 
are [icdptcd by demons, Tliey haunt every tsmbrageou* 
tree, shady ravine, crystal spring, and mounlalii crest- On 
green htll-slopcs. In peaoefid agricaliural valleys^ in gra^y 
dcUs, Oil wooded uplands, by lake and stream, by road and 
liver. In norths roiitht anti west, they abound, making 
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malignant spori Of human d«U})iA They are on ewry 
roof, ceiling, fireplace, and beam. They fill the 

chimney, the alic^ the iivltig-room, die lirtehcii—tlicy are 
oa every shelf and jar. In thoufianda they waylay the 
traveller as he leaves hia homei bcaide him, behind him, 
daiicinptn front of him, whirring over his head, crying out 
upon him from earth, air, and water. They are tittmlKTod 
by tAatnautis «f bmens, ami It has been well said that their 
Ubiquity u an unholy tiavesly of the Divine Omnipresence 
Ttiis hcllef, and It awnw to be the only one he has, kcepi 
the KMfean in a perpetual state of nervous apprehension, it 
suiTounda him with iiid:efinite terrors, and it may tioly be 
said of him that lie ‘passes the time of hU sojourning here 
In fear, Kvery Korean home is subject to demons^ here, 
thw, and everywhere. They touch the Korean at every 
point In life, making his well-being depend on a contitiiial 
scries of am of propitiation, and they avenge every oitiis&ion 
wall mcrdlcM seventy, keepit^ him under this yoke of 
botiUuge from birth to death,- “ Koreans attnbute every 
111 liy which they are afflicted to demoniacal influence, bad 
luck In any tr-msaetjun, nflicinf malevoieiicc, illness, wJietbcr 
sudden or {jrahinged, pecuniary misfortune, and Joss of 
power nr position, are due to ihe malignity of demnns. ti 
is over such evils that the Pan-tu J'shaman] supposed to 
have power, and to be able to termhiate them by magical 
ntes, lie bidng possessed by a powerful demon, who« 
strtuigih lie isabJc to wield,"* 

Of the nomadic Koryaks of nortb-eastem Asia it « said 
that "all their rcffgioui cmlom* have only reierende to the 
evil spirits of the earth. Tlidr reitgion is thus a cunning 
dijilomncy or riciiotintioii with these spirits in order, as far 
it poisibJe. to deter them from actions which would be 
ittjun^ to men. Everywhere, on every mountain, in the 
Ma. by the rtvens, in die forest, and «i the plains their 
fancy aces demons lurking, whom tlwy picture to themselves 
as purely maliRiiani and very greedy. Henee the frequent 
offerings by which th^ seek to Mtbfy ihe greed of these 
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Insatiable beings, and «. redeem that wbicb ibcy value and 
Jialtl dear. TJiose of the ptrople who arc ticllevtil to he able 
to divine most eaaijjf the wtsbea of ihe evil ones and who 
enjoy their favour to a certaii) extent art called abamans, 
and the rtligious cercmanici which they perfomi art 
ahamariiam. In every case Uic ahamans man give (heir 
advice M to how the devris are to he got rid of. and must 
itirejil ^ wish^ of the dcmoita.^ * As to th«t demons of 
the eitrthi who mTcat the Xdiyakj, wij a rtf told that " yk hm 
visiting the houses to cause diacases and lo Wll people, they 
enter frotti under ground, through the hearlli-firc, and return 
the same way, it happens at tln.es that they Meal people, 
and carry them away. They are invisible to hiuitan beinga, 
and are cajaWe of ehaaging their stac. Tliey are wijietimca 
SO numerous in houses, that they ail on the people, and 111] 
up all corners. With harnmera and axes they knock people 
Over their Iieads^ thus causing lieadachiat. They bite, and 
Jiauw swdJitig.s. They shoot iuvtsibre arrows^ which itjck 
n the Ix^y, causing dtsath, if a alinmiiii docs not pulj them 
out lit lime. The imlau [demonsJ tear out pieces of flesh 
Irom jrcopic. thus causing sores and wounds to form on thdr 
bodj<A *

In the more westerly parts of the old worjd the same 
behet in the umnipresence and Eniscblcvous power of ipin'tv 
has prevailed from antiquity 1i> the present day. Jf we may 
Judge from tiie rragtnerits of tltcir titeratirre which have been 
(lecifiiicred, fevr seem to have stifTcred more from the 

penistedt assaults of dcinons than the ancient Babylonimts 
and As^rtHtis, and the evil spirits that preyed oti them were 
of a peculiarly cniel and malignant sort; evem the gods 
themselves werr not exempt from their attackst These 
baleful beings lurked tn wiitary places, in graves, in the 
shadow of ruins and on the tops of mountains. They dwelt 
in the wildcrnes, in the holes and dens of the earth, they 
issiie<! from the lower parts of the gmimcL Nothing could 
resist them in heaven above, nothing canid withstand them 
on earth Ire low. They roamed the streets^ tliey leaped from 
hemsc to house. The high and thick fences they penetrated 
like a flood, the door could not stay them, nor the bolt make 
them tum hack. They glided trough the door like a 
serpent, they p ierced through the planks like the wind 
There was no place, hmvever small, which ihey could not 
invade, none so Urge that they could not filL And tlicir 
wickedness wn« equal to their power. "They are wicked, 
they are wicked," says an inciintatlon. No praycini could 
move them, no soppllcaljoni could make them reJeni; for 
they knew no pity, they hearkened not to reason, they knew 
no troth. To them all manner of cvH was ascribed. Their 
presence was felt not only in the terrible winds that awept 
the land, in the fevers bred of the marshes, and in the 
diseases engendered hy tlie damp heat of nirnmer. All 
the petty annoyances of life—a sudden fall, an unlucky 
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(vord, A headsichci 4 pAhty quam:l~wtrc sel 6t?wti to tht 
agency t>( fiends; atid alj the tierci? cmcrtfons that irnd the 
mlpid—Jove^ haie^ jcalcni^y, itnd madness—were equally 
the w^jfk of Invisible tomretttors. Men and womcii 
ftijcwj in ccipislsint dangisr of thern. They lore llic wtfc from 
the bosom of hw bnsband, the son from the knees of bis 
father. They ate the flesh and drank the blood of mcii^ 
they pre^ent^ them from or taking food, and to 

adopt a metaphor from one of the texts, they jjround the 
country Uke fioiir." Almost everj^ pan of the human frame 
was menaced by a special fiend- One demon assailed the 
bead, another the neck, another the hipaj and so on^ Tliey 
bound r hands, they fcltctcd his fccL, thcji^spat poison 

and gait on him* Day and tdTrht must he wander without 
real; sighs and famentHljaiis were his fiKhL Tficy attaiikcii 
even the anirnats. They drove doves from their dovecolcsi, 
and swallovrs from their nests; they smote the bull and the 
ass. They pursued the caUle to tlieir stalls: th«y lodged 
with the horses in the stable: they oiUAcd tiie she-asj to 
miscaTj^\ and the young asj at it* mother's dugs to pine 
au^ay. Even lifeless tit ings could be [losses&ed b/lliem; for 
tlicie wer? demonii that rushed against honRs and took 
walls by itorm, that shut ihejn^lves up in dooi^g and hkl 
Ibemselvi^ under bolts, fndeed they threatened the whole 
world with eJeatruEtiorj, and there was none that could deliver 
from them sa%'e only the miehty god Marduk-^

no eowoniig Hindoo in ihe jungles of Bengal^ could wtl] 
have R monc constant and abiding scin^c of thr prcseticc 
of maiignant demons vveryibberc about hirn tlnin had Abbot 
Rkhalm^ who ruled over the Cisterdan rtiotunnery of 
SclTilnthul in the first half of the thirteenth ccnltiT>% In 
the curious >vcrk to which he gave the name of 
be ^?ei fistth how he ivas doily and honrly infested by de^'ils^ 
whoen, though he could not see, he heard, and to whom he 
tinptiLcd all the ailments of hh Hesh and all the fnukle^ 
of his spirit. If he felt &qncaiTtlfih, he u'us sure dial the 
feeling was wrought in him by demoniacal agency. If 
puckers appesLTied on his nose* if his lower lip drooped^ 
the dcvfls had again to answer for it ; a opughi a cold 
In thr. head, a hawhing and splttsiig* couid have none 
but a supcfnatund and devilish origin. If, pacing in his 
Ordiard on a Sunny auLtimn moming^ the portly ab?x>t 
stooped to pick up the mellow frull; that had ikllen in 
the night, the bipod that mounted to fits purple face was 
sent courstng tliitlier by his Invisible foe*. If the abbot 
to««l Ofi hi a sleepless eouch, while the moonllgbi, streaiiiing 
in ai the windows coat the shadows of Uic staischlmia like 
black bars on the hoar of hia cdl, li waa not Uic fleas and so 
forth that kept lum atvake—oh no I '* Vermin," said Im; sagety, 
do not really bile" ; dsey i^em tu bile EndeeUp but It Is 
all the work of devils^ If a rtipnk incred in the dofTnhory, 
the tinAceiTiIy noEse proci;edih:l isot from Hinv bfut from a 
demon lurking In hfs pemn, Efpcchilly dangerous were 
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tile (ieinoiu of iPitoxiotioRa XFicse sulitle licncis coiDDioirty 
Iwlgcii at the tjivern.i in the neighbouring lown^ but on fcait 
diiys they ivwe apt lo sHp lit rough the monoNlcry gaten find 
glide unseen among the ttinnks seated at the refectory table, 
or gathered round tlw roaring fire on the licartb. while the 
bleak wind whisl)«,td in llic abbey towers, and a more gener¬ 
ous vintage than ununt glowed and sifarkleci in the ffagons. 
If at such timei a jolJy, rosy-faced brother appaared to tiie 
eomal eye and ear to grow obstreperous or maudlin, to 
speak thick or to reel and stagger in his gait, be sure U 
waa not the fiery spirit of the grape that moved the boly 
man; ft was a spint of quite a different order. Holding 
inch view* on the wurec of a!| bodtiy and mental indisposi- 
tlon, it was natural enough that the abbot should pfojcribc 
tenicdtes whicJl are not to be found in the pharmacopisia, 
.ifid which would be asked for In vain at an apothecary'sL 
They consisted ehiefly of holy water and the sign of tlie 
cross; this last he rccoihtnefidcd particularly as a specific 
for flcrt-bites,* 

It b easy to suggest that the abbot** Wits were un¬ 
settled, that he sulTcrcd from hajltidnatfons, and so fonh. 
This may have been so; ycl a mode of thought Hhe his 
seems to Isc leu> common over a gr^t part of Hie world 
to allow ^ to attribute it purely to mental derangcmenL 
in the Middle Ages, when the general level of knowledge 
wn* tow, a slate of mind iike Riclinlm** may have been 
sband multitudes even of educated people, who Jis\e 
not, however, Uke him, left a rmnument of their fully to 
posterity- At the present day, through the advance and 
spread of bmiwleilge, it might be difficolt to find any person 
of acknowledged aatiity holding the abbots opinions on the 
subject of demons; but in irmctc parts of Europe a little 
ftfcarch might alww that the erttd of Porphyry mtd Kictialm 
ja still held, with but little variation, by the mass of the 
people. Thus we are tuld that the Knutnaniatit of Trajisyi- 
Vania "believe themselves to be turronnded on all sides 
by whole legions of e^J apiriu These devils are further, 
more assisted by iimtjits (another sort of dragon}; wilchca, 
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and i^blins^ and to each of ihes« dangrroy:^ bcing> art 
ascribcil particuiar jxiwcr^s on daya iind at cedam 

placca. ^lany and carious anr llieriifi3iie the incany by 
which the Roumanians endeavour to counteract thetw bale- 
fill mrlucMce^; and a whole complicated sTudyi about ms 
lahorbiis as the tna.itcring of an unknown language^ is 
required hi order to leach an unfonuiiiato peasant to steer 
clear of the dangcra by ultich he snppo^ himself to be 
beset on all sidesT * 

Similar beliefs are held lo this day by the Armcriimfi, 
who, tliough llicy arc not a European pwple, have basked in 
the light of Christianity from a time when Central and 
Northern Europe was still plunged in hcathch diirknesi. 
All tlw activitics, wo are lolil, of thiise professing ChfMtianfi 
'are pnralyaetl after simscb becnw^e at every step they 
i]uake with fear, believing that the evil demons are every* 
where prc^wiit in the air* in the water, on the eartiu By 
day ihc evil ones arc under the eatih, therdTrnc boiling hot 
water may not be poured on tJie groundi hotaitse it sints 
into the earth and bums t!ie feet of the chjktren «f the evil 
jFpIKtsu But in the evening the 9U|)crstItioas Armenian will 
pour no water at all on the earih, because ihe evil onf?5 are 
cveryT^-hcre present on the earth. Some of them are walking 
about, others are sitting at table and feastingi s<» that ihey 
might he disturbed by the pouring out of Wlltc^^ and ibey 
would take vengeance for it* Also by night you should not 
smite the ground w'ith a stick, nor sweep out the hous^ nor 
remove the dung from the jitabie» because without knowing 
it you might hit the evil spirits. But if you aie compel ltd 
lo swceji by nighty you singe the tip of the broom so as to 
frighten the e^il ones away Ifi time. You must noE go out at 
night bareheadedp for the evil ernes would smhe you on the 
lieadL It is ai-^o daugeroua to drink water oui of a vessel in 
die dark, especially when tlic ivatcr is drawn trom a bnxsk 
or river i for the evil ones In the water hit our, or they P^s 
with the water into a itiuru Therefore in drinking you 
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ihouTd hord % knife with three btiwle* or » film of {rort In 
the water. The balclta inducnce of the nucturttat tlemons 
extends alao to esefui objeew; hma aOer sittiMtt prople do 
nrt lend Mit or fire and do not sliake out the taWedoik 
totue ^creby the salt would lose jie Hvour and the 
w«iri.rQ of the hou^ would depart"^ 
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CHAPTER III 


TIIE PUPUC EXPUlJIlON 01^ EVILS 
§ I, T/ti fif 

We can tiow irndcrsUnd why those gcncfal clfiaranccs pf 
avil, to which from time m time the resoiis^ ^Itoutd 

comm Only take the Torm of a forcible e^cpitlsiuii of dev^^& (*» 
In thcTtccvil spirits primitive man sees the coutw of many if 
not of most of his troubles^ and he fancies that if ho can only 
ileli^-cr himself from thcm« ihings wilE go better wiLh him. 

The public attempts to cxpcT ihc aecumuliited Ills of a 
whole eomiiiunlly rony be divided mto two classes, accord¬ 
ing as the ejtpdled evils arc immtiteiiGU and invisible or arc 
embodied In a materUU veltide or sciipegoaL The former 
may be called the dJrtet or Immediate expiilslon of evUs; 
the latter the Indirect or mediate expitbloni or the expuIiUnn 
by scapegoat We begin with examples of Ihe former* 
la the island of Kook, betivoen New Guinea and New 
firiiaiEi, when any misfortune has happeneck all the people 
run together* scream* cur^, hnwh and beal the air with J tfni— wii 
iticki to drive away tJie devil who is aiippcscd (o 

be the author of the mishaix From the spot wliete ihe 
“uahap took place they* drive him step by step lo the sea, 
m readiing the fthore they redouWe their shoutw and 
bliiws ifi order to expel liim from the bland, fie generally 
to the ^ea or to the ishmd of Lonim^ llie nativcf 
of New Britain ascribe steknessv droughti the Jallufc of 
<Top%^ and in short mil misfortunes* to the InfliiGni^ of 
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wicked ap?iit3i So at timcj wlicn maoy people sickei) And 
die, &* nt the be^firtniiiff of the rainy seu^n, all the inliiLbit- 
ants of a district, arnied with brauelua and cluba, go out by 
in noil light to the fielda^ where they beat and stamp on the 
emund with wild howls till momiog, believing that this 
drives away the tltvJJj); atid for tlic same purpose tlicy taish 
through the village with burning torches,* Tljc natives of New 
Caledunta arc said to believe that all evils are eatisd by a 
pawerfu) and malignant spirit; lienee in order to rid themselves 
of htm tlicy will From lime to time djg a great pit, round 
whkh Uie whole tribe gatlicrs. Aftur cursing the demon, 
they till up the pit with enrth, and trample on the top with 
loud shouts. This they call burying the evil spirit.* 
l^iMitkiiu Among the DicrJ tribe of Central Australia, when a serious 
tnAu^N l^hws* occurs, (he mciticine-mcn CKpe! Cootchle or tlie devil 
JSm^^ by beating tlw gmund in and outside of the camp witlv the 
stuffed tail of a kangaroo, imtil they have chased the demon 
away to some distance from the camp.* In some South 
African tribes It is a geticral rule that no common man may 
meddle with fpin'ls. whether gocid or bad, except to offer 
the custatuary sacrifrees. Demons may haunt him and 
make hli life a burden to him, but he muat submit to their 
madriitatiotis untti the matter is taken up by the proper 
Aulhofitles. A baboon may be sent by evil spirits and 
perch on a tiw within gunsliot, or rcgaie itself in tiia mainr- 
field : but to fire at the beast would be w'orse thnn suicide. 
So long as a man mmains a solitary sufTcfcr, he has little 
dianceof redress. It is supposed that he has committed 
some crime, and that the ancestors in their wrath, have sent 
a demon to torment him. Uui shouW Ids neighbours aiu 
siiflcf; should the tiaboon from choice or necessity ( for men 
do iiometiiTies pluck up courage to scare the brittes) setect a 
fresh field for its dcpredatinri't. or the roof of another man's 
bam for its perch, tlic cans begins to wear a dilferenl eeim* 
plexion. The mHigicians now deal with the matter seriously. 
One man may be haunted for lib sins by a demnn, but a 
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whole community in feted by U another fnatterH To 

shooX the baboorik hoi¥e?eT| would be Uidessi it would 
merely enr^^e the deition and hi crease the (fnngcr^ The 
firtE thinif to do is to a^Hcertain the permancnl jibode of the 
ac.vil It genemUy r deep poo] with oixrh^giug banks 
and dark irce^cs^ There the villagers asternbSe mth the 
pHc5ts and magicians at tlicir hcad^ and set about {leltJng 
the demon with stones^ men, women, and children nil Joiiung 
m the as-sauh, while th«ty load tile object of their fear and 
hiile with ihe foulest abuse- Drums tcM> are beatecii and 
boms blown at intervals, and when everybody has been 
worked up to such a frenzy of cxcitcrtacnl that some even 
!anc>' tliey sec the irnp diHlging the missiles, he suddenly 
Uke* to flighty and the vitlage Is rid of hint for a time. 

After thar^ the crops may be prelected and baboons kHled 
with impunity.^ 

When a village has been visiied by a wries of dinsters 
tar a severe cpidciuiCt the rnhablt3ni!i of Miniibassa In 
Celebes lay the blame U|#oii the devili who ire tufetmg 
the village and who mufst be espellcd frwTi It Accord- bmiTMii 
hgly. early one mnnilnif all the ^w:o|Jle, men* womens and 
chlklrtm, quit their homeSk earr^ Ing their household goods 
with theiii^ and take up their quarters In tetnpomfj* Hues 
which have been erected outside tbe village. Here they 
spend several diiy% offering sacrifices and preparing for thr 
filial eeremany. At last the fiten^ sojiac wearing musks^ 
others with tbeii faces bh^ckenedk and so on* but all armed 
with swords^ guns* pikes, or biooms. steal cautiously and 
flilentty back to the deserted villager Then^ at a signal 
from the priest, they tush furiously up and dowm the slrcets 
and into and under the houses (which are raised on piles 
above tiie j;^rourid)p yelling and stfiking on walls, doors, and 
Window*^ to drive away the devils. Nexti ihc priests and 
the rest of the fiteoplc comc with the holy fire and ruarch 
nine tinia round each house and thrice round the ladder 
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that leads up to Et eajTyfng the fire with them. Then they 
take the fire Inio the kitchen, iviieee it inuAi tnim for three 
day( continijiixtiily, Tlie (tcvh» aft: now ilrlven avvay. and 
great and general in the joy.’ The AlfuaTi of Halmahent 
attribute cpidcmici to the devil who comes from other 
villages to canry them oft So, In order to rid the vinage of 
the disease, the sorcerer drives away the des’il From all 
the villagers he receives a costly garment and pJaees it on 
four vessels, which he takea to the forest and leaves at 
the spot where the devil Es sepposed to be. Then 
with mocking words he bids the demon abai^don the 
place.’ In the Kef Islands to ttic south-west of New 
Guinea, the evil spirits, who are quite distinct from the 
MU lit of the dead, fonri a mighty host, Almosi cviJiy tree 
and every cave is the todging-place of one of tliesc fiends, 
who are moreover extremely Irascible and apt to fly out on 
the smallest prm-ocatloa To speak loudly lu pass! ng thcjiT 
fcbndcj to tiAtprc near a haiEfu^d ira or cave, h enough 
to Ewing down their wrath on the olfcndcr, and he must 
either appease Ihcnj by an oilcring or burn the acrapings oE 
a buffalo's horn or tin: hair of a Papuan slave, in order that 
the smell may drive ihe foul fietida away. 'Hie spirits 
manifKt their displeaBure by renclftig tickness and other 
catamitics. Hence in times of pubiic misfortmte, as when 
an epidemic is raging, and all other remedies haw failed, 
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the wttolti population ^o forth with the priest nt thtiir head 
to s at iomc dijlanot &oin the vUlogi;; Hen; at ^u^\‘ 
set they erect a eoupic of poka with a cross-tuj betiveen ' 
them, to which they iittach hags oi riee, wooden model* 
of pivot-guns, gongs. bnuxleU, and #0 on. Then, when 
everybody has taken hia place at tJie poles mid a 
dcath-llkc uilcnce reigns, the prfeat. lifts up his voice and 
adxircsscs the spirits in llicir own language as foliows: 

■' iio 1 ho 1 ho t ye evil spirits who dwell in the trees, yc 
evil spirit who live in the grottoes, yc evil spirits who 
lodge in the earth, we give you ilicsc pivot-guns, these 
gongl, etc. Let the sickness cease and not w many people 
die of it,^ "ITien everybody runs home as fast as their legs 
can carry thetn,‘ 

In the island of fJias, when a man is seriously 111 and tkMoei 
other ntinpdie* have brsen tried in vain, the sorcerer jHvcinjds 
to exorcise the devil who is causing the Illness. A pok Is 
Set up In front of the house, and from the top of the pole a 
tope of pairU'kaves is stretched to the roof of the bouse. 
ll»ei» the sorcerer mounts the roof with n pig. which he kills 
and allows to roll from the roof to the ground. The devil, 
anvicFUs to get the pig, Jets liiinscll down hastily from the 
roof by the rope of paim'Ieaves, ojid b good ajdrit, invoked 
by the aorocrer, prevents him from cUmbing up again. If 
this icmtdy fails, it Is believed that other devils must still be 
lurking in the liousc So u general Iiunt Is tuadc alter them. 

All the door^ and windows in the house are dosed, except a 
rinple dormor-window In the roof. The men, sJiut up in the 
house, licw and .^losh with their swords right and left to the 
clash of gong* and tlw rulv-n-dub of drums. Terrified at 
this onslaught, the devils c-scape by the dormer-window, and 
sliding down the rojje ol pnlm-leaves take tliemselve* oRl 
As all tiiv doors and wintiows, except the one in the roof, 
are sluit, the devils cannot get into tlie houve again. Jn the 

of An epliletniq, the proceedings are similar. All the 
gntes of liie village, except one, are doised : every voice is 
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raised, evety gong and drom beaten^ every sw^Ord brandtahedi 
Ttius the devili» tLTc driven out and the last gate la shut 
behind theiriF Far eight days thereafter thu vdlage ta in a 
^taie of sic^Ci no one being nlbwcd to enter St* 

The intan» adopted sn Nias to exclude an epidemic from 
a village which has not yet been infected b>' it arc somcwhal 
dimjbr f but as they exhibit an jiitciestirig eombinatiDfi of 
mligious ritual with the purely magical cerentony of exordspn. 
it may be worth while to descdbc them. When it is known 
that a village is suftering fratn tlie ravages of a <langerouj 
malady^ the other viHogea in the neighbourhood take what 
they regard aj effective measures for *ecnnng limn unity 
from the tiiacaiic: Some of these measures eomtncnd Uiem- 
selves to U5 as rstlonaJ and oHicr$ do not In the fir^t 
placcf quarantine b cstiblishcd ifi each village, not only 
agabiiit the inhabhmits oT the infected village^ but against 
all strangers; no person from outEldc h allowed to enter. 
Ill tbc second place* a feast h made by the people for one 
of their idols who go« by the name of Fangem or 

Protector from asekness* Alt the people of the village must 
partidpate jn the sacrifice am] bear a share of ihe coat* The 
ptindj^ IdoJ, crawned with palmdeavcs, is sat up in front 
of the dibrn huuse, and all the inhabitants who can do so 
gather about iL Th^r names of those who cannot attend 
ate raentfoned, apparently as a substitute for ihcfr attendance 
In person* White the priest is reciting ihc spells for the 
bani&hmcnt of the evil spirits, all persons prrsent come 
forward and touch the image. A pig b then killed and 
its flesh fumbJics a common meal The mouth of the idol 
is smeared with the bloody heart of the pig, and a dbhfnJ 
of the cooked pewk b set before him. Of tlie llesh thus 
consecrated to the idol none but priests and chiefs may 
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pjrtakc Jd&l* called of bninchc$ <^{ the pHi^dpi! idcil, 
m iJjQ set up in front of hM the other houses in the vfllngi:, 
^fofcovc^, bogies maide of bUck wotxJ yviih white eyes, tt> 
whkh Bhe broken crockery of the itihabitant^ has freely can- 
liibtited^ iire placed at the ctitranccs of the vQIngc to scmrc 
the dcjuon and prment him frani entering. All sorts of 
objects whitened with chalk are also hung up in front of the 
hnu^s to keep the devil otrL Wlien eight days have clapisedp 
it Lfi thought that the suerificc has taken c^ect, and the 
priest puts an end to the quoranlino. All boys and men 
now as^mbte lor the pur|X)sc of expelling the evil spirit. 
Lcif by the priest^ they march four times^ with a prodigious 
noise and uproar, from one end of the village to the othcr^ 
slashing the iiir with thdr knives and stabbing it with dicir 
spears to frighten the devil away. If aJl these efTorU prove 
vain, and the dreaded sickness breaks mit^ the jicople think 
it musl: be becau!$c they have departed from tlic ways of 
their fathers by ralspng the price of victual* and pigs too 
high or by enriching Uicmsclv-cs ivjtlj unjunt gain. Accord¬ 
ingly a new Idol is made and set up in front of the diiers 
house ‘ and white the priest engages in pmyer, the cltEef anci 
the magnates of the village touch the Image, vowing as they 
do BO to return to the old ways and cur^ditg all such as may 
refuse tiicir consent or violate the new law thus solemnly 
eimct«L Then all present betake themselves to the ri^^^r 
and erect anotknf idol on the bank, In presence of this 
Utter idol tb* weights and measures are compared, and »tiy 
tliat exceed the lawful standard are at once reduced to It 
When this has been donei they rock the Emj^c to und fm tn 
signify, or fierhufii rather to ertsure, ihcrcb)* that he who 
doi*3 not keep the new^ Uw shall suffer mtfforttjne, or fall 
dick, or be thwarted in snme way or other. Then a pig Is 
killed and eaten on the bank of the river. The feasi being 
over^ each family oontribLirc^ a certain *iim In token thal 
they make reEstitution of ihcir unlawfiil gains* The money 
thus colEcctct! ts tied in a bundlcp and the priest holds the 
bundle Up lo^^rds the sky and down towards the earth to 
Satisfy the god of the upper and the god of ihc nether world 
that justice has now been donfip After that he either flingi 
the bag of mont^ into the river nr buries it In the ground 
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besTdu the idol. In tlie !«ttCT case ihe money nutunilly 
disappearf, and the people explain ItJ dt^ppHsrance by 
ia>dng thpt the evil spirit haa come and fctcbcd A 
method like tKat which jit iIje present day ilie people of 
fiifl* adopt for the sake of eanpiring Ihe decooit of disease 
wits employed in antfquity by the Csttriiaiis of Asia Minor 
to banish certain foreign goefs whom they had imprudently 
established iti tlieh cnutitry^ All the men of msNtaf^' age 
assembled under arms, and with spear-thrusta In the afr 
drove the ttrangc gods step by step from the liiiid and 
across the boundaries.^ 

Tile iiolomon Islanders of Bougainville Si mils beffeve 
cpiiJemics afc always, or nearSy alway.^ cstusetl by air3 
spirits: anti accordiriiJly when the people of a village have 
been suHcritig generally from ctilihi, thej* have been known 
to blow conch'&helU, beat tins, shout, and knock on the 
houses for the purpose of expelling the demons and so curing 
their coldi' Wlicn cholera has broken out In a Burmese 
• 11*1 W* vOJftge the Hbl«'bodied men scramble on the roo5 and lay 
m omwM. about them with hambotu and billets of wood, white all the 
rest of tile population, old and young, stand below and thump 
dram*, blow trumpets, ycH^ tcrcam, beat floors, wails, tin 
pans, CTCiything to make a din. This uproar, repeated on 
three succcssJv'e nights, is thought to be very effective In 
driving away the cholera demonfi.' The Shans of Kengtung, 
a province of Upper Burma, Imagine that epidemics are 
brought about by the prowling ghosU of wicked men, such 
a* thieves and murderers, who cannot rest but go about 
doing all the liarm they can to the living. Hence when 
sickness ia rife, the people take steps to expel these danger¬ 
ous spirits. Hie Buddhist pricsTs exert themselves actively 
in the bcncficeut enlciprise. Tliej' assemble tn a body at 
the Town Court and read the scriptures. Gana aii; fired 
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and proccssioTi# mjarcb to the ciiy gittes, by which the Genda 
arc supposed to tiike thdf depairtun^ Tiscfc ismall ijmys vf 
food are left for theni| but the liuigcr offeringa are depMiUsd 
Uy tJiE middte qf the town,* When smallpox tirst appeared 
amongst the Kumi?i of South-Easleni Indlm^ ibc)' Ihoughl h 
was a. devil coinc from Aracan* The villages were placed 
in ft state of siege, no one being allowetf to leave or enter 
ihcin- A monkey was killed by being dashed on the 
grqtindp mid its body was Imng at tiie village gate. Its 
blcMxf^ mixed with small river pcbblcSp was sprinkled on t!ie 
houses^ the threshold of evcT)^ Jioiise was Siwept with the 
monkey^s tail, and the fiend was. adjured to depart^ During 
the hot summer cholera Is cudeiTilc hi Southrm China, ai^d 
from time lo time, when the mortality u greats vigorotis 
attempts arc made to expel the denions who do all ihc 
miscliict Far this ^[utnry purpose processions parade the 
streets by night; ImBiges of the gods are borne in them, 
torches weaved, gongs beaten^ guns fired, cmckere popped,

back with the weapon or with a ball which b stiidded with 
long sharp naiis. Other inspired men are carried in arm- 
chair.\ of which the scat, bach* arms, and fopi-rc^^t are 
with nails or oompo^ of rows of fiaialEel sword-blades, that 
into the ftesh of the wretches seated on them: others 
are stretched at fuH length on beds of nails. For hours 
tJiese bleeding votaries are carried abemt the city. Again*

or beds of a or on ihe brnfles of the raindy, are 

fupposed to aiTonJ cornplete protection against cholera. 
Such are the methods by which in Sontliciti China the 
demons of disease are banished the clt>v^ 

In Japan the old-fashioned method of staying an 
epideoiic is to escpel the demon of the plague from evcr>' 
house into which he Ims eatened* The treatment begina 
with the house In which the malady has appeared in the 
mildest form. First of all a Shinto pric^ makes a pre- 
liiuinaTy visit to the sick-room and extmebs from the demon 
a promise that be will depart with him at Kia next visiL 
The day after he comes again, and^ seating hfmscif near the 
patient, beseeches the evil spirit to come away with him* 
Meanwhile red rir^e, which H used onJy on special occasions^ 
has been placed at die sufferers head, a closed litlcr made 
□f pine bought has been broEight in, and four men equipped 
with rlags or weapons have taken post in the four corncTs of 
the rtMim to prevent the demon from seeking refuge tliere. 
All are silent but the pne&t The prayer being over» the 
skk man'i pillow la hastily thrown into the Miter, and the 
priest cries, " AU right now At that the bearers double 
with it into the street, the people within and without beat 
the mt with swords, stieks, or anything that cotn«; to hand« 
while otlieri assist in the cure by banging away al drums 
and gongs, A procession is tmw farmed in which only men 
take parl^ .some of them carrying banners^ others provided 
with a ElruitiH a belk a flute, a hem, and aij of them wearing 
fillets and horns of twisted straw to keep the demon aivey 
from themscU-ea. As ihe procesalon starts an old man 
chatits, Wiint gud are you bearing away?"* To which the 
Othem respond in chorus, " The god of Ihe fjcsl we arc bear* 
iiig away 3 Then to the music of the drum* the beli the 
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flute, anil ihc horn the titter borne ttkxoU(^ the atrecu, 
Dtirisig it* itll the people m the town who ttfc smt 

taking part In the cefemony remain indoora, evcf>^ house 
along tlie route of the procession Is enrcrully c!o^d| and at 
the eroia^roads awonisnicn are stationcjd, who ^iiard the 
street by hewing the air to right and left with their blades, 
lat the demon should escape by that w-ay^ The litter Is 
ihtis carried to a rtllred spot betw^een two towTi* and left 
ihere^ while all w'ho cKorted Jt tliithiur run away. Only the 
pHest remarns behind for half an hour lt> oosiiplete the 
clsm and the cure- The beareca of ibc litter xpend tlie 
night praying In a temple, Kesit day they return Ijoitic, 
but not until they have plunged bto a cold bath in the 
open air to prevent the demon from following them. The 
same litter serves to convxy the evil sprdt from every hoiw 
In the towTL* In Corea, when a patient is recovering from 
the amatipoK, a ferewel! dinner is given in honoui of the 
depart iiig spirit of the disease^ Priends and fclatfons aft 
invited^ and tbc spirit's share of the good things h {packed 
ott the back of a hobby-horse and despatched to tile botitid^- 
ary of the town of villagie^ while respectful fareivdb are 
Spoken and hearty good wishes uttered for tiis prosperous: 
Journey to his own place.* In Tonqtiiii also a banquet is 
oometimea given to the demon of sickness to induce him to 
go quietly away from the house. The nioai honourable 
place at the festive board is reserved for the fiend; pmycfs* 
caressesp and presents ore lavished on him ; but if he proi^s 
obdurate, they assail him with Marse abuse and drive hhn 
from the house with musket-shotik^ 
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Wiicn an (rpidcinfe i» raRmg on lltir Gold Coast of Wca! 
Africa, Uie people will Mmetimu turn om, armed with eluba 
Alria. aad torchei, <o drive tbe evil spirits away. Al a given 
signal tlie whole population begin with frightful yells to beat 
In every corner nf (lie houses, then rush like mad into the 
streets waving totehes and striking framically in the empty 
air. The uproar gnes on till somebody reports ihat the 
cowed BJid daunted deroons have tnade good their e^pe 
IV » of the town or village; the people stream out 
after them, punwe them for some distance into the forest, 
and wani them never to return. The exputsion of tire 
devil* is followed by a geneml ma$SBCn: of all the cocks In 
the village or town, Jot by their unseasonahte crowing they 
aliOuid betray to the banished demons the direction they 
must take to return to their old homes. For in that coiiniry 
the forest groi^ so thick r/r the grasa so high tliat you can 
Hidom see a vitlage till yon are cIok upon it ; and the first 
warning of your approach to human habiUtions Is the crow* 
ttie r>f the coeka.^ At Great Bassam, in Guinea. Uic French 
ttavejtcr Hecquard witnessed the exorcism of the evil spirit 
who wua believed to m.il(c women barren. Tlie vvomcn who 
wished ui become mothers orered to tlie fetish wine-vcfisdi 
or statuettes representing women suckling cltildren. Then 
being axsembfed in the fetisli hut, dicy were Sprinkled, with 
ftiin by the priest, while young men fired guna and brand* 
islicd swords to drive, away the demon.* When smallpox 
bTMks out in a vnllage of the Camcroonj, in W«i Africa, tiic 
spirit of the disease is driven out of the vlllngc by a bush* 
man * or tnomber of the oppresred Baxsi tribe, the member* 
of which are reputed to possess high magical powent The 
mode of expulsion consists in drumming ind dancing for 
revcral days. Then die village ia enclosed bj’ ropes made 
of creepers in order diat the disease may not return* Over 
tlic principal pattm aoriics of bent puka ate made, and fowls 
are buried as sacrifices. Plant* of mirious sorts and the 
niushroon)*shaped nesis of termite ants are hung from the 
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arcHe^ 4nd a dog, freshly killed, is suspcjidH ovqr the

On 
receiving It tliey uttered a cry of joy Aud mshed from the 
but, amid the congnLtulatbn^ of aj) prwnt. The health oT 
those w^ho ciKclved what iJiey had dnesTned of was belJetoi 
to be assured ; whereas thoice who did not get whai ifu?]* had 
set their hearts upon regarded tlidr fine as scaled/ 
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Somelimu, instend of chasing tht; demon of disease from 
homci, savages prefer lo leave him in peaceable poa- 
session, white they themselves take to flight and attempt to 
prevent him from falfowing in their tracks. Thus when the 
Pataguniaiu were attacked by smallpox, wliich they attributed 
to ihc ttiBchinations of an evil spirit, they used to abandon 
thair sick and flee, slashing the air with their weapons and 
throwing witcr about in order to keep off the dreadfuT 
pursuer; and when after several days' march they readied 
a place where they hoped to be beyond bis reach, they used 
by way of precaution to plant all their cutting weapons with 
the sharp edges turned towards the quarter from which they 
had dome, as if they were tcpcUing a charge of cavaJiy.’ 
Simnarly, when the Lutes or Tonocotci Indians of the Gnm 
Chaco wese attacked by an cpidcrafe. they regularly sought 
to evade it by flight, but in so doing they always followed a 
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smuous. not A Atraiglv[, c^ur-u;; bacsMiie they said thal when 
the dbeese made after tliem be would be so exl^ausiccl by 
the turnings antJ wlndjjigi of the foute that he wuuld never 
be able trt conic up with them/ When the Imlbn^ qf New 
Mexico w^ene decimated by smallpox or other mfecUoiis 
ili^asCi they used to shift their quarters ev«>* da/i fetre;itbig 
into the most sequcsLerect pam of the mountains and chow 
\ng the thorniest thichels they could find* in die hope that 
Ihc amaUpox w^iild be too afraid of scrmtchlng himself on 
the thorrt3 to follow them^* When sorne Chins on a visit to 
Rangocin were attacked by cholera^ they wcni abcet with 
drawn swords to scurc away the demon^ and they spent tiic 
day hiding under busheiii ao Klmi he tnigbt not be abJc to 
find them*

The expulsion of evils, from being oocaslonalp tends Thr 
to become periodic tt comes to be thought desirable 
to a general riddance of evil spirits at fixed times, qienk 

usiialfy once a year^ in order that the people rnay make a 
fresh start in life, freed from all the maligtmtit ihfiuence^ 
which have been long Aocumuiating about them. Some of Matmt 
the Australian blocks annually expelled the ghosts of the 
dead from their tciritory* The ceremony was witnessed by Amm J u ^ 
the Resv W* Ridley on the tumks of the River Barwam ** A 
chorus of twemyi old and young, were singing and beating 
time with boomerangs. , , ^ Suddenly, from under a sheet of 
hark darted a nmn with his body whitened by piped ay^ his 
head and face coloured with lines of red and ydlow, and a 
tuft of feathers fixed by means of a stick two feet above the 
crown of his head. He stood twenty minutes perfectly still* 
gadng upwards* An aboriginal who stood by told me he 
was looking for the ghosts of dead men. At lust be begttn 
to move very slowlyi and soon rushed to and fro at full 
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Mpecd, floiiHitMRg ft branch a» If to drive aivny sonic foes 
invinblc to us. When J thought this pnntoRiime must be 
almoat over, ten mote, similarly adorncct, suddenly appeared 
fmin behind the trees, and the whole jmrty joined in a brisk 
conflict with thdr mysterious nssaJIants. ... At last, after 
some rapid evolutions In which they put forlh all their 
fttnength, they rested irom the emuting toil which tliey had 
kepi up all flight and for some hours after sunrise} they 
seemed satisfied that the ghosts were driven away lor 
twelve mouths. They were performing the same ceremony 
at every station along the river, and I am told it Is an 
annital custom.'* ‘ 


Certain seasons of the year mark themselves naturally 
or Tuft* appropriate rnoments for n general expulsion of devik 

Such a moment occar? totvards the close of an Amifc winter, 
ofaiHki. when the sun reaiipeara on the horiion after an ahsenee of 
weeks Of months, Accordingly, at Point Barrow, the most 
northerly extremity of Alaska, and nearly of America, the 
Cs^uimaux choose the moment of the sun's reappeaTance to 
hum the mischievous spirit Tufia from every hmist The 
^mony was witnessed by the members of the United 
States Poiiir ExpediliDU, who wintered at Point il-trrow, A 
fire was birilt in front of the council-hnufe, and an Old womun 
was posted ai the entrance to every house. The men 
gathered round the couiidl-house, while the j'oung wnmen and 
girls drove the spirits out of every house with thdr knives, 
stabbing viciously under the bunk and deer skins, artd calling 
upon Tuflft to Iw gone. When they thouglit he had been 
driven out of evety hole and comer, they thrurt him down 
through the hole In the floor and chased him Into the open 
air with loud cries and frantic gestures. Meanwhile the old 
woman at the entrance of the house made passes with a long 
knife in the air lo keep him from returning. Each party 
drew the spirit lowmrds the lire and invited him to go into 
It All were 1^- thf* time drawn Up In a scroidrule round 
the fire, ivhcn fteveral of the n,cn made spcciHc 

charges agairut the spirit; and each after hit speech 
brushed his dotlie* violently, calling on the spirit to leave 
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liini and go Into the fire. Two men now Mtcpptd roru^ard 
with rillcs loaded with blank owtridgea, white a third 
brought a vessel of urine and Rung Jt ofi the Rnmei Ai 
the aanie time one of the men Rred a ^hot into the hre ‘ and a^i 
the eluud of a team rose It roteivod the other idioi* ivhJch wew 
juppoicd to Brihih Tufta for the lime beitig.^ 

In iate autumn^ wlicn fitorma over the land and ADTH;ii.i 
break the icy fettcra by which tlio ftOKii ica is as yet hu! 
aligbtly bound I when the loosened Aoea air drlveit again^ 
each other and break with loud er^hris and ivhen the c^k« 
of ice arc piled in wild disouis:^- one upon anothcri the 
Esqulmmix of BafBn Land fancy they hear the voices ol the 
apirlls who people the mi^loMadcit air* Then the ghosta 
of the dead knock wildly at the hutSf which they camtoT 
enter^ and woe to ihe hapless wight whom Ihcy catch ; he 
soon ^kken^ and dies, Thnn the phantom of a huge hnldcss 
dog pursuct? the real dogs, which esepire in cmivnlslons and 
cramps at sight of him- All the countless spirits of evil arc 
abroad, atriving to bring sickness and deaths foul weather 
and failure in htinting Oo the Esquimaux, Most dreaded 
of all these ^pecErd visiutUff arc Sedna. mistress of the 
nether worlds and her fnlhcr^ to whose share dead 
(all. While the other spirits Gil die air aisd the walcr;p sho 
rises from imder ground. It is theu a busy season for 
the wkatd$. In every house you tmy iiear diem singing 
atnl praying, ivhilc they ean|uic ilic spirits^ stated in a 
mystic gloom at the ba<i of the hut, which is dimly lit by a 
lamp burning Jour, The harde^st lask of all is to drive away 
Sedna, and this ts reserved for the most po^vcrfijl enchanier, 

A rope ts coiled on the floor of a large hut in such a way 
aa to leave a sin^ll opening at the top. which lepre^itt the 
breathing hole of a scslI. Two enchanlers stand beside It, 
one of them gmsping a spear os if he were watching * 
bole in winter, the other hoiding the barpooii-lhiiL A tJiird 
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sorccnr sits at the back of the hut chntitj'ni; a magic song to 
lufE Scdna to the spot. Now she is heard Approaching 
unttcr the Uwr of the hut, breathtiig heavily ; now she 
emerges at the hole ; now she is harpooned and sinks away 
in angry hMle, dragging the harpoon with lacr^ while the 
two men hold on to the line with alt llicif might The 
stroggle is severe, bat at lost by a desperate wrench she 
tears herself away and nrturRS to her dwellii^ in Adllvun. 
When the haqjoon is drawn up out of tlie hole it ia fomid 
to be spiashed with blood, which the citdiaiUeni proudly 
exhibit aa a proof of their prowess. Tims Sodna and the 
other evil spirits are at last dHitin away, and next day a 
great festival is celebrated by old and young in honour of 
the event, Hut th^' must sUIJ be cautious, Ibr tlui wounded 
Sedna is furiouH and will ad« any one she may find outside 
of hi* but ; so tlwy all wrear amulets on the lop of their 
hoods to protect themsetves against her. niese amulets 
consist of pieces of the finst gatmtni* that they wore alter 
birth,* 


Tlw Korj-aJes of the Taigotioa Peninsula, in north-eastcni 
Asia, celebrate annually a lesUval after the winter solslloe. 
Rich men invite all thdr neighbour to the fesUval. offer a 
&acrifiE2c " Tlie^One-on- High.” aod slaughter many rein¬ 
deer for their giieata. tf there ts a shaman present he goes 
all round the interior of the houstc, bcBting the drum and 
driving away the demons He searches alJ the 

people in the house, and if he finds a demon's arrow sticking 
in the body of one of them, he pulls it om, though naturally 
the arrow is invisihic to common eyes, in this way he 
protHccts them against disease and death. If there Ja no 
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ahatnan p^sent. the denions may be cxpeJ[cd by tlic hwt or 
by a woman skilled in tneantaUona.' 

T7ie Irwjuoit inaugorated the new year M lanuarv i . 
Febfiiaiy, or March (the time varied) ttiih a *'festival of 
dreams that which the Huron, ob«r.^d on speei^J 

occasions. The whole ceremonies Ijisted several dam at 
even weehs, and formed a kind of saturnaJia Men and 
tt'enienn variously disguised, went from ivigisam to wiewam 
smashing and thiouirig down whatever ilwy came across 
(t was a time of general liccnw ; Uic people wens suiipcsed 
to be out of their senses, and therdbre not to be itBponsible 
for what they did. Accordingly, many ,eii«| the oppor* 
timity of paying off old scores b^. bdabouring obm>Kim» 
persons, drenching them u Jth Jce^old water, and covering 
them «nth filth or hot ashes. Others seized burning brantb 
or coal, and rtung ihcm at the head, of the first perwm, 
they met The only way of e,-tcaping from the» iKrrscctiiom 
was to giiess what they had dreamed of. On one day of the 
t^lval the ceremony of driving away evil spirita from tlie 
vill^e look place. Men cbtJted in the skins of wild beasts, 
tiicif fiicea covered with hidcou, ma.sks. and their hand, 
wiih the shell of the tortoise, went from hut to hut making 
rngtitfui nojiici : in tt-ery hut they took the fuel from the fire 
and scattened the embers and ashe, about the JJoor with their 
bands.

exorciBcra or ofean^r^ whose duty it at n cartam stage 
of the proceedings* To driv-c away evil and purify ihe town. 
ISijch one bore in tib hand a white rod of sycainoft * 1 he 
hader, followed by ihe others, v^alked around the national 
heptagon^ and coming lo the trca^isure or sioit; hoa^ to the 
weat of it, they lash<^ the eaves of the roofs with their rods. 
Th* leader theti to another house, ibliowKl by the 

others, singtrtg. and rejreated the same ceremony until every 
house was pitribed' Thht ceremony was repeated daily 
during the continuance of the feslivaL In perfonning Siieir 
ablutlorts they went into the water, and aibwed their old 
clolbea to be carried away by the mtream^ by which means 
they supposetl their ftnptirirics removed" * 

Antisui In Scptcniber the Incas of Peru celebrated a restival 

«hcd Siturt, the object of wEiich was to banisli from the 
tutDiijjtiw capital and its victnlty all disease and tioublc. Tlie festival 
fell ill September because the rains begin about this time* 
and will I tbe first rains Uwre was genoratly niucli siekness» 
And the melancholy be^tten by the tndemency of the 
w‘eather and the sJcklfneas nf the sc^n may well have been 
licjghtcned by the sternness of a Jandscape which ai all 
times Ls fitted to oppress the mind wiih a wtiec of deviation 
■nd gloom. For Ctrnroi Ihe ca|iita| of the Inc^ and the 
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scene of the cenemonj^ lies in a IiieH upland valley, bare end 
treelpi, shut tti on evuiy side by the most Arid and for¬ 
bid din]; mountains.’ As u piepamtton for the reatlval tlie 
people fasted on the first day of the moon after tlie 
autumnal equinox. Having fssted during llm day, and 
the night being come, they baked a coarse paste of 
muiec. This paste was made of two noita. One u'm 
kneaded with the blood of children ^ged from to ten 
years, (he htood being obuitied by bleeding Ujc ehlldreii 
between the cycl^rws. These two kinds of poaU; were 
liakcd reparately, because they were for dlirereut uses. Eacji 
fuinSIy assembled at the hoiuse of the eldest brother to 
celebrate the feast; and those who had no elder brether 
wmi to the house of their next rcTatkm of greater age. On 
the same night all who had raatetf during Uic day wasticd 
their bodies, aifd taking a little of tlie blood-knciidnl pasts, 
rubbed it over their bead, face, breast, sboulders; ortni, and 
tegs. They did this In order that the jiaste might takeaway 
alt their infirmities. After this tJtc head of the family 
anointed the threshold with the aame paste, and led it there 
09 a token that the inmates of the house bod performed thdr 
ablutions and clcniiscd tliclr bodid Meantime the High 
l^n’est jjerformed the same ccTtanamcj In the icmpte of the 
.Sun, As soon as the Sun more, all the people woraliipjwil 
and besought him to drive all evils om of the dly, ami tJien 
they broke their fait with the paste that bad bceii kneaded 
without Wood. When tlicy had paid their wonhtp and 
broken their fast, which they did at a stilted hour, in unleT 
that all might adore tlic Sun os one man, an Inca of the 
blood royal eanic forili from the fartrscs. » a meuenger of 
the Sun, rielily dressed, with his maidte glitletl louml hi* 
Imdy, and a lance in his lumd. The lance was decked with 
feallicrs of many hues, extending from the blade to the 
socket, aihJ rastcRcd with rings of gold. He tan down the 
bill from tlie fortress bnmdhltlrTg hli lance, tilt he reacbed 
the eentic of iho great square, where stood the golden urn, 
like a fountain, that was used for the sacrifice of die fermented 
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Juice of tile nuLiaic. Here f^iir other l.ttcn^ of Uie blood 
royal awaited fiim, eacli wfiU a laaor in iiii Jiand, and his 
mantle girded up to run, The messenger touclied their four 
laticcs with liis louce, mid told them tliat the Sun liade them, 
03 his ERCs^gers, drive the evils out of the city. The four 
Incas then sc^iarated and ran doivn the four royal roads 
«ducb led out of the city to the four quarters of the world. 
While tlicy ran, all the people, great ami smiill, emuc to the 
doors of tlieir hauMS, and with great shouts of Joy atid glad' 
ncs-s shook thefr clothes, as if they wcitt shaking olT dmit, 
while they cried, " Ij:! the evils tie gone. How greatly 
desired has this festival been by wbl O Cremor of all thingii, 
[icnnit us to reach another year, that we may sec another 
feast like ihis," After they had shaken their clothes, they 
passed ihdr hands over tlicir hnids, faces, »nn». and legs; as 
if in the act of washing. All this was done to drive the 
eviU out of thdr houaei, that the messengers of the Sun 
might banish ihem from die city; and it was done not only 
in the stnmts through which the incas ran. but generally in 
■lU quartern of the city. Moreover, they all danced, the fnca 
himself amongst them, and bathed in the rivers and 
fountains, saying tlmt their maladies would come Out of 
them. Tlien they took great lordies of straw, hound round 
with cords. These they lighted, and passed ffmti one to the 
other, striking cadi other with them, and saying, " Let nil 
harm go away.** Meanwhile the runners ran with their 
lances for a qufiner of a league outside the dty, where they 
found four other tncas ready, who lecetved tiie lances from 
their hands and ran with them. Tliiis the lancta wcic 
carried by re1a}’9 of mnneti for n distanee of five or si* 
feaguc*, ac the end of which the runners washed themselves 
snJ their weapons in riven, and set u{> the lance*, in sign of 
Ji boundaicy within Which the banished evils mfEht not 
TcturtL* 
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The negroefl of Guinea annuany baniih the devil ftoin ahn^ii 
all Ihelf towns mth much cereniony at a lime set aprl for the 
purpose. At Axim. on the Gold CoasLthIa annual expulsion 
ia preceded by a feast of eight days, dunng wtiicli tuirtli and ** 
jollity, 3l(fppmg.d3ndng,aii(i atngrMp prevail, and “a perfett ^ 
lampooning liberty Is allowed, and ac.indal so highly exalicrf, 
that they may freely sing of all llic faulla, vlUanfe*, antf 
rmiTds of their superiors as well n« inferiors, without punish- 
ment, or so much as the least intemiption." On the cighih 
day they hunt Out tlie devil with a distoaJ uy, running after 
him and pelting liim with sticks, stones, atul whatever comes 
to hanil When they have driven liitn for enough nut of 
the town, [hey all return* Tn this way he is expelled ftotit 
more rhan a hundred towns at the same tffiie. To make 
sore that he does not reituti to ihcir houses, the wonwn 
wash and scour all thclf wooden and earthen vessels, 

“lo free them from all umdeauness and tlie devil"’ A 
later writer tclis us that "on the Gold Coaal there are 


atutcsd oceaspw, wheu the people turn out rw maue (^enw- 
ally al nJ^t) with clubs and torches to drive away the evil 
spirits froiB their towjis. At a given signal, the whole 
commuiuty start up, coniinence a most hideous howling, 
beat about In every nook and corner of ihdr dwellings then 
rush into the streets, with their torches and diiltt, like so 


mmiy frantic maniacs, beat the air, and scream at the top 
of tlieir voices, until wme one announces the departure of 
t]« spirits through some gate of the town, wliai thc)'‘ are 
pursued scveial miles into tltc wood*. aiHl uwrned not to 
come back. After this the peofile breathe easier,sleep more 
quietly, have better health, ami the town h once more 
cheer^ by an ahuitdance of food." ’ 

The ecretnony as it h pnetbed at Gatto, in Benin, has tihmmu 
been deserihed by an English traveller, He says- “ h was 
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About thU time that I wiltwascd a strange ceremony, peculinr 
to this people, called the time q\ Uie 'grand devila.' Eight 
men were dieitsed in a niosl curious tnanner, having a dress 
made of bamboo About their botlles, and a cap on the head, 
of variouR colouri and omamcuteri with rod feathers lakeii 
from the parrot's tail T ftmfd twisted strings of 

slicUs, which made a claiteriug noise as tliey walkai, and the 
face and hands of each individual were covtrtd witli a net 
These strange beings go about tlie town, by day and by 
night, for the term of one month, uttering the dis¬ 

cordant and friRhlfiil noises ; no one durst ifeiiturc out at 
nighi; fw fear of being killed or swriously maltnmted by these 
fellows, who are then espeefaUy engaged in driving the evil 
spirits from the town. They go round to all the chiefs 
houses, and in addition to the noise they make, perform 
some ejctraordinaiy feats in tumbling and gymnastics, for 
which they receive a few cowries.'' * 

At Cape Coast Castle, on the Gold Coast, the ceremony 
was witnessed on the ninth of October 1344 by an 
Englishman, who has described it as follows: “ To-night the 
atmuaJ custom of driving the evil apirit, Ationsam, out of 
the town has Uhcti place. As booh ss the eight o'clock gun 
fired in the fort the (Hopie begun firing muskets in their 
houses, turning ail their furniture out of doors, beating ahoui 
in every corner of the rooms with sticks, ctc^ and sercatniog 
as loudly os possible. In order to frighten the deviL jJcing 
driven out of the houses, sa they IimgtHe. they sjillied forth 
Into the streets, throwing lighted torehes about, shouting, 
saeaming, beating sticks tc^clher, rattling old pans, making 
ibe mml horrid noise, in onler to drive him out of the town 
into the sea. The custam Is preceded by four weeks’ dead 
silertce; no gun Is allowed to be fiiied, no drum to be benicn, 
no palaver to be made between man and maiu If, during 
lliese weeks, two natives thoold disagree and make a noise 
in the town, they are immediately taken before the king and 
fined lieavily. If a df;® Or pig, sliecp or goat I* found at 
large in the street, it may be killed, or takeit by anyone, the 
former owner not being allowed to demand any comjjcnsatlon. 
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This silence is designed to deceive Abottsam^ tbsitf ^clsig ofT 
hh etufil, lie may be taken by auq^rwe^ cnicJ frightened out 
ol the pl&ccL If anyone dk durmg the silence^ Ilia rebtive^ 
ate not aUowcd to weep until the four ^vecks have been 
completed,"* * 

At Oiiitsha, on Lhe Klger^ Mi-h J. C Taytof witnessed amami 
ihe ffiitbrallon of New Yeor’st Day llic iiesroe^ h fell 
OH Ihc twentfetiiof December lSs8. Every family broujiht <miha 
a fireUrand out into the 4 ueet^ threw It away, and exclaimed 
sa tltcy retanred, " The gods of tlie new year I New Year Ahjinnia. 
Iiai come ftmiiii ngaln." filr Taylor odds. “ The rncaiiing 
of the custom <wrm * to be that the fire is to drlnc away tlie 
old year with its somjws and evlb. and to embrnct the new 
year with hearty receptinn." * Of all Abyssinuui fiistivala 
that of Mascal the Ctma is oelchratcd witli the greatrst 
pomp. During the whole of the intervaJ between Sl John’s 
day and tfse feast a fJ«sptt«.Ty ivarfare is waged betwixt the 
youth of opposite sexes in the towni Tliey all Sally out io 
the cvtaiitigs, the Ixiys armed wish nettles or thistles and 
the girls with gourds eoniairiing a filthy solution of all sorts 
of abomihiitions. When any of the hostile patties meet, 
they hceio by reviling eacli other in the foulest Ituigungo, 
from which they proteed to personal vjnlence, the boys 
stinging the girb widi their neltlES. wbikr the girb discharge 
their stink-pots in the faces of their atlversarwu. These 
hostilities may perhaps be regarded as a preparation for the 
festival of the Cross. Tiic cve of the fcallva) witnesuss a 
ceremony which donbltcs* belongs to the world-widc claw of 
customs we are dealing with. At sunK* a discharge of fire* 
arms wkea place from all the principal bouses. “Tlwn 
every one provides hlmuelf with a torch, and durittg the 
early part of the night bonFres are kindled, and the people 
parade the town, carrying their Jlghtcd torches In their 
hands. They go through therr houses, loo, |>ol<iflg a light 
into every dark comer in the half, under the couches, in the 
stables, kitchen, ett, ns if looking fw something lost, and 
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filing out, * Akb^, akUciky [ turn out Uic iplria|{tf» and 
bring in the porridge: Mascal ii - - - After ibli 

they phy, and poke fun and torchci at each ^tlicr/" Next 
morning, while It L> still dark, bonfires arc kfndkd im the 
heights near the and pcn|i]c rise early lo ficse tbetn. 

The rising sun of Maszal finds ihc whole popubdon of 
Aby^sfnb awake.* 

Sometimes the date of the anntid expubion of devfbi h 
fixed with Tcfcrenixj to the agricultural seasons. Thu* at 
Kiriwina, in South-EaHiem NwGwinca, when the new yams 
had been hnivcakd, the people feasted and danced for ttiany 
days, and a groal deal of property, strch as armteit, tiallve 
money, nnd so forth* wos diaplayed conspicuditfily on a plat- 
form erected for the purpose. When the festivities were 
overman the people gathered together and expelled the spirits 
from the village by shouting, heating the ptihtg of tlie houses, 
and ovtirtumitig everything under which a wil)^ spirit might 
"be supposed to lurk. The cKplanaliflii which tlie people 
gave to & mfssionaFy was thjtl they had eniemitied and 
feasted the spirits and provided tlicm with fichcs,and k was 
now time for tlunn to take their departure. Had they not 
acen the dances, and hcaitl the songs, and gorged Ehtinstives 
on the soldi of the yaim, md appropriated the souls of Uie 
metn^ Ami all the other fine things set out on tlic platfortn? 
What more oiuld the ipfrits want? So cm Utcy go^* 
Among the Hos of Togoland in West Africa theexptiUion of 
evils is pcrfiM^ined annually before the pt^plc cat d^e new 
yatn^* I'lia chhh meet together and aiimmon ihc priests 
and magicians. ITiey IcM them that ihe people now to eat 
the new yams and to he merry, therefore Sliey must etcanse 
the town arid remove the evUs. For that piirpcse they take 
leaves of tile Hiha and trees, together with circperv and 
ashe^L The leaves and crcepiira they bind fast to i pole of 
an itifcit tree^ while they pray that the evil spirits, the witches, 
and all the ills in the town may pnta mto the bundle and 
be bound. Then they make a paste out of the ashes and 
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UHicar it on the bimtllc, saying, " We ttneat it on the face of 
ail the evii ones whp arc in this binrdte. In order that they 
may not be alitc to vex.*' With tbnt they ihto* the hlnidle, 
liiat Jt, llte pole wrapt in leaves and creepera, w* tljc gfound 
mitt they ill! mock at it. Then thej- prepan: * itnaiidne 
and take the Vfwieiii* tcaf-wrapt poles, into which they have 
conjured and bound up all mtsdiicf, carry them out of the 
town, and set tliem Up in the earth on various road* leading 
into tlte tow-n. When they have done this, they »y that 
Uicy have banished the evil* fron: the town and shut the 
door In tlidr face- With the medicine, which the cider* 
imve piepuied, ail meil, women, clvildrcn nnd chiefs wiuh 
their feora. AflUsr that everybody goes Iiome to sweep out 
hit house ami hooieitcad Tiie ground in front of the 
hntticsleads is also swept, so ihat the town i* thoroitoljly 
eUrjinMHL /Ml the stalk* of gnist and refuse of stock yatns 
that Jmve been swept tcigeliier tJwy cast out of the town, 
and they rail at tl'c atock yami In the course of the 
night tiie elder* assemble and bind a toad to n young palm* 
leaf. Tlrey say Uiat they will row sweep out the town and 
end the cenetnoriy. For that purpose they drag tlie load 
through the whole towm 1" the direction of Moont Adaklit. 
When that ha* been deme, the priatfl say ibai they will now 
remove die sicknewe*. in the evening they give public 
notice that they are flhout to go on the toad, and that 
thcrofottr nn otic may light a fire on the hrarlh or eat food 
Next mnnilng the wotoeti of the town sweep out thetr 
houses and hcaithv and deposit the swccpSngii on broken 
wrxadcTi plate*. Many *f»p themselves In tom mats and 
tatteiod clothes; other* awathe tiusmselwet in grass and 
creeperfc While they do »>, th^ pray* sayirtg, - All ye 
sicknesses that arc in our body mid plague ««. ^ eomc 
itMiay to throw you oet" When they alnrt to do so, tJw 
priest gives order* iba! everybody is to serrom once and at 
llie same time to smito hia mouth. In a momeni (bey all 
scream, smite their mouthi, and run as fa»t aa they can in 
tlic diroctiofi of Mount Adakiu. A* Uwy run, they say, 
" Out to-day t Om to.dfty t That which kill* anybody, out 
to-day r Ye evil spirits, out to-day 1 and all that causes our 
hcids to ache, out to-day 1 Aido and Adakiu arc the places

Among the Hos of North-Eastern India the great festival 
pf the 3'cftr if the harvest hornet held in January, ^ hen the 
granark!? arc hill of grain ^ imd the propICi to use their own 
exprcssh>n« are full of devilry^ They have a strange notion 
that ai this |?eriodi men and women are so ovcrcliarged with 
viemus pmpcnsitieSp that it is at^tuiely neeessftry for the 
safely of the person to let off steam hy atbwing for a iirne 
full vein to the passionsi.** *rhc cenemonies open with a 
sacrfllce to the village god of three fowls, a cock ajid 
lwio one of which must be biaek. Along with them

are preset!t«l by the vDlage priest^ who prays tliat during

Sons and daughter j 
T^lt tJidr fnitnis in grati 1 ingunge« and jaftrenis itidr 
children j nieti and women become ilmcul like animnta In 
the indulgence of the Jr am^roui proj^entsiiies.^ The feattvaJ 
iM not held fiimuUanemii^ly in nlJ the villages. The lime

Amongst some of the Hindoo Koosh tribes, as anjong 
the Uofl and MumlarLs^ the expulsion of devits takes place 
after hsfveit. When the crop of autumn has been got 
in, it la thought necessary to drive away evil spirits from 
the granariRi. A kind of porridge called mitef h eatct% and 
ihe liead of the family takes hia tnaichlnck amJ fires jt inio 
the Root. ITien* ^ing outilde. he set* to work loading and 
firing till hlis t^wderdiorn is oshmiistcd, while all lits neigb- 
botirs are aimllorly ensplQ>’cri The next day Is spent in 
rojofdng^ In Chitral ihii festival h called ^ devilndfivlfig."* 
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On ttifi otlici- band the Khonils of India expel tlic devil:^ iit 
seod-tmic inslcad of at iisrveit* Al Uiis tfme they woriihip 
Fitted Peiinu, the god of iiicniaiae and of gain in every ^hape 
On tlte fmi d+ty of the fettiva] st rude ear la marie of a 
basket set Mpnn a few Askk^, tbd upon hsimtKw rollers fo; 
wheek The primt tnkca thii car fiwt to ilic houiK of the 
lineal head r>r the tribe:, to ham precedence h t!;iven in all 
ecnetncifiivii eomicctcd t^'lih apiculture. Here he receives a 
little of citcli kind of seetl and some feathers.

At all events a vdry loud noise is made ** so that 
the disease may not mitiain biddcri anywhent'"* In a 
village of ihe Mosses^ an aborlgitiJil tribe of stiulh-weslerri 
China* a Fmiieh iravcller witnessed the annual cetetnoiiy of 
the expulsion of devilfl. Two fnagidaos, wearing mitres of 
led pastetjoard. went from house to Iioiise, attcndeil fn.' a 
troop of child rett, their faces smeared wiih flour, »f 
tvhnm earned torches and others cymbalo, while all made 
a deafening noise. AAer dauclr^ a wild dmte In the 
court>-ard of the house, they eniewl the principal room, 
where the performers were icgolecl with a dratrgtit of 
ardent spirits^ of which they sprinkled a few dmps on lire 
floor. Then the magicians recited thrff spells to oblige 
the evil spirits to quit I he chamber and the good iplrita 
to enter it. At the end of each phra»t the cbildretii sficak- 
ing for the spirits, answered with a diouf, We go ** <ir 
We come.^* That conclmkd the ocfemuny in the ho use. 
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and tlw ncd^' pruccEJon out to repeat ft in the 

next,* 

The (leople of B.ili, an island to the ca*t of Java, Tiave 
[KrioJIciJ expukiems of devils upon a great senic. Generally 
^ o*!*- tint lime chosen for the expulsion is the dap of the "dark 
moon '* in the ninth inonth, When the demons have hccB 
long Dnmolcslecl llie country' is said to be ’‘warm,** and Uic 
priest issues oitturs to expel tliem by force, lest the wholo of 
Baii should be rendered uninhabitable. On the day appointed 
the people of the village or district usscmhle at the principal 
temple. Here at a cross-road onerings arc act out for the 
devils. After prayers have been recited by Uie pricabs, tlic 
blast of a horn suntmona the devils to partake of the meat 
which has been prepared for them. At the same time a 
number of men step forward and light their toreiicA at 
the holy lamp itliich bums before the chief priest, Im- 
mediately afterwords, followed by the bystanders, they 
spread in all directions and march through the streets 
and lanes crying, -DepartI go away!" Wlkercirer they 
pass, the people who have stayed at home hasten, by a 
deafening clatter on doors, btraros, ricc-blod^ and so 
forth, to take their share tn the cxpuktnn of devils. Thus 
chased from the hoitjci, the Bends dee to the bamiuot 
wbi^ ha# been set out for them; but here the priest 
receives them with ciirsei which Brially drive them from 
tite dktricL When the last devil has taken hia dc^utrlurc, 
the upnoar h succctsded by a dead silence, which lasts

for otticn^mg tL Perhaps one set of combaUnts represents 
iJw dernona «f embodied evJb of the year, wlio ate dercaied 
and driven away by die cbampions of the people, l~he 
inontli in which these comhata take place (November 
and the beginning of December) b sonicUines named after 
ihr grasssirrows and sometimes after the sea-slug.^ 

On the lait idght of the yt^r there is obicirvext In itioat Attanti 
Japanese housta a ceremutiy called "the uorcisiti of the 
evil spirit" It fs pedWiu«l by the head of the rumilyr^Jti^ 
Clad tn hi\ finest robes^ with a sword* if be leas the righl of 
bearing one^ at his waist* he goes through all the manta at 
the ln:iur of midnight, enttying in Ida left hand a bo^ of 
roasted health on a lacciutred ataniL Prom time to time lie 
dips bii tight hand Into the bo« and Acatien a handful 
of beans on a mat, pionoundiig a eabalistk fosm of words 
of which the meaning "Go fortli, dcomiiR I Enter 
riches f"* According to aiH^thet account^ the ccremnny 
takes place on Ihc night lie tore the beginning of stn-ingk and 
the roasted beans are guiig against the vralli as welt u on 
the floora of the huUBes." While the duly of expeJIhig tJic 
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(lcvtla sfit:mfd. 8 triclly speaking, be diacliar^ by the head «1 
the hfluse, it is often delegated to a servant. Whether 
mailer or servant, the performer goer by the name of year- 
man Llie rite bditg properly performed on the 

last day of the year. The ivords <♦ Out with the devils" 
iOfif ha tato) urc pronounced by {lim in a loud voice, but 
the words •' Iji wiUs the luck" (/«** 4 ., tvkt) in d Jow tone. 
In Uic ^sliogtm's pal nee the ceremony was performed by ii 
year-mati speckUy appointed for the purpose, who acaiicred 
parched beans In all the principal roomie fhese beans ivcre 
picked up by the women of the palace, who wrapped as 
nitiriy of them In paper as they themseives wen: years old 
and tlien flung them hack wards otii of doonc Sometimes 
people who bad reachetl an unlucky year would gather these 
beanJiOnc for each year of their life and one over, ami wrap 
them in paper together with a small copper coin which Tmd 
been rubbed over thdr body to transfer the ilt-luck The 
packet was afterwards thrown away at a cross-road. This was 
called "dinging away ill-iiKk'' (yaktt tutt)} According to 
Lafcadio Heartt, the costing-nut nf devils fram the houses Is 
performed by a professional exmeiser for a small fee, and 
the |icas which he scatters about the house are afterwards 
swept tip and carefully kept iinlll the first peal nf thunder if 
heard in siiring, when it is cuatoni.-wy to cook and cat some 
of them. After the demons have been thoroughly expelled 
from a hoiiw, a charm is set up over the tioor to pmvcrit them 
from reUirnlng; it consists of a wooden skewer with a hoJTy 
leaf and the dried head of a fish like a sardine stuck on it*

homes from penury.* Among some of tlie Hindoos of tlic 
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i'ljiijaub on ihe tnomiii); flfier or the fcjliviil of 

lamps, nt which iIk wutA of Ancestorii arr belfevcti ia visit 
the house, tile oldest wonian of the hinitty lakes a ostii-iicvc 
or wlonowhig luuket an4 a broom, to both of whicli mogtcsl 
virtues ore uscHbeil, And beaLi them In every cornet of the 
hoitso, exdajjnlng^, "God Abide, and poverty depart I" The 
ski'c {a tiwn cerrltid oyt of the viiiagc, gcnetally to the cast 
or north, and being Itirown awny Is mppooed lo bear away 
with it tlw poverty anil diilfcii of Ihe houaettotd. Or the 
ivoRian JUfigs ail the sweepings and rubbtah out of dcxirs, 
saying," Let a|i dirt and wretchedness depan from here, 
and ail good fartunc come in,'*’ The Pcisfans usqI annuoliy 
to expel the dcinxins or goblins (/?«,«) from their house* In 
the month of I'lcecmber. I'or thi* purpose the Magi mote 
certain wordit with safTron on a piece of pardiment or paper 
and then held the writing over a iirc Into which they threw 
cotton, garlic, grapes, wild rue, and the tiom of an animal 
that hail been killed on the sixteenth of September. The 
spell Unw pietiared was italhid or glued to Uw Inside of the 
door, and the door was itainted red. Next the priest took 
sonic sand and Sfuread it out with a knife, while he mintertitl 
_ certain prayers. After that he strewed the sand on the 
fliior, and the ciichonimcnt was complete^ The demons now 
imrneHialcJy vantshed, or at leajit wero deprived of all their 
malignant power.* 

For ages it lias been cifftomary in China ro exjwl the Amiusi 
demons from house and home, from tenma and dtica, at the 
end of every year. Such gmerat urpulsiona of devili go by isCwiinj 
tlw name of w. They are often (nentJoned and described 
in Chinese fitemture. For example, tinder the Man dynasty, ' 
in the ai^nd century* of our era, "it wa* ordered that 
ttitng xfii with four eye* of gold, masked with bcnrHkin*i and 
wearing black coats with red skins, bearing lances and 
branillthing thleids, nhooJd always perform at the end of the 
year in the twelfth month Ihe no of the season, in the near of 
hundred* of ofheiat servants and boys, and senreh the inicrtor 
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qf the p»U«, ill order to expet the dciimn? of plagMe. 
With bows of pes^di wood and arrows of the thorny jujube 
they shoot the spectres, and with poredain dfunvs they 
drum at them ; moreover they throw red balls and cenfaJs at 
thciHp In order to remove diiw^se and calamity,^ ^ Agam* in 
a poem of the same period we read that "ai the end of rhe 
ytsar the great rra takes place for the jiurpoac of driving off 
all spectres. Tlie /an^-siaa^ carry their spears, ^nd AiA 
hold tliclr bundles of reed. Ter) thousand bda with red 
heads and black clothes, with bows of peach wc^ and 
acTows of Uiorny jujube shoot at random all around^ 
Show'crs qf ptiUiherds and pebbles eomc down hke rafn^ 
infalJihly killing strong spectres as welt as ihe weak. 
Flaming lurches run after tJicse bcinga^ m that a sparkling 
and streaming glsu-c diases Qie red plague to all aides s 
tlidreupon they destroy tbem In the Itnpcrkl moats and 
break down the ^uspensloii bridges (to prevent their 
return);*^* At a Utcr period Chhieae historians Inform 
m that the hnu^ of Tai caused the annual expulsion of 
deinoiis to be i^rformed on tlic last day cf the year hy two 
gnstijKp each of omt hundred and twenty liub> and tivelvc 
onimala hcackd by tlrunia and wind [nstrumenls. The gatw 
of the warels and of the city walls were Hung open, and the 
emperor witness the ceremony sealed on hi^ throne In the 
midst of h\$ officers. With rolling drurru the prfKtnsioq 
entered the palace through the western gate, and passed 
through all parts of it in two divis^ris, e\txi ascending the 
towers, while they hopped, jumped and shrieked; and on 
quitting the palace they spread out tn six direclluns tilt 
they reached the city wsdk* At llic present time it ifi 
customary in every part of Qilna to fire off crackers on 
the tiit day and night of the y^ui for the purpose of 
terrifying and expelling The deviU: enormous quantities 
of the explosives sre consumed at tliis season i the |ieop 1 e 
seem to VIC with one atioUier oa to w^ho shall let oil 
the most emckcra and make the mc^ noL%. Sotoctljnes 
tong sitings of these fireworks hang from balconies and 
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eaves and keep up a con tin nous GriXcklfiijr for half an hour 
LogetheT Or more; in gnciit eitica thr prolonged and 
iplitciitg din fi very annoying to foreigners. To ifie can of 
the Chinese the tlnise appean Id be agreeable, if not for its 
own Mkci Qt least for the benchda] effecc it is supposed 
to produce by driving deinDns away, indeed tfiey seem to 
be of opinion that any noise* pmvid^ it be sutlicicnUy harah 
and loudj serves this usefui purpose. The acund of bmsa 
instrumenti » particularly terrifying to devils; hcncc the 
great use fvhich the Chinese make of gnnga in rhes of 
cjtord^rru I'hedaah ofgongSp w-e are told^ resounds through 
the Chinese empire daily, especially in lumiucr, when a 
rbe in tJie death-rate, which ignorant Eurapeans attiibutc 
to mere drmatic influences^ stimulates the pcopEe to redouble 
their efforts for the baubhment of the fiends^ who are the 
real cause of all the mischief. At such times yen may see 
and hear groups of benevolent and publk-spiriicil mcti and 
women banging gongs, dashing cymbals, and drubbing 
drums for hours together. No protf:st la made by tJictr 
neighboura, no complaint that dicy disturb the night's r&i 
of the sick and the Hired. People listen with nalgnalien or 
mtlicf with gratitude and complacency to tbo dcafaung 
uproar raised by these genefouj philanthTopista* who thus 
devote their services gratuhously lo the esnw of ihi« public 
heahh.* In Corea, ahM, the dcvlLi are driven oui of the 
tDwrLs on New Yearns Eve by the hring of guns and the 
popping of cmckers.* 

In Tonqutn a /Arjtfy^aw or general expu 1 ^~on of malevolcin Anuwt 
spirits commonly took plaot$ once a ycari csfHrcially if there 
was a great mortality amongst men, the elephants tif llOT^O u4Tbm|D^ 
of llic g*tiwal“a stable, cr the eattft of the ouuntTy," the cause 
of whkii they attribute to the malicious apiriti of such irtm 
as have been put to death for Ireascitt, rebctllon, and conspir¬ 
ing the death of the fciug, genera!, or prince^ and that in 
revenge of the pvnlfthmeot tliey have stilfered, they are bent 
to destroy everything and commit luntible violence. To 
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pjTTvetit which their supcrsEltiCin has suggested to them the 
tn^^iitaticifi of xhh as a proper means to drive the 

devil away^ and purge the cosjniry of evil spirilii." ITle day 
appointed for the cctemony was generally the tti-enly‘fifth of 
FcbrUEiry, one matith after the begin ning of the new >*carj 
which fell on the tweniy-fifih of January. Tlw iriterm*rJiate 
month was a season of feasting, fnefry-makfrig of at! kindS;, 
and gencnit liceneeH During the whole tnonih tlie great seat 
ws^ kept shut up in a box. fact downw ardsg and the law was, 
as it wene, laTit asleep. AH courts of juBtlce weitr c1i>$cd ; 
debtors could not be sei^d [ snvall crimes, such af petty 
tarceny* fightfoE, and tissaullj, escaped with impunity ; only 
treason and murder were tnken account of and the mate- 
factors detained rill the Ereat seal shciuld come into operation 
again. At the close of the satumalta the wicked spirits 
were driven away. Great masses of trfwps and artillery 
having been drawn up with Hying colours and all the pomp 
of war ^'thc general beginneth then to ofltr meat offerings 
to the crimhiil devils and malevolent spirits (for it is usual 
and customary likewise among^ them to l^t the oondrninctl 
before their execution}, fnritmg them to cat and drinki when 
presently he accuses them in a strange language, by 
eharacterf and figures, ett, of many offences and erinics 
COEnmiried by Ihem^ to their having dt9<jnieied the land, 
killed hi^ elephants and hot%% clc^ for all which the)' 
juatly de&OTve to be elLastiud and baEUfihed the country 
Whereupon three great guns arc fired as tJte last signal; 
upon which all the artilicf>' and mu roquets are dlw:harECfl^ 
tb.at, by thetf m-Kt terribk tlie devHs may lie driven 

away ; and they are so bliud os to bclkve for octtaitif that 
they really and ciTectually pul dicm to (lighL^^ 
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In CamtxKli^ tht expulsion of cyli !;|niHla ttiok |ilace in AurmaJ 
March. Dila of broken utalues and ston^ coniddcfctl as 
the abode i>f the demons, were collected and brow^l to lhe ti» Cim- 
ca|:dt&l. Here as many dephanu were collected as could be 
got together. On the evening of the full muon vol|c>'a of 
musketry were fired and the dcpliants charged fiirrou^ly to 
fiut the devils to flighL The ecTcmunj' was performed on 
three successive ilAysJ In Sbni the hanhhment of demons Anniuj 
annually carried into effect ott the last day of the old 
year A stgiml gitn h fired from the pr^lEice; it h answered 
from the ncirt statfon, and so on from staiforr to station, 
till the firing has reached ihe irtifcr gate of the city* Thus 
the demoits are driven out step by step. As soon as this 
is done a coiisecmted rope is fastened round the cireu-it 
of (he dty walls to prevent the banislicd demons from 
reliirning* The rope w made of tough conch-grass and is 
painted in alternate jitnpes of red, yellow, and blueJ* 
According TO a more recent accounh the Siamese ceremony 
takes place nl tlie New Year holicb}^, which arc three ii^ 
humbm^ bcgifinlng with the firs? of ApriL For the feasting 
which accompanies these holidays a s|»eda| kind of cake 
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if mndc, " whicU is a* much in ilcmand: ss our nwn Shrove- 
Tuesday pancattes or our Good-Friday hot cro&s-bunf. The 
temples arc thronj;^ wilh women and children making 
olTcriiigs to Huddlui and hta priests. The people inaugumte 
ihdr New Year with nuinerous chaiUjible atld reJiglotu 
deeds. The nch cnteriafn the monlia, who recite approprl' 
ate prayers and chan la Every departed joul retvrnS' to tJic 
bosom of his family during these three daysy freed from any 
feticra that may have hound him in the regions of tndfhn- 
able focaJity. On the third day the mligiotu observances 
terminate, and the remaining hemm are devoted to 'the 
world, Ihc fiesh* and Uic devIL' Gambling is not confined 
lo the licensed house*, hut may be indulged in anywhere. 
Ctimc* of chance hold pinverful sway in every houi« as long 
as the ticence to ptu-tidpAte in them last*. Priests in small 
com pit ides occupy.- fxau at regiihir intervals round the city 
Wflll, and fpciitl their tlmo in chiiUrng away the evil spirits. 
On Ihc eveolag of the second day, the ghostly Tisitort from 
llie loivcr rcalnia lore tlie luxury of being exorcised wiih 
psftlma Kvery person who has a gun mny fire it as often 
as he pl rascT . and the noire thus made b undoubtedly fear¬ 
ful enough In its Intensity to cause any wandering travelIcr 
from the far-off fieiy land to rctTBCc hb steps with speed. 
The bang and rattle of pismls, muskets, shot-guns, and rifles 
Wasc not til) the break of day, by which time the city ts 
clfeetually deareit of all its {nfcntal visitors."* From this 
account wc learn that among the spirits thus banished arc 
the souls of the dead, w'ho re^dsit their living friends once a 
year. To the same ciTect, apparently, Bishop Bmgiiiire, 
wriling from Bangkok in iSjg, tells us that "the tltrec hfsl 
days of the moon of April arc days of solemn festivity for 
the pious Siamest That day Lucifer opens all Qie gates of 
the abyss, the souls of the dead, which are shut up there, 
come forth end paotBlce of a repast in the bosom of their 
famity. They sire treated splendidly. One of there three 
days a monk leiiairs to the palucc to preach before the 
king. At die end of the aermoii a preconcerted signal » 
given, 3 »d in a moment the camnofia are fired in att the 
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quariert of the city to chjuMs the devil out of the wuirsi or to 
kfll lilm^ If hr. dares to rwlsL On the Hrsl day a teuipcfury 
king b named, a ho bears tbje title of i 

during t 3 ie 3 e Ihrec da^*^ he ctijD>"S all the royal prerogsttivcSi 
the real king remaining shut up In Ms palacix" * 

A similar bdlcf and a !»[inilar custom prevail in Japan. 
There, ITO, tive souk of the departed return to thdr old 
homes once a year, and a festival called the Feast of 
Lanterns b nmde to welcorne thenu They come at cvenii^g 
cm the ihirtoensh day of the sevcnili month of the old 
catcndari which falls loa>^^arda the end of August It is 
needful to light them on their way. Accordlngty kmdioca 
with pretty coloured lanterns attached to them are fastened 
on the tornhSk 'ind being thickly set they make an llluintna'- 
tion on the hills, where the burying^ounfls arc generally 
situated. Lamj^ of many hues or rowif of tapers nrc ml^o 
tit and set out in front of the houses and in the gardens* 
and small hres arc kindled in the street^ so that Uic whole 
city h In a btarn of tight After the ttiii has scIt a great 
inuftitude i^ues frtun the town, for e%'ery family goes forth 
lo meet tU returning dead. When they coine to the ypoi 
where they believe the souls to be, they '^velcnmc tiie unseen 
vtrdterB and invite them to rest after their jQrtLmi:7^ ^ 
partake of refreshments which they ofltr to them. Having 
uJlow'cd the souls time enough to satisfy their hunger and 
recover from their futigiic, they escort fhem by torchlight., 
chatting gaily wkh them^ into the city and to the houset 
wficrc they lived and died These arc also illunirnfktcd with 
brjilianc Unterns: a banquet is spread on the tobka; and 
the places of the dead, who are Hjppqscd to absorb lire 
ethereal essence of (lie focHlj are Laid for them as if ificy 
WOie alive. After the repast the living go from house to 
house to visit tJte souls of their dead friends and neighbours: 
and thuj they spend the nigiit running about the town. On 
the evctiiiig of Ihr third day of tlic festival, which h the 
fifteen til day of the tnotith, the time has come for the wouh 
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to return to tlieir ow'ti place. Fires again bkic fo tlw 
Streets to light them on the roJid; the p«tple again escort 
tiiem cereinonJousl/ to the spot where they met them two 
days before \ and in acme places they send the lanterns 
doatitig aivay on n\iers or the sea tn mititatuTC boats, which 
ore bden with provisions for the spirits on tiieir way to 
their Ititig Iwmc. But there is still a fear that some poor 
souis may have tagged behiiid, or even concealed ihcmsetves 
In a miok or corner, loth to part from the scenes of tbi-ir 
former life and from those they lovc^ Accordingiy steps 
are taken to hunt out these laggards nrtd send (hem packing 
after their fellow-gimsta. With this intention the people 
throw stones on the tools of their houses in great profusion j 
and ^ng tlirough ewciy' room armed with sticks iJiey deal 
swashing Wows ail ahcui them in the empty air tn 
away the ihigcring soula This they do. wc arc told, out of 
a regard for their own comfort quite as much as frwm the 
alTcctiun ihcy bear to the dead; for they fear to be dfa- 
Imbcd by UnseasonahJe i-ipparitions if they aufleiwi the aliy 
vuitors to lemnin in the house.^ 

Thus in spite of the kindly welcome given to the souta^ 
the fear which they inspire comes out plainly in iho jiains 
taken to ensure their departure; and iluj fear justifies us in 
including such forced dq>arturc9 among the eercntoidcs for 
the exiidsinn of eviis with which wc ai« here concerned 
it may be remembered llial IJie annual banishment rTghosts 
has been pracii^ by savages so low in the scale of humanity 
as the Australian aborigines.* At the other end of the 
scale it was observed In cloiislca] antiquity by the dvitized 
Greeks and Romans^ Tijc Athenians believed that at the 
festiii-al of the Aoihesicria the uuU of the dead came back 
from the tiellier world and went abou) itie city. Accord¬ 
ingly ropes were fastened rouml (he temples to keep out 
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the wantferinu ghosts; and with a lilte intention ihc people 
chewed buckthorn m the- morning and smeared the doors 
of their hotisea with pitch, upparently thinking that aiiy 
rash spirits who iinglit attempt to enicr would stick fmt 
in the pitch and be glued^ like so many flies, to the f)oor> 
Hut ai the end of the festival die souia were bidden to 
rfepart in tliese words: '‘Out of the door with you, setda 
The Anthestcria is over."* Yet for tlie etilertainmem of 
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llic unseen guests during thdr short st^y pqti 

full ftf boiled foQiJ appear to have been qvciywhere pre* 
pared tbroughoul Uic city ; but probably ihtisc were placed 
in the street outAldc Lbc bouses, Jft order to give the ghosu 
no cxcLise for entering nnd disturbing the inmates. No 
priest ^ulJ cut of the food thu,-? oiTertd to the dcad^' but 
prowling teggurs probably had no tudi scruplesL Similarly 
u hen tlie Dyaks of Sarmwak cctebnitc their great Festival 
of Depqrtcd Spirits at intervals which vary from one to 
ihrce far four ycan^ focxl is prepared for tin? dead and they 
are summonecf from Iheif for off home to partake of It - 
t»it ll h put outride at the entrance of thir house. And 
before the general arrival of the soulst, while ihe people 
are hu^y brewing llie drink for tilt feasit, c^ch fomily takes 
care to hang an carthenmte pot fol! of the H<|iior outsklp 
of the i^ingle room which tt occupies tn the targe common 
house, lest some thirsty »ul should arrive prematurely from

Then he dipped his hx^nds again in water, dashed bronse 
vessels together to ninke a din. and Iwgged tile ghosts to 
dqian from hi* house, saying nine times," Go forth, paternal 
shades I After I hat he [coked behind him, and the cert' 
mony was over; the ghosts iiatl Uken ibcir leave for 
another yCxVr.* 

.Annual cxpuUtons of demons, witches, or evil Influences Amei*! 
appear to linvc been common among dm heathen of Europe, 

If we may Judge fnwm the reltca of sudt custom‘i ^tnoTig- ihcir iiii 
descendanu at the present day. Thu* among the heathen 
Wotyaks, a Finnisli people <if Eastern Russia, all the young 
giris of the villagi: assemble on the last day of the year 
or on New Y^r’s Day, armed with slicks, the ends of which 
arc split in nine pfaeea With these they beat every comer 
Of the bouse and yard, raying. "We are dnVfng Saiau out of 
the village" Aficrwanls the sticks are thrown into llie 
river below the village, and .as they float down strciim Satan 
goes with them to the next village, from which be tnufit be 
driven out in turn. In some villages the expulsion ii 
managed oilier wise. The unmnrrkd men receive from every 
house in llie village groats, flesh, and brandy. Tticse they 
take to the fielrts, light a fire under a fir-toec, boil the groats, 
and eat of tlie food they have brought with them, after 
pronouncing the tvords, "Go away Into the wilderness, tonw 
not into the Iiousa" Then they return to the village and 
enter every house where lliere are young w otnen. I hey 
take hold of the young women and throw theiii into the 
snow, saying, " May the spirits of dl*eaK leave you."' The 
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remains of the groats and the other Tckk] are then dLstdbutcd 
among a]) the tiOU£« tn proportion to tbc amount Uiat okU 
contributed, and c;icti Tamtljr consumtis its shaii^ r^ctording 
to a WtJlyak of the Maltnyr district llic young men thron 
into tlic stiQw whomever they Bud tn llic hosiaej, and this is 
called "driving out Satan"; moreover, some of the boikd 
groats are cast into the fire with the words, “ O god, afflict 
us not with sickness and pesUtence, give us not up os a prey 
to the Spirits of the wood." But the most antique form o( 
the ceremony is that observed by the Wotyaks of the Kasan 
Government. First of all a samiBce is offered to the Devil 
at noon. Tlico all tJte roan assemble on boncback in the 
centre of the village, anri decide with which house they shall 
begin. UTum tfiin quMiion. which often gives rise to hot 
disputes, is scllled, they let her thdr horses to the paling, and 
nmi tlwmsdycs w-lih whips, dubs of lime'Woat, and bundJes 
of lighted twigs. The lighted twigs are be1ie\x:d to have the 
greatest icfrctrs for Satan. Thus armed, thc>' pmoeed with 
frightful cries to heal every cumer of the house and yard* 
then shut the door, and spit at the ejected ficoU. So they 
go from bouse to house, tilt the Devil lias been driven from 
every one. Then they maunt their horses and ride out 
of the village, yelling wildly and brandishing their clubs 
in every direceJon. Outside of the villngc ihej- tling away 
the club* mid spit once mpic at tlic DcviL‘ Tlie Chcremiss. 
anather Finnish people of Eastern Russia, chase Satan from 
their dwellings by beating the walls willi cudgrln of lime* 
wood. I'oT the aamc purpose they fire guns, stab the 
ground with knives, and insert burning chips of w-ood in ilie 
crevices. Abo they leap over bonfires, aha king gut iJicir 
garments os they do so ; and it» some dutricu they blow 
oii long trurapela of lime-tree bark to frighten him away, 
Wlujn he htia fled to the wood, they («» the tmea with 
some of the cheese-cakes and eggs which furnished the 
feast.* 

In Christian Europe the old heathen custom of expelling 
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the powers of evil dl <«riuiii fimo of the year has ^nn'ivijd Aniraai 
to modem times. Thus m some villages of Calabria the 
monih of Mairli is inaugtiraied with The expulsion of the 
wiurhei it takes place at night to the sound of trie church 
belli, the people running about the streets and crying,

The belief in the maleficent power and activity cd wwr- 
wltchcs and wlrarrls w^ould seem io have lveighi^d alnicut 
as heavily on the hcatlien of Centrai ami .Vurtljeoi Eum{K in iKtuiiMik 
prcbbtoric timea as ii siilf weighs on the rninds of Afrkan 
negroes and other savagei in many parU of ihe worltL 
But while these unhalluwed beings were always with our 
rorriaibexs^ there were liincM and leasona of the year when 
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they wcjtr fi^ppo^ to be particularly mlftcfiicvou-s, and 
when accordingly special precautions had to be taken against 
them. Among kucH tinurs wcft the twelve dajrs fiom 
Christmas to Twelfth Ktghr, the Eve of Sl George, the 
Eve of May D^y (Walpurgis Night)p and Midstmimer

MiehB ptdidon of tlie ptm'srt of evil at tliis season goes b>' the 
name of " [lumlng out the Witches.** It takes place on May 
t/uT"" people have been bu^ with their preparations 

for days before On a Thursday at midnight bundles arc 
made tip of rcainotis splinters, black and red spotted bemlock, 
cajKrsputgc, rosemary, and twigs of the sloe. These are 
kept and burned on May X>ay by men who must first 
have received plcntuy absolution from the Chiucb. On tluj 
last three days of April all the houses oie deansed and 
fumigated willi juniper berries and niE. On M^y 
when the cveniifg bell has rung and the twilight h falling. 
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tJic ccrcraoTjy of Kurnffisi out the WJtclie#" Men 

tiiid boys mflke it racket with whips^ Ijell*, poU* aitd p.iru; 
the women cany censerii; the dbjfit sre undinined aiid run 
iKirking and yelping about. As soon as Jhe ehurcii beJJa 
begin to ring, the bundles of twigs, fastened on poles, an; 
set on fire the incense is Ignited. Then all the hotise- 
bell# and din tier.bells arc rung, pots and pans are clasbcil, 
dogs bark, every one must make a nofsc. And amid this 
hubbub all Krcani at tlu; pitch of their voices,

Then they run seven times rolmd llie houses, the yanJi, and 
the village. So the witches art smoked out of their lurking- 
places and driven away,' 

Tlie custom of expelling the wltehcs on Walptngis Might 
is still, or was down to thirty or forty j*ears ago, observed 
in many parts of Bavana and among the Germaiu of uitW^j- 
Bohemia, Thus in the BOhmerwald Mountains, which divide 
Bavaria from Bohemia, all the young fellows of the village 
uaicniblc after sunset on some bdaht, especially at a cross¬ 
road, and crack whips for a while in unison with aJt ihcir 
strength. This drives away the witches ; for so far as the 
sound of lire whips is heard, these mnlenceni bdrtgs caa 
do no hann. The pcasuits beflcve finely in tlic efficacy of 
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IhJi remedy-* A yokel will tell tiis «it« to be sure tn crack 
tiwif whips luudly and bit the witches hard; and to give 
more sting to cwry blow the whip-tasljcs are knotted. On 
rtturtiltig to the village the lads often sine saog* collect 
eoniribotions of eggs, lard, bresd^ and butter, lo some 
pketss* whi k tin: young felloMra arc qracking their whips, the 
herdsmen wind their horns, and the long-drawn notes, beard 
far-off In llw silence of night, are very cfiectual for banning 
the w'itcbea. In other places, again, the youth blow upon 
so-called shawms made of peeled willow-wood in front ol 
every house, especially in front of such houses aa are 
msiiccted of harbouring a witcli,' in Voigtland, a bleak 
•-jjniiiKJt tnountainous region of Central Germany' bordering on the 
Frankenwald Mountaioa. the belief in witchcraft is still 
widely spread. Tire time wticn the witches arc [MrtkuJarly 
dreaded i* Walpurgis Night, but they play their pranks 
also on Midsummer Kve. Sl TliPtiias^s Eve. and Christmas 
Eve. On tliew days llwy try to make their way into a 
ttdghbcMir'a house and to borrow or steal immctblng' from 
it;^antt woe betide the man In whose liouse tliey have 
succeeded in thetr nefarioua wrand I ft k on VValpurgis 
Nigiw and Midanmtner Eve that they ride through the air 
astride of pitchforks and chum-dashers They also be¬ 
witch the cattle: so to pnitcct the poor beasts from Uidr 
hellish machinaijoru the people on these daj.-s chalk up 
three crosses on the doors of the cattle-slalLs or hang up St, 
John’s wort, marjoram, and «o forth. Very ofren, too, tire 
village youth turn out in a body and drive the nfitches away 
with the cracking of whips, the firing of guns, and the 
Waving of burning besoms thiongh the air, not to mention 
bIwuis and twiises of all scut*.* boch ctistonii appear 
to be observed genenilly in Thdringen, of which Voigt* 
iand is a part. The people think that the blows of the 
whip actually fall on the witches hovering Unweo In the 
air, and that so far as the cracking of the whip* a heard, 
the crops will be good and nothing will be struck by 
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th^v' G«rni8[i and Ciwh, to giianl Uiflmscfveo 
and their cattle against the witches on Walpntgfs Nfght wX" 
Thorny l^anehw are iaicl on the tbicaholib of eow-bousc^ *■* ^ 
fellings to keep out the tnlcnial crew. a«d after *i,n* Pl^iJin 
wt boy> amed with whips and giyjs drive them from the 
vHie^ with a p.^ieioi« uproar and burtt then, fn bonfires 
on the neifibb^ianng heights.

helds^ Step arc taken to guard vilbgc, honsu, and fariTi^^ 
yard agamat thelt inctirsionj^ Three crosses are chalked 
up on every dogr, and fittic birch-trees fastens 1 over the 
houre-doori because the whehes must count every leaf on 
the tree befoie they can cross tlie threshold, and while ihey 
are still countings the day beaks and their power b gone 
On that evening Ihn: cattle ate especially exposed ro the 
tacks of the witches^ and prudent fitrmcra resort to 
many expdiertts for Uic sake of proteiling tjic atihnala frona 
the wiles of these rmiJignarit bemgs.

Mdreover In the Orllnberg dlstnct young ntai go cintilting 
cLiatnj through the vitlAge and farmyards, for frcri seams 
Uie wltcbcs ; also they knuch at the doors ami ifiey jirance 
through tlic yards astride On pitchrmlcs and brtioinsticks, all 
to drive &w&y liw witches, but in doing so iticy rtitist be «ure 
not to speak a word. A vary {towerlui mcana of keeping 
witches at hay arc the Walpuigl^ bonfires, which arc still 
Icindicd in the Hoycrawarda iliatrict and the Iser Mountains 
The fires are fed with the stumps of old brooms, and the 
people dance rotind ihcoi and wave bumitig besoms, just us 
thiy do at the Mifkniitimctr honhres^ About I^Oiycrsivcrda 
they call these fims, as usual, * llurning the Witches." ’ 

The Wends of Saxony adopt very aimllar precautions Annwo 
agaifiiil Witchw on the evcfiing of WalptirgiJi Day, Any one 
who has been in Luaatin on the lam day of April must WHrii»' 
renicmbcr tlm fires which be maW blazing on the mciintajns 
and in the valkys and the plaiia. Tbut b tlic Witch* 
burning (£«£dvriHrir/ki/w). For week* tjcfoR; that the boys-wJ^I^* 
and tads lia\'c been collecting old hrouins, and when the 
lime comes they sully forth and tlaxicc with the burning 
besorni on the feJds; the fire is thoirght to Iban the witches 
and foul fiends. Also on that day people msich about the 
fields and meadows clinking stones on scythes: for the noise 
is also deemed eHcctual in driving the uiiclies away,* At 
Penzance in Comwall boys run aboiic blowitig boms on the 
thirtieth of April (Watpnrgis iJayj, and when tfuestinned w hy 
they do so they say that they are scaring away the cieviL" 
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nic horos used for this purpow arc made of tin ax^d shaped 
like a hcratd'^i trumjwt i they vary in length from a foot to 
a yard and can g\^t forth a very loud bla^t^ The custom 
IS probably a rtlic of a general expulsion of witches and 
demons on that day, 

AnotJier wUchmg time is the period of twelve day a 
belwcen Christmas [llte twenty-fifth of December) and 
E^plphafiy (the sixth of Januar^'lL A tltousiLfid quaint 
superstitions cluster rdutid that mystic season. It Is then 
that the Wiltl iJuiitsman sweeps through the alr^ the powers 
or evil are let Eoo^ep weret'^xjli.'es are jsfowdfng round, and 
tilt witches ivofk tlicir wiekcd wEtl. FTtnee In some parts of 
Silesia liie people burn pine-msin all night long bct'ivefirt 
Christmas and the New Year in order that the pungent 
smoke may drive witches and evil spirits far away from 
house and homestead ■ and on Chriatmos live and New 
Year's Eve tlicy fire shots over fields and ftieadowii, into 
slirubs and trees, ami wrap straw round the fruit-trees, to 
prevent iho spirits from doing Uirun harm.* On New 
Year's Eve, which h Saint Sylvester*! Day, E^liemian bds, 
amted with guns, form themselves into cLrelc^ and fire 
thrice into the air. Thi$ is called '^Shooting the VVtichea" 
and is liupposcd to frighten ihe witches away. While the 
young fellows arc rendering this service lo the community* 
the hou»wives go about their houses sprinkling holy water 
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[p aJJ liie nwms and chalking three crosii^s on every tJoof ^ 
ao doubt to acccleretc tJie tlepartorc of the witches, and ^ 
prevent their return. At Trieste cn St. Sylvesfcr's Eve 
people fcKm proees'iianit iind the evil spirits iilih stkki 
and brooiiis cut of ihe houses, while they invite the good 
spirits and good Juck to come and divell there,’ It, the ..[wna 
town Bt Biggar, in Lanarkshire, it luis been custoniaxy from "■* 
rime immemoml to celcbmtc a custom caJJed -'bunung out 
the Old Year ^ on the thifty-Rrsi of Dcoeinbet. A large 
bonfire, to which alt the onlookers think it ihH r duty to 
cohlribno Aid, is kindled in the evonhig at Uic town cross, 
and fires are also lighted on the adjacent hllis.* When we 
rcininribcr how common it is in Central Europe to kindle 
fires at critical seasons for ihe purpose of burning the 
witdics, we may that what the good people of 

Brggar ongiaally iiiteiulwj to burn on tJw hat night of the 
jrear was not the Old Year bw the witches. It would have 
teen well for Scotland and for Europe if tJie practice of 
burning witches Imd always teen carried out in this harin- 
Ic« fashiort, A visitor to Scotland In 1 644 saw nine

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On the same day the inhabhants of the Mutila Valley Jiuuicdl* 
atcly lo the east of Btunnert, n«d to make a similar racket, 
no doubt for a similar purpose. They coHccteJ cliains, pots 
and pans, cow-bcila, horns, and such like mikiical instruments, 
lie who could borrow a number of horse's bells and wear them 
on hia person ■«> that the jangling sounded afar off was 
dcHtmcd uncominonly lucky. Thus et^ulpped parties of people 
marched about making aff the din they could ; jsomntimeS 
they would meet and jolnirtg all tlieir efforts in one 
Cojicerted burst of harmony or discord would raise such 
u hubbub that the surrounding rocks rang again with 
the sound.* la Labrugitfire. also, a canton of Southem 
Trance, the evil spirits are expelled at the same season. 
The canton lies In the picture«iue and lilllc-known region 
of the Black Mountains, which form a sort of link between 
the Pyrenees and the Cevennea, and haw jirescrvcd in their 
remote rcceaaes certain lyjwa of life which htiw tone ^bs- 
appeared vlscwhcnL On (he eve of Twelfth Duy the 
inhabitant! rush through the streets jangling boliss clattering 
kettles, and doing everything to make a discordant noises 
Tljcrt by liie light of torches and blazing faggots they set 
tip a prodigious hue and cry, an car-splitting uproar, lioping 
thereby to chase ail tltc wandering ghosts and devils from 
the town.*

custom which J* still observed year by year at the aarn ** 

itonw. season in the long and spacious I'tazza Navona at Rome. 
TlKTCon the night before Epiphany at dense crow-d assembles 
and diverts itself by raijiirtg a. hideous uproar. Soon after 
supper troops of young folk and others tnancJi through the 
Streep by puppers or pasteboard figures and all 

making the ulmosit possible din. They cunwigc ffom 
diifrtcnt quarters on the f'iarza Navona. there to unite in 
one proJoTiged and deafeniitg outburst of ciatigonnis dUcord. 
The favourite musical insirotnenta employed in this cats’ 
coTiccrt arc penny trumpets, of which, together with tam¬ 
bourines, belts, and so for th, the shops take care to provide 
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a Urge stock as a jfrcpAiatbn for the pan demo nium of the 
evening. The cenmony fs aupfxwcd to be in henour of a 
certain mythical bid hag called IkJrina, cHiglcs of whom, 
minle of ragfi, ate put by wotiien and chlJdcen in the wfndoa's 
on Twelfth Night Iter (tame Uefatia is clearly a popuiur

A ceremony of the licTmu 
same sort is anmially observed on the wunc cvciihig, the Eve L* L**^_ 
of Epiphany, by the fjcasantry ’who inliabit the mounuins h^b"* 
of the lusciiii Romagna. A troop of lads parade the streets 
of the rilJage making a fiendish noise by means of bells and 
kilchcji utanslls of tin and brass, while others blow blasts on 
boms and reed-pipes. They drag about a cart eoiitaming 
an elUgy of an old woman tnadc tip of rags and tow, whicit 
repreaenU Ekfanit (Epiphany), When they come to tiw 
V4U,.ge square they pot fire to the cfliEy, which sooit vamVhes 
tn smoke and flames amid a chorus of cries, sliiieks, and other 
forms of rustic (uelody.* Slintfar oartmonres arc pivbahly

Isblog wilchcs and demons on a day or nigtii set apart (or 
tlie purpose has nut been confined to Central Europe, but jhJ?”*’ * 
can he traced from Calabria and Rome in Uie south to the 
Shetland Islands in the far north. 
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Thus far WE hav« ctealt with that tlMa of the geticr&l 
expulsion of evib which I havi; called direct or immediate. 
In this cIb^ the evilt am irtTuihlc, a\ least to common eyes, 
and the mode of dclis-crance consists for the most part Ert 
beating the empty air and mising such a hubbub as may 
Kate the tntschieyotia spirits and pm them to flight It 
remains to illustrate the scKxmd class of expulsions, in which 
tlw eril influences an: embodied in a visible form or arc 
at tca^t supposed to be bailed upon o material metiimn. 
which acts as a vehicle to draw ihcm off from the people, 
village, or town. 

The Pomos of California celebrate an expulsion of deviis 
every sevwi ycara.at which the deviU are represented fay dla- 
guiaed mcci, ** Twenty or tiiiriy men array themselves in 
hsrjequin rig and barbaric paint, and put ««eU of pilch on 
their heads; then they secretly go out into the surrounding 
mauntaiiu. *ni«e are to pcrsoitiry the devila A herald goes 
up to the top of tJie a3sembl>'-hcmRe, and makes a speech to 
the multtludm At a s%nBl agreed upon In the evening ihe 
masqueraders come in from the moiujtaina. with the sessejs of 
pitch flaming on beads, and with all the iVIghtful acces- 
sories of Hoi«. motion, and costume which the savage mind can 
devise ia rcproseniation of demons. The terrified women and 
children flee for life, the men huddle them inside a drolc; and, 
on the principle of fighting the devil with firr, they swing 
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ht.i£ing 6rrbnin[i3 in the aifp yell, whdcp, and rnnke fraittk 
dafihcs At lUc marauding and blond thirsty tlcvlla^ sn creating 
a terrific ftpecucfei and sinking great fear inta ihn hearts of 
the aMcmbIcd hundreds of wemen, ^ho arc scrcaintng and 
fainting and clinging to thclf vafomus pmteciora. Fitinlly 
the devtb ittjcce^ in getting Into the ASscmbly-house, and 
the bravc4si of the men enter and hold a (Kirtny t^iili them^ 

As a conclusion of the wliolc farce, tlic mi:3i summon 
couT^ge^ the dc^'iln arc cxlulled from tlie a:>^mb!y^hou4ie^ 
and with a pmdigiotiB mw and racket of sliam fighting arc 
chafed away Into the motmtaitii.''^ In spring, as ickcn aa 
ihc wiltow-liiaves were fuli grown on the hanks of the river* 
the Maridan Indiam celebrated their great annual rcarivah 
one of the featiur^ of w'hich was the expulsion of the devil. 

A man* painted black to TrrprEscnt the devitp entered the 
riilage from the prairie, cha'ied and frightened the womens 
nnd acted the part of a buffalo bull in the bitlTaln dance, the 
object of whkh was to ensure a |jlentiTul ^mpply on^ufTaJoca 
during the ensuing year. Finally he was chased from iJic 
village, the women pursuing him wnth hissci and gJbes, 
beating him with sticks, and pelting h™ with dirt^ The t:xfttijp4M 
Maya^ of Yucatan divided the year into eighteen months 
twenty days each, and tlicy added five siipplctneniary days in in kmnet 
at tlic end of the year in order to make a total of Three 
hundred and sixly-five daya^ These fnx supplemeiiiary vrmiiii- 
days were deemed unlucky. Tn tlve course of them ihc 
people banished the evils that might threaten them in the 
year on w^hich they ivcre about to enter. For that purpose 
they made a clay image of the demon of evil Uunyayab, 
that is ” tie by wbora the year Is poIitorMid,^ 

eon fronted it wilh tiie dciiy who had supreme, power owr 
the conting ycar^ and then carried it out of the village la tJic 
dlnretion of that cardinal ptunl to wliich, ofi the system of 
the Mayan calendar, the particular year was stippoficd to 
belong. Having thus rid ihrin^clvea of ihc demon, ihcy 
looketl forward to a happy New Yean*

Some of the nath'c Iribot of Ccntml Queen»l{iiu] bcliei'e 
I« a noxious being called Molomga, who prowls tirtscen and 
would kilt men and violate women if certain ceremoniw 
were not perfomed. These cercmonici last for five nights 
nnii constat of dances, fn which only men, fkniAsUcally 
(wintoi and adorned, take part. On the fifth night Molonga 
himself, pemoniRed by a man tricked out wTLh red ochre and 
feathers and carrying it long feather-tipped spear, nishcs 
forth from the darkness at the spectators and makes as if 
he wmdd run them through. Great ts the exeJtcment. loud 
are the shrieks and shouts, bat after another feigned attack 
the demon vanishes in the gJodm.’ On the last night ot 
the >™r the palace of the Kings of Cambodia is purged 
of devns. Mm psinted a$ fiends are diasciJ by elephants 
about the paJace courts. When they iiave been expelled 
a consecrated thread of cotton is stretched round the* 
pfllitre to kttp them ouL» [q Mutirftrabad, a district 
or Mysore in boutheni India, when clioJcra or small- 
po« has broken otit in a parish, the inluihitants assemble 
and conjure the demon of the disca.Mj into a wooden 
image, which they carry, generally at midnight, into the 
next r^^nsk The ttihabitonis of that jmrish in like manner 
pais the image on to their nrighboure, and thus the 
emon U ex^llcd from one village after another, until he 
comes to bank of s river into which he b finally thrown.* 
Russian vUlagcrs s«k to proiecl themselves against cpidemici, 
vi jwlhcr of man or beaal, by drawing a farrow with a plough

that the Evj] One himself has been seen in the place. 
JnitaoiTy the whole village is in an uproar, and the cntfit iTtUqKiti 
poptilfttbn, armed with sticlo, llaik and scythes, turns out 
to give him chase. They generally c^pei him in the slinpe spllin 
of a xvolf or a cat, occBsIonally they brag that tlwy have 
beaten Lite devil (o death,* At Carmona. ir» Andalusia, on 
one day of the year. Iwys are stripped naked and smeared 
with glue in u'hjch feathers are stuck. Thus disguised, they 
run from house to house, the people trying to avoid them 
and to bar their liou^ agaifisl them.* The ceremony is 
probably a relic of an an nun I expulsion of devils. 

Sojue of the Khasis of Asam annually expel the demon aaimit 
of pla^c; The eersmony Is called that is 

" Driving away (^A) the plague (iA/n/tf) with sticks (drrw^f) “ ; iXniqii ut 
It takes place in the Deep-water month (Jnne), On the day 
fixed for the expulsion the men rise early and beat the roof KJ»iii vr 
with sticks. Calling upon the demon of the plague to leave 
the house. Later in the day they go dovvn to the stream 
where the goddess Alton dwells. Then Jong poles or 
bamboos, newly cut, fire laiti across the stream and the 
[icople jump on them, trying to break (hem; when they 
succeed, tliey give a great sboirt Next a very large pole 
or tianiboO is siinlloriy laid aernss Uic stream, and the people 
divide themselves into (wo parties, one on esch side of the 
sireatn, and pull against each other at oppotiic ends of tlic 
pole. According to one account the party tvhich succeeds 
in ttmgging the jjolc to ihdr side of litc stream is supposed 
(o gain health and proipcriLy dtirini* the cotniug year. 
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Accord iitg to another aocountp if the peopk on Ihcca^l twiik 
win in the cofliest or tug:.of.ii4ir/' food luck and proapwiy 
are asiureil ; but If the west hank are vlctoriou*, 

then cver)^hing v^^ill go Wfonf^. On this occasion tlie people 
dl^j^isc themscIvM as giants and ^I'lld bcasb, and they 
parade images of gcriJcnLa^ elephanta, tigerSp |>eacocki| and 
so on^ The men dance with tnthusiaamp and the girls^ 
dressed in their best, look on. Befone the aseembty breaks 
wp, the men play n sort of game of hockey mth wooden 
balls-^ Tn this oeremonioJ contest or " tug of war ^ between 
two parties of the people^ wc may conjecture that ihc one 
party repn^nts the cupelled demons of the phigue ; and if 
that Is we may perhaps assume that in the slrugglc the 
icpreaeniaiivcs of ihe demons generally alio tv themsetves to 
be overcome by their adversaries^ (n order thai the village 
mny be fret from pcfLitciice in the coming year. Similarly 
111 autumn the Central Esquimaux divide llieniselves into two 
parties^ representing summer and winter respectively^ which 
pull at opposite ends of a rope ^ and they draw omens of 
the ^vealher to be expected In the coming winter aecotdfng 
as the party of summer or of winlcf |>fevails in the struggle." 
That in such contesU^ lesenibling our English game of 
French and English"* or ihc “Titg of War/ the one side 
may represent demons ia proved by a custom observed by 
Ihc Chukmas, a tribe of the Chittagong Hiil Tmci* In 
South-Hai^tern Indta. ** On the death of a Dewan or of a 
prksi, a curious sport b customary at the funemL The 
corpse is conveyed to the place of CT^unation on a car; to 
thF4 car ropes aie attached* and the perwits attending the 
ceremony are divided Into two equal bcdles and sci to work 
to puil In Qpix^ire directioni. Oitc ^idc repns^nts the gpod 
splntf; tlie other, the powers of evil The contest is so 
arranged thiil the former are victorioufL Sometimes, how- 
evert the young men repfcKnting thcdcwioni arc inclined to 
pull too vigorously, hut a slick generally qnetts thb un- 
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accmiy aHour in the cause of cv f! ” * The contest li like thit( 
between the angcla and devps depicted in the frescciesof die 
Campo Santo at Pisa. In Burma a similar struggle takes 
place at the funeral of a Biiddf^Lst monk who pai^scd for a 
saini in the popular eatimiition i ropea are attached to 
opposite ends of ihe car on which the coffin Js placed, ail 
the able-bodied men of llte ncifjhbouihood hold <wi lo one or 
other of the two ot\ds And pull as Ef for dear Ufe against

But in Burtna the lug of W'ar haa been employed for TimTuc 
more secular purposes than ibe salvadoft of pcrtlitJon 
souk **Thi; mhabitantV vie are told, "still have a custom mnUaj 
of pulling a rope to produce rain. A rain party and a STdS! 
drought party lug against each othcr^ the rain party being 
allowed the victory» which in the popular notion h generally 
followed by rain/'* I'he mode m which thN salutar>- msiift 
foltuws fmrn tugging at a mpe b explained by the Burme^ 
iipcifitie of naif or spirils who cause rain. But it is only 
when these spirits sport in the air that rainfalls ■ when they 
shut themselves up in their bouses there is droughL Now 
in some Burmese writings **11 is said* that w'hen the sun is 
in Che path of the gonl. these A^<t/ do not chuse to leave 
their hou.^ on accoiiut of the grcai hcat^ whence tiserc Ii 
then no rain. For this reason^ the inhubitanu of ihe Burma 
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anpbeH in times of aoe wont to flssetnbk in great 

n^imbcrSf wi(h Hrumiancl a long CitblOp Dividing tJKTinMives 
into two partEeat^ with a vast shouling and noi%c, thr^ drag 
the cable contmy waysi the parl^ endeavi.iyHng to get 
the bcttcf of the othit^rs and titink» by ihk v> 

tnvire the iVdf to oome out from their houses^ and To s[Kirt 
In the atr. ITie thunder and !lgJUrilng» which frctjuently 
precede fairii are the dashing and shining of the anus of 
these who fpert m mock batties.'" ^ Appar¬ 

ently ^ thcreforet In the tug of WAr^ practised as a rain^harmp 
the cine party represent the spirits who havie to be dragged 
feJuctantJy from their hoosej In order to make min in the 
sky. Similarly in the Timnrdaul Islands, when the pcxjple 
want a rainy wind from the west, the population of the 
village^ mert^ Womcn^ and children divide into two paruet 
an<l pul] against each other at the end of a long bamboo, 
but the party at the eastern end must pull the harder, In 
order to draw the desired wind out of ijic west,* Wc can 
now pcrhaxji unde^tnnd why among the Kha^^[5 the victory 
of the eastern side In the tng of war ts thougbr to progno^lkiite 
good fuck and prosperity, and the victory of the western 
side 15 believed to portend the sontrary; the dlatincthin j$ 
at once inteEUgibk wlieli we remember that In the country 
of the Khaais tile rainy wind In tbc Enonsoon which blows 
from the south»weit« whcreaji Uie wind whlth blowi^ fmm 
the south-east h hot and dry,* Thus n. victmy of tliu 
eastern party tn the tug of war means that they have drawn 
rain and consequently fertility into Uie country from the 
west; whereas a victorj^ of the wcfltcm party signjHc^ that 
dicy liAve dragged drought and con^uentty ikarth into the 
country' from the cast 

However, a sotncwhai dinbrent turn I* given to tlm 
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cefemftny nf ™tw.pu]Jfnp tn ihe Eiiit Ir,dk» by aiwihrf Th 
tvriler. wlio mfarms tis. that wliile the contest only takes 
place in some of these islands when rain !s wanted, U is closely [S’ 
miiijccied with those licentious rites perrortned for the 
rerultzaiFon of the ground which have been described in 
another purt of this wnrlt.^ According to this account the 
men and women appear to take opposite side* in the tug of 
war. and In pullir^ against each otJ,ef Urey imitate by their 
tnovetnents the union of the sexei* If tiiat is w, it would 
that the rite i» a tnaglcal ceremony designed to promote 
ihe fertihiy of the eromid by means of homoeopathic or 
Imitaitvifi magic, Ttie same may perhaps be the intention Of 
lire tug of war 35 it is practised for the t«ticlit of the crops 
^ wme of the Kagn tribc-v of Assam, and this is the more 
hkcly because in tlie case of these tribes we am definitely 
told that the sexes take opposite sjiks, llie wTrtijen and 
t'iiigfng against iJic men mid boyji. This is done by the 
1 angkhuls of Assam a month after the rke has been sown ; 
the ttremony is performed ^ in order 10 take the omens for 
the future of the crops.- and it " is fdlmved by considerable 
jjeense.

Should the twins be botti 
girls, the caiamity is even greaiCT,* In the village of Doreli^ 
m Dutch K'ew Guinea, wlitn some of the inhabitants iiai'ie 
gone on a long Jgumey, the people who stay at home 
engage in a Tug of War ^mung them^lvei^ to dctcTmine 
whorther t!ie journey will \tt jiroipemus or not One side 
represents the voyagers and dte oilier side those who are 
left b^iitnd. They pull at opposite end# of a long bamboo,

Tti Morocco, aLjO. liie Tug of War Is re^rteil to as a 
means of jufiue^icing the weaiher* ^oinetimes in order to 
jurocuie rain and sometimes to procure Sunshine; and here 
men and ^Aomcn appear usually to take opposite sides in 
tlic contesi For cTiamplc, among fhe Igliwa, n Berber 
people of the Great Atla#^ wdien rain h wanted, thi:y take a 
rope and the men pull at one etid and women at ilie other* 
While they are tugging away, -i man suddenly cut* the rope

place at night By the tight of the moon.' The apparent 
comnidietlon of employing the same procetltire for opposite 
piirposes voniBhes if we suppose that, as the Assamese 
custom snems to indicate, the inlenlion b to draw cither a 
rainy or a dry w'lnd out of the qiurter*. firoin wliidi the 
b^ices that bnng rafti or snnalirnc usually blow, and which 
H'lu usually be on opposite side* of the sky. Hence in order 
fully tn undcTSlatid the Tug of War. when it h practiecrf for 
the purpose of influencing tile weather, we shouid know, first, 
the directions from which the rainy and the dry winds 
respectively come in the country utider ccmsidcratiofi, and

the other. The rope was three inches thick and rhiny-siK 
yards long, with a red knob at one end And a blue knob 
AX the other. The rope vulb paid out by the Mayor in 
person from a window in the i^farket Mali at four o'cloek 
in the afternoon* The shops then put up their shutters^ 
and the poptilabon e^igiigcd in the atmgglc with, cnthusiaani, 
gentle mid Bimplc. lawyers and par^n^i bearing a hand on 
one side or the oihcr, till titcir clothes were tum to tattera 
on their backs. The ln|urcd were carried into the ncJgb- 
bcuring houses, vvherc tlieir hurls were attended ta If 
ihe party of the Red Knob won* ibcy carried the rope* in 
miimph to the River Leme and dipped it in the wuler. 
Finally^ lltc rope was sold, the money which it brought in 
was devoted to tbe purcka^ of bcer^ ariid drink big, !sc[iiab- 
blSng, and fighting ended Uk happy day. This ancient and 
highly popular pajtlitie was suppre^d in 1S51 on ilte 
frivolous pretext that tt gave rise to d{;Wjrderly scei)i^ and 
dangerous ajccidenu,* A sinular custom has long been 
observed on Shro« TuESsday at Pratetgn In Radnmuhirc. 
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The rope is pulled hy two jianicia mpreseming the upper 
and the lower |x>rliot^s of the town^ who strive lo drag it 
either to ^ pKiint in the w^cst wait or to another point tn 
Broad Street, where the River I-ugg is reached.^ In the ccfutufc 
Bocage of Normaudy most desfwrfHe struggles used to take 
place between nciglibourfiig parishes on Shrove 'rucaday for 
the possession of a large leathern ball stuffed with bran and 
called a rev/jf. The ball was latinehed on the vjlIjiLge green 
and eontended for by representath'cs of dtfFefCnt parislies; 
who BOEimtioie^ numbered seven or dgbt hundred^ while hve 
Of six thousand people migbl assemble to witness the com¬ 
bat ; for indeed It was a fight ratiiet thnu a game. Tlie 
cuJiSiet was tnaJntaincd with the utmost fury; old scores 
were paid off between personal enemies; there wcfc alwa>rs 
marty woiuiclcd, tuid sometimes there were deaths. The aim 
of each side wiis to drive the ball over a. itrcain and to 
lodge it Iei a house of thr^r ow*n [^rish- It ww Llmught 
that tJic parh^h whudi wa^ victorious in ihe struggle Wiiuhl 
have *L better crop of apples that year than its iicighboursv 
At Lande-Tatry the ball was provided by the bride who bad 
been la.Ht tnarried, and slse had the Itonour of thmnring tt 
into the areiistp The scene of the fiercest b-ittlct was 
5 l Pierre d'Entremont, on the highroad beti^ecn Conrii!^ and 
Tinchthray^ AAer several uttsuecirssfu] attcmpls the cuitom 
was suppress at tliat viJLige in iSj? with the help of four 
or five brigades of potfcc.

The belief tlmt tlve parish which succeeded in carr^dng the 
hail home would have a better crop of apples that yenr 
raises a presumption that these conflrcta wetc orEginiiily 
practised as dtaf^ical rites to cnstrut fertiUty..

and filled with rice, tol^nceo, egga, and so forth, which have 
been contributed by all the people, A liitle sail is hoisted 
on the shfp, WJieit all f* ready, a jnnti calls out In a very 
loud voice, “O all ye f^iclcnu^n, ye smaSIpoxcs, a^tea, 
measles, ctc„ who have vistled us so long and wasted us 
so ^rely^ but who now cease to plague us, we have made 
ready this ship for you and we have furnished you with 
provider sufficient fw the vaj-age. Ye shall have no Jack 
o food nor of^ betet-tcaves nor of arecn inits nor of tobaccov 
epart, and lail away from us directly ; never come near us 
again; but go to a land which is far from here. Let all 
the tide* and winds waft you speedily tluther, and so convey 
you thither that for the time to come we may live sound 
atiU w^ll, and that we may never sec the sun rise on yon 
aguiti. TJien ten or twelve mrn cany the vcsmI 10 the 
shore, and let it drift away with the land-breeic, feeling con¬ 
vinced that they are free from sickness for ever, or at least 
till the next timii. If skkness attacks them Bgain, they arc 
sure it b not the same sickness, but a cJifTcrcnt one. which 
in due time they dlauu's* in the same manner. When the 
drmon-jaden bark is lo.'it to sight, the bcarcre return to the 
village, whereupon a man cries out,*'The siclaiesscs arc now 
gone, vanished, expelled, and sailed aivay." At tJiia all the 
people come running out of their houses, pasaing the word 
from one to the other with great joy, beating on gongs and 
QU tinkling instruments.^

allowed to drift away with wind and tide. As it Is being

bs^k ; what tlu you Jtert; irt thii poor Jainl? ' Thm: days 
after this ceremony a pig ^ kiJltdp and part of the fltsh is 
ofTcrod to Dudiloa, who lives in tlic stm. One of the oldal 
men says, Old si'r* 1 beseech you make well the gnusd- 
children, chtldren^, women, and tne^^^ that u-y may be able lo 
eat |x?rk ajid rice and to drink palm-wine, t U'ill keep my 
promise. Eat yoTlr share, and make all the people in the 
village well/' ir the proa jfi stranded at any InhabiLcd spot. 
The sickness will bre?ik out tlicre- Herice a ^tfanded pro^i 
excites much alarm amongat tb^ ccrast pcrpnlaticni* and they 
immediately burn itt because demons fly from firc*^ In the 
bUind of liuru the proa w'hicb carries away the demons ol 
disease h flbouc iwetil}^ feet long^i rigged out with saibi oars, 
anchor^ ;mil so on, sjid welt stocked with pro^isiofiis. For a 
day and a night lie people beat gongs and drama, and 
about to frigliten the demons, Next morning ten stalwart 
young men Btrike ihc people with branches, w'hich have been 
prct'ioualy dipped in ati earthen pot of water. As soon ^ 
they have done so, they run down to the beach, put the 
bmjuihc* on board tlie proa^ launch another boat ill great 
liaate, o^id tow the disease-burdened bark far out to scuh 
T here they cuit It ofT, and one of them calls out, ^ Grand¬ 
father Suiftllpox, go away—go willingly away—^go visft

putting piippt^ in the boat to represent skk per^nx, in 
order to lure the demons after thcTn, is not iincomniort.^ For 
example, moai: of the pagan tribe* on the coAst of Borneo 
seek lo drive away epidemic disease as follow*, They carve 
one or inDre rough human images from the pith of the sago 
palm and place ihcin on a soiall raft or boat or fiiJI-rigged

Tlkopid, a ainuil island in the Pacific, to the north of the 
New Hebrides, were attacked by an epidemic cough, they 
made a little canoe and adorned ft ^I'ith fiowera Kmir sons 
of the principal chiefs carried it on their shoulders all round 
the islandt accompiniiod by the whole populaltoii, some 
of witom beat the biithea, while other* uiteied loud criea, 
On cetuming to the spot iniin which ihej'- had ret out, they 
launched the eauoe on tliesca* In the Nicobar Islands, (n 
the Bay of Bengal, when there Is much sickness in a village 
or no Aril arc caught, the blame U laid upon the spirits. 
They must be propitiated with offerings. All relation* and 
frienils art invited, a huge pig it roasted, ami the best of ft 
Is eaten, but hmiic jiarta are offered to the shades. The 
heap of offerings remains in front of the house till it is carried 
away hy the rising tide. Then the priests, their faces reddened

But k has 
not gone far before lie overtakes tt, kills itp and cats it ; 
which he may do with perfect safety In virtue of hia 
sacred oifice. Agalti,^ when cholera la raging among Ihe 
Pataris* an abort gin al Dra vidian race of &iitli Minapyrt 
the w[£ard and the village elders feed a black cock with 
grain and drive it beyond the boundaries, ordering the fowl 
to take the disease away w^Ith it A little oil, red lead, and 
a spangle worn by a woman on her forehead are usually 
fastened to Uie turil's bead before it is let loc^e. The coat 
of pnrchaiing the cock is defrayed by public tnbscriptbrt. 
When sudi a bird of jll^omen appears in a village, the priest 
takes it to the shrine of the local deity and sacrifice it there ; 
but wmeiitnEss he merely bows before it at the stirinc and 
passes it on to some other village. If a miimiin atuieks their 
cattle* die Kharwars of Northern India take a black cock 
and put red lead on its head* antimony on its eyes, a spangle 
on Its forehead, and a pewter battgle oo its leg: thus arrayed 
they let it loose* calling out to the disease, *' .Mount on the 
fowl and goelsewl^n: into the ravines and thickets; destroy 
the sim'* Perhajis, as hsis been suggestedt this tricking out 
of the bird with wrotnen'^ omametits may be a rcHc of some 
gTOSwr form of expiation in which a human being was 
sacrificed Of banlslied* Charms of this Mrt in India no 
doubt date frum a remote antiquity.

Thun tht goddess 
and the plague arc IranMfemrrl from vMlnge to village, utitji 
at lust they eomc to one which ii so far away from it^ 
next neighbour that the people do not care to undertake 
the long wearj- journey. In that ease they content them¬ 
selves with conveying the chariot to a place so shut jn by 
hills tlut the disease cannnt pusibly escape, and there they 
leave it to die. Or if the village i» near tlic .sea, they drown 
the rick ocas by throwing the chariot into the water, f-hnv* 
ever, in Central India the real home of the goddesa of 
dmlem is at Unksieshwar; and accordingly the chnrlot in 
which rile is politely escorted out of a vilJHryt i$ finiJIy 
dcposiicd At or near that place. It is usnul and proper for 
the people of n village to give a friendly notice to thmr 
neighbours that ttmy are going to cart the cholera, small- 
post, or whaievcT It may he. to ihrir village^ so that the in- 
Jiqhitant# may be ready to reoeis'e the goddeiis with due 
bewouf and to escort her on her progress. But some un- 
ndghbourly folk, without giving nmlce, go by night and 
stealthily deposit the ebartnt rm the outskiru of the next 
vUlftgiL If the fniiahitants are not on the watch, and siiffer 
the fatal little vehicle to remain tjjcre, the disea.'tc wij| 
naturally cleave to them, Scmcifincs, perhaps generally, the 
procession witli llte chariot ia accompanied by a goat, a 
cock, and a pot of native beer or tviuc, which serve as 
additional attrawions to the goddess to set out on her 
Inivet^'

the warriors, from some evil that had attached itself to the 
army* One of the women sbve-s* a cow, a goat, a fowl, and 
a dog would be ctiosen from among the captives awd sent 
back lo the borders of the country whetice they had come 5 
there they were maimed and feft to dk. After that Ihe 
army wrjidd be pronounced clean and allowed to return to 
the capituL In each a bundle of herbf? would be rubbctt 
Over the people and the eutUet and w-oukl I lien be tied lo the 
victims, ivho W'oruld Ums carry back the evil with iSiem.* A

Each district ha^ its 
hcieiditary Badi. as the pcrfoiTner h called i he is supported 
by antiual cmilributiorts in grain from the inhsbitants, as wcl)

cereiTiony h over^ Lht grass rope is cut up and dt^rtrjbuicd 
among the villagers^ ivho hung the pieces as cliarms at the 
CIIVC3 of Lhcir boiiirCST and tbey preserve the hair of the Eadi 
for u similar pitqjosc^ Vet while Wa severed locks bring 
ftatiliiy to other pc^jple's UndSp he entails steribty on his 
own ; and it is litmly believed tliat no *ecdl sou ti by his Irand 
could evtsf sprout.

powers of evil who are thus shot out of the ‘l ibctan pope's 
palace at the beginning of the year.' 
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In tliis last cai«f the expulsion of evils, if I am right in 
so inlcrfjfetlng the ceremony, is periodic, not occasional 
hcfiig rciwaled every spring at the beginning of a new year! 
It brings US accordingly to the conaidcratton of a vrhoie 
cluss of sudi cases, fnr the mediats cKpulsion of evils hy 
means of a scajiegoat or other fnateriaf vehicle^ like the 
immediate expultfen of them in invisible form, tctide to 
become perJodic, anrl fnr a like reason. Thus in Fcrslc a

*nic burden of the invocations w'is to invite the spirits and 
demons to come aboard the rafts and partake of the food 
which kid been considerately made ready ror them. At 
evcf)' village on the bank large enough to possess a missijue 
(for the Alolays of Tcrak are profiling Mohammedans) 
the proccsaicm hailed f a hufTaio, subeicribed for by the 
inhitbitants^ wa^ slfttightcfctJ, and its head placed on one of 
Uic spirit-barks, wliUe people feasted on the flesh.

For three day's the people were busy prepar¬ 
ing tivo very brge boating cars, sbniwd like canrcJcs, fitted 
with sails, and loaded with certain leaves, which possessed 
the valtiabie property of expelling devils. Whtfe the young 
people were thus engaged, the exorcists and the eldcri$ sat 
in a hou^ singing songs by turns; but often they would 
come forth, pace the Ix^ach armed with rods, and forbid 
the fkvU to enter the vlllagt The fourth day of the 
solciottity bore the name of In/S^nj^^-SfyOt which means

the capita! of the Teshii Lama. Monks walked tii ptwccssioti 
roand the court (o the musac of tymbah, tabors, 
hauttxtys and drums iTicn others, clad in Tnaatjuerade drew 
and wearing masks which rcprescnletl the beads of animals, 
mostly wild beasts, danced with antic niotiotiiu After this, 
the figure of a man, chalked upon paper, was laid upon the 
grouiiii Many strange ceremonies, which to me who did not 
understand thetn appeared whimsical, were performed about 
It : and a great fire bciiTg kindled in a comer of die cotirt, it 
was at length held over it,and being formed of romtiu^itihlc^ 
vanished with much smoke and ej<ploston. 1 was told it 
was a fi-;u/e of the devil"* Anotlier Tibetan mode of 
expelling deiuons from a dwelling is to make a paste image, 
into which the lainas by their incanutiona conjimc all the 
evil spirits Uml may be lurking in the house. I'hi* image 
is carried to a diitante by a runner and thrown away. ^ He 
is attended by men, who shout at the top of their voices, 
brandish swoffls, and fire gun#, aU to frigiiicn the demons 
and drive them far from human Itabitatiorii* 

At Old Calabar on the «»al of Guinea, tiiC devils and 
ghosts ore. or vued to be, publicly expelled once in two 
year^i Among the spirits thus driven from their hnimts arc 
the souls of all \lie people who died since the last lusimtiott 
of the town. About three week* or a month before the 
expulsion, which according to one account Infce* place in 
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lilt ftionlh of November, rwiJn clTi^jiits represcfitiiig mtu and 
aiilrujilft, such an croilxxillciv leopard A, ciephautA, bulJock^, and 
berd^i, nt^ nittiJc of wicker-work or and being hung 

wixh strips of doth and bedijEened svJth [^w-gaws, are set 
before the door of cvt!f>* houses Alwut tlir^ o'clock m the 
moriilng of th« day ap]7olHEt!xl for the ceremony the whrde 
pepuliUlon turns out {Eito the ai^iJ proceeds ivhh a 

diMfetiing upfoar and in a state of tlur wMdeit cxdtcmcttt 
lo drive nil lurking devil A and ghosts into the cfllgces, in 
order tliat they may be banUhc^l mith them from the abodt^s 
of medp For this bnnds of people rmpu through 

the stmeu knocking on doors, tirinji guns, be^iilng drums, 
hliTwing on Ringing bdls, cluttering ^>nt$ and pans, 

shnututg and hallooing with might and tmin^ m $hort 
making all the iiEJtse iL is posAibio fqr them lo raise. The - 
hubbub gees on till the apinrHCh of davvti, when it gradiitLily 
aulMidci and ceases altogether at iiunrise. By this time the 
houiei bavt* been thumughly swept, and uJI the frightened 
apfrila ate supp<r&ed to htiive huddled into the effigies or their 
Huttcring cSrai>et^\ In these wicker figures arc also depoaEted 
tbr sweepings of the bonscs and ill?: asheg of yesterday's 
fijncuL fhen the dern on-laden images are hasiiiy ^untched 
U|^ cafrird in Tumultuous proecssiun down (□ the brink of 
the ri\-nr, and thrown into the water to the tuck of drums. 
The ebb-tide beans thcfn away seaward, and thus the town 
Is swept cleuii of ghosts and devils for another l wo years. Tliia

Furtlicr to the wot siinllat ceretiuiniw arc or «'cnr Oil aphimI 
rccetnly cnnctcd « rorlo Novo, the seaport of Duhomey, nT tlimnM 
One of ilicm has been dcartibed by an eyc-ftiinos, a 
Catholic iiiissioiiflryj. who intcrpictcd the tiles as « J'uiiottl ,, 
of Death, He says; “ Some time ago a curious esent took f^wa 
place: the King had commanded to cetclirale the funeral 
of Death. Every yearp at the season of the i3tn$. the 
prcileccssots of his sable Majesty, in order to preserve the 
life of thch- dear subjects, had caused the fetish of that 
terrible and pitiless enemy, who spares not evew kings, to 
be drowned In the lagoon. ToEa wished to comply with 
the traditions of hw ancestors." However, the ceremony 
as drscribed by the riissiDnary seems to conform clnaely to 
the H-iK of llie expuliion of ghosts and demon*. Two da)-* 
bcffire the crowfilng act of the cclcbriition the itr«t# were 
carefully »wept and all the filth w'hTcb usually encumbered 
Ihcm WHS removed, “lest Death sliotild there find a refuge."

The 
way in which they do so is this. They take leavea of two 
p^fTtietiEar sorts of trees (the ndiu and the together with 
aeejKTffl and aslies, ami hind all tlw kavea Gut to a jjdk o< 
the tire. As they do so they pray or command tJic 
evil spirit.^ the witches^ and all other evils in the tc^vn to 
alter into the hand ^nd he bound wiUi iL Then they make 
a paste otit of the ashes mixed with urine and stnear it on 
the biiiidk of leaves, sayuig, ” We smear It on the face of the 
Kvtt Ofnn who arc in this bundle, In order that they may 
iKit be ufcik to any mon^.^ Then they timow Ihc bundle 
on the ground and mock at it. ^^est they take all the 
siinnar poliis, ^xapt m crecturrs, in which they have bound 
up alt the evil powers* and carry ihcm out of the town and 
itielc theni k the gmiind on the various roads kadijig into 
the town. When they haw done this^ they say that they 
have driven the evils out of the town anti shat the door 
ajtatnst them- After thru they wash tlie fiicc# of ail the 
people with M media no whkh has been prepared by the 
oldest men. Theftru|iO>n they all return hotne to sweep out 
their houses and yards ; they sweep even tlic ground In

a bunch of herbs; another carries a calahasli of holy herbs 
and watcf| with wiikh he sprinkles the i^tTects; and the 
thtinrl whUtle^ softly. As soon they Imw thus 
through tlic whole town, they ihnciw away tlic toad and Uic 
holy herl^ in the ciireetion of Mount Adaklii. Next 
morning tiie womert out them houses and hearths and 

ikL the sweepings on broken wooden plaici Many put on 
lorn mats or torn clothes J olhera tie grasses and crcei^rs 
nhoul them. While they" do so, they pniy. sayings Alt ye 
Sickness^ which are fo out body and plague nip we are 
entne tliis day to cast you out! ** When they out so to 
doi the priijst commanifs every man to cry out thrice and 
thereby to smite himself on the moutiL In a mofnent they 
ail cry out, smite thcmselrcs on the mouth, and run fast

AthikiiL As they ruii, they say, **Out to-day! Out to-day! 
What kills anybody^ out to-day I Ye evil spirits^ out

during the period of hi* confinement When the occasion 
arrives for him to be sacririccd and offered up, he is com- 
inonly led about and paraded through the streets of the 
town or dty of the Sov'cneign who would sacrifice Istm for 
the welhbcmg of hb govemment and of cverj^ fimjili' and 
individual under it, in order that he might carry off Ll^c stii, 
guilt, misforiiine and death of all w'ithout e^cception. Ashes 
aruj chalk would be employed to hide his identity by tlvc one 
being freely thrown over hifi htad, and his Ihce painted wiUi

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which WEre Utcn narrow Biid dirty in crjntra^t to tire hroad* 
wtll-kcpLlkoraighfattss^IincJ whb imposing LmEdlng*, wlsicli 
now distingtibli the Cftpital of Bavam, Hh pursuer® uetc 
dre^xd £1^ witchci and wiaards and provided wiUi Ihc 
ifldispensable cmfchM* hroomv^ and piichforksi wiwch make 
up the oatfit of these uncanny beings- While the tkvd fltd 
before ihem. the tnaop of maskers made after hint with wild 
whoops and halloo*, and when tlu^y overtook lilm they 
duckcil him in pnddles or roltcd him on dunghilR In thii 
way I he demon at succeedtal in reaching the paUce^ 
where he put oif his hideous and now filthy disguise and was 
rewarded for his vicaricius sufierings by ^ copious itreaU The 
devilish costume which he had thrown olT was then stuffed 
with hay and straw and conveyed to a ^larticuiar church (ttie 
Fraucnkifclic)^ w^here it kept over nighti being hung, 
a fopc from a w'indow in the towcT.. On the afiernoon of 
ABccEtSLOii Day, bctorc the Vesper service begarh an image 
of the Saviuur was drawn tip to the roof of the chumbi no 
doubt Lo syiiihi>li:cL* tlie event which the day com mein orates,. 
Then burning totv and aafers weie tiuowii on the pcopit 
^leoutlme the eIHgy of the devih painred black, wnth a pair 
ufhomis iiid ^ tolling red tongue, had becji dangling from 
the church tower, to Uic delight of a gaping crow^ of 
spectators gathered bcictns the chuteh- ti was now flung 
down into their midst, mid a Bcjncc struggle for |xisscssic?[i of 
it took place iiiioiig Uie rubble. Finally, it waa rarried out 
uf the town by the Isar gate and burned on a isoighbonring 
height, ** to order that the fi>ui Bend mTgJit do no harm lo 
the city*" 'I’lie cmitorii dkd out sit 5i|uiildi towards tliu end 
of the eighteenth eentury; but Jl h said that aimitar 
oHcinonlca iire observed to this day in some villages of 
Upi»cr 

This quaint ceremony suggests thiit the pftrdoiicd

Thia would otplaln why the gaul hmi 
to be fikeil fn order to Tiimlah ofte who U'OuM parade wifh 
the hl^hKt ecclesiastical dii^iiharlcs fn their gorgCcius vest- 
menta thirujgh the sttxxts of Rouen^ while the church beili 
pealed otii. the clergy chanted, bannej^ waved, and et^ry

time# knpwn to m tJic E^^pLians wori^hippi^ hulh in 
gciieraJp for they seem to liavc commonly killed and eaten 
therm^ But a good many circimstiLOces point to tlic 
concluivioci that originally all cattle, bull^ as well ^ cows^ 
were held sacn:^ by the Egypiians, For not only were all 
esteemrfl lialy by them and never sacrificed, but even 
bulb might not be sacrificed unless they had certain naiural 
mark# ; a prlcrte pea mined every bull before it was sacririced ; 
ff it had the proper markSi he put his seal on the anlmitl in 
token that it might be sacrificed ; and if a man sacrificed a 
hull which haxl rint been sealed, he was pul to death. More- 
ovcTp the worship of the black bulb Apis and ilnevja, 
e«[>edalJy the former* played an Important part in Egji'ptiari 
reilgiori ; all bulls that died a natuml death «cfc carefully 
buried ifi the suburbs of the cities, and thdr bones were 
afterwards collected from all parts of E^iypt and iittcrred in 
a single spot i and at the sacrifice of a bull in the great 
riica of Isis all the worshippers beat their brcstfiL$ and 
mourned.* On the whole, then, we arc perhaps cnlitled to 
infer that bulb were originally, as cows were always 
esteemed sacred by the Kg>"ptianap and that the sluin bull 
upon whose head the>^ laid the mbrortUTnes of the people 
was once a divine scapegoat It seems not improbable that 
the Iamb anmially slain b>* the Mad is of Central Africa Is a 
divine scapegoat, and the sarne supposition may partly 
explain the ^uni sacrifice of the turtle.* 

Lastly, ihe scapegoat may be a divine man. Thus, in oiNrimmrt 
Novembcf the Gonds of India ivoi^bip Ghansyam Deo* the 
protector of the crops, and at the fcstivai the god himself is 
said to de^«nd on the head of one of the worshippers, who 
» fudduiily « 4 acd with a kind of fit and* after staggering 
alxiuL rushes olT into the jungle^ where it b believed that, if 
left hi himself, he would flic mod. However, they bring him 
back, but he dots* not recover his ?efwes fc«r one or Hvo days. 

The people think that one man h thus tjnglcd out as a scape- 
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gMt for ihs sin* of Uie neat of the vilbge/ Iti ihe tciiipfc 
of the ^!oo» tljc Albaoimiit of the iCaatem Cmcnsua kept a 
number of sacred slavea, of whom many were inspired ami 
prophesied. Wlwit one cf these men exhibited more than 
iu»ai symptoms of inspiration or insonitvv and waiidmed 
solitary ti]» and down the woods, htce iheGond In the Jiuigle. 
die^ high priest had bitn injiiiid with a sacred chain and 
maintaiiMsl him in luxnr)- for a year* At the end uf the 
year lie was anointed witli nrtgoents ami led forth to be 
uerifianj. A num whose business li waa to slay these 
human victims and to whom practice had given dexterity, 
advanced froni the crowd and ilimst a sacred apear into the 
victimV side, piercing hifl heart. From the maniter in which 
the tlam man felh omens were drawn as to die wcitate of 
tlsc commonwealth. Then tim body was carried to a certain 
spot where ail the pcopte stood upon it as a pitrffiatoiy 
SBcimny. This last dreumatonee elcarly indicates that 
ic people Were transferred la ihc victim, just as 

the Jewish priest transferred tlie ains of the people to the 
hy laying liU hands on the animal's head ; and 
diice the ntau was believed to be possessed by the divine 
sptrit, w-c have here an undoubted example of a. man- 

gtMj sJain to take away Ihc sins and misfortunes of ttie 
people. 

r««r, ^ <be scapegoat presents some 

rtmarkahlc feamna. The Tibetan new year b^ins with the 
hu,. new moon which appeare about the fiftmmthor February 
f or twemptbrec days afterwards the governmenl of Uai. 

^den rested to the monk of the Dcbang monasSy who 
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he cxacta fire his bj.' putcha^. The profit he makes Is 
about ten times U« simoiint of the purebaw: money. His 
men go about the streets In order to dlsco^'cr finy conduct 
on the part of (he inhabitants that can be found faull with. 

Everj’ houBf In Lhasa is taxed at this time, and the sJiuhtcsl 
ufTcnix is punished with unfiparing iiEOur by fines. This 
severft)’of the jalno drives aii working classes out of the 
dty till tho twenty-three days are over. But If tlw laity 
go out, the clergy come in. All the Buddhist monasteries 
of the country for miles round about open ihcir gates and 
disgorge tiicir ininatrsL All the roads that lead down into 
I from ilie ndglibouring mountains are full of monks 
hurrying to the capital, some on fuel, some bn [lorBcbacfc, 
some riding a^ses or lowing oxen, all carrying their prayer- 
book* and culinary iitcnsib. In such multitude* do ihey 
come that the streets and squares of the dty arc encumbered 
with tlicir swarms, and incsimiidimjd with their red cloaks. 

The disurder and confitsioii fire fndesenbabir. Bands of the 
holy men traverse the streets chanting prayers or uttering 
wild cries. They meet, they jostle, they quarrel, they fight, 
bloocty noses, black eyes, find broken head* arc freely given 
and received. All day kmg, too, from before the peep of 
dawn till after darkness has fiillen, these rcd^jloaked an>nk* 
hold scn'lce* in the dim incense- laden air of the ^cal 
Machindranatli temple, the eathedral of Lhasa ; and thither 
they crowd tliricc n day to receive their dole* of lea *tid 
soup auel money. TJic cathedral is a cml building, alanding 
in the centre of the dly, and sutrouniJed by baxafirs atid 
diups. The idbis in it are richly inlaid with gold snd 
precious stones. 

Twenty-four day* after tlie Jalno has cefised to htii'c 
authority, be ossumcfi it again, and for ten dftys acts in Khifitfilii 
tlie name firbitrary manucr «a befure. On the first ol the '*’«*■ 
ten ibvys the priests agsdii assenibt* at 
pray to the god* to prevent sickness and other ctils 
among the ijcoplc, " and. a* ft pcfice-offcring, sacrifice one 
man. The man is mji killed purposely, but the ceremony 
he undergoes nfteri pn>vcs fiilnJ.^ Grain i* thrown against 
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hi» bcadt and his face is [Msintcd half white, luUr btaek" 
T^us grctcsquely disguised, and canying a coat of skin on 
Jlis arm, he is called the King of the Years, and sits daily [ii 
tlse market-place, whcce he helps himself to whatever he 
likes and goes about shaking a black yak's mil over the 
people, who thos iransfer their bad luck to him* On the 
tenth day, all the troops in Lhasa maixh to the gieal 
temple and form in line before it. Tlie King of the Vca« 
is bmaght forth from the temple and receives small 
donations from the assembled multitude. He then ridicnies 
the Jalno. saying to him, " What we perceive through tJw 
five senses is no lilusion. AH you teach Is untrue,’' and 
the like. Thn Jaino, who mpresiyits the Grand Latna 
ftw the time being, contests these heretical opinions; the 
dispute woKes warm, and at last both agree to decide 
the tjucstions at nsaiie by n cast of the dice, the Jaino 
oRcring to change places with the scapegoat should the 
throw be aeainsi him. If the King of the Year? wins, 
much evil a pTogaOsticated t but if the Jaino wins, them 
is grrat rejoicing, for It proves that his adverstiry has 
been accepted by the gods as a victim to bear all the 
sins of the people of Uiokl Fortune, however, always 
favours the JuJno, who throws aijrea with uitvarying success, 
while bis opponent tumi up only ones. Nor is tliis so 
extniofdiiuiiy a at first sielil it might appear; for the 
Jaluo’s dice are marked uHh nothing but sixes and his 
'nothing hut one^ When he sees the finger 
ttw ProvMence lhit% plainly poJnt^ agiiinjt him* the King of 

Vofv, the Yean la lemfied and (Ices away upon a white horse, with 
^hite 1%, a white bird, salt, ana so forth, which have all 
been provided for him by the government. His face u sifll 
pointed hair while and half black, and he still wears Ids 
leotlicrn cant The whole populace pursues him, hooGiig, 
yelling; and firing blonk shots in volleys atter him* Thus 
driven out of the city, he is detained for sc%en days in the 
great chamber of horrors at the Samyas monastery, stir- 
rounded by monstroxa and tcfiific images of devils and skins 
of huge serpents and wild beasu. Thence he goe.s away 
Into the mountains of Cbctang; where he has to remain 
an outcast for several months or a year In a narrow deti.

tn the second place^ when a general dearance of evils is 
retried to penodically, the interval between the cclehrationm

«irti wdhfnorked change of season* such as the beginning or eml 
of winter in the arctic and tcmpcratic zonea^and the beginning 
or end of the rainy season In the tropics.

1 Unclothed* and ill-housed sav^gcit 
wfniit. ihc Js set down by primitive man to the agency of demons, who 
bqpiiucna accofdmgly be expelled.

Hut, at whatever season of the year 
it i9 field, the genera) e?cpaliimii of devils cominonly marks 
the beginning of the new year- I"or, before entering on a 
new year* people arc ari>?ioits to rid themsdves of the iroubtcs 
that have harassod them In the pa^it: hence h comes about 
that in 90 many coitimunJiies the beginning of the new year

apirits* 

hi the tliirii place, it is lo be observed lb at this public timf, 
and periodic expulsijofi of devlla h eommonly preceded or 
followed by a |3ieriod of general license, diiring which the 
ofdlniiry rcstr^nts of soekty are thrown aaide, and iiU 
ofTcnocs, short of the gravest, arc allowed to pojs unpunigked-

w hen the ceremony has just tftken place, men's mlni^ 
arc Creed rrom tl^e opprcisurv^ sense, Under ^hich tlrcy 
generally liaboirr, of an atmofspbere siircfiar^ed with 
SJirJ in the first revukion of joy they overleap the 
commonly ImfHMcd by euBtom and momlity.

For, ss has already hocTi pointed pot, ihc custom of 
klillnf^ a god dales from so early a period of human history 
that rn later ages, eixn wlieo the custom continuea to be 
practised, it in liable to be mismterprciftb The divine 
diaraclcr of the animat or man is forgoitcn, and he comes 
to be itsgarded merely as an ordinary idciim. Thia is 
especially likely to ix? the case when it is a divine omri who 
ia killed For wiien a nation beeismes civiliscdi If it docs 
not drop humnn wtoifioes oJUigcthcjr^ it at Icaat selects as 
victim only such wretdies as would be put to death at 
4 ny rate. Thus tlw killing of a god may someLimM come 
tn be isxmrouiided with tlie execution of a criminal 

If we »sk why a dying god ahouJd be chosen lo lake 
nsx>n hlmscir and ca4Ty away the sin 9 and sorrows of the 
people.

out. there are ocrtarn features in tie ocrernoiiy which arc not 
cTcpliotbk on this hypotheiiis alnne. Snrh arc the tnurk^ of 
joy with which the effigy of Death is earned out to lie huried 
or burnt, and the fear and abhorrence of It manifested by the 
bearers. But thcae features become at once intelligible if Vi^ 
suppose that tiK Death vras not the dying god of 

vegclatiorii but also a pi^blEc scapcgoaif irpon whom were 
laid ah the evjhf that had afflicted the people during; the past 
>'car* Joy on such am occasion is natural and appropriate-: 
and if the dying god appears to be the object of that fear 
and abhorrence which are properly due not to hiinscir. but to 
the sins and mTsfortuncs with which he is laden. thl» arises 
merely from the diffleuUy of disttnguishing^ or at Icaat of 
marking the diftlnction^ tact ween the bearer and the bvmien^ 
When the burden ts of a baleful chametefp the bearer of it 
will be feared and shunned Just as much ^ if he were him- 
Self instinct with tliose dangerous pmpenics of whichp os ix 
happens^ lie la only the vehicIcL Similarly we have seen lhal 
discoie^ladeii and sin^fadeti boait are fircaded and shunned 
by £a^t Indian peoplc^^ Agaln^ the view that in these 
popular euitoitui Uic Death is a scapegoat a* well as a repre- 
acntalfve of the divine spirit of vq|crattnri derives some 
fiuppcTft from the ciretimstuitce that ita expulsion Is always 
celchrated In spring and dticfly by Slavonic peoples. For 
the Slavonic yrar began in spring j * and thus, in one of its 
iJipcxlA, the ceremony of *'carrying out Death*' would be 
an example of tlie whlcspread custom of expelling the 
ftccuinuUted evils of the old year before entering on ^ 
new ofijft.

Now Msiffl was originally not a god of 
war but of vegetatiuiL l"of It was to Mara I hat iJic Roman 
husbandman prayed for the prosperity of hiA eotti and his 
vines. Ids rruk-trccs and bis copses ;* it was to Mais that the 
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pric^ily college: of the Anral Brothers, whoisc hitjlncsj il was 
to aacrifiec for the graivth of ihe crops,^ ad^lreswil thdt 
pciitioiifi almost exduaiv'ely ;* And it to ^fars, as we 
saw* thnt a horse wag sacrniiccd in October to secure an 
abunitoot han-fisL Moreover, it was to RlarSp under his titk 
of “ Mars of the woods " {3I/irj rarmers ofTofcd 

sicrlRcc for the welfare of their cattle-* We have already 
accfl ihal cattle are ooranaorily supjTOsed to be under the 
apeckf patranage of tree-gods.* Once more, the consecration 
of the vernal month of Mmb to Mars seems to paint him 
out as the deity of the sprouting vegetaUenn Thus the 
Eonian custom of cxpelliiiig iJie old Msrs at the beginnin|^ 
r>l Oie new year m spring ia identical with the Slavenie 
custoixi of ” crtrrynng out Ocsth,** if llie view here taken of tlic 
iatlcf custom is eorterL Tlie siinikiity of tlic Roman and 
Slavonic eustottia has bicai already refflarked by scholar^ 
who appear, however, to tiavo taken Manmnos Veturius asd 
the coiTOpondlng figure* in the Slavonic cetemonjes to be 
repracjjtativcj^ of the cM year rather thnn of the old god of 
vegetutJofk* It i» [iCL^ihle that cert^mmkA of thla kind may 
iuive 03 me to lie tlius interpreted in later tlmea even by the 
people who practlicil lli£>ni. Bin the |Mrsoiiifiaiiion of a 
jrcfkid of time tOd abstract an idea to be primitive.* 
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lln^’cver, in Uie Rvmiiiv as in tlie Slavonic, ccremonj^ the 
niprciCtilative of the goil appears to have btren treated not 
only as n ddiy of vegetation but alsu as a scapegoat. Hia 
expulsion Implies this: for there is no rcawn }\hy the god 
of vegclatton, as iuch. shouJJ beexpeikd the city. Uut it is 
othenvise if tw la also a scapqioai; U then bccumcit neeea* 
sary to drive him beyond the boundaries, thnl he may carry 
Ills soFTOarful burden away to other landis. And, In fact, 
Mamuriu> Vaturius appears to have been driven away lo 
lire land of the Oscatl*, the enemies of Rome,* 

'ITw: blrtWii with which the " old Mats " was expelled the 
dly «eni lo have been administered by the dancing priests 
of Mam, the Salii, At U-asl we know that In tjicir songs 
these priesti made mcniion of Mamtirius VeliirJiis:* and we 
anr told that on a day dedicated to hiin they beat a hiik 
■witli rxjds.* It is thetefrms highly pnobsble that the hide 
which they drubbed on that day was llte one worn by the 
tepre.'ientative of the dcily whose name they simultaneouiily 
chunted Thus on the fourteenth day of March cvi^ year 
Rome wjtiicsaed llie curfoUS spectacle of the human irtCarna* 
tdon of a god chased by the god’s own priclls with blow* 
from the city. The rite becoimes at least intclUgibk oit the 
iboory that the man so beaten and expelled stood for the 
outworn deity of vegetation, wito Imd lo be replaced by » 
fresh and vigorous young <liviniiy at tbc beginning of a 
New Year, when evmywhere around in field amt meadow, in 
wood and thicket llie vernal flowers, the sprouting grass, and 
llic opening buds and blossoms testified to the stirring of 
new Hfc in nature after tlic long torpor and stagnation of

tuiiar year;' ilicFratrtjArviiUs, t-r “Brclhrcn of the i'kriighctl 
Helds,*' anotlicr Roroan college of pneirtSi whose functions 
were (lurely ngrkulluriU, and who wore as a tiadge of tliclr 
olTIce a wreaUi of corn -ears, were also twelve in nutnber, 
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pcfhf"i[ja for a similar rr:i^n} Kor the mnrlial equip- 
incut fil Uic Sail! so alien to tiLiis peaceful furiclion as a 
moclcftt reader might naturally suppose- Each of tliem 
wore on his lica^l n jjcaked hdmet of bronze, and al his side 
swwd ; on his left arm he camca a diidd of a ]jecuilar 
dhape, and in lifs right liand li* wielded a atafi'wkh which 
he ™otc on ihr ihicid till it rang again/ Such weapons In 
priestly hands fuay be lumed against ipiritual toes; In the

accumulated during the preceding year or aix moitdis^ and 
which the people pictured to tbcmsclveii in the form of 
dcmotis jui^king In the kousea^ temples, and the other ediba:* 
of the city* In savage communities tuch tumultuous and 
noisy pfocesAions often parade the village for a similar pur- 
poHc, Similarly, we hAvc seen that among the Iroquois men 
m fatitastie costume used to go about collecting the stnA of 
the people ita a. preliminary to tranBfcririiig them to the 
senpegoal dogs i atu! we liavn met wlih many examples of 
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firmed men nualiln]^ fibout the streets and hogj^ to drive 
out ilcm^ns and C^jIb of all ktndi.* Why should It not have 
been so alM} in ancknl Eoinc? The rdigion of the old 
Romans U full of iclic!i of savagery.

an old French traveller* "are hoed and sotvet! before any ol 
hk *ub}ecti Inii to hoe and bow u foot of hf^ otvn 
UmLv These labours are performed ihriee a year. The 
chiefs lead tlieir ^ople before the kiiig^s palace al daybreak, 
and llietc \hcy «:ihg and dance for a full quiirtcf of an hour. 
Half iff the^ people are arTrei.1 a£ In a tlay of baltkp tins 
orhef hair Jiavc only their farm tooia. Tlicy go all together 
iinging and dancing to the sccfvc of thdr labours, jind""thcre* 
kccjdng time to the ^tmd of the iiistrumtinu, they work 
with swch speed and tEcatness that it h n pleasure to heholdi. 
At the end of the dwy they rctuni atnj dane« before the 
kJnfifs palace. This exerci^ re&eshM thetn and does ihi^m 
more gmd ihar> aJI die repctac they could takt'*" Fmm 
this account we might infer UiAt the danebg waji merely a 
recreation of the field!'fabouren, and liiat the music of the 
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hanil Hnil no olher object titan to arnmate them in thcii 
work by enabling them to ply tbeir mattocks in lime to its 
stirring stninSi. But Uiis [n/erencc, though it semis 10 have 
been drawn by the traveller who has furnished the account, 
would fifohnbly be ertoiitoust For if half of ibc men were 
armed as fur war, wJiat were they doing in llic fields all the 
(hat the others wfc diEgingP A due to unravel the 
mystery is rumiabed by the description which a Inter French 
travtlicr gives of a similar scene witnessed by him near 
Tlmbo in Frencli Guinea. He saw some native* at work 
preparing the ground for sowing, " U la a very curtouji 
spectacle T fifty or sijtiy blacks b a line, with bent back*, art 
smiting the earth flimtiltancously with tlicir little iron tools, 
which gtcnfTi in the sun. Ten paces in front nf lliciii, march" 
ing backwards, the women sing ft well murked air, dapping 
their hands as for a dance, and llte hoes keep time to tlw 
song. Between the workers nnd the singes ft man rutis md 
dunces, crouchmg on his hams like ft clown, wltllc he whids 
about bU tniisket and (jcrforms other manosuvrea with it. 
Two others dance, also pirouetting and sttiillitg the eiirth 
heafle tind there with their little hot that is necesfa^ 
for cKOreising the spiriis and causing the grain to sprout. 
Here, while the song of the womEn gives the lime to the 
strokes of the hoes, the dances and other antics of the anned 
man and his cofleaguia are intended to exOrei^ or ward off 
the spirits who might interfere with tlie diggers and so 
prevent the grain from sprout iug. 

Again, ail old traveller in southern India tdls as that 
"the nutn of Calicut, when tliey wLdi to sow rloc, observe 
this practice. First, they plough tlw land with oxen as we 
do. ami witeii they sow the rkc in the field they liavc all the 
instnmienu of the city ernitlnualty sounding and making 
mcfry, Tlmy al» have ton or twelve men clothed 
devils, and these unite in roukiug great rejoidng with the 
p\s.ym. on the tnstrumenls, in order that the devil may 
make that rice very ^ suspect that the 
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noisy niusi^ la |iliLyi;d and the uiimnners cut iheir capers fw 
thn purpose rather of repelling denious than of inducing 
them t£i favour die growth of dre rice. Howeverp wht?te nur 
information is so acunty it would be niah lo dogtn-itiaeu 
Perhups Uie old b^velkr was right In thinking that the 
mummins [^cfwnaled deiiiU. Atnaug the Kay an s of Central 
Bcarnco men di^uised in wooden masks and great mavises of 
grwi foliage ccrtnmJy play the part of demons for tlie pur¬ 
pose of promoting die growth of tiue Hoe jiwi before the seed 
ts eormriEtteti to the ground; and h is notable that among 
the pfafoimances wliidl they give on this occoslan are war 
dances.^ Ayaith among the JCaua and Kobi^oa Induris of 
North-VVestem Brazi! masked men who represent spirits or 
demons of fertility perform danct-s or rather j^antomimea for 
tliE ptu^iosc of stimulating the growth of plantft, quickening 
the wombs of women, and promoting the mtiUiplio:iiion of

ju r Sw r ' * Jljoughu accordingly turn much on the supply of rain, which 
“ needed for tlicir lieldi. According to them, “ the favour 
of the gods may be won by whftt for tvanl of a better term 
may be caLlcd dancing, bin what in reality Is a scries oi 
monotonous movement*, a kind of rhythmical cxerciK, kept 
up soinetiiucs for two nights- By dint of such hard wtirk 
limy think to prevail upon the gods to grant their prayera. 
The daodng is accomianicd by (he «mg of the shaman, in 
whicli he comitiunionea his wishes to the unseen world, 
describing the beautiful eflfeet of the rain, the fog, and the 
mirt on the vegetabte wurJd. He invokes the aid of all tlie 
animals, meniioniRg each by niimc. and also calls on tlieni. 
especially the deer and the rabldt, to multiply that the people 
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may have ptcfll/ lo caL Ai a niiUtw of tuct. Uic Tara* 
hninain asxtl lhai tht; dancen hav* been tiiui;ht Ibcm 
the anitnaSs. like all (iriniitivc people, tlicy are close 
observers of nuttirc. To them the anfmal* are by no mean* 
inferior ctuMlures I ihcy iimJcnland magic and are pMseascri 
of much knowledge, and may assist tlw TarihutnBres In 
making rain, In spring, ll* singing of the lurd*. the «MJing 
of the dove, the eroaking of ilie frog, Hie chirping of the 
cricket, all the sounds uttered hy the denUens of Lite green* 
sward, are to the Indiao appeals to the deities for ra|ji. For 
what other reason slioutd th^ sing or call f For iJiC strange 
behaviour of many animals in the citrly spring the Tara* 
liunnarcs can find no other explanation but that these 
creaCutes, too, are interested in rain. And as the gmls grant 
the prayers of the deer cKpressed in its antics and dances, 
and of the turkey in its curious playing, by sending the rain, 
they easily infer that to pkase the gods they, too, roust 
dance as tfie deer and play as the turkey. From this it will 
be understood that riaiicc with these people is a very serious 
and ceremoitiouft matter, a kind of worship and incantation 
rather than anvuscmcnU" * 

The two pfineipai dances nf these Indians, the TMm of 

and the jrHiHijri, arc supposcit to have been taught them by 
the turk*^- and the deer respectively. Tlicy are danced by 
numbers of men and women, the two sckcs keeping ajiart 
froni each other Itt the dance, while the shsman sings and 
shakes his rattle But ■' a large gathering fs not ncocssaiy m ^ 
onlcr to pray to the go«ls by dancing. Sometimes the family 
dances alone, tite father icadting the fjojTt hilc doing 
Agricultural work* the I rnJian* often depute one man lo dance 
jtrrWrtfi near the house, while the other* atleml to llm w'ork 
in the fields. It is a curfous sight tu tahing 

hb devotional exercise to ibe tune of liis ratUe In fnint of 
an apparently descried dwctting. The worshipiicr Is 

doing his share of the general work b>‘ bringing down the 
fructifying rain and h>‘ waniing off dwastw, while the rest of 
the family and their friends plant, hoc, weed, or Iiarveal* In 
the evening, when they' return from the field, they may join 
him for a Utile while; but often be goes on alone, dancing

The pro¬ 
cession was headed by a man with a big drtim, and after 
htm came lads bearing huge lurches and lanterns fastened to

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more In times gone by* much that b harmrul b irtlribiitni ta 
the malevolence of invisible powera, Vfc can readily under¬ 
stand why people should tauxt to measures which they deem 
elTccttra for the purj«se of dipranning these males'olcin beings. 
Now It is a common belief iluit eertam masks possess the 
% irt«e of banning dtmonSj and that loud noise and din ant a 
lUcans of keeping off evil spirits or hindering their activity. 
In the proecssirm of the Ptr<httn we sec the principle of die 
banishtneiit of eWi carrietl out in pmeticc. The people attack 
the cvli spirits and seek to chase them away by putting on 
frighiful mu'iki, with which they confront ihe demon. For 
one *ori of makvolcrtt spirits one kind of mask appears suit¬ 
able, and for nnothcr another j tbia spirit is daunted by tliis 
mask, artd that spirit by that ; and so they came to dis¬ 
criminate. Ofigifially, particular masks may have been used 
against particular evil .spirits, hut in course of lime they were 
confused, the individual taste of the nuiker of the mask 
counted for somctliiog, and so iinuliiatJy it resulted in carving 
ail kinds of horrible, (antflstic, mid bjdeous maska which had 
nothing in common but their general tendency to frighten 
away ail evil spirits,**^

Spirits of vegetation froin theif long winter sleep. In favour 
of the view which sees in all those dancea and nuiniincrtes 
rnthcr tlic banrshrrkcni of what is evil than the direct promo¬ 
tion of what is good, it may be urged that some of the 
dajiccr!i wear awords* a weapon which ccftainSy seems better 
fitted to comhat demons tliaii to pninc fruit-trees or turn up 
the sod. Further, it dtatrves to be noled that truiny of llw 
perfonTiances tiikc place cither on Twelfth Day or* like the 
celebration of l^ough Montlny, very shortly after it; and 
that In the Lord of Misrule, who reigned from Christmas to 
Twelfth Day,' we Imvc a clear trace of one of those periods 
of general licence and susjrensloii of ordinary government, 
W'hieh so commonly occur at tlic end of tiiC old yciir or the 
beginning of the new one in cooncKion with * gencial 
expulsion of evils. 

Suneyitig these masquerades and jvmcessionB, ns they 
have been or stijl am celebrated In modern Furope, wc may 
say in general that they appear to have been originally 
intended both to stimulate the growth of v^ctotimi In spring 
and to mtpcl the riemoniae or other evil jnBuenoes whicli 
were thought to have accumulated during ilie preceding 
winter or year J und that these two motives of #tlmiilAlioil 
and expulsion, blended and perhaps confuted together, appear 
to explain the quaint costumes of the mummcfs. the multi- 
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tudinous noise? whkh they and the blows which ihey 

direct either at invisible foM dr at the vifiihic and tangfhic 
perisom of their fellows. In the latter ease the beating 
may be supposed to sen-'c as a muans of forcibly freeing the 
sulTerers fronn tltc demons or other evil things that cUng to 
them unseen^ 

To apply these conchi^ion^ to the Koman custom of 
crepelling Mamurins Veturius nr the Old Mara ** every year 
in spnngr may say that they Tend some 3iip|x>rt to the 
theory which sees in “the Old Mars^ the outworn deity of 
^ v^egetation driven away to make room, either for o young^jr 
and more vi^rous persamficatioDi of vernaJ life, or pcrliapa 
for the return of the Bame deity reffeshed and renovated hy 
the tfcaiin^rnt to which he had been subjected, and particu- 
idily by the vigorous appheation of the rad to hia sacrod 
person^ For, as we shall see proacnUyi King Solomon 
by no means singular irt his opinion of die refrefihing 
Innuence of a sound thrashing. So far as “the Old Mara^‘ 
was supposed to catty away with him the accumulated 
weakiii^^s and otlwf evlb of the psiit year, so far would he 
serve as a public M;apegoai, like tl>e effigy in the Slavonic 
custom of “Canying out Death/* which appears not only to 
represent Utc vegetation-spirit of the past year, but also to 
act as a scapegoat,^ Cflrr>'ijig away with it a heavy load 
of suffering, mUfortune, and death*

^tr.iuii The ancient Greeks were also famiHar with the use of n 
h£™nt* human scapegoat. In Ftiitarch^s nath^ town of Chacroneaa 
ceremiiny of this kind was performed by I he chief inagiilnitc 
^ at the Town 11 all, and bj^each h oujflehohtera t his own home. 
^ y calM the expulsion of hunc;^."’ A riav»e waj beaten 
with rads of the and turned out of doors wllji 

the woirK^ Out With hunger, and in whh wealJh and health.” 
\\ hen Piutarch held the ofEce of thief magistrate of hb 
nativ'e town he perffirmed this ctTremony ai the Town Hall* 
and he haa recorded the discussion to which ihc custom 
attcrivards gave ri^e.' The oereiriDny closely resembles

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the Japanese, Hindoo, and Hlgblatiti customs already 
described.* 

But ill dvilljed Greece the custom of the seaiicgo&t took H«in« 
darker forms than the innocent rite over which the amitible 
and pious iHutarcb presided. Whenever Marsellles. one of the 
busiest and most briliiaitl of Greek colonics, was ravag^ by 
a plague, a man of tlie poorer classes tiacd to o/Tcr liiinscSf 
u n scBjHrgoat. For a whole year he was toaintamed at 
the public ejepenae, being fed on choice and pure IochT. At 
the expiry of the >T:ar he was dressed in sacred garments, 
decked with holy brandres. and led tlifough the whole dty. 
while prayers were uttered that all the evils of the people 
might fall on his head. He was tlicn cast out of the ^y 
or stoned to death by the people outside of the walls. The 
Atheniinis regularly maintained a number of riegraded and to 
useless beings at the public expense } and wlteii any cataniity, 
such as plague, drought, or famine, befell the cUy,thc>'sacTinccd 
two of these outcasts as scapegoats. One of the victims was 
sacrificed for the men and the other for the women. Ibe 
former wore round his neck a string of black, the latter a 
string of white figs. Sonietirtics; it seems, the victim alain 
mi behalf of the women was a woman. They o'cre led about 
the dty and then sacrificed, apiwreiuly by being stoned to 
death outside the dty,' But such sacrifices were not con^ 
fined to cxtratirdliiary occasions of public calamity; it 
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appears tliat every year, ai the festival oF the 'ITinrgclb m 
two vieLims^ one for the men and one for the ykomm^ 
wen? kd oiit of Athens and smiied lo death/ The city td 
Abdera in Thmcc was publicly purj6cJ once a year* and One 
the butchers, stcl apart tor the purpose* was iioned to deadi 
UA a scapegoat or vicarfoiis sacrifice for the life of all the 
others; MH dtty^ before his exccutioti he ft'as cxcommtint- 
catedl onkr that he alone might Ijear the sitts of all the 
people." ^ 

From the Lover^a Leap, a white bluff at the southem 
ernl of their i^famJi the Lcucadians used aanualiy to hurt a 
criminal into the sea as a scapeg^xit IJut to lighten hii 
fall they fastened live birdn and feathcra to hiirip anJ a 
Hotilla of iinall bo^ti wailed bcIo%t^ to catch him and conveys 
him bcyorid the boundary. Piohably Ihtse humane put* 
cautions ^rcre a miligaLion of an earlier custom of lllnglng 
the scapegoat into the to drowm, just as in Kumaon the 
custom of letting a man slide down a rupe from the top of 
a cliiT appears^ to be a modffieation of an older practice of 
putting him to ticAtfn Tlie Leuendian ceremony took place 
ftt the time of a sacrihcc to Apollo, ivho had n temple of 
sancni»ry on the spot.* Elsewhere it waa cngtomAiy to cast 
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a jraunjl man every year into the sea, with the firayet. *' He 
thtMi our ofTseotirhig," This ceremony was iupposed io rfd 
the people of the eviis fay which tlicy iven: beset, or accord' 
ing to a sorncwhac difTerent interpretation it redeemed them 
by paying the debt they owed to the sea-god.^ As practised ifunna 
by the Greeks of Asia Minor in the sixih century before our 
era, the CHS tom of the seajjegoat was as foltows. When a 
dty suffered from plague, famine, or other public calamity, 
an uelv or deformed tserson was chosen to take upon himsdf £<!» 
all Che which nffliirLed the coiiimuml)?^ He waa Draught ^^ 1 * 
tu a juimbb pJiuser Vi litre dried a barley tojif, nod tbccjtc 
were put IntD hi$ haiirL The^ be att Tlien he beaten 
times upon his genital organa with itquills and 
br^tvdiCA of the wild fig jiiid othef wild trees* while tlsc flutes 
pluyed a particuUf lunc.

attribured m squills a magical power of averting evil Influ- 
cnees, and that accoitllngly they hung them up at tiifti doors 
of iheir houses and made vk^ of them in poTificalory the^ 
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[ Icnce the Arcadbn cuntoni of whipping ihc iima^ c! 
with squills at ft fcaiivaJ. of wltcncvcf ihe ImiUcr^ retuniiiii 
efwpty-handt:di^ fnust have tx*n not to puniah the 

godt but to purify hitci ffom tlic harttifiil infiueuees which 
wnre impctlbig him In The excrriso of liis divine fuiictipn* 
AS H god who should siipply the huittef w iUi gamiL 
Similarly the object of bearing the human scafiegml on riur 
genital organs w'ith squills and so on* mnsi have been Ic 
release hU reprotiuetive energi^ from any restraint or s|Ntj| 
under which they might be laid by demoniacal or other 
mallgnam agency; and as the Thargelia at which he was 
antiuuUy sacrificed was an early haivcsl festival eefebraled 
in May* wc must recognise in him a representatlvT of the 
cfearivcand fertilising god of ^-^ctarion. The rtprescmaiive 
of \\yt god was annuaily slain for the purpofie 1 have indi¬ 
cated, that of matn tail ling vhe divine iife In perpetual vigour, 
untaJriterl hy the weakness of age; and bCiforc he was pul 
to dratli it w;jLd not unnatural to stimulate his reproductive 
powers in order that these might be transmitted in full 
activity to hb successor, the new god or ut:w cunbcHlinient of 
the old god, w'ho was doubiless supposed immediatety lo 
take tlie pli'ioc of tlie ofic slaiii^* Similar leasonlng would 
kad to ft similar treatment of the scapegoat on special 
occasloni, audi as drought or nuninti If tht ciops dkl rrot 
answer to ihe expectation the husbandman, this would be 
attributed to some failure iti the generative powers of the 
god who^ fnnerioii it was to produce the fruits of Thc^rtJi. 
it might be thought that he was under a ipell or was grow¬ 
ing old and feeble. Accordingly he wna slain fn the person 
of his mpreiemaitve^ with all the ceremonies alnrady 
in ofilcr that, tKim yxning agalni he might Infuse hb own 
youthful vigour into the stagnant energie^i of nature. On llw

stones,^ and why at Babylatt the cHmfMa] who played the 
gtti W4ts soouf^ed before he was criidfieci" The purpose of 
ilie scourging wus not to intensify the agony of the ditiive 
sud^erer, hut on \hc contrary to dkpci any malignant in^ 

Huflfices by which at the fiOpreine moineni he iniglit con- 
ccitrubly be beset. 

Thus far 1 have assumed that the hnmaii victim^ at the w. r. 
Thargclfa representeti the ^irits of vegeution in general,^ SjJTitnt 
but it hus been wdl femarkc<l by Mr, W. R. Faton that 
these poor wretches seeni to have masqueraded as the 
spirits of fig-tnxs in particular- He points out that the 
pmccss of caprtftcation^ as U h called* that is,, the artificial tbaifUFiif 
{ertitkation of the cultivated fig-trees by hanging stfings of 
wihl figs aniDTig the boughs^ takes place in Gfcccc and iiwnm-

io pnomineot a feature in the Greek celebration of the 
Utargelia^do not figure in the Roman ccletuiLtion of the 
Ctf/j within historical times ; yet a trace of them nuiy 
perhaps be detected in the tradition that Romulus himself 
myaferiousEy dbuiipcarcd on that i-cry day in the midst of 
a tremendoiis thunder-storm, w*hilc he ™s revtciving his 
army outside the walls of Rome at the Goafs Starsh W 
Ca/^rar a t^acu^ wlucli Sugoftii^ the plnoc was 

not far distant from the wild fig-tree or Lhc goat-fig {ikifri^- 
as the Romau-S called it^ where the slave worsen pef^ 
fomed their curious cerauoniEfu Tfie legend that lie was 
cut hi pii™s by the patfictana^ who carrlisd aivuy the morseb 
of his body under their robes and bi^ricd them in the eanh,* 
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ex:flctly describes the trcatmait which jIie Khondii M^e<l to 
luicord to the iTodics of the human vktims for the |iur[?ose of 
feriilixing thdr fields.* Can the king have played at Komc 
the same fatal part in the fcrtiliz^tiqn of fif^-trees •^hfeh^ jf 
Mr Patou is r«ght^ wns played in Greece by tbc male victim ? 
The traditionary time^ place, and manner of bh death all 
3Uf![geat it. So many coincidences between the Greek and 
Roman cercindnies and traditions can hardly be wholly 
sccidcnial I and acconlingly I inettne to think that there 
may well be an element of truth in Hn Puton's theory ^ 
though it must be confessed thst the anciei^t writers who 
desenbe the Greek custom appear to regard it merely ftS a 
ptirihcnlfon of the city and not at all a made of fcruiizing 
fi^-treesL* In jJimlar ccrcmonl^s^ ivtudi combine the elements 
of ptiriHcation and fcrtilitationp iJic notion of purfilcatioq 
apparently tends gradually to overshadow the notion of 
fcnilhaiion m the minds of those who practise the riles. 
It seems to have been so fn the case of the annua! 


expulsion of Mamnriui Veturius from ancient Rome atid In 
the pamlld prt>cca.^ioiis of the P£ticAi£n in modem fEttrope ; 
it may have been so also in the case of the human sacrificus 
at the ThargeUa.* 

The interpretation w^hich I have adopted at ihc custom of 
beating I he liuman scapegoat with certatn plants is supported 
by many analogies. Wc have already mci with exaftipics of 
1 pmcticc of beating ^ck people vritb die leaves of mtatn 
plants or vHth branches in onJer to rtd them of noxloui 
infiuorecs.^ Some of the Dmvidian tribes of Ncjftberti litdihi 
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who atitib^Jte cfiitepsyi hysteria, and slinlfar ma laches to 
demoniAca) po^sessiorr^ endeiivoiir to oure the sufTcti^i by 
thrashing: hitii roundly with a ^md rron chain* whkh is 
bellevccl to have the effect of immcdfatcly cxpelliitg the 
demon** When a her?i of cameb refills to drinks the Arabs 
will sometimes beat th? male beasts on the back to drive 
awny the jnin who are riding; them and frightening i:lic 
female^K* In Iltkol* the south-western |)art of Luzon, it was 
generally believed that if the ei-il spirit Aswaiig ^vere not 
properly exorcised be took possession of the Iwdies of the 
dead and lornientcd them. Hence to deliver a corpse frotn 
hU clutches the native priestesses used to beat Tt with a 
brush or whisk made of the leaves of Ihe aromatic Oiinn 
uronge^ while they chanted a certain 'ioag, tkrow'fng their 
bodies Into contortioas and uttering shrill erics* as if the evil 
spirit iiad entcreti into themselves. The soul of the deceased, 
thus delivered fwm the crLid tyranny of Aswatig, was then 
free to room at pleasure along the charming lanes or in ilic 
thick shade of the

of a home with ht» whip to rid the beast of n fly. At A 
ftineraJ in the jsbnd of Halmahcju, before the eoffln is 
Itiweried iftin the grave* all the relations whip themselves on 
the head and shoulders wnth wands made of plants which 
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arc believed to po^ess the jKiH'cr of kei^picig ulf evH spirits. 
Ttif intention of the custom h Aftid to be to brintj back their 
own spcctrie^ or sonU and ij> prevent tl^em from following 
the gho!{t: bnt ihb rn^iy fairl>^ be tnterpteted to mcAn that 
Hk blows arc directed to hrtishing oJT the gho-^t, W’ho iruulfj 
otherwise abstmer the isaul of the pewn on whose body ha 
Bvas nllowed to settle. This inCcr]jrctatiori is strongly con- 
hmicd by the practice, obscrs^ed by tlie same people on I he 
same uccasiou, of throwing the trunk of a bonana-tree into 
the gravTc^ and telling the dead man rliat it is n coinparizaTi 
for him : for this practice is expressly iittenckd to prevent 
the deceased froni feeling loiiely, and iso coming back to 
fcich away a friend**^ When Mr Jiatchdor returned to a 
hut after visiting the grave of an old Aino w-onzan^ her 
rtdaiions brought him a bowl of w-atef to Llic door and 
requested him to wash hfs face and hands. While he did 
50 p the women beat film and brushed bjen down with, sacred 
whittled sticks (iHOit). On enqiiirlng itito the tscaning of 
this treatment, Itc discovcretl that it tntctidcd to ptinfy 
him ffom aJi unclean ness coJi tracted at tlic grave ibrough 
contact with the gho^t i;?f the deceased, and tJiat the beating 
and bniablng wiih the whin led sticks had for its object to 
drive away all evil influeitces and discsjcs with which the 
glvTjSt of the old woman might attempted tt> infect Jnin 
out o( spite for hb tiespai-^ing on he/ domain* The Hait- 
rnanM cd Senegaintda think that the soul of a dead infant

of the same sex in the village run about the streets In a

with buF^chea of certarn leaviis* lo which a special power Of 
exorcising demons is attributed. As fast ^ each dcvtl hi 
ihui disengaged from hk |Krson, it is carefully folded up 
In leaves, to be aflePivards thiown into I he sea at daybfcalc* 
At the auLumn fesilv;il in Peru people used to strike 
other with torchesp spying, ** Let all harm go 
Mbj^ away,^* Every year when the l^idade^ reappearcii in the 
dw? Guaycimu, an Indian natlotf of ihe Gfan Chaco^ 
^ fciftivaJ of rejoicing, at which men, womctii and 
mit fwJ children all thraslicd each uther^ expecting thereby to pw^ 
eufc Ttealth^ Abuadatiee, and vidory uver their cnciniei^ 
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Iii(Jjrtns of the Quiscis. in South Amenci, before they wS 
out on a liuritinj* * ex^icdiiion# eaiise tlidf wiv'C* to whip 
thein with nettles, belicdn^ tliac this renders theni fleeLcr. 
and helps them to overtake the pecciiries. They resort to 
the same prcKrecding ns u cure fur sidkness,^ The RooCOoycfi 
Inciinns of Krcncb Guianii train up young people in tlic way 
they should go by caustn^ (hem to be stiiug by ants anti 
wasp; and at the ceremony held tor this purpose the 
grown-up people improve the occasion by allowing them¬ 
selves to be wliocked by the chief with a stick over the asrns^ 
the legs, and the chc^t. They appear lo hibour under an 
Impression that this conveys to them att sorts of moral and 
phy&lcaJ excellences. One of the tribe, ambit Eons of acquiring 
I fie European virtues^ begged French travel lor to be so 
kind os to give him a good hiding. The traveller obJigiugly 
did his beat to gratify him, and the fsaucc of the Indian 
bcan^cd with gratitude as tJic blows fell on his naked back.* 
The Del&u-are Indians bad two sovereign remedies for sin ; 
nite was an emetic, the oiher a thrashing. In the latter case, 
die remedy was admiinistcrcd by means of twelve di^crcnt 
Atlchs, wtlli which the sinner was belaboured from the sofcs 
of his feet up to his neck. In both eases the sins w^ere 
tiupposed to be cxpelleii from the body, and to otit 
lhrough the throat* At the iitaugimation of a king In 
andent India it was customary for the pnests Ic strike him 
iiglnly on the Imck with sticks. " Hy beating him with 
ittckji> U safdp "‘they guide him safdy over judicial 
puniihitictit; whence the king ts exempt froni punishment, 
because they guitic him safdy over judicial punishmenL 
On the thirtieth of December ihe hcaihen of Harran used to 
teccivc ilircc, fivCj or seven blows apiece from ■ priest with a

The view here taken of the Greek scapegoar. if it is correct, ramite) 
obviates an objrsctfon wliicb might otherwise be brougiit i\m hiUBsa 
Agsiinst the itmin argument of book.

vacHfioes wfe are well acqtialnictl, for t% liai fully 

ilcscribcd by the Spanlandi who con^iuei'cil Mexico in the Atir^tut 
sixteenth centuryp and curiosity was naturally excitC'd 

by the ilL«»vefy in thb distant rc^on of a barbarouis and 
cTue! religion which pfcsenied many cnrioiu^ points of 
artalogj' to the doctrine and ritual of tlidr (swii church. 

"They look a captive^** lays the Jesuit Aci^, “aueb ai 
they thought good i and afore they did sacriRce him iirsto 
thek idolii, they gave him the itante of the idah to whom he 
should be sacrificed^ and apparelled him witli the same 
ornaments like their [dolp saying, iJiai he did fejire^ut the 
same idol And during the time that thb repfcsentation 
{astedp which wm for p year In some frastSi in othci^ six 
months^ and in others less, they rcimenGed and wonhipped 
him fn the same tnanner pa the proper idol; and in the 
meantime he did eat* drmk. and was nurrty. When he 
went thnciiUgh tlie streets* the |KBplc came fonh to wonhip 
him, and every one brought hiin ^ alms* with children and 
sick fulteAr that lie might cure thcfii»and bits* siiiTering 

litm to do all; things it his pleasure, only he was accompanied 
with ten or twelve men leal he should fly* Atitl he (tiJ tb* 
end he ni^bt be fct'erenocd as he pasited) somciimcf ioundiJ 
upon fl sidiilJ Rnie^ that die people might prepare to imrship 
him. The feast being comii^ and he grown fat, ihcy kiifed 
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hiin, apcrit^ hTni| and ate him, in^kirijj a sokmn iiajcrihcc of 
hiin.“* 

This gcpcraj description of the custom may tiow l>c 
llluatrated by particular examples. Thus at the festival 
cafict;! Toxcall, the greatest festival of the Mcxicari ycar^ a 
young man Tvaa annually sacrificed in the character of 
Tetcatlipocfl^" the god of gods/' after having been umintnined 
and worshipped as that great deity in person for a whole 
year. According lo the old Franciflcan monk Sahagun^ our 
best authority on the A^tec religion^ I he sacrifice of the human 
god fell at Easter or a few days later^ sio ihat^ if he ifl dght, 
it would cumespoud In date as well ^ in choracler to the 
Chrifitian festival nf the death and tesurroctlon of die 
Redeemer.* Mom exactly he tells us that the taerifice took 
place on the first day of the fifth Aztec monthr whidi 
according to him began on the twenty'third or twenty* 
seventh day of April’ Mowver, aocordirig to other 
Spanish atithortties of the sixteenth centiir>' the ftaiival 
lasted fmin the ninth to the nineteenth day of May* and 
the saerifice of the hunian vktlni in the character of Ihe 
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god ttJa* pi:rforincd oti the la^t of lhc3« days,*^ An ^mlrjcnt 
mcKicrn Btidieirityp Professor H_ Sdtr^ 1^ of opinion tliiU the 
folL^'al origin ally celebrated the beginning of the year* und 
that it fell on tbe dny when live son on his passitge norttk^ 
ward to the tropic of Cauecr stood In the temth over die 
dty of Me^^Ico^ w^liieh hi Uie early port of Ihc sixteenth 
century' would be Ihe nlndi or icriih day of itay (old styled 
Of the nineteenth or iwentJetb day of May (neu' style)* 
Whatever the cjcaci date of tlie celebration may have been, 
yf€ are told that die “ (cast was not made to any other end, 
but to demand ratnii in the same manner that we soleitinire 
tilt Uog^tictis ; and tlds feast viai always lit Mayp which is 
die Ximt lliM lliey have iriosl need of fmio in those eountrlci"* 
At this fc^ivEil tin; great god dietl in the person of one 
human rapresentative and oamo to life again in ihe person 
of anotbeTp who was destined to enjoy the fatal horwur of 
dis'lnity for 4 year and to perish^ like flJ) his predecessors, at 
the end of it. The young man singled out for this high dignity 
was carefully chosen from among iJie captives on the ground 
of hia j5CT5qnfll beauty* He had to be of unblemished body, 
slim as a reed and straight as u pillar, neither too mil nnr 
too short. If through Iiigh living he grew too fat, he was 
objigtrd to reduce him self by drinking suit water. And in 
oftler that he might beliavc in his ttifty sLation with 
becoming grace and dignity he was carefully rmined to 
comport iiiinsclf like a gentleman of the first quality, to 
speak correctly and elegantly, to play the dute, to smoke 
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and ty snuff flci^veri wdLh a dandiitisd m\t. lie wad 
Jionuijmbly \i>d\;^d In tbc tctnpk wlicre the? iiohits waited oft 
him aiui paid him hcjcnage, bringing him meat and serving 
tike A priTice. The king himself saw to it Umt he wad 
api'^rullal in gurgeota attire^ *'fur alreiidy he cstctirnTtl hlru 
as a god/' Ifiagb down was guinmed tu bis Ucswl and while 

fcaiKeis were siucb In LiU hairp which drooped to Ills 
girdle. A wreath of fiowers Jike roasts maim cfo^vncd 
Ills bron% Arid a garland of ihe S4md flowers pfiss^td ovei 
Ids shoulders stud under his atm^pSts. Golden omamenu 
liufig from hb golden Amilcts adorned lib arms, 

gEilden bell# jingled on his legs ai every step he tooki 
earrings of itirquninpC cLiiigled from his ears^ tirtioeTets 
of tur^uoife btMieckeil hb lAiHsls; necklaces of shells 
etidreled hb neck and depended oti hb breast! he wore 
a man lie of network^ and round his middle a rich waiftt- 
cloth. When Ehi$ tKjewelled exquisite iouriged through ihe 
strerets playing on his Hute^ puftmg at A cfgar, and smelt¬ 
ing at ii nosegay^ the people whom he met threw* them- 
iielves on the earth before him ond prayMl to him with 
sigh^ find tenrs, taking up the dust In their hands and 
putting ti in their innuths in token of the deepest humilia¬ 
tion and subjection. Women came forth wnth children m 
their arms and preserved them to him, isatuiing him as a 
god For “^he passed for our Lord God j the jKople 
ackoowJcdgetf him as ifac Tjord."* All ujio thus worshipped 
him OP hb passage Tie saJuterl gravely iind courteously 
Lest he should flee^ he was everywhere attended by a guard ol 
eight pages tn the royal livery^four ofilicm with shaven cfow us 
like the pakce-sluves^ and four of them with the flowing 
lucks of warriors ; and If he cofitrived to escape^ the captEtin 
of the guard hiuJ to take hi* place a* the reprcsenlativE^ of 
the god and to die in hb steaiL Twenty days before he 
was to die^ hb cMtume was changed, and four duitiKis, 
delicately nurtuiefl and bcurhig the names of four godilcssc^ 
—the Gndiless of Flouei>, the Goddess of die Voung M-mje#, 
the Goddes* **Our Mother imcmg the Water/' atid the 
Goddeas C5f Salt — were given him to be his brides, and with 
them he consorted Durmg the |cl^i Fivne duy« divine 
honours were ^how^rcd on the de&ilned victlriL The king 
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rcniiiiiieti in his (wlacc wJiilp the whole RMirt went after the 
human u«<i. Solemn bini<iuetji and dances fullooed each 
other in i^prlar ^ucceasion and at appointed placos> On 
Ihe last day the young man, attended by Ins wives ami 
pages, embarked in n canoe coveted with a royal canopy 
and was ferried across the lake to a spot where a KtUc bill 
nise from the edge of tlie ivatcr. It was called the Moun¬ 
tain of Tarting, because here his wives bade him a last 
(arcwell. Then, accompanied only by his pag«T be reitaited 
to a smaJ] and Idnety temple by the wasratde. Uke the 
Mexican temples in gmteral. it was built in the form of a 
pyramid; and as the young man ascended tlte stairs he 
broke at every step one of the llutcs on which he had 
played in tlie days of his glory. On nstching tlie sutnniit 
hit was seUed and hckl down by the priests on his back 
upon a Ulocb of stone, while one of them cat open his breast, 
thrust his liand into the wound, anti wrenching out his 
heart held it up In aaerllkc to tlic sun, The body of the 
dead god was not, like the Iwlics of common victims. Kill 
rolling down tJie steps of the temple, but was oirricd down 
to tlte foot, where the hea*! was cut off and spitted on a pike 
Such wiis the rcgiihir end of ihc man who personsted the 
greatest god of the Mexican patilhcon.’ 

But he was not dre only man who played the part id 
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fiod and waA savrificcU ojt such in the cnonth of May, The 
viidlopochtli or KiitttibpochiJt was also wor- 
season. An image of him was made 
Mt^k^r" ilough in human shape, amyed in alt the ernamenis 

of the deity, and set up in liu temple. But the god had 
fhlnHiit» Ilia living leprcseniative in the perEon of a young isian. 

wIhx like the huDun fepresenrative of Tcacattipocn, per- 
iMumb sonalcd the divinity for a whole yenr and was sacriBced at 
the euil. In iJuj rnonth of May it was the duty of the 
divine man, destined $0 soon to die, to lead the dance* 
H'liich formed a conspicuous feature of the festit^itjcs. 
Court Jem and warriors, old and )'Oung, dance^l in winding 
figuna, holding each other tiy the hand ; and with them 
tlanced young women, who had taken a vow to dantc with 
roasted maize. On their heads these damsels wore erowni 
ot roasted maize; fcscoons of titaiie hung fiom their shoulders 
and crossed on (heir breasts; their faces were painteti, and 
ihdr arms and legs were covered witli red feather*. Dancing 
in this attire the damsels were said to holtl the god Vtuilo- 
poditli in their anns ; but they conducted thcm^lve* wiili 
the utmost gravity and dcconnii. If any man so far rorgot 
liimsclf as to toy with one of the m.tidens, the elder warriors 
dealt with him pn>mptly and severely, reproaching him for 
the sacfliegeol whkh he luul been guilty. Sahagun compares 
these M^ay dance* to the dajtce.4 of peasant men and women 
. in old Ca&cilc. and the crown* of maim worn by the girls he 
compares to the garlands of flowers worn by rustic Castilian 
maidciM in the rnontli of May. So they danced till itighi- 
iil, Aexl tiKirning tlwy'd&nced again, and in the course 
of the day the man who represented the god VitnilopochtTi 
uas put to deatlL tie had the prlvK^c of choosing the 
hour wlien he wo* to dit When the fata) moment drew 
nw, Utcy^ clothed him In a curious dress of paper pointed 
a ^ over with bhick circles ; on liis ficad they clapped a paper 
mrtie decked with eagle feathers am] nodding plumisi. among 
which was fastened a blood-smincd obsidian knife. Thus 
attiittd, with pfden hells iiitglmg at hi* ankles, he led the 
dat^ at all the halls of the fcEtlval, and thus attired lie went 
to his dMth. The priests seized htm, streichcd him out, 
gnppcd him tight, cut out Id* heart, and held it up to the 
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stirt. Hia head wa5 wvereil fratn tlie trank and spiked 
fafcsidc tbe licad of the oilier human gad, had Lieco 
sacrificed titit Jong befoitL* 

in Cholula, a wealthy trading city of Mexico, 
iiierchiims flWfiUipped a god naitied QuctrakcMiiJ, 
imugc, set upon a riclity dcconiied altar or pedeatal in a 
spiicipuj? templci had the body of a iripin hul ihe heat! of a hjputAH 
bird, with a red surmounted by a cieat. the (ace 

dyed yeUoWi with u black Umd Tunning from the eyes to ir» 
bciow the beak, and the tongue lolling ouL On its head 
wft5 a paper mitre painted binifkj white, and red ; on its 
neck a large golden jewel in tlic Shape of btitterfly wmgi ^ 
abotit its body a feather mnntk, blnck, red« and white; 
golden ifitJCks and goldeil sartdak erica-wd its legs and feet 
in the right hand the image wielded a wooden instrument 
like a tickle^ and in the left a buckler coTcred wdh the 
hlruik and white plumage of sea-hirda;* The festival of this 
god Was ceh'brattd on llie third day of I'ebmary^ Forty 
days before the leativaJ " the merchanta bought a slave well 
proportioned, without any rnult or blemish, either of sick¬ 
ness dr of huitt wliotn tljoy did attire with the omfiments of 
the kbd* that lie might represent it forty days. IkfoTC h!s 
clothing they did cleanse bim^ washing hiin twice in a lake; 
which they called the lake of the gods i and being purified, 
ihey attired him like (he fdoL During these forty days, he 
waa much respected for hU sake whom he rei>tesentc<t By 
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nigh I \hf-.y did ir[ipriii<3n him (fii$ hath hccfi i^ixd) le^t he 
ib^iitd fly, aTid m ihc ini:Jrnmg I hey Iwk him out of prison, 
SEtiing him upon an eminent place* where they atrved him, 
giving him cxqnisne meats to eat After i%& had eaten^ they 
\}ut a chain of flowers about his netk, and many 
in b'li hands. He had a well-appomrecl guard, with much 
people to accompany him- When he went through the city, 
he went dancing and singing through all tlie stTOsts^ that he 
might be known for the rescrnblautx of tbdr god, and wheax 
fie began to sing, the women and bttle cliildsen Came forth 
of their huiLM^s to aalute him, and to ofTcr unto him as to 
their god Two old men of the ancients of tins temple came 
unto fiini Jimc before the feast, and humbling thetrr- 
selves before him, they said wlih a low and subrntssivic vofee^ 
^ Sir^. yon imiat understand that nine days lienee the cxeitbc 
of dancing and singing doth end, and thou mi^t then die '; 
and dwn hs muAi an^ver. * It) a good hour/ They cill thlt* 
Dcmtuony Maxi// which h to ^ay, the adver- 

t£aef[!ieiit i and when they did thui advertifW him, they trjok 
very careful heed w'hctbtrf he wen: sad, or if he danced a$ 
joyfully as be wiw accustomed^ ihe which if he did not as 
cheerfully u they desired, they made a foolish supcrstkioii 
in this inttnner They piesenily tmk the sacrifljcing ra?EorSi 
the which they washed and clcariscd from the blood oj men 
'whfch remained of the fonner sacrifices. Of this washing 
they made a dritik mingled with another liquor made of 
cacio, giving it him to drink i they said that this ivould 
make hiin forget what had been siiid unto him, and would 
make him in h 1 manner insensible, reliiniltig to Ills former 
dnnciiig and iiriirfK Tlicy saiil, motcover, that he w^ould 
ofTcr himself cheerfully to licatb* being ciiclianled with this 
drink The cause why ibey sought to take from him thh 
heaviness, wa% fur that they held it for an ill aug^iry* and u 
fom-teUittg of some great Jiann. Tlu- day dT iltc feast 
being come, afEer ihey had dune hitn much honour, ^ung, 
and given him luccn^iep the Hcrificert took him about mid* 
night -liid did sacrifice hrm, as hath been said, offering his 
heart unto the hfoon^ tJie which they did a/tcrwardi cia^l 
against ihc idol, lettjug the bedy fall to the bottom of the 
stairs of the temple^ where such as had offered him look hfm 
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up, Hfliich »*.'crc the merchants, whose feast it wui 
having carried him into the chiefest man’s house .imongsl 
them, the body was drest with diverse Miices, to celebrate 
(at the break of day) the batiqutt and dinner of the feast, 
having first hid the idol good manOH'. with a small claticir, 
which they mailf whilst the day did break, ami that they 
preparetl the sacrifice. Then did all the mcicliants as^inhlc 
It Un» banqiKjii cspctrisJly those which pimlc it m ifaficlc to 
buy and sell slaves, who were bound every year to offer one. 
for the mstfliblance of iheir god. Tin* idal was one of the 
most hof)oiirc*l in all the land: and therefore the temp e 
where he wtis, »vas of great autiwnity. 

The honour of living for a shod time in tJic riliamctcr 
of a god and dying a vfolenl death In the same capaerty 
was not restcicicd to men in Mcxtco; women were allowed, 
or rather compelled, to enjoy the glory and to share tte 
ctooui as representatives of grwtdeases. Tims in t t seven 
month of their year, which curresiiondcd mughly to June, the 
Anecs celebrated a festival in lionoitr of Huixtocihnatl the 
Goddess of Salt. She was said to be a sister of the Rinii 
Gods, but having quarrelled with Uiem she wm bani^ and 
ilrivxn to \jikc up her Abode in the sail ttiittr, ^ 

nr! ttiticiiinuA turn of mind, she Invented tin? of 

c?ctracting £-nll by means of pans; hence ^hc ivorihippw 
by aJl saJt makers gj llieir patron goddcaSw Her gartnww 
were yellow ; on her bead ^be wore a tniLre snrmoiinted ^ jr 
hunches of waving green plumes, i* hich shone with grcaitfh 
Irlrksccnt hues fn the *iin. Her robe and pcltleoals were 
enibroldccrd with patterns aimijUting the waves of the sea, 
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G<*IiJen eaf-rings in tJac form of Itawers daiigkd at hw earai 
golden beJk jltiglcd 4 it tier aiiklcs^ In om liajid she cattEinJ 
a. round abicld p4Unt:ed willi tiic ItuLVc^ of a certain plant and 
adorned with drooping frlnga of pjirrot^' fraihon; m Lhe 
other hand ahe carried hi sioul baton ending in a knob and 
bcirle^kcd with paper, artsHdal fiowers, am! feuther^ Fw 
tell iJay^ before her festival a wotnan personated the goddess 
and WDJV her gorgeous costume; it was her dmy during 
ih«e days to lead the daitcrs which at tliu^ iteason were 
danced by the wornen and girls of the salt'makers^ I'bey 
danced^ yoting^ old, and childreop in a ring, all hoiding a 
cord, their beads cfowneil wjtli garlands of a rrogrant flower 
(dfr/rwwm /adniatit }singing airs In a shrill sapnino. In 
the middle of the ring danoed the w^oman who reprc^uticd 
the godded, whli hirr golden bells Jingling at evrfy siep^ 
brae dishing her shield^ and marking the time of the dance 
and song wlih her baion. On the lest day, ihc eve of the 
festlvaL she had to dance alt night without resciiig till break 
of day^ when she was to die. Old ^mmen supported her in 
the task, and they all danced together^ arm in artn. 

With her, too, danced the slaves who were to die with her in 
the morning- When the hour waj? come, tijey led her* stElI 
personating the goddess, up the steps of the temple of 
TUIoCp folb'tved by die doocned captives. Arrived at the 
suinmltof the pyrainid, the butchery begatt with theeaptivci^ 
while ilic woman &tihod looking on. Her turn being come, 
tliey threw her on her back on tlic block, and whiUj five men 
bold licr clown and two othem compre^s^ her throat wllh 
a billet of ivood nr llie sword of a swurd-fi> 9 li to prevent her 
from scnaimEiig. the prieit cuE open her breast with hlii knife, 
and thrusting hii Imnd into the wotind tore out her heart 
and Hung it Into a bowk Wlien a!) was over^ the salt^maker^ 
who luul witnessed ihe sacrifice wtmt home Ifi sirink and 
make merry.* 
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Again, in llic dghih monJh nf th« Mexican year, wbi’ch SwiHBcwirf 
anim^red in the laiicf end of June tuid the early part 
July, the A^iteo sacrificed a wotnan who [Krwttaied Xilctien, 
the goddess of the young maire-cobs (jtfVwA *rhe reatlvaJ JiiliiiWiii 
at which the sacrifice t€ok place was huld oii the tcjith day 
of tlie month about the time when lh\- maiae h nearly rljw. vjit.* 
and wheu fibres shootintj forth from the gaten car shew that 
the grain fa fully formed, l^ot ciglil days Jn ftjrp the fESiiivjit 
men and w'otnen, clad In rich ganniait^ Sind deeke.^ wi^h 
jewels^ danced and Juing together fn the courta of the tcmjjleSp 
w'ludi \vere l^ritliantly illuminated for the purpo^, RoiV4 of 
tall brariers Up a flickering blaxc^. sind lorelibeatej^ htid 
silofl huge torches of pincw'ocjd. Some of the cJanosrt 
tbcn>s«:]vcs carried heavy torches, whicli flared and fluttered 
Gt 3 they dojiccdh The dancer began at svindo^H-Ti and lasted 
tril about nine o^clock. Kone but tried and dbtmgtatihed 
wutiors might take part in Lliem. The women wore thefr 
long hai f hanging loose on their back and shouldcrc, In 
order that the Upsets of the maiie might likc^vlsc grow bug 
and loofic, for the more tassels the more grain fn the ear. 

Men and wtimeii danced holding cock other by the hnnd^ or 
with their arms muntl each other's waists* marking tfme 
rs^aclly with the it feet to the music of Lhc drums and moving 
out and in among the flaming bra^ticrs nnd torchcp. The 
dunces were strictly decosfouiL If uny man waj dctc<^^ 
making love to otie uf the women dancer^^ he was pubfkty 
disgraced, severely punished, and never albwed to dance and 
^ing in public agam. On the eve of the fcstls'jsj llic woman 
who was to die In the charaetcf ■of *hc Gotidcas ol the Young 
Miii:re wa .5 jLiraycd tn the rich pobef and splendid jewels O 
the divinity whom she pcr^onaledi fhe upper part of her 
tee was painted red and tlic lower part ycltow. proki \y to 
a^hnJtic her to the ruddy and onsnj'fi hue* of the npt 
rnaize. Her tegs and anna were covered with rtU feathers. 

She wore a paper crown decked with a bunch of feathm* 

ncck1ac:c^ or gems and gold encircled her neck : her gntmente 

were embroidered with quaint flgime* i her 

striped with red. In her left hand she Iwrld a nf>und sbkidv 

in her right a crimson baton, Thiw arrayed, »he led ^ 

other u-omeu to oiTet incense tn four difTerent placcA. A * 
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the rest oF the tilght she and they dsticeii and »ng in from 
or the temple of the goddess Xitonen, whose living iirtiigc 
&he wm supposed to be. Tn llu; morning the nobtes dsneed 
n solemn dance by tlicjnsclwes, leaning, or making believe to 
ten n, on s Ulk s of itia i w. The wom en, pra nked w iifi garlan ds 
and r«toatis of ydlow flowers, danced alao by themselves 
along with the victim. Among the priests the one who was 
to act u executioner worn a fine bunch of feathers on Tits 
back. Another ahtwk a rattle before the doomed worn an as 
she mouitted up the steps of the temple of Cintcotl, the 
Goddes of the ^Taim, On Roehing the summit she was 
sdicd by a priest, wljo threw her an hU back, while the 
sacriHoer sm-tied her head from Jicr body, tore out her heart, 
and threw it in a saucer. When this sacrifice had been 
perrormed in honour of Xilotien. the Goddess of the Young 
Maize, the people were free to Cat tlie green cars of mniae 
and the bread that was baked of it No one svottld have 
dared to cot of these things before the saeriFce.*

tweTity-fifth of Dccfimben The image of tSit gwkksi wore - 
a t^vo^faced fna-9k with large moutfis and ptottwdi^E 
The ivoman who rej_ni:scntedi her was dressed in while robei 
and shod with white sandahiH Ov‘cr hcf while iwiittfc she 
wore a leachem jerkini the Sower edge o! which was Cut into 
a fringe of straps^ md to the end of each si nip was fiislcfwd 
a small shclL As she Wetikedi the shells etched logcdief 
anti made i noiijc whieh was beard afar off The uppci 
half of her face was painted yellow and the lower half black; 
afid she wore a wig. fn her hatkl she carried a nautid 
whitewajificd shield decorated iti- the middle with a circle of 
eagle featJicj^ while wfhitc lieroii pttirneip eiidirig in cagk 
feathers^ drooped hom it Thus arrayed arid pcmonallng 
Uie goddc&!t^ tile woman danced alone to inusic played by old 
men, and as she d^tced she iighcrl and wept at the Utonght 
of the death that was so near. At noon or a Ifttle later ihc 
dance ceased: and when the sun was declining In the 
they ted her up Lhc long .tscent to ihc ijiMiinU of Hitilxilo^ 
pochtlis temple. Hchitid her marched the priests clad tn 
the Imppiriif^ of all tlic gods, with masks on their faces^ 

One of diem wore the costume and the miuk ot tJie goddess 
IlamatccutHp whom the vktim also rcprcsentctL Oit 
reaching the lofty platform w^hich crowned the pyramidal 
temple^ they slew her in the usliiJ fashioni wrenched out her 
heart, and cut off her hcftil l hc tlrippiog head was given 
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to the prioit who wore the co^iiimc and loask of the 
^nil waving it tsp and down he danced round the platform, 
followed all the Ollier prioats in ihe attire and maaks of 
the goila. When the dance tuul lasted a certain time, the 
leader gave the aignal, and they all trooped down the long 
flight of fitairs to disrobe themselves and deposit the masks 
and costunie* In the cha(>els where they wcfc usually kept. 
Next day the people indulged in a certain pastime. Men 
anil boys furnished themsclv^ with lillfo bags or nets aluflhd 
with paper, llowem of galiiigale, or greeq leaves of naalie, 
wliich they tied to Stringt^ nnd used tlicfn at inatromctita to 
strike any girl or wt^inan they tuighi meet in llie strecis. 
Somethnife three or four urehinii would gadier round one 
girh beating her till ihe cried i but sntne shrewd wenehes 
went alwui that tlay armed with sticks, with whidi they 
retaliated smartly cm iheir assailanix It waf a penal ufrence 
to put stonea or anything e|$e that could liurt in the 

tn the preceding custom, ivhol are we to make of the 
iri'Ihr^^ saofifice of a woman,^ who pcTsrmated the gpddiMj^ by a man 
ctttwuff ivho aifio wore the costunto and mn^k of the goddess, and 
who immcdi.itcly after the sacrifice danced mih the bleeding 
head of the victim f Perhaps the intentiQn of the strango 
rite was to represent tlie resurrection of ihc fllaln goddess in 
Miiwrad the pcrKiTi of the priest w^ho wore her coTiHumc and mask 
dangled the ^vered head of lier sbughtered representa* 
live. If that was. so, it would explain miottier and 
' ghastlier rite, in which the McxlcAna seem to have act forth 
the doctrine of tlic divine resurrection- This was to fikin 
tlie alain wntiuui who bad iiciaunotcd Uic goddeas and then 
i£> clothe In the bloody skin a man, who pranced about la 
as If he weft the dead w'^umitn or rather goddess come to 
lifei ngaiit llius in the elcfciitli Mexican month, whkli 
corre^pcinded to the latter part nf August and the early ptur* 
of SeptembeTp they edebrated a foatival in IiOfuattr of fl 
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Called rhe Mother of the Gtitb (7>/r# in^M) nr 
Our AnccAtics^ {Ttm), or the Heart of tht Eatih, and they 
tacn^ced ^ ii'«)Tnan: clad in the costume and ornaments of 
ihe goddej*^ She was a sJave boni^ht for iht purpose hy 
the guiWa of (jltyaitLina, stn>rg)eons, blood*kLtcrs^ cnjdwtTe$j 
anil fortune-idJer*^ who parttcubtly w-onsblpped this deity. 
When the poor w^tch caine forth dcdced in all the 
tmpplng^ of the goddess, the people, we are tolJ,^ looked on 
her as equi^^alent to the Mother ef the Coda hrrseLf and 
paid her as much honour and reverence as iffitie had indeed 
been that great divinit)% For eight days they danced 
silently in four rows, if dance it ooukl be colled in which the 
dancers scarcely stirred thetr legs and bodies, hut coniented 
them selves with moving chefr hands, in which they held 
branches of bEossoms, up and dow^n tn tiinc to the tuck of 
drum. These dances began in the ofEenjoon and lasted till 
tlie sun went dow'tn So one migtiE speak during ihdr 
performance ; only some lively youthj mindtked by a 
booming murmur of the lips the rnb-a-dub of the drums. 
Wlion the dances were over, the medical women, young and 
old, divided ihcmseh^fis into livo parties and engaged in a 
sham fight hofgrc the woman who acted the part of the 
Mother of the Gods. Thafi ihcy did to djt'crl her and keep 
her from being sad and ^diliug tears ■ fur If she wept, tiiey 
deemed jE an omen that many men would die In battle and 
many women in childbed, Tlje %M bciwcen the woitict 
oen^hited in llin>w ing balls of mos.^^ imvE^i^ or dowOT at each 
other; and s)ic who fiensonaled the njtjttdesn led one of the 
parties to the attack. These mock battles lasted four days. 

After that they Jed the woman who was to die to tlie 
market-place^ that she mighi bid it farewtstls and by way of 
doing so jihe acatienrd the flour of maiae wherever the went •™itA 
TJic prle^tB tltcn attended tier to a building near the icmple 
ill which she waa to be sacniiced. The knowledge her 
doijin was kept (rom her as lar as possible The medical 
women and the midiv^vcs comforted her^ saying/* Be not 
caat down^ swefthcart j thh night thou shall steep w‘ilh the 
king; therefore rcjoict^ Then they put ml her the oma- 
tuents of tlic godde^s^ and at midnight led het ii> the tempk 
where she was to die. On the passage noi m mitd was 
rr. vi w 
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a|>cpkcn« not m cough was hqafd ; crowds were gathered \o 
* 5 C her pass, but M kept ^ prafaund ^ilenccHi Arrived at iht 
suinmU of the ccmptc she wn& hoisted on to Uic b«tck of one 
priest, while another adroitly cut ofT her head. I'he bodyp 
still warm, was skTiincd, and a Ull robust young man clothed 
himiclf in the bleedinR skin and so became Sn turn a living 
image of the goddess. One of the womans M^lis ivOii 
fbycfl separately, and the skin carried to another temple, 
where a young man put it o\Tr his face as a mask and so 
personated the maire^goddess Cintcolli daughter of the 
MuUicr of the GcmJs^ Meantime the otlscr^ clad In the rest 
of the vkuman's skiitp hurried down the steps of tilt Jempk. 
The nobles and warriors fled before him, carrjtitig blood¬ 
stained bcu3tnj of coachgraas, but ttirned to look bick at 
htm from time to time and smote upon tlielr shklds as if to 
bid him come on. He followed hatd after them and ail who 
iaw that flight and pursuit quaked witii fear. On arriving 
at the foot of tlie temple gF HuitdbpcxrhtHk the man who 
wore the skin of the dead woman and i^rsonatcd the Mother 
of the Gods, lifted up his aimN and stood like a cross befurc 
the immge of the godt this actmn he repeated four tinies^ 
Then he joined the man who per^nated the maiitc-goddes's 
Cfntcotl, and togctlver they went ^ilcrwly to the temple of Uus 
Mother of the liods, where the woman had been sacfifiocd. 
All this time it was night Next morning at breO-k of day 
the irmn who personated the Mother of the Gods took up 
hb post on the highest pomt of ihe temple ; ilicre they 
decked hfm in bJI the gorgeous trapping^ of the goddess and 
set a splendid crowil on his head. Then the captives were 
^ fn a row before liim, and arrayed in all tiis finery lie 
sUughlered foitr of them ivilb his own tiandi the rest be 
left to be bkitcfiifctl by tlic priests. A variety of ceremonies 
and dances foUowctL Amongst cthen^^ the blood of the 
human victims was coHeeLetl In jl bowl and set bcforei the 
man who personated Ihe Mother of the Godo. IJc dipped 
his finger fnto the [ilood and then sucked his bloixly fmger J 
and when he had sucked It he howled his head and uitettid a 
dolorous groan, wlKreat the Indians believed the earth 
shook and trembled^ as did all who heard it. h'inally the 
skin of the slutn lAoman and tl^ skin of her thigh were 
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carried away ajid dcpc^iEed ^jiarAtcIy al twD tnvtTr% one of 
vviiicli 5iDo<l on the (xifislcr of the enemy'at coiJiiir}v* 

Th^t remarkable TefttivTil !n h«imur of the of the Vpimf 

Guda in said to have been Tmmediately i^ocedcd by a shnKfar 
featlval In hofiour of the Maiie Goddess CldeotnerohuatL’ 

The image of this gtHldcdaM^ai of wood and ncpre^iited her 
as a girl of about twelve years of age ti^earing feminine ^ 
omaments {jointed tn coltnirs^ On her head wai r% 
liastcboand mitre; her long hnirfoll on her shoutdofs; in tier 
card she hatl golden c»trrfugs; round her iieek »hc wore a 
necklace of golden maixe-onbs strung; On a blue ribbuitn and 
in her hnitda she held the likeness of matw-cobn titadc of 
bothers and garnished wirh gold. Her feittiVfih which w^as 
ob^rved throughput the whole oountiy^ with great devotion 
on the fifteenlh day of September^ was preceded by a sinct 
fast pf seven day^ during which old and youngs sick and 
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whole, Ktc tioihing but broken victuiils rind dry bread and 
drank nothing bwt ws^tjot, acid did penance by draivint; IjIocmJ 
tforn thetr cars. Tlie blood so tlrau^n w*v> kept in vcsacla, 
which were not scoured, so ihal a dry orics^ formeti over it. 
On tlie day before the fast bc^ati the fK:ople ate and drank 
to thpir heart'i content^ and ifciey sdnetihed a woman m re¬ 
present AUatatonan, the Godticss of Lepers, dtessinj^ her up 
iit an appropriate eostunie. When tlsc fast was over, ihc 
high priest of the Lempk of Tiiloc sacriGced lire woman in 
the usual way by tearing out tier hcait and holding it up as 
an ofTcring to the auni. tier l»dy, wiUi all the robes und 
omamenifl ahe Imd woiiii was ea.=it inro a ueli or vatiU in tlid 
tcmpki and along with tins corjise were thrown in all tlie 
plates and dhlt^s ditt of which the people had eaten, and ait 
the m»u on which they barf sat of slept during the fast, aj 
if say^ the hi^torian^ they haii been Infcclerf with the plagvie 
of leprosy. After tliat the people were free to eat bread, 
salt, and tomatoes ; and immcdUtely afler Lite »icrhi^ of 
the wotnan who personnted the Goddess of Lepruay llury 
sanctified a young slave girl of twelve or thirleen yeurs^ the 
prettiest they could flndj to repn^nt the Mais&e Goddess 
ChicoinecohuatL They invested her witii the oirriLimenL^ of 
ihe goddess, putting ihe mitre on her head and (he mai^- 
cobs iT>imd her neck and m lier hiirids^ and fastening: a green 
feather upright on the crown of her head to imitate an ear 
of make. Thia they rfidp we sre told, in order to signify 
that the make was almost ripe at die time of the festival, 
but because it was dtill tender they chose n girl of tender 
years to play the part of die Mattie Goddess. Tlic whole long 
day they led the poor child in all her finery^ with the green 
plume nodding on her head, ffom hnusc to house djindng 
ineiTily to cheer people after Uic dulness and privatlorifl of 
the fasL 

ewtlng all Ute people assembled at the tcniplct 
iite courts of which they lit up by a muhitude of lanterns 
and caiidleiL There they pawd the night wilhoiit -IcepmB, 
iiiirJbiA^ anrf at midnight, while Ui^ trumpeU. flutes, and hums d\ 3 r 
coufserf solemn muAkv a portable framework or palaruluin 
was brnughl forth^ Udeckerf with fesliKint of maii^CHjoba and 
pcpjicrs and iillerf with seeds of all oorOk Tlrf^ ihc bcartrs 
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set do^vTl at the dfJOT of the chnmber in n'hfch the uroodcn 
imiige of the goddess stood* Now the chamber wm sidomcd 
and wireallieili both outside and irisldc, wilh wreaths of 
malzc-cobs, pcp|ici^ pumpfct!i5> roflcs» and seeds of every 
kind, a WinJet to behold : tlsc whole Hoor wm co^TrciJ 
deep with thcRo verdant ofTcrings of the pious. When the 
rtiii-^ic Ceased, a solemn procession camti forth of priests and 
digrtitarics^ with flaring lights and smoking censers, leading 
in their mtdu the gLfl tvho played the p;trt of the goddess* 

Tlien they made tier mount the framtwcifki. where she stood 
upright on the tnaiste and peppers und pumpkini with which 
it tvRs strewedt her lumds lesting on t^vo bannisters to keep 
her ffoiri falling Thcti tin; priests swung the smoking 
ccfiscrs round her; the mtisje struck up again, and while it 
played, a great dignitary of the temple suildcidy stepped up 
Id her with a ra^r in tiS^ hand and adi^Uly shore off iJjc 
green reaiher ;ilic wore on her head, together wftEi the hnir 
in which it was fastened, snipping the lock otT by the root. 

The featiter and tlje hair he then presented to the wooilcn 
Inmgc of the gcddcisA with great solcjunity and eJubomle 
cere monies, weeping and giving her thanks for the fmlla of 
the earth and the subufidjint crops whidi slic hail bestowed 
on the people that and a» he wept and prayed, all the 

people, standing In the courts of the teftiple* wept imd prayed 
w'irh him. When that ceremony was over, the girl deiecndetl 
from the framework and was escorted to the place whcic site 
was to spend the rest of the night But all the |wopk kept 
watch In Ui& coiiris of ihe temple by tile light of torches tiU 
break of day. 

The morning being come, and the courts of the temple 
bdng still crow'ded by the niuliititdc* who would ha^r; ^^ai4 
deemed it sacrilege to quit the prednets, tlie ptests ^feS!LUf*^ 

bmuglit forth the damsel attin^ fo the costume of Ipc ift 
godetess, with, the mitre on her head and the cob* of mfiiac 
about btr neck. Again she mounted the ptwlabk? 
work Or paltuiquio and stood on hi supporting heiacif by hw 
bands on die bantilstfif^i. Then the elders of tlie tempk 
lifted it on theh idinuldcrs, and while some swung buruiiig 
ceiiicre and oIIiot played on in n t runicnts or sang, ih^ 
carried It in proci^inoti tbrougH the great cotirtj^ to the 
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hall tjf the lluJtdInpochtli and then back in the 
cttarnbsr^ where Stood the i^ocHiIcn tmage of the Maize GruJ- 
whom the girl frtrr^onatcd- There thc^' caused the 
damucl to di:ik:cnd ftoni the palanquin and to atand on the 
heaps of com and %egemble» that had been spread in pro¬ 
fusion on the floor of the sacred chamber^ While she stood 
there alt the elders and nobles came fn & Hfae^onc behind the 
other, cafir>ing the saucers of dty and cEolted btcjod ivhieh 
they had drawn from their ears by way of penance during 
the seven days" fusL One hy otje titey squatted on tbe[r 
haniiches before hcr^ which was the cquivaJent of ratling on 
ihcir knees u ilh us, and smiphig the crust of blood from Uie 
saucer cast Ft down before her os an ofTeriitg In tetuni far 
the beneHts which sJie, aa the embodiment of the Maize 
Goddcio, had conferred tii^on. them. When the men had 
Lhus humbly ofrered (hutr WckkI to the human fcprescniaiive 
of tlic goddess, the women^ forming pT long line, did so like¬ 
wise, each of them dropping oei her hams hcrore the girl and 
scraping her blooii fram the saucer* Tlic eeremony lasted 
a long time, for great and smalE^ young and old, all without 
exceptintf had to pats before iJw {ncamatc deity and make 
their tifTenng, When it was over, the people iciiimcd home 
with g!ad liearti lo feast on flesh and viands of every* sort as 
mcmly, we are told^ as good Christians at Easier panake of 
meal and other carnal mercies after the long abstinence of 
Lent And when they had enten and drunk their fill and 
rested after the night wutchp ihcy* returned quite rcfrtdicd to 
iTie temple to see the end of the fcstlvaL And the end of 
tlie festrvaJ was this^ I'he muhlludc beiug a&scmbJedp the 
pnests soleniDly incensed the pfj u'ho personated the god* 
dess; then they threw heron [jcr baek on tite heap of coni 
and seeds, cut off her head, caught the gmhing blood in a 
tiibj and sprinkled the hldod on the wooden image of the 
goddess, the vralls of the diamber, and the offerings of ooft*, 
peppers, puropkina, seeds, and vegetables H'hich cumbered 
the floor^ After that thi^' flayed the lieadles^ trunk, and one 
of the pnesEs made shift to squccjee himsdf into llic bloody 
s-^iu. Having done so they cUd him b all die robes which 
the girl had wom ; they pui tlsc milrc on his hebp the 
jicekbcc of golden maiie-cobs about his neck, the imize^ 
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eobiof rcaihcTs and in hh hands ; mA thus amyed 
they led liiin forth in public, all of them dancing to tJic luck 
nf drunu white he aeltti 3u< fujjicttnui, iklpping and po^Luriiig 
flt the head of the proccision as briskly as he wnld be c*- 
peeled to do, inegrnmoded as he by tlic tight and 
clammy skin of the gif I and by her clothes, which must hA\t 
been much {oo small for a gmwri 

tn the foregoing custenn the identification of the yming iflrtiritA* 
girl w'iih the Maize Goddess appears to be complete* The 
golden maiKC cobs which she wore round her neck^ the artf- 
ficial mai^ cobs which she cniricd in her hatids^ the green 
feailieT wliicli was stuck in her hair in imitalion (we are told) ®i M*jw 
of a green ear of mAifCp ah set her forth us a persordfication 
of the corn-fipirit; and wd are expressly informed that she 
was specially cho^i as a young girl lo rcpresicm the young 
mai^c, whJcii at the time of ihc festival hud not yet fully 
lijiccied- Ftmhcr, iier hkiJtificatieii with the corn and (he 
dorri'goddess was cJearly aanouficed by mnking her stand on 
the heaps of maize aTid there receive ihe hoinugcajid bloods 
oficdfigt of the whole people^ who thereby ralurncd her 
thank* fer the benefits whicli in her character of a divinity 
she wa* supposed to have confcrfcil upon tbcni- Once 
more, rite practice of beheading her on a lieap of eom and 
seeds and sprinkling her bloody not only m the image of 
rile Miiiti: Goiidess, bul oa the piles of maize, pepijcra* 
pumpkins, and vegetables, can seemingly Il&v* bad no 

other object but to i|uicken and $trengthcfi tlic crop* of corn

and the fruits of the Q^nh in general by [nfudin^ into their 
reprcsetitatfvci the blood of ihe Com Goddess herself* Tlte 
anaJojiy of this Me^iiean sacriricCp the meaning of which 
appears to be fndliipiitable* may be alluivcd to strengthen 
the trtterpretation which T love given of other human 
itacrifii^cs giTcred for the erops^* ff the Mexicati girl, ^vhiise 
blnoil woii sprinkled on the maiiEp indeed personated the 
Maite Gc]ddea»i It becomes monc tlian ever probable tlmt the 
giri whoae blo^Kl the Pawnees similarly sprinkled on Uvescred 
com pcTMinatcd in tike fitariner the female Spirit of the 
Com; and so t^ith the other human beings whooi other 
have slaughtcfcij for the sake of promoting tlic gTowiti 
of the crops. 

Lastly, the conelucllng act of the sacred dramai in whtch 
ilie body of the dead Malsce Godded wa:^ flayed and her skin 
wontfc together with all her sacri^d insignb. by a tnan who 
danced befare the people in this grim attire, seems to be 
best explained on the hypothesis thal it was intended 
to ensure that the divine death should be immediately 
followed by the di%dne resurrceiioo. If that wras so. w'e 
may infer with some degree of probability that the pmcticfi 
of kilitng a human representative of a deity has commonly^ 
perhaps always, been regarded merdy us a meaLts of per¬ 
petuating the divine energies in the fultiess of youthful 
vigoiifp untainted by the weaken and Frailty of age, from 
iMhieh they must Iiavc snnered if the deity had been allowed 
to die a natural di^alh. 

This jntcTpretaiiOfi of tlic Mexican cu&tom of fhijung 
human beings and permitting or requiring oihcr persons 
to parade publkly in the nkin* of the victims may pcrliap 
be confirmed by a consideration of the festival at which ihii 
strange rite w^aa observed on the largest scale, and which 
accordingly w'tnt by tlie name of the Festival of the Fbj^ng 
of Aleu It was celebrated in the second 

month of the A^tac year, which corresponded to the last 
days of Fcbruaiy and the early part of March. The exact 
day of Ihe festival was the twentieth of M.irch^ accord* 
ing tci one pious chronicler, wlio notes with unction that the 
bloudy rile lei I only one day later tharl the feast which 
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Holy Churcb solcdinkcs hi luiiour of the plorioiia St 
Josepk The god whom the A^ttcs worshipjwd in lUis 
rtradge fashEoii wa* named Xipc, " iho Flo>'<?ia One;" ot 
Tol'je, " Oitr Lord* On titis occasion he also bore the 
sokmn name of YouallaMaiii 1who drinks in the Night'* 
ilis image was of stone and represcnlcd him in haman 
form with hi» raoulh open as if in <lie net of speaking ; liu 
body vfBs painted yellow on the cn» side and dmb oil itie 
other ; he wore the akin of a ftaj-ed man ot-cr lus own, with 
the hands of the victim daiigJijig at his wristi On hi* 
head he had a hood of various colDum, and about Ids loins 
A grocn petticoat reaching to hts knees with is ffinge of 
small shells. Jn hb two hands he grasped • raUJe Uke ilic 
head of a poppy with the seeds in it i while On h» Jcit ‘‘mi 
hcsupporicd a yellow fihield with a red rim. At his festival 
die McKicans killed all the i-risoncrs they had taken in war, 
men, women, and children. The number of the victims was 
very great. A Spanish historian of the sistectith century 
estimated that in Mexico more people U*<nl ^ sacrificed 
on the aJtitr than died a notunil death. All who were 
sacrificed to Xipc. ' the Flayed God.* were themrelifea 
nayetl, and men who had made a special vow to the ^ pul 
on the skins of the human victims and went ab^ut the aty 
in tJiat eiiise for twenty dap. being cverj-whene wclconwo 
and revered as [(ring images of the deity. Forty ay* 
before the festival, nceonling to the ii^storian Duran they 
chose a man to t«f»naic the 

insignia of the divinity, and led Win about tn^P'iWi^ ‘^olng 
him as imicb reverence all tJicsc days as if he Had really 
l*er, what he pretended to be

On the day of the fotivat these inoiwl 
other prisoners, with the cxccptkw ti a cw w 
reserved for a difTcrent death, were kiUr^d W 
The scene of the -bughlcr was the pl-lform on 
of the god lluiUllopocMIi’a templt Sc-mr ’J* 
wretches fainted when they came to the oOl o 
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and hcid to !ie dragged up the long nlaircaje by the tiair -ol 
their luradj, ArrivctI ui the summil lhc>^ were skughteriid 
one by one on the ^tonc by the high who 

eut open their breasts, tore out iheir hearts^ and heid them 
up to the suiip in cuder to feed the great Imninary with the^t 
bleeding rclioL Then the bodies u^erc sent rolling dcr^n the 
staircase^ clatlcriitg arsJ turning over and over itke gourds 
as they.bumped rrom siicp to step dll they reached the 
bottociL There they were revived by other priesis, or rather 
human butchers, who with a de;<!eTily aoquirftd by practice 
slit the back of each body froni Ihc nape of the neck to the 
bceU and peeled off the whole skin in a single piece aa neatly 
as if it had been a iheepskin. The skinless body was tliCr 
fetched away b)-^ iiB owner, that is, by the man v^ho had 
captured the prisoner in war. He look it home with him, 
canned Jt, sent one of the thighs to ihc king, and dUict joints 
to friends^ or invibctl them to eomc and feast on the carcase 
tik^ihh^ in his house. Tlie >ikiiis of the liuirLaii victfrns were also a 

captors, and werc knt or hired out hy 
them to men who had made a vow of going atioiii elail [n 
the hides for twenty daj^ Such (nen clothed in the 
recking sbfna of the butchered priiuincrs were called 
Xixipetne or Tototcctiii after the god Xipe or Totcc, who« 
living image they wer* esteemed and whose costume they 
wore, Among the devotees whn bound themselves to this 
pious e^^ercbe ^verc persons who sufTcred from loathsome 
skin ijisca^^ such ns smallposc^ ab^esscs^ and the ftch ^ and 
among them there was a fiiir spririkliiig of debaiichtxsi who 
had dtunk lilemseLvcs nenrly blind and hnped to recover the 
uitC of their pmeioua e^-cs by parading for a month in this 
curious man tic. Thus arrayed, they went from bouse to hottfc 
tlinoitghmi! the dty, entering everywhere and asking alms for 
the love of GofL On entering a house each oT Lbesc rcvcucnd 
palmers was made lo sit on a heap of leaves; fcaljcions of mntie 
and wreaths of dowers were placed round hi!!i body; and he 
was given w sue lo drink and cakes to cat. And whim a 
inrjTher snw one; of these filthy but 5ai]CtEfic:d ruffians |KtJ^ing 
along the street^ she would run to him with her infant and 
put it in his arms that he might bless It, wdud^ he did w'itU 
ujictjun, receiving att akts from the tiappy mother in return. 
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Tlweami tigs of these bcifcing-lrlara on ihcir rouniiswcrescime- 
tima confiiderable, for Xhc ricli people nrwRnlAl them Jiaiid- 
»)mciy. Whatever they wete» tlic collcelora paid iTicrn in to 
tlic ow(wni of the ikln*, who Uius made a pmllt by hiring out 
tliBW valuable artictei of property, Evwy night the woarera 
of the irkins depoiiltoti them in the temple atuj fetched them 
■igatn neat monting when they* tel otil on their raunda. At 
the end of the iwenty days the Hkins were ilryv liard, 
ahriwsllcd and shrunken, and they itnelt so villalrtoudy that 
people held their noses when they met the holy beggars 
arrayed In thrir fetid! mantled The time being come to 
rid themselves of then* encumbrances, the devotees walUcd 
in soiernn pfocessioTi, wearing die rotten shin A ami stinking 
like dead dogs, to the temple called Vopico, whero Ibcy 
strlp|X;d themselves of the hidci and plunged them into a 
tub or vttt. alter which they wajhed and scmhbrd them»e!vo 
thoKnighly.while their fricnils smacked tlicir bare bodies loudly 
with wet hands in order to squccj* out tltC human gitriuc 
with which they were satuotted.

Totcc^ Hfs human nepreaentativc wom, over the skin of the 
tlayed maii» all the gpkndicl trappings of the deity. On his 
head was placed a curioiiS dfOivn decorated w'uh rich feathers. 
A gohicii cftsccnt dangled from hh nose^ golden earrings 
froai hh cars, and a necklace of hammered gold encircled 
Ills neck. Ills feet w'crc slitHi m fed shoca decomted with 
quairs fcatlicrs ; his loses were begirt with a pctticoaL of 
gorgeous plumage p and on his back three small paper Hags 
nntteretl and nisltcd In the ivind In his left hititd he earrW 
a golden shEdd and In hh ng!it a rattlCp which he shook and 
rattled as he walked with 4 tnajcstic dancing step Seatj 
were always prepared for this limrutn god i and when he sal 
down, they oflerod him a p^sic made of uncooked malu- 
llnur. Also they prescntcit to him little bunches of cobs ol 
matic chosen from the secd^com - and he leecivcd as olTcriirgS 
the first fruiu the firat flowers of the seasosin’ 

In the eighteenth and ln$t month of their year^ which 
fdl in January^the Mexicans held a fe^rtlval in honoirr of the 
god of fire. Every fourth year tlie (estival was celebrntcd 
on n grand scale by the Mcnfice of a great many men and 
woEricn, husbands nnd wives, who were dressed In the 
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trnppTtiga of ihic fire-^iod »nd TCgsirdcil as Ids living 
JlDiinc! hftnd and foot, llicy wfrt thrown alive into a great 
furnace, anti after roasting in it fur a little were raked 
out of the fire before they were dead In Order to allow the 
priest to cut the heart* out of tiielr scorched, biiitwal, and 
still writhing bodies in the usual way,* The intention of the 
sacrifice probably was to maintain the Firc^god la fuil 
vigour, lest he should grow decrepit or even die of old age, 
and insiokiincl should thus be ile|>rived of his valtulile scr- 
vitjcs. This imjwTianl object altaincd by feeding the 
fire willi live men and women, who thu* as k were Jiotired 
a fPL-ah stock of vital energy into the veins of lltt bire-god 
and perhaps of hta wife also. Sut they had to be riikni out 
of the flames before they were dead ; for clearly it would 
never do to let them die in the fire, else the Fire god whom 
they pcfsonalcd would die also* hot the sotnc iriLson ibeir 
liearU iiad to be torn from their Iwdies while they were still 
palpitating; wtmt use could the Fire-god make of human 
hearla (hat were burnt to dtiders? 

This was the ordinary mode of sacrificing the (luman 
reprcsenlativei of the Fire-god ever)' fourth year. BlU tu hnuwiTfrf 
Quaubtitlw), a city distant four leagues from t!« city of jN ^ 
Mexico, the custom was dilTcRUiL On the eve of the festival lUia, 
two women were beheaded on the aJlar of the tmpte and 
Afterwards fiaycsJ. faecs and *11, and thcjr thigh bone* p-k-uwI 
extracted. Next morning two men of high rank clothed 
Ihcmselvet In the slir^^ including Ibe skins Ot the wtimens 
facat. which they pul Over ihrlr own; and thi» airaj-cd 
and canying In their hands ihr thigh bon« of ‘he 
they came down the steps of the temple roaring like w,|d 
beasts, A vast crowd of people had assembled to witoe» 
the spectacle, and when they saw the men coming 
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down th<^ itepf ii> the drippir^g skins, brnridhtiing I he 
bone^i ami Iwillowing like Hie}* were filied with 

fear and said. “There come our gods I“ Arm^d at 
the foot of the fit4ilinca^ these human gods engagisd m 
a dance, which thej- kept up Ivt the rat of the day, never 
divtjfthig themfseJ^-ei of the bloody akfns till the fcstlvAl waj 
over.^ 

Ttt p,. The theory that the cu'ttom of wearing the skin of a 
Aayed mari or wommi imd jiicfsonaiiiig ii god in that 
costume is Intended to rcpreteiit the fesunrcciion of Ihe 
deity derives some support from the cla^a of persons who 
made a vow to miisqucradc in the skitis. They wcitf 
have setOi, especially inen who sunerecl fwm diseases the 
m iqni^ la ftkin and the eyes! they hoped* we ure told^ by wiearing the 
skins to be cured of their ailmcntSi and the old Sp-Tobh 
monk who records the belief adds diyly that some wort 
cured and ^me were not} We may conjecture fhnt by 
Tbfl ilia donning ihc skins of men who had acted the fiOrt of gods 
they cx]:>ccted Lo sJough oflT ihcSr own diseai^ oid skins 
TivikxJ and to acquire new and healtliy sktnj^ like those of the 
ThU notion may have beeri suggested to them hy 
Khz obwrvarian of certain ajiimaia. such a* serpents and 
STwita li^^rds, which seem iq renew iheh >'cmlh by caitlng Ihzlt 
^^kini and appear refreshed And renovated in new imegu- 
ments. That mn ny ravages hav-c noiiced ^uch transforma- 
iiirif iktiii in xhiz animal wcwld is pro^’ed by I he tales which tome 
of there Tell to accounl for tlic origin of death Among man* 
kJmL Fcrr example, the Arawuks of British Gutiina say 
that man wi^ creeted by a good being whom tliey call 
Ktmirumarry. Once on n ttnu: diii kindly creator cumc to 
earth to sec how his crentine mom was getting on- But 
men were 30 ungmtcfu) that they tried to kill their Makcfi 
Hence he took from there the gift of immortBlIty and

In Annam the>' say that MgoC hoang sent a rncaBerrRcr Sitmc* 
from heaven to inform men that when teached old him>^^u] 
they fihaatd change theif skins and Uve for ever, but tiiai 
when serpents grew o1d» they miisit die. Unfnrtonaldy for 
the human race tho taesfiage was pcivwicd in the tranrtnis- 
&ion^ so thai inen do not change thcif ^khis and m «hcie- rt.*!*, 
fore mortal* wlicrcaa serpents <io cast their old 
accordingl)' five for ever* Aceof'difig to the naJlve* of fftiiJ 
the per^ionage a'ho a'aa charged by the creator with the duty 
of putting the last touches to mail broWc his fait on barunHS 
in'itead of on river-crabs, ns he shoaitl have done; fw had 
he only eaten river'Crabs* tnen a'oiiid have changed tlicif 
skins like erttbs. atid like crabs would ha« newr died 
liut the scipctiUt. reiser in their jjjencTation than men, ale 
the crabs, and that is why tisey too are imifiorUh* Siorie* 
of the same sort lure ctnteiit rtmong the Mdafi^lani 
* Thus tike nalivcs of tin? GsreUe Peninsula in New Bfita »i 
aecutinl for tlte origiit ofikatk by a lafe wry like that toW 
in Annam, The Good Spirit, limy »y. lovctl men and 
wished to make them iminorwi. but iw: hated serpents an<J 
wished to hill them. So he dcsp^tdicd his brotticr to itmn- 
klnrt with thi,cheering m«wi«e : “Co tomcn and take them 
the secret of immoftalUy, Tdl them to cast their skin ev^ 
year.

^ we all kjiow> irten die ^nd 5erpcnS5 live for ever by 
aiinuftlly casting tbdr &k\ns} Ag^Jn, if we ean irtist ihc 
iraditiops of the Birnks* Blanfler? and New tlcbridean^^ 
there was a time when men did really ca^t their jkiiia and 
renew their youlh. The iiiclanchoTy change lo mortatity 
was brought about by an o!d wewnan, who iinfortunalely 
resumed lior old oast-off skin to please an infant^ which 
squahtd at seeing her in her nevr intcEiiment.* The Gallaj 
of East Africa say that God sent a certaiti bird 
“the sheep of God ^ lo tell men that they would not die. 
but tliat whm they grew old they would slough ihdr 
skins and so renew their youtiv But the bird fixjlishly Of 
maUciously deUverod ihc mCiS^e to serpents instead of to 
iMti. atid lhat is why ever since men have bceti tnorbd and 
serpents imtTioilaJp For that evil deed God piniiBhcd the 
bird with a painful fnalady front which !t suffers to this 
day, and It sits on the lops of trees and rnoan^ and waUs 
jierpctusiJIy * 

itrnccihA Thus it appears that some peoples have not only 
observed ihe cuaous fransfonnations which certain nniwialt 
undergo, but have imagined that by means of such tranifor- 
rtiation$ the animab periodJcally renew their youth ai^d live • 

fmwitwif for ever* Erom such obsirrvatloits and fancies it is an ea.sy 
lhe conclusion that man rniglit similarly take a Ircih 
lease of life and renew the lease mdcfinilclyi If only he couW 
contrive like the animab to get a new akin. This dtslrabk 
obJecT the Mexicans apparciitty sought to accompibh by 
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flaying men and wearing their bleeding ihini tike gertneitls 
thrown over their owit< Uy m doing perwriK who iiiflered 
from cutaneous disuaecs hoped to acquire a new and hcaltliy 
skin : and by so doing the prie-its aitempted not menJy to 
revive the gods whom they had just alaio in the pcfsorts of 
ibcir human rcpreacntatives, but also to restore to their wasting 
and decaying frames all the vigour and energy of youth, 

The rites described in the preceding {utges ituffiee to runent 
prove that human saeriflecs of the sort I suppose to have 
prevailed at Arlcia* were, aa a matter oF fact, system- 
htically offered on a large scale by a people whose level i^hipta 
of culture was probably not infenor, if indeed It was not 
distinctly superior, to that occupied by tire Italian race* sf 
at the early period to which the origin of itc Aridan 
priesthood must be referred. The jxisilivc and (nduhitable ]a 
evidence of the prevalence of such sacrifices in one part of 
I be world iTwy fC’^^nsbly be allowed lo strenglbCfi tb^5 
probAhiltfcy oF Ihcir prtvalcfi-c* in places for wbkh the 
cvideRCc h less full tod truslwofiby. Taken aJI te^cther, 
the focts ivhtch we have pai&cd in miew to shew thst 
the custom of killing men whom their worshippen icg&Td 
u dJvmc has prevailed in many parts of iIjc worlds But 
to cltitch the argument it I* dearly dcstrablc to prove tliait 
the custom of putting to death a huirmn reprcscntalis'c of 
a god was known and practised in Biwlci^t Italy dsewKcn? 
than in the Arician Grov^ ThX« proof I now propose to 
adduct.

AABtui In An ^Ailler part of ihii book wc saw ihni mnny peoples 
Iiaift; been u*^ to observe an annuaj pcr!ix!l of lioeriu^ 
when ihe tiijwinary restraints of law and morality aic 
thrown aside, when the whole populatjon give ihemseivci 
up fo extravagant mirth and jollityp and when the daTlcer 
passions find a v^ni whidi would never be allowed them 
in the mote staid and sober eottfse of ordinary life, Stidi 
outbursts of the pent-up fqtce!« of human riatuiei too often 
degcneraling into wild orgies of lust and erlme^ occur mo§t 
commonly ac the cad cjf the year, and are frequently asso- 
ehtted, as I have had occasioit to point out, with one or 
other of Ihc agriculnira} seasons^ especially with the lime of 
sowing er of harvest Now, of all these perjods of IIcchk 
^ hc one whicln U best known md which in modern laii- 
guages has gl^Tn its tiLvine to the rest, U the SatumallL 
Thi* famous feilival fell In December, the last month of the 
Kotnan year, and was popidarly Jup|>osed to commeinofatc 
the rndny reign of ^timip the god of sowing and of 
husl^aiidry^ w^Iio- lived on earth long ago as a righloous 
and bcfirfr^nt king nf Italy, drew the rude and scattcfcd 
dwellers on the mouitobs together, taught them to tfJJ the 
gratmd, gave Uvem lawi, and ruled in pc^, I fU reign was 
liie aUed Golden Age: the earth brought forth abimdaotly; 
no sound of war or itMcord tro-ublcd the happy world i no 
btleful love of lucre worked like poison tn the blood of tiK 
{ndiistriDus and conteoled peasantry^ Slav'ery and pfivntc 
prtipeny were alike unknown: a)] men had all things in 
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coiTiincsii^ At liist the g'OoJ god^ the kind I v vardjihrd 
sudd^^iily ; but hi!i memory' was c]ieri«bctl to dIstruJt 
shrines were PtJired in liis henaur, wnd mnny hiJJi and y^h 
places In Italy bore hh nattu^* Yel Ibe bH^ht trtiilitlqn of 
liif rei^ was crossed by a eJatk sliadow : fib almis 4 rc mid 
to hav$ been stafned with the blooiJ of human vkliitua, for 
whfifn a inorc mcrciftil age afterwards sutmtlliileEl eflUgiev* 

Of thi^ i^Ioomy sUlc of lUc gixPi reli^tan ibere h Uulc or no 
tmee in tlie descriptions which indent writers have left m 
of the Saturnalia. Feasting and revelry and all the mad 
pursuii of picaiiiirc are the feaiures Utat le^ni ED hnv^ 
capecMily marked this carnivil of inliquity^ ru il went on 
for icvctt days In ihc sireob and public squam and houm 
of ancient Romo firom the mcntcenlh to the twenty-thitd of 
December." 

But no featuie of the festival is more re markable, nothlitg 
in it seems to have struck the andents thettiadies mnrr 
than t^ie liccuae granted to slaves at thb timie. The 
dliiittnctiaii between the free and the semb cla»es waa 
lomporarily abolbdietJ The stave mighl rail at his master^ 
mtoxicale himself like his bettern. sit down at uble with them^ 
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and nor even a u-oid of rei^roof would be adminEStercd to 
Mm for canduet which at any other season m\^hi have been 
punfi^hed with stripes, imprworiment, Of death.* Nay. more^ 
inaytcr^i nctually changed places with thetr slav'csand waited 
on Utem at table ; aiiE] not till the dcrf had done eating and 
drti^kJng was the board desired and diiicier set for hk 
master/ So far was thi^ uiven^bo of ranks carried^ that 
cadi liotischold becjune for a time a mimic republic tn wliidi 
the high offiocs of state were dlsdiarigcd by the jiaves^ ^^ ho 
gave thdr ooiers and laid dawn the [aw u if they were 
indeed invested with all the dignity of the coitiitiUhip, the 
pnictornhip^ and ilie bench.* like the pab Edlection of 
jwwcr I hits recorded to bortdsmcn at the Saturnalia was the 
mock kirt:y:^htp fur which freemen cast lots at the %ame 
scasom *Fhe person on whom tiic lot fell enjoyi^l the title 
of king, and issued commands of a playful and ludicrous 
laamre to his IcmporaTy subjects. One of them he might 
order to mix the wlne^ another to drink, another to singi 
another to daneo^ another lo sfKxak in his owf\ dlyprabc. 
another to cany a flute-girl on his back round the hou&e.^ 
NoWp when we Temcmbcr that the litaerEy allcuvcd lo 
sliives at thin festive fteaaon was suppoiied to be an imiiadDn 
of ibe state of society in Satum^s lime, and lluit in general 
the Saturnaiiii pa$^ for nothing more or less than a 
temporary revival or restoration of Ihe retgn of lhal merry 
ruoEiaroh, wc ate tempted to aurnii«? that the mock king 
who presided over the revets may have originally reprt^scntdtl 
Saturn lilmscit The conjecture Is strongly conflnncd, if nol 
cslahlishcdi by a very curio ns and hitercating accoiinl of the 
ivay in which the Saturnalia was arlebr^itvd by the Raman 
soldiers stationed on the Danube En tile ruign of Ma^^simian 
arul Diocletian. Tlur account i^ preserved hi a narnitivo oi 
the muttyrilom of St Dasiua, which waji uneurlhed from a 
Cl rock tn;tnu:OTfpc In the Farin^ library, and publlfitstd by 
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Pfofesor Frant Cisfiioat of Glicnu Tuo briefer 
of th€ <£vi^Tit ^nd of ihe custom airc contaltii::!! b 
at Milan and lierHn; oftc of them had already «j)ern the light 
la an objure volume prititcd at UrblniO in 1*^7, but its 
importance Sot the htstory of tite Roman rdigiofi, loth 
ancient and moilemj appears to liavc been overlooked unlfl 
Professof Cumoiit drew the nttcntioii of Acholaw tn all three 
narratives by puhlirihjng them logeiher some ycani Rgo} 
/^ocordang to these nairativeSp whfeh have all the apjwiiraiice 
of bein^ aulhcjitic, and of which the longest h prciSaably 
based on olTidal documents, the Romaii sotdieri at Diifr^ 
starwm in Lower Moctia cofebra^ed the S^ttumaUa >^ftr hy 
year m the following manner. Thirty dayi^ before the 
featirul lliey chose hf tot from amongst thcniKlvei a young 
and hariidsoine marij who woa then clothtil in royal attire to 
resemble Saturn.. Thus arrayed and attended Ly a multi¬ 
tude of sK^ldicrs he W'ent about in pubhe with fuU Itoeiisc \o 
indulge Ills passions and to taste of cvci^*' pleasure, however 
base and shameful. But if hU reign was mcnyi it w^as ah&fl 
and ended tmeically ; for when the tldriy days were up and 
the festival of Saturn had come* he cut hfa own throat cm 
the altar of the god whoto he pi^rsonatcd/ In ihc year 
503 A,IV. the lot fell upon the Clirlstlan so!<licr Da»ti% but He 
refused to play the part of the heathen god and ^il his tust 
days by ikbaucheiy. The threats and arguments of hi$ 
commanding ofRccr Ha^us failed to shake His constancy* 
and accordingly he \v^ Ijclieaded, as the Christian maftyr* 
ologlst rworda with minute iMJCumcyt at Durostorum l>y 
the soldier John on Friday the twcnUcth day of KcRember^ 
being the twenty-fourth day of the moon, at the fourth 
hour. 

Since this niirr.itive was published by Professor Cumont, 
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'nvEoim- its hhlorical character, which had been doubted or denied/ 
has received strong confiniiation from nn Fniercsting dis- 
lim munjff covery. Iti the crypt of the cathedral which erowoii the 
promonlof>’ of Ancona there h preserved^ amon^ other 
remarkable antiqu 11 Ics, a white rojirblc ^arcnphag^iis bcarhig 
a Grech inscrlptioi], m cbaracteini of the age of Justinian, to 
the following effects " Idere iiei the holy martyr Dasinsp 
brought from Diirostonira/' The sareoplmgus iva* irans* 
ferred to the crypt of the cathedral in iS4S from the church 
of San Fellegriito, under the high sdlaf of wliich^ lu we learn 
from a Latin imeription let into the masonry^ the martyr's 
bones atin ropouc with those of two other ^intSL How long 
the Harcaphagus w,is dc^Kistieil in the chutcli of San Peilt- 
grttiOp we do not know ; but ft w rmorded lo have been there 
in the year 1650. We may suppose thnt the saint's relics 
ivcre tranaferred for safety lt> Ancona at some time in the 
imubicd ccjituHes which followed fais martyrdom» ivhcn 
Moesfa w'a-s occupied and ravaged by successive hordes of 
barbarian invadci^^ AI all events it appears cectaii) from 
the independent and mutually confirmaioty evidence of the 
martytology and the monuniEUiis that Dasius was no 
mythical saint, but a real man. who flijlTctetl death for his 
faitli at Durostonim in one of the cajly ceuturies of the 
Christian era- Fitiditig the narrative of the niumtle^^ maftyr- 
ologlst tlrus established as to the princifia] fact recorded^ 
namely* the martyrdom of St, Diisiuii, we may reasonably 
accept his testimony as lo the manner and cause uf tlw 
inartyrdain, all the itiore because UU iiAfrativc b preci^^, 
circiiinstantjiih atid emircly free from the miraculous elemenii 
Accordingly 1 eonclude that the account which he grves of 
tJie cclebratJon of the Satumjiiin among the Roman soldiers 
is trustworthy. 

This acojiint sets In a new and lurid light the office of 
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ih* Kinjj of the Saturnalia^ the andent Lewi of Misrule, Tin bhk^ 
who presided over die winicr fevels at Rome In the lime of 
Horace and of Tacittia, Tt seente to prove that hk hosincas bay &-*» 
hail not always been that of a mere harlequin or nteny- 
ariilftw whose only tare was that the revelry shniild run *f™m 
Uiidi I lie fun grow fast and furiouj, while the fire falaxed 

and crackled on thft hcartbi w'bilc the streets swarmed wills 
festive crowdSi and through the clear fm-ity air, far away to 
the north, Soractc shewed his eorouaJ of snow. When we 
compare this eomie mcnareh of the gay^ the rmll/ed ^ 
metropolis with hU grim eounierfiart of the rude catnp on 
the Danube^ and when we retncinber the long array ofiuUid 
similar figures, ludicrous yet tragic, who in olhcr ages arnJ 
ill oEhcr lantU^ wearing mock crowns and wrapped in sceptred 
palL\ have played ibeiir little pranks for a few brief liom rr 
diiys^ then passkid before their time to a vlofenl death, we 
can bnrdty doubt that in the King of the i^turnalsA at 
Rome, a^ he is depicted by classical wrEtefs^ we see only a 
feeble cmfi5culuted copy of that original^ wboftc strong 
features have been forturtfilely pfcacrvcd for lia by the 
obscure author of the AT^r^Tfyr^difffr 0/ Sfm DastUM* in other 
Mmrda, the martyrologiat'a account of the Batumaha agrees 
so closely with the accounts of similar rites clsMiwhere, winch 
could not possibly have been knoivn to him, that the 
subatanLi.1l accuracy Of hh dcscriptfoTi may be regarded as 
established ; and further, since the custom of putting a mnclt 
king to death as a representative of a god cannot have 
grown out of a practice of appointing him to preside ot'tr a 
holiday revel, whereas the rc^^erse ma}' wry well have 
happened, wc are jiistifii!^d in assuming that in an earliff

good god who gave his life fer the wochL In Rome iteclf 
and other great towns the growth of eivlUrattoEi bud prob¬ 
ably mitigated this crticl cuvtom lotig before tlic Augu^ilan 
age, and tramfonned it into Uw: innocent shape it wears m 
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the writings of the few c Epical writers who liestuw a 
passing fiolice on the holiday King of the Saturnalia. Euf 
in remoter districts the oidcr and atemer practice may long 
have aarv'tved ; and even if after llm ittn^lcatien of Italy Lbi 
barbarcpu;$ usage was suppress by the l^oman govcmmenl, 
the memorj' of It would be handed dow^n by tjie i^casanti 
and would tend froiB time to time, aa atiU happciu witJi the 
lowest forms of aupcf^tlon among ourselves, to lead to a 
fccrtidiiscciice of the practice, especially among the rude 
soldiery on the outskirts of the empire over whom the 
once Icon hand of Rome was beginning to relax its graspt* 
Tijje The resemblance between the Saturmha of ancient 

and tlffi Carnival of modem Italy (ms often been re* 
nwked; but in the light of all the facts that have co/ne 
before m, we may well ask whether the rcscmbrancc does 
^aiLusL identity. We have seen that in Italy, Sp^ln, 

and Tiatfce, that b, in the coimlrics where the Jnlluertce of 
Rome has bceii deepest and most Jastingi a conspicuous 
feature of the Carnival is a burlesque figure personilying the 
festive scasorip which after a short career of glory and dk' 
sipation is fiublbly shot, bumtt or otherwise destroyetl, to 
the feigned grief or genuine delight of the populnee,^ if 
the view here suj^ested of fhe Carnival is correct, this 
gmtc5ique personage h no other than a direct jucccswjlt of 
the old King of the SaiumqlEii, the master of the revefi, the 
tea] man who personateii Saturn and, when the reveU were 
owr, sufTcred a rcai dc^ith In his assttmTjd character. 1'he 
King of the Bean on Twelfth Night and the mediaeval 
Bishop of Fools, Abbot of Unreason, or Lord of Miijride 
are figures of the same »oft and perhaps have had a 
slnnilar origin. We will consider them in tlie foi[owing

The cuslom of clcetifig by lot n King and often also Th» Rini 
a Quwn of the Bean on Twelfth Night (Epiphany, titc 
iixth of January) or on the eve of that festival used to 
prevail hi Franco, Belgium, Germany, and England, and ' 
it 13 still kept up in some parts of l-'rancc. it may be 
(raced back to the first half of the sixteenth ccjitnry at 
least, and no doubt dales from a very much more remote 
antiquity. At the French court the Kings themselves 
did not disdain to coimtcnance llic tnocfc royalty, and 
Louis XJY, oven supported with courtly grace the shadowy 
tlignhy in his own person. Every family as a mte elected 
Its own King. On the eve of Hie festival a great cake waa 
bsked with a bean in Itj the cake was divided in portions, 
one for each nirmber of (he family, together with one for 
God, one for the Virgin, and somtlitncs one also for the 
poor. The person who obtained Uie portion containing the 
bean was proclaimed Kiitg of the Ikmu. Where a Queen 
of the Bean was elected as well as s King, a second bean 
was sometimes baked in the cake for the Queen, Thus at 
Klankcnheim, near Neuerburg, in the Eifcl, a black and a 
white bean were baked in the cake ( he who drew the 
piece with the black bean was King, add she who drew tlw 
white bean was Queen, In Fniiiche-Comt^, at the be* 
ginning of Lite nineteenth century, they used to put as many 
wliitL haricot beans in a bat n> there were perKHis prcs«U, 
and two coloured beans were added ; the beans were drawn 
ai hjtphfijjtTd from ibp liat by child* und they who g)ot ihj 
coloured bcuna ivctt: KtfiR ufid Qifeeu* 
perhaps dscwlwre the practice was to put a bean m the 
cake for the King and a pea for the Queen.

So far, apEtrt front the crosses chalked up to ban hob- 
goblicLf, u-itchts, and bugSi the Kinfj and Queen of the Bean 
inlghi scejn to be merely playful personages appointed at a ofuwiswn 
reason of festivity to Ifiad the revels- However., a more 
icrioui significanee was sometimes attached lO the office 
and to the eeretnonlcs of Twelfth Day in geucrah Thus in 
tjoiTOtTie the height of Ihc Ui:tiip crop in the coming year 
was prognosticated from the height of the King and Queen; 
if the King was the taller of the two, it ^ns supposed dial 
llte iTmle hemp woukl be higher than the fcniale, hut that 
the contrary would happen if the Queen were taller than the 
King,* Again, in the Voiig^s ^Tountalns, on the borders of 
Fninehe-Comtii it is cuatomary on Twelfth Day for pccrple 
la dance on the roofs in order to m^ke the hemp grow UlL* 
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Furthizr» jti Tn^ny pta4:4:^ ihc bcEiis uisrd in the cake w^rz 
ciu'ri4:d to the church to be blciwcd by the clcrgy^and people 
drew omens from the aike as to ihe j^ooct or ill that would 
nkn^ftifoii befall them throughout the yoat. Moreover, certain forma

Tlie villages vie wiih each other in the number 
brilliancy of the fires they can exhibit on this occad^, 
Wooils xnd hedges arc scoured to provide the matenaia for 
ihe blaze. Torches of sti»w wound about poles are pro¬ 
vided in abundance ; and armed with them men and rtowen, 
lads and lasses, boys and girls, potff forth from the Uous« at 
nigliLfiill into the fields and orchards.

old witch; they sing, drink, and dance round it without 
this festival they tliink they should have no crop" Tins 
explaiLitmti of the large fire on Twelfth Day is remarkable 
and may supply the key to the wimto custom of kindling 
fires on tlw fields or in the oreharids on that day. ^ive 
seen that witches and fiends of various sorts are believed to 
lie lei loose during the Twelve Days and that in somr places 
they are formally driven away on Twelfth NIghi.' It way 
well he that live fires lighted 00 that day were everywhere 
primarily intended to hum the witches and oilier makneent 
beings swamimg invisible in the misdiief-lfidcn air, an t a 
the benefit supposed to be conferred by lire fires on the crops 
was not so much the positive one of ijuickcning e growt i 
of vegetation by genial warmth as the pegs live one o 
destroying the baleful influences which would oiherwi« 
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Uaat iht frdfta of the 4:ami and of the trees. Thb inter- 
pretzitlosi ot the Kngir&b and French euatom of lighling fires 
hi fields and orchards on TwcIflJi Night k fonfirtned b>^ a 
iwidfel custom observed by MaEcdoLnan peiisants for the 
estpress purpose of hui'ning up certain malicious fiends, who 
arc believed to be abroad at this season. These noxious 
beings are knosvn aa XarJttffffj:&ri nr S^^isants^ri, They are 
tiiought to be living people* whether men or women, w*ho during 
the i'welvc Bays are Irnnsfoniicd into bojijbte monsters, 
wllh long fimlSp red ttccs, bloodshot eyes, snoiicring nosca^ 
and slobbering moutM In thk hideoLis guise they roam 
about by night Haunting houses and making the peasant’^ 
life welUiHgh uiibeaiuble ; they knock at the doors and 
should il«y be refined admittance they will &cramble down 
the chimney and pinch* worry, and dehle Uic ilcepcrs id 
their beds. The only way to escape from ihese tormentors 
is to seixe and bind slutm fast with a sIjtiw rope. If you 
htt^-e no such rope or yonr heart fails you, there h rioihing 
for it but to abut yourseif up in the hous« before dark, fasten 
the door t4;hU block up the chimney, and wait for daylight i 
for it is only at night that the tuimtstcns ate on the prowb 
during the day they ttsurne their ordinary human sbutKt 
However, in some places slienuoiia efTorts are made during 
the Twelve Bays to destroy these hateful nocturnal goblins 
by fire* For example* on Christmas Eve some people 
burn the K&rkaMfzdri by lighting faggots of holm-o^^k 
and throwing Uicm out into the streets &t early dawn. In 
other places, notably at Mclenik* they scald the rlends to 
death on New TcaFs Eve by means of pancakes friziling^ 
and his^ng in a pan. Wlu)c the gocidvidfe is baking 
tile cakes, the gochrltnjin dUguiscs himself as one of the 
fiends tn a fur coat Ltimed inside mu, and in hia assumed 
clutradrr diiTities and sjiigs outside (J^e door, while he invites 
his ivife to pin blm in the dance. In otlier diatricta people 
Dollect fufigota during the whole of Uic Tw^elve Days and 
lay tlwin up on the hearth Then on the Eve of Twelfth 
Night they set fire to the pile in order that tl\e gob- 
tins, who are supposed to be lurking under tlic allies, 
may uiteriy perilW Thus the view that the large fire in 
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Hcrtfcrtxlshirr on Twelfth Night l& intended lo burn the 
otd witeh i5 r^r tnore probahic than the opinian rt 
^ rcprcaents the Virgfn Mar>^* and that tJic oiluif twelve fires 
stand (or llie twelve apo^ttes-^ This laller inlcrpretatioti is 
in all probability nothing more thmi a Christian gloss put

In these English ami Irish eustoma obsm-cd on 
Twelfth Night the twelve fifCi or candles probably refer 
ciiher to the tWelft days from Chrisltnaa to Epiphany or 
to the twelve morths of the year. In favotw of this 
view it n»ay be said that according to a [lOptilar opinion, 
which hna been reporteii In England' and b widely* 
diiTused in Germany -and the German provinces of Austria, 
the weather of the twelve days in question detennincs 
the wcRther of the twelve foll(»wing months, so that 
from the weather on each of these day* it is possibte 
to [uedlct the weather of the eorrespondtog month in the 
ensuliig year,* Hence in Swabia the days are catled “the 
Ti^vrU'c Lot Days'*;, and many people seek to piy into the 
futuine w‘!eI] scientific precision by means of twelve circles, 
each subdivided into four quadrants, which they chalk up 
over the purlouj door or inscribe on paper.

T*his curious coineideiioci if such Jt is, betivutti the winter 
festiviiU of the ancient Ayan* of India mid tJtcir modem 
kinsfolk in Europe seems to be bet explained on tlie thetny 
that the twelve day-s In iiucstiod derive Usclr sajirtity fmtn the 
position which they Dccnptcd in the calendar of the primitive 
Aryans, The coinddetKic of tlw name for month %i‘ith Ibe 
name for moon in the vnriou* Aryan lanijuagcs* points lo llic 
conclusion timithe yenr of our remote anesatofs was primarily 
ha»e<l on observation of the moon mlhcf than of the sun , 
but as a year of twelve lunar monllis or Ihtcc hundit-il and 
fifty-four duya (reckoning the month* at iwcniy-niiic and 
thirty days alternatclyl falls ahfft of the volar year of tli^ 
hundred and aixty-five and u (juartcr days try roundly twelve 
days, the discrepiincy could not fail to rtttiact the Btleittion 
of an intelligent people, such as. the primitive Aryan* must 
be suptioscd to have been, viho had made soom progTCsa lii 
the arts of life ! and llic nifar obvious u ay of removing the 
dlscreimncy and equating the lunar with the solar year n to 
add twelve days at tlu: end ol each period of twelve lunar 
months so as to bring the total days of the year up io^«c 
hundred and sixty-ri*. The equation w not indeed 
exact, but it may well liive been sufficiently lai for the 
rudimentary sden« of the primitive Aryans. As many

it has been proposed to cstpiaiii the manifold supensd- 
lions which cluster miiiad the Twelve Days* or ralhcr the 
Twelve Nightsk. as they am more popularly callcd^^ by feferenoc 
til the ptacc which they occupy in the Christian caJcndari 
beginning as they da Imincdiatoly after Christmas and ending 
with Epiphany,* But, in the first place, It is dilHcitlt lo see 
w hy die inicrr%'al between tlicsc iwt:? particular fc^tival^ ^oulti 
have attracted to itself a greater maia of superstitious belief 
and eu&tom thaji the interval Ivetween any other two Christian 
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rE:ativAl!» tn tlic calendar i if it really did so, the ground of 
iu special attracUon U still to seek, and on this csseqiia] 
point the axlvocaU^ of tlic Christian origin of the Twelve 
Nights throw no light In the second place, the superstitious 
beliefs and customs Uwioaelves appear to have no relation to 
Christianity twit to be purely pagan in character. l,iistl/,a 
fatal objection to the theory in question is tJiat tlic place 
of the Twelve Days in the caJendur is not unifomity fisted 
to the interval between Chriatma* and Epiphany; it varies 
considerably in popular opinion in difTcrent places, but it Is 
Significiint that the variations never exceed certain enm- 
paratively mnow limits. The tweive-days' festivaJ, so to 
speak, oscillates to and fro about a fixed point, which is 
dth.;r the end of the year or the winter solstice. Thus in 
Silesia the Twelve Days an: (tsiially r«kon«l to tail before 
Christmas instead of after ft; though in the P«U#h districts 
snd the mountainous togton of the country the ordinary 
German opinion prevails that the ilay* imnwdiiloly follow 
Christinas* In some parts of Itawaria the Twelve Days arc 
counted from St. Thomas’s Day (the tweniyfirat of December) 
to New Year's Dnv i widle in parts of Mecklenburg they 
begin with New Year's Day and so eoiticlde with the first 
twelve days of January* and this last mtide of reckoning 
find* favour, as wc saw, with aojtie Celts of llrittany and 
Scotland.* These variations in the dating of tire Twelve 
Days seem irreconeliable with (he theory that they derive 
their lupcrstiUous chitmelcr purely from the accident that 
they fall between airislmas and Epiphany ; aocondin^y wc 
may safely dismiss the theory of ihoir Christian origin arid 
Rcognixe. w'ith tnany good aullioriticii* in the Twelve Days 
the rrlira of a purely pagan festival, whidi was probably 
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celebrated Joitg befarr the foimdatlon of Clirij^tlanity, Jn 
truth the hypcihesis of the ChiwtInn derivation cif tbu 
D^yi in .lU pmbnbilily cfcactly Invcrlrt tlte historical 
order of the facts. On the whole ihe evidence goiss to 3hew 
that the great Chrbtian fe^tJvah were arbitrarily itined by 
tite church as to coincide witit previously c^^ifirLlng pagan 
festivals for iHl-^ ^^ake of weaning tJije hc^^then from their old 
faith aj«i bringing them ovtsr to the new rellgiori.^ To make 
Uie transition as easy as possible the ecclesiasticJ auLhoritics^ 
in abolishing tlie ancient rites^ appainted ecrernonjes of some¬ 
what similar character an the iame days^ or nearly so, thus 
filling Up the spiritual void by a new creation w'hieh the 
wonhipper rnigbt accept ns an adequate substitute for what 
he had lost. Chrislmas and faster, the two pivots on w^hich 
the Chfifttian calendar revolves^ nppear both to have been 
instituted with this iniention: the one superseded a mid¬ 
winter festival of the birtli of the gun-god, the otlier super- 
sedcii a vernal feativaj qf the death and resurrection of Uic 
vpjer*tion-god* 

If tht twelve days from Christmas to Kprpb^riy wtsrc 
indeed no anrient interealmry period Itiscrted for the purfiusc 
HP ctjtiating the lunar to the solar year, we can betli!r wntler* 
iupn-fi^ Stand mt cunous superstitions thLil have claBteoed mund 
si^Uj^ j quaint ciistoms that have been annually obficrvixl 

during ihdr continuance. To the primitive mind it might 
vt'eU seem that ^ intercft1ar>' period siands oulstde of the 
regtjkf order of tliingn, forniitig |>art neliha- of ibc iunar nor 
of the solar systeni ^ It is an excrescence^ inevitable but 
tinaccountable, which breaks tire smi^qth sutfucc of orditiaiy 
e^iiteiii^e^ an eddy which intemipts llire even flow of rnonths 
atid years, Hence it may bcitifefTed that the ordinary rules 
of coniluct do nut apply to such extraordinary period^ and 
that accordingly men may do Jn them what they would never 
dream of dning ai other timet. Thus intcrutary days lend 
to drgeiiemte friio WttKins qf unbiidled license ; they form 
an intcrrcgtium during which the custom ary te-tfain la of law 
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and moraltty are suipunded and tlw ordlnarj' abdicate 

tlicir authuiity !ti fevouf of a (emporory rctpsnt^ ft wn of 
puyjiet klnjji who bcjira a more or less Jndcftaite, cnpriekius, 
and precartous Jiwaj,* over a cominunity gii'cn up li>r .1 time 
to rifrt, ttjrbutence, and diiiorder. If that is so — tliougli it 
inuRl be confcMcd ihJH the view liere suggested U to a great 
extent conjectural — ‘We may [lerhafis detect the last surviving 
representatives of lucb kings in the King of the Ucan 

and other grotMijue figure* of the same sort wiio used to 
paraiti! tvlih l!ie mimic jwinp of sovcieiEtiiy on one or 
other of the twelve days bt.tvi'cen Cliriatmu and Eiiijihany, 

For the King of the Bean was by no irieaii* tin* only #ueh 
ruler of the festive season, nor wai Twelfth Night the only 
day on which ha and his collcttgues playcti ibdr pranks. 

W’c will conclude this part of our suhjcct with a brief notice 
of some of these miirrimcr*. 

In the first pince it deserres to be noticed that in many Thf 
parts of the continent, such as Fraucc, iipain, Helgiotn, 
Germany, and Austria, Twelfth Day is regularly associated Xitta 
with three mythicJil kings iintnerl Cnspar, Melchior, and 
Bullhasar, and derives its popular appellftliott from ibeni, 
being known in Gcntifoiy and Auslrfa ** the Day of the 
Three Kings and in France as thr Festival 

of the Kings Fets). pprthcr, it has been customary 

in many places to represent the three kings by oiummers, 
who go about arrayed ia royal costume from door to doof, 
sittgiog song* ami colketing conlTibUtioris ftotn the hniisc- 
lioldt which they visit’ The eustoia may very well be older 
than Christianity, thongb U has leechxd a Christian colour¬ 
ing; for the mythTCal Wiigs are commonly identified with 
ibe wise men of the East, W'ho arc mM to have been attracted 
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to the tnfiuit Christ sir fkthlehetn by the sight of lifs star in 
the sky.' Vet there is no Biblical aulborfijr for rcgardine 
thc»c wise men as kings or for ttxlng their nunilier a° riiret. 
In FraiKheComti tlic old custoxa is stiil observed, or at all 
events it ivas so down to necctit years. The Tbiec Kings are 
persoTiated by three boys dressed in long white filiins with 
colouied sasbes round Ulcir waists ; on theJr heads they kkw 
pointeiJ mUres of posteboanl ducoiatcd with a gilt star and 
floating ribbotu. Each canics a bng wand topped by a 
atuTf which he keeps eonstanlty turning. The one who 
personates Melchior has his face biaclccned with soot, because 
Mclehbr la auppoaed to have been a negro king. When 
they enter a house, they sing a song, setting forth that the>’ 
arc three Icings who liivc come I'ratn Hires iliflcient coMTitrJes^ 
by a star, to adore the infant Jesus at Bethkhem. After 
tlto song the n«^ king solicits contributions by shaking his 
money-bojc or holding out a bosket, in which the inmotes of 
tlie bou^ deposit nuts, apple* and w forth. By way 
of thanks for this Illn^Uty the three kings chant a stave in 
which they call down the blessing of God on the botmcbold,* 
The custom is similar In the Vosges Mountains, where tJte 
Three Kings an: held iu great vencT^on and Invoked by 
hedge doclora to e/Teet various cnita. For cNBinptr, if a 
mw dfoiis to tlic ground with the fdUng sickness, you need

to roaka the cure complete you must knock ihtee nails into 
earth on the precise spot whero he fell; each nail must 
ejmclly of the length of the patient’s little finger, and as 
you knock it tn you must take cate to uttcf the sufferer’s 
name.

The picture u Ui 
thought to protect the wearer not only from epHep^yj he^- 
ache, and fever, but also from the jicrJls of the roiids, from 
the bite of tnad dogs, from sudden dc^th, from ^orcety and 
wildvcraft* Whatever its origiji, the festivaJ of the Three 
Kings gees back to the middle ages^ for it is kiimvu to Jiave 
been iideluiited with great pomp at Milan In 1336. On th;it 
occasion the Three Kings afipcartal weiuiiig crowns, riding 
rithly caparisoned fiorses* and surrounded by pages, boiiy- 
guardjiu and a great retinue of follnwen Bsfyt^ them wan 
carried a golden star, and they oHered gifts of gold, frantrtn- 
cen&Sf and myrrh 10 the Infaru CJinst cradled In a ntanger 
beside lltc high ultiir of the ehiirch of SL Itustorgius," 

In our own country a popular hgirre during the Chmtnms t^i 
holtda3^ u$cd to be the Lord of -Mbrrak. or* fls lie wai called 
in Scotland, iht Abbot of Unreason, who Icrd the ceveli at 
that merry acai^n in ihe hftlU of collcgts, the Inti* of Court, 
the palace of the Idug, and the inan$}oii.i of nohlw.^ Writing 
ut the end of the alxtceiiib centuni^ tho antiquary John Slow 
tdJs us that, **in the fcR'it of Chrii^maS) there was iit the 
King^s houi!** wheresoevxf lie was luilgcdt ^ lAifd of Misnsk* 
or Master of Merry Diajiorli: and the like had ye in the 
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house of evtry iiobrntiQn of honpur or good wofshtp, were he 
spiritual or temporal. Amongst the which the Mayor ttf 
1-oridoR. and eiibcr of the Sheriffs, had their several Lords of 
MiKnite. ever coiUending. without ({uaifd or offence, who 
should make the rarest pastimes to delight the beholden. 
These Lords beginning their rule on ^MhoUon eve. continued 
the same til the morrow after the Feast of the Turificatidn. 
ootnTnonly called Candlemas day. Jn all which Space there 
were fine and subtle disgufsing;^ masks and mummeries, 
witii playing at cards for couiitera. nalli, and points, in 
cverj- house, more for pastinic than for gain-"' Again, 
in the seventeenth century the ardent loyaHst Sir Thomas' 
Urquhan iviote that -Uury may be likewise «dd to use their 
king , . . os about Cbrialmas we do the King of Misrule! 
whom we invest with that title to no other end, but to 
couitienance the Bacchanalian riots and preposterous disorders

Uiat Ids tordstiip mtumed them with a note, In which Jie 
Informed the Master of the Rc\-ets that the gentJemen of 
tank and position a-bo were to wear tlicse liveries stoucl too 
much on thdr dignity to be seen prancing about the stiwis 
of Undon rigged out In such old stops. The Lords of Coinicjl 
had actually to mterpose in the petty squabble between the 
two potentates.'

rites of Ifie church the priests, wearing gfolcique rna'ilfs atid 
somellmra efne^^ n» women^ ibnccd In the ehoir aail utng 
oh^nc chants; Jaymen disguised os tnoiiks and mins 
mingled with the clergy: the ahar was tmnsfbrmed fiito a 
tavernp where the deacons and subd^cont ale lamages and 
black-puddings or phytd at dioc and CAttln unikr the nose 
of the ccEchrsim: and the cnnwfs smoked with biEa of old 
shoes insiead of inccrisep fililng the church with a foul utenctL 
Alter ptoyiiig these pranks and runnings leaping^ and cnttlhg 
Capers through the whole chinrch, they rode about the town 
in mean carts, CMhanging scurrilitioa with the crowds of 
laughing and jeering specinitorv* 

Amongst tftc bsiffDonErica isf the Fe^ilSvaS of Foob one of 
the iTiOiii remarkable was the iiitrodoErtioTi of uo asa into ihc 
church, whcfc various pranks were played with ihe animat. 
At AiJton the usis w-as led with greai wremony to tiu; church 
under a cloth of gold, the cnrticrs of which were held by 
four canons j and on entering the sacred edifice ihc animal 
Wat wrapt In a ficli cope, whOe n parody of the mass 
performecL A fcgular i^tiu liturgy in glmificallon of the 
ass Was chatiicd on l Irene occasiems^ end tlte eclcbr^^iit pi'tcfii 
IiTihated the braying wf an At Beaiival.i the ceremony 
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was ficrriinnrd cvcjy ^ir On the fuurtconth of January, A 
yauni; jjirJ with n cUiy in Kcr arms rode oij the back of ibt 
asa in inutalfnn of the Flight into Egypt. Escorted by the 
clergy and the people she wjls led in triumph from the 
cathedral to the pariah church of St. Stcplicn. There $lie and 
her us were introduced into the chancel anti stationed on the 
left side of tliC altar; and a long mus was performed which 
coiialstei] of scraps borrowed indiscrioiinatciy fnam the services 
of many ctiufch festjvn t j thmughtJut t he year, i n the i ntervAh 
ilirC singers tjticiiched thek tliust: the congregation fmitatedi 
llidf example; and the M# vou feel and watered. The 
services over, the {miiiial was hraiighl from the chancel Into 
the nave, where the whole coiigiegation, clergy and laity 
mixed up together, dunced round the animal and bmyed 
like 44^ ]“'ioflIly, after vespers and compline, the merry 
procession■ led by the precentor and preceded by a huge 
Ituilern, defiled through the streets to wind up the duy wiih 
indecent farces in a grst theatre erected opposite the 
diurch.* 

A reUection or dimmntivc copy of the I'estival of 
bbw ne Fools wo the Fcriival of ihe Innocents, which was oelebriitcd 

Innocents' Day. the tweniy^igltth 
VnvK December. Ibt cuitom wat widely observed both In 
France and Englnnd. In Tiaiicc on Childermas or tlie eve 
of the festival the choristers aascnihlctl In tiie chuteh and 
cbiwe cow of their number to be a Boy Bishop, who oflkialctJ 
In that e^rocter with mock sotemnity. Such Ijurlcsquea of 
ccclcsuisitcd riiual appear to luivc been common on that day 
•n monasterici and convenU, where the oflkea {rerfonned by 
the dergy and laity wem Inverted for tire occasion. At ifir 
l-riirciKwi wortiutBry of Antibes, for example, the lay 
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brotUrsTH, who umially worker! In the khchcn and the 
garden^ took the place of Ihe prfesti» on ChiJdertiiiiA mid 
oclchrattd iHAss In church, eloJ in tittered aaccidotul veit- 
iTi^nt3 lurnod inajde out, lioidlng^ the book» up^hle down, 
wearing spcctitclfi* made of orange pe«l^ munil^ftig an un-^ 
inteUi^iblo and uttering frightful erje*^ These 

hulTwiietics were kept up icrtalnly a* Late a4 ill* dghteeiilh 
oenmr)^/ and probably lalir^ tn the great eon vent of tlie 
Congregation dc Notre Dame at Piuria dowfi to the tniter 
pan of the zibetecnih century the nuni and tbeir girl pujiil» 
regularly exchanged parti on Holy Imwcenti* Tlie 

pupiU pretended lo be ntiris and a leJecl few of them were 
attired ai such, while ihe nuns made belbvc to be pU[>fli« 
without liowever changing ihd-r 

In England the liloy Eitthop was widdy [kopul&r during 
the later rddb Ages and only suocitmkd to ihc ftiislcrlty 
or the Reformation. He h Imown, for exattipSet *o bavt 
O^ciatcrl in St FauPs, London, rn thecathcdmbof Salbbury, 
Exeter, Hereford, Gloucc^itefi Lichfidd^ Norwich, Lfnooliii 
and Vork, in great collegiate dmrehes $udi as Eeverley 
minster^ St. Pcter'i^ Canierbury, and Ottery St, Mity s, in 
college chapels such aa hiagdtkn and AM SmiU* at Oxford* 
In the private ehapeTs of the king, and in many |mri.fh 
ehurches thmnghout tiic country. The election iijually 
made on St Nklmlas's Day (the sixth ot Dcccmlier), but 
the ofBce and autbortty iMsifxI lilt Hoty Inncrants^ Day (the 
twcnty-elfflith of December).

And we may oonjcclure that ju^t 
p^s our modem peitfianis stilt draw omens from the Twelve 
Day^ for the twelve auccec^Jing monllis, w the old Celts 
drew omuni horn tlK thirty days oi ihe intcrcatary month 
for the thirty months of the two and a halT sucttotlbg yeank 
fntleed we may sLippone that the reformers of the calmdar 
LransTerred^ or attempted to ttansfer^ to the new intcrealary' 
liianth iJic whole of the qunJnt cuatoms imd ffirperstitiona 
which horn time immemorial had diistcretl rosind the twelve 
inlerealiiry days of iho old year. Thus* like the old Twelve 
midwinter, the thirty day a of the new intercalary 
i mvir Uy n.' month tnay have formed an interregnum or break in the 
orflfnaty ooui^ of gnvernmefit, a tumehtiory pen'od of general 
licen^, dining which the ordinary rules of law atid muraiiiy 
were suspended and the direction of nfTairs commfUed to a 
rnore Of less farcied ruler or King of the 
Heaiii who may possibly have liad to pay wiU* hia life for 
his brief migri of thirty days. The Boatiug traditions of 
fluch ineiry Rionarcha iind of the cmelEif bappy-go-ltjcky life 
under them may baix ctyiitallljted in after ages into tlic 
legend of Satuni and lhe Golden Age. If tha! wa« so— 
and I put foru'iutl the hypothcaU for lU) tnofe than a web 
of conjectures woven from the gossamer threads of popular 
supcraiitfon—we can understand why the Twelve Daysj 
JntefcaJnicd every year tn lhe old caloidarp should have 
survived to tlw present day tn the memor>^ of the pcaple, 
whereas the thirty days, inicnealated every two and a half

As the CamU'al ia alwa)*s hdd on the last ihtec days Tl» 
before the beginning of Lent, ita date shifts sonSEwbat from 
year to year, bui it invariably falls cither in February or 
March. Hence it does not coincide with the dale of the 
Saturnalia, which wlihin hi^toricai lime* seems to have b«ii 
always celebrated in DcEcmber even in the old days, berore 
Caesar’s refonn of the caJendw, wluai the Roman year ended 
with February hitead of December.* Vet If tiic Saturnalia* 
llkte msir^y other seasons was originally ctlcbf^tctj 

as a son of public purification at the end of the old year or 
the beginning of the new one^ it may at a still mow remoie 
period, when the Roman year began with Msfch, imve been 
r^uiarly held either in Kebruar)" Mar<h iherdor* at 
approximately the same date as the tnwJnn CamivaJ. & 
stfotig and persistent are the ccnsennitive instincts of the 
fjeasAiitrv in respect lo old custom, ibal tl woulrl be no 
matter for *urpfi« if. in rural dfitricts of Italy, the rnident 
festival continued to be celebrated at the aiiaeni lime long 
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#ftcr the Olhdat nkbracioti of the SAtiimalla in Ujp hjwi« 
hftd been shifted from l^cbruary to December Lat/n 
CbristiimUy, which struck at the root of ofRcial or civic 
paganism, has aJwH>'s been tolerant of Its rastfe coimhii, the 
popular fesiivnts and cercinonies which, Uiuiirncli.*d by poJItleaJ 
and rellf'toas revolutions, by llic pasdog of einpirxis and of 
gods, have been canied on by the people with but ittile 
change from time immemcifiai, and rc{>nfS(:ttl in fact the 
originit] stock frnm which the state mligluas of classical 
antiquity were comparatively kle offaboots. Thus it may 
very well have come about that while the new faith stamped 
out the Saturnalia In the towns, it suffered the orTginal 
festiirah disguised by a diffcretioe of date;, 1* linger unmolested 
In the Country j and so the old fctuit of Satun}, uTjder the 
oKHlern name of the Carnivult has FceonquCTed the cities^ 
and goes on merrily under tlie eye and witli the sanction of 
the Catholic Church. 

llicopinion tliat theSahtmnlia originally fc]] in Fclsniaiy 
ot (he bcgintdng of March receives some support frocn the 
cireumntanee that the festival of the Matronalia^ nt which 
minresse* feasted their slaves just aa iTuu>tera did llidfs ai 
the SatLimalio, ntwat's coutmued to be held on IJtc first of 
March, even when the Roman year began wiili January.* 
It it rurthcT not a little recommended by the consideratiori 
that this dale would be eminently appropriate for the festival 
of SatiuTif the old tuliun god of sowing and phinting.

Europe for pro mo ting: the growth of the 
crops by ini^ns of teapa and dances.* The custom fits in 
very well with the view which derives the Carnival from 
an old fcslZva] of sowing such as the Saturnalia pml^bty 
was in its origin* Further* the oqHafdic charnerter of the 
festival Ie readily e^piuined by the help ol fnets w^hldi mcC 
us in ft foruiter pari of (>ut investigatfon. We hitve seen 
that between the sower and the seed iherc fj commoidy 
supposed to exist a sympathetic eonoeyian of auch a nature 
that Kia conduct directly affocli and Ci^n promote or retard 
the growth of tlie crop*,* What wondef tlien if the simple 
husbatidman imagined that by craminiiig liehy* by 
iwillmg and gurding just liefore be proccedrd to iow his 
fields, he thereby* itnpamed additional vigour to the seed?* 
But while hb crude philosophy may thus have pahited 
gluttony and inioxlcation tn the agrevubJe cylouri of dutfia 
which he owed to himself, to hii^ familyrand to theconimoiH 
wealth.

In modem times the indulgence ijf 
theCarnivc-il Is immediately foElfiwtd by the ahstincnee of 
Lent: and if the CsTnJval h the direct descendant of the 
SaTumalia, may not Lent in like manner be merely the con¬ 
tinual] on, under a thin disgujEC, of a j^niod of tempefanec 
which was annually observed^ from iiif^astitiows motives* 
by ftahan farmers long before the Chnslian era ? Direct 
evidence of this* so far as 1 mm aware, U not futthcoming ; 
but we have seen ihai m prBclicc of ab^tihence frum lltrshly 
luists has been olwervod by various peoples a» a sympathcile 
charm to foater the growth ol the seed;* and such an 
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otwcrvmace would be an appropriatt sequel the SatumafJn^ 
if that fi!; 5 liva! w^tii indeed, as f conjecture it to have been, 
ofiginally held in iprinj^ as a reli^bus or magical pFeparation 
for sowing and pisnung. When mi consider how widdy 
difliiscd is the hclier tn the sympadietic influence which 
human conduei:, and estiecidly the inlcreouirae of ihc sexes, 
exerts On the fruUs of the caniit we may be allowed to 
conjecture lUai the I^nteti fa^t^ with the rule of eon tine ncc 
which it rccommeridcd, If not strictly enjotned, by the 
Catholic a till Coplie churches during that season,^ wa# tn ha 
origin intended, not so much U? couimcinoralc the sufTcririgs 
of a dying gOi\, as to foster the growth of the seed, which In 
the bleak days of early spring the husbandman commits 
w^iUi anxious ciare and mhgiving to the bosom of ihe naked 
earUx Ecdesiostjcal hLstnrIaits have lieen purzled to say 
why after tnuch ht^hatiDu a nit great diversity of usage in 
dffTercnt placeai the Cliristfan church finally adopted forty 
days u$ the pm per petbd for die mournful ctrlcbration of 
I-cnt^ Perhajis m cmning to thh decision the amhoriUcs 
were guided, aa so oAen, by a regard for an existing [>agiin 
cclebmiion of similar dutracter and dumtion which they 
hoped by a change of name to convert into a Christian 
solemnity Such a heathen Lent they may have found to 
hand in the rites of Petsrphone, ihe Grech gciddcss of the eom* * 
whose ImiLgc^ carved out of a tree, was annually brought into 
the eWej and motimed for forty nightly after which it was 
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bunted* Tlic time of year when tfjMC lainetltalbns took 
piano U ngl itientia?tc:d by the oliJ CLukU^ i«tUcr M-iiti 
records them ^ but they i^-ould fall most appropriately at the 
when the seed was smwn or, in mythtcal Jangtiage, 
when the cotti-godd»t wtis hitHed, which in anefrnt iuly, as 
wc siw» wsi done above all in the tnunilis of February ant! 

March We know that at the time of tite ^utumriaJ sowlrij^ AdmirmnJ 
Greek women hetd a sad and serloua fistivaJ because the 
Coni+gwldess Pcrscphotie or the Maiden^ as they catkfl *ha 
her, then went down Into the earth with the grain* ^ciTiMlr 

and Demcier fondly mourned tier daughter^ ahfence; 
hence in sympathy vkith till; ^rowful mudiCT tlie >hOmcn 
likewise tnotimed and obaened a solioiin fast and rtbstainecl 
frerm the marriage bed** It b reiMOfiable» thciefureT to 
suppose thjit they piactised similar rules of mdiirning 
and ubviinencc for a like reastm at the flniE: of the 
spring sowing* and thai the ancient ritual iturvivw In tin: 
modern Lent^ vvhieli preserve the memory of the 
ff&ter&sa^ though it has sub^ituted a dead Son for a dead 
Daughter. 

Be that aj it rnay* it is worthy of note that in "nw 
Bunna a similar fast, which English writem csll the 
Buddhist Lent, is obBcn'ed for three msinths every 5'ear 
while the ploughing and sowing of the field* go forward s 
and ilie citstom h believed to be far older than Huddhi^m^ 
which hai merely given it a s:u^x:rficinl tinge like the 
vcticcr of Christianity which^ if 1 am right, has over- 
Utid an old heathen obsCTvmnce in Lent This Burmese 
wc are told, cover* the rainy fioafon from the full 
moon uf July Ip the Ml moon of Oaolier- **ThIi is The 
time to plough p i\v 3 h the time to sow i on the vltliigcT^i" 
excfiioiifl In Ihtw manths dependi all their mainteriauce for 
the rest of ths year, man, every woman, every child, 

has hard work of ^me kind or annihcr. And «>, Wlial whh 
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the iiif!iculti» <if tinvelHn^;* i.vbis with the work then: h 
to tio, Aikfi wtuit mth the custom of Ijent+ cK-cty one ata>^ jit 
home. It is the time for praj^fi for fastings (or impmving 
the vomL Many men darfng these months wOI live even as 
the monks liv% iviil eat but before mldilay« will abstain from 
tobacco. There are no [Hayi during Lent, and there are no 
marrfflgcSr Jt h the time for preparing the land for the 
crop : it ^1 tJic time for preparing the soul for eternity. Tlic 
cnngpxgations on the Sundays ^vilt be far grcaler at this time 
than at any other i there wil! be more thotight of tlie serious 
things of llfc."^ * 
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IBeyond the limits of Italy festivals of the same gencn^l 
chametcr 9 M the SattimalJa appear to have been held over a 
oonstderablc area of ihe ancieitt worlcL A ebaraetemtk 
fcsilure of the S^ttutialla, as we saw, was an tnvcrsfoti of 
sociaJ ranH laastcrs changing places wilh their aUves and 
waiting ufjon them^ while slaves were indulged with a 
setnhlaiice tiot merely of rreetiom hut even of power and 
oflicc. In various of Greece the same holbiv show of 
gnintmg liberty to slaves wa^ made a! certain fesiiv-ak 
Thus At a Cretan Tmival of tiermca the servantd feaateti 
oiicJ thcif mastery waited u|K>n them. In the month of 
Gci^estiuf the Tnocsmiartit observed a certain solemnity 
laiUng many days, on one of which the slavci; playcil at 
ihcc wiih the cftlaens and went treated to a b.'4nf^Met bytheh 
The Thc^aliarw held a great fcativaj ealled Pefork, 
which Baton of Sinope Idimtiflcri with the Satunialia, and of 
«hkh riie antiquity U imuchffll for by * iradibon that It 
originated with the Fcliwginni* At this festival samficc# 
were oBered to I^nlorian Zeu.t, lablei splendidly adorrit'd 
were set out, all alrangers went ijivited to the feiut, all 
priftottcris released, and the slaved aat down, to tlie haiiquet. 
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cnjay&cl full freetk^m spctxh# and wctt acrrcd by tbcir 
masters, * 

Hut the (jfictik fcslival Tchich appear to Imvic corre- Thm 
spondetS moat do^ly to the ItalLm ^^Curniilia wps t|ic 
Cronia or festival of Cronus, a g<icl whose barbarous myth iimcWd 
and cruel ritual cltarly bebn^ to a very early stratum of 
Grxxk rdlgioHi and who was by the unanimous^ volte of 
antfqnit}^ identified with Saturn. We are loid that his 
festival was oelebratmi in most p-ins of Greece, but especially 
at Athens^ where tho old gad and h is wife Rhea had a ihdne 
near the statelyt but far more modem, EcmpJe of Olyntpiaii 
Zeu^ A joyotu fcast^ at wliicli masters and slaves sat down 
toj^etherp formed a leading feature of die soienmiLy. At Athens 
the festival felt in the height of summer^ on the twclftli day of 
tbe ffluttdi irecatomhaeon^ formerly caJlctJ the ftmnlJi of 
Cronus, v^'hi'di answer^ tscarly to July ; and iradiibn ran that 
Cocrojis, the first king of Attica^ had founded an altar In 
honoitr t»r Cronus and Rheap and limJ ordalricd that master 
and man should siiare a common meal wlicn Uie liarveai 
wAA g&t in*' Yet there aitf indicaiicms that at Alliens the 
Croniu may once have been a spring featival. For a eake 
with twelve kunbs^ which [icrhap* rtfcrreil to the twelve 
monihs of the ycAti wm ofTcrtfl Eo Cronui by ihc Aktienians 
on the fiftociith day nf I he motiih ElapHcboliViiL, whkH 
corresponded rouy;h 1 y to Marcti,® and theft arc traces of a 
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license recorded lt> shven ai the Diflfiy^iiac f^tt^iil of the 
openmg of the ivin^jara^ which fell on the eleventh diiy id 
Tha the pinecctliTi.g month AnthtaterraiiJ At Olyinpra the fc^iivA]i 
S™i***^ of Cronus undoubtedly occurred in spring; for hcfe a low 
iwtiiti but steep hllh now oovCTcd with a tAngfed growth of dark 
holly-ooks And iwas sacred to him^ and on its top certain 
maglslralCJtp who bore the title of kln|fs. ofTcred siicrifice to the 
old god at tJie vctnal equinox fn the Klean month EUphiui" 
In thk last ccrctnoEi>% which probably went on j^car by 
year Intig befort the uplart 2cus had a temple bulk for

Cronus lu j.^5otL 
For, like his tmtiaq counterpart Saiurrtp the Greek CronuA 
believed to liAve been a kiit^ vvlio reJS^ned in lieaveh or 
on earth during the blissful Golden Age, when men }iAssed 
tJieir days like gods without toil or sorrow, when life ivai a 
long round of fcAlivity, and death came like sudden 

but genilc, atiimLniceil by none nf his sad forerunners^ the 
alltTienta and jnfinnltles of agt* Thus the aniilogy of tfic 
Olympian Cmtm, probably otse of the okkst of Greek 
fcslivalA, to the ItqLIan SatumalijL would be very ekwe Ef

Krtahily bore a sinister reputation in atilir^uity. He 
for itTf unnaLtiral partf ru who had devoiintd Ilia ou-ii offspring, 
and Uc w"is regularly tdcnttAed b>' the Greeks witli ilic cruel 
Semitic Baais wtio delighted in ih^ sacriBee of human 
victims, especially of cbiltlreru’ A Jegend which >uv’Oun 
strongly of infant sacrifice is rc|»Tted of a shrine that ^lood 
at the ’Very foot of the gw!** own hill at Oiympii and a 
€|iiitc urinmb^noiis *tory was told of tlie s^rihce Of a babe 
to Lycaean Zeus on Mount Lycacus in Aresulfa, where the 
worship of Zeus wo* probably nothing tall a ctmtinwaiion, 
under n'l new name, of the old worship of Cmnu-^p and where 
human vieiims appear to have been regularly offered down 
to the Christion ertu' The Rhodiaas anniuiUy sacrificed a

offered to CroTiiis on his hill at Olympia* In ihiji coii- 
fiexion it b to be recncnibercd that we liavc already found 
wclt'iilt(3ied examples of a custom of aacrihdng the sdoHS: 
of royal hoiiisiea In aiicicni Grcect* if the god to whom, of 
perhaps rather in whose charactef^ the prince^ wme jacri- 
ficed, was Cr0nu3| it w^ould be natural LEiat the Greeks of a 
later a^ should identify him with or J.roloch^ to whom 
in like manner Scitiitk kbgat offcml up ihtir cbildmi* The 
Laphyiittan Zeus of ThessaJy juid Eo^tla^ whom Iradtlioti 
as!)c]ciated with Uicse human sacrifke^ was pfobahly^ tike 
the Lycaean Zeus of Arcadia, nothing hui the alKirigtnal 
deity, ciommonly known la Cmniis, whose gloomy rites the 
Greek mvailcr* fuffered the priests of the vanquished race to 
oDnUnue after the anclent manner, while they^ quieted thefr 
scruples of con Science Or jh tithed their pride as com]ueror* 
by Investing the bloodthirsty old savage with the name, if 
not with the charocnefi of llielr own mildet deity, tlic huma-nc 
and gntcium Zeus*

When we pass fmiti Ktrmpc to wxsiem Asia, front 
anelettt Greece lo ancient Habylon and the regions where 
R}ibytoulafi infliicTKe penetrated^ we are still met with fesd- 
valtt which hc^ir the elose^fC rcscmhlance lo tlic oldert form 
of the Italhiti SatiimaHa. The reader may reiiTroiber ibe 
festival of the Saotea, on which 1 had occasion to touii^h In 
» D* IL 54. i fS, pi-. 
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an eaillcr part cf this ivork.* [£ wns hclri at Ikibylon 
during five days of the mqiitti beginning whh !hc 

sixteenth day of the month* During Jti conirnunnce, Just 
as at the Saturnalia, masters and scrvanti. changed pbeefi^ 
the servanb! issuing orders jihlI the masters obe^^lng ihcm ; 
and in each hau^ one of tlw scn^nis, dressed as a king 
and beanVig the title of iSogancs, bore ruk over the house* 
hold rurther, just ns at the Saturnalia in Its orlginAl form 
a man ivas dresaed as King Saium in raynt lobes, allD^ed 
tu indulge fiis passions and caprices to the fidli^ a^id tlien 
put to deaths so at the Sacaea a condemned pristincr, who 
probably also boit: for the time being the tiLtc of Zogaiics, was 
armyeJ in the klng'^s aUirc and suffiettd to play the de^pt«t, 
to use the king's conctiblnes, mud to give up to 

feasting and debatiehery wlthcmt restraint, only however lit 
the end to be strlfit of hb bnnotA'cd finery, scourged, and 
hanged or oiidficd/ From Strabo we lemm ihiit this Asiatic 
eounterpait of ibe Saturnalia was oeJrbrated fti AjsU Minor 
wherever the wordilp of the Peman goddess Anattis had 
catabUshed itself. He diBterftjes it as a Baechk orgy, at 
which the rtvellers wene di^guiiiod u ScythlAiii^ and men 
and wamett drank and dallkd U^ethcr by day and night.* 

As the w-on;hfp of Anaitis, thnugh of tkr^ian arigln^ tnSum 
appears to hnv^c bcim deeply le^ivtited wiih ccAtwt elements 
which ti derived from the religion of ikibylimi* wr 
perhaps regard Mesopommifi ai the originaJ ftomc from 
which Ihe Sj^cjumh fisstrval -spread westward Into oiher |iArt» tlw 
of Asia Minorp Now the Sacaoan festival^ described hy the 
Babylonian priest tkrrosuff in the find book of hi# htidorj" 
of Bafnylon, has been plausiWy identified* with the great 
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liabylofibn festival of ih<i New Yc4W called 7akniijk, Zag 
muki Zakmuku.tir ZagriiwkUi wbidi lias becojue known ta ui 
in receipt tiin« tlitou^h in&mpljoii^ 1'hc liabyldiJian yea/ 
busman with the spring mnnth of Nisait^ which *ccfn» to have 
covered the ^ec^nnd half of M.jrch and the fifTithalf of Apdl 
TTiuiv tht Kew Vcttf reritlval^ which occupicil at least tlic first 
dcnrcii days of Nisan, probably iiicludcd the spring equinoxr 
It was held m honour of Ma/diik or Mcrcnlachp the chtef god 
of Babylon^ who^ great temple of Esagila in llie city formed 
the reltgEous centre of the solettinity. For hc/Cg tn a splendid 
chamber of the ^^ast edifice, all the gods were bdicvtd to 
nimble at this season under the presidency of Marduk for 
the purpose of determining !he fates for the new year, 
especially the fate of tlic king’s life. On this o<casion the 
king of Babylon was bound annually to renew his regnl 
power by grasping the hands of the image of Marduk in his 
temple, as if to signify that he /occived the kingdom directly 
from the deity and was unable without the divine assistance 
and authority to retain ft fur more than a year. Lfidess 
he tiius fcinnally rctnslatcd hhti^if on the throne unoc 
a year, the king cciLfctl to rcJgn tdgitiniatcTy. When 
Bubylorila was conquered by Assyria^ the .■Xssyrbin mnnarchs 
tlleIIl4N:lvl!^ Ui^d to comp to Ikibyiori and perfonu tlic 
cCicinoiiy of grasping the god's ha rids in order to estabhiih 
by this Holemn act their title to the kingdom which tlicy 
had won for themselves by the sw^on!; uniil they had dmie 
so» they were nut rocogniied as kings by their Bub)dnriian 
subjects^ Some uf them inrked found thv eeiemony cither 
^ bunlensume or hum ilia Ling to their pride as eonquertmt, 

that rather than |*erfortn it they renounced the title of king 
of Ekbylon aUpgcthcr and contented thcmi^elvcs w-itb the 
more modest iftEe of regent Another notable feature of the 
Babylonian festival of the New Year appCiirs to have been a 
Cercmanial mam Age: of the god Marduk ; fur in a hyiiin 
relating to the solcmnily it is said of the dcEly thJit 
hastened to his bridal** The festival was of hofir antiquiTy* 
for it was known to Giidcap an ctd king of Soutliern 
Bjibydunia who nourished between two and iJifcc fhou* 
sand years before the iKgmrntig of our env and it it 
mcntiDricd tn an early account of the Great FlocxL Al 
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a mtidl l^slcr ptmd it repeali?dly refemd to by tCfiTg 
NebLichacliicnf»r M\d hb aucocsson, Nubuchndncmr n:i;oTd!i 
how ht Iniilt of brkhjt afid bitumen a chnpci or fthiir^ ^ a 
thing of py aiul rejoicing/ for the great fcgriTitl of Murduki 
thy lord of the gods ; and m: read of the rich aiid Abundant 
offering!; lirlndi were made by the high priest at thb time.* 

Unfortunately the notices of this Babylonian festival of Rsbujurtifar 
the New ^"ear which have come dt>wn to ug deni chiefly 
with iti inytbical aspect and throw little iight on the nnxtc *«ih 
of its celeliration. Hence its identity wilh the Sacaea mtin 
retnain for The pre^nt a tnorc or less probable bypothe^is.

On the one hand, (bf example, in the Jewish caCendat New 
Veaf^s Day was ^hifled tinder B;ihyli:iiiiari influence ffom 
autiitnn to ipj-ing,' and in a later |«irt of this work weshaJl 
sec that ilie Chinese rt:itival of new^ fire, at finst ceJehrated In 
spring, was iiftcrwartU shifted to the iutmtser aoiiticer only

<late. On lb= other hand* the popular fe^nivalj of oiif 
Eiutopcan pcasafitry allrird many examples of rite* wJiirh 
appear lo be slinllaf in chaweter, though they fall at difiTeftnl 
times of the year; such* for Instance, are iJw a^moni^ 
cQuecrnod witb vegetation on May Day, Wliilsmiiidet and 
Midsummer Day,’and the fire festivals which are dhtribuied 
at still wider intcrvTilB ihrooghout the montliifc.’ Similarly 
xii ancient Italy tlvc Jigrlealtorol festival of tlic Ainharval^ 
was oelebrated by ttaliari farmers at diflcrctil date* in 
dilTefcnt places,’ These ensca may w^m m againsl the 
danger of hastily mrerring an essential dilfenence between 
Zakmuk and Sacaea on tlie ground of a real or Appmni 
difTerctice In their dates 

A fresh atid po^vctrful argument in favour of the iUeiiiity 
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An >^t- i>r ih^ twu is furnished by thi^ coEEr^e^ion wKich has 

traced between both of them and the Jewish feast of 
Sfvmnti^ There are gT>od grounds for believing that Purim 

was unknown to rhe Jews until after the exile, and that they 
«pfi^-E learned lo observe k chiiing thek captivity iti the Ea^it 
The festiiiTil is first mentioned in the b^k of Esllicf, which 
wkimii 4 by ihc maiurity of critieg la ^signed to the fuiirth or third 
century D.C*p* and which certainly cannot be older Hunt Utc 
pf l^irira. periudp flitice the Scene of the narrative ia laid in Susa 

at Hit court of a. Persian king Ahasueros, wliose name api>eajit 
to he the ilciMw equivaJeut of Xerxei Tius next rcfefeiitc 
to Ptarini Dccurif? in the Second book of Maccabees, a work 
written pmbahly abciut the beginning of our era.* Tim* 
rrom the absenee of all notice of Ihirim Jii fhe older book* 
of the Bible, we may fjiirly conclude that the festival wa* 
Instituted or Imported at a comparatlvcty fate date arnotig 
Uic Jews. The sinnc conclusion k supponed by the book 
of Esilier Ibicif* whielv was mAidftsdy written to explain the 
origin of the feast and to suggest motives for its QbscfVTince. 
For, Aca:^irding to rhe author of the baok, the festival waa 
establtsfmi to commemorate the de(jvrTancc of the Jew's 
from a great danger which threaicned them in Peraia under 
the reign of King Xerxes* Thus the opinion of rnodcni 
!^hotMr* that the feast of Purim, as ceicbtalcd by the Jew% 
was of late date and oriental origini is borne out by the 
ItaLlitlon of rhe Jews shemscives. An examination of tbal 
tradition and the mode of celcbratiug the feist renders

A trace 
of the Qrlgilial ceJebration of ruriin in Nisan may perhaps 
l>c ftjund In tlie sfcncmctit that "they cast Pur^ ihnt U, the 
loU before H^imarr* tii the first month of the yoar* 

U Im been suggested rtilh some pLauaihility that the Jew* 
may have shifted the date of Purim rn order that line new 
and foreign foiiirval might not claadi with theft own old 
festival of the PaAsover* which bt^n on the rounceiilh day 
of iNiisdn. Another circumstance wlsidi «(ieflks at once for 
ihe alien origfti of J^irim and for its identity vkhU Zaktnuk 
13 its finnie. The author of the book of Estho- derives the 
name Ihirim from fiur, JnV* but tio sucli word with 
this signification exists in Hebrew^ and hence we are tftivim 
to fook for the mcanitig and etymology of Piirim i\i “Oine 
other hmguRgc* A specious thcofj* is that the name was 
dcrivcfl from an Assj^ian w'ord pt^^rut ** an a^mhlyi' and 
referred primarily lo the great assembly of the god^ which*

lioldfng that the Jewinh fca-d is derived from the Bubj lonkn 
New Year feitlval of Zakmtik* Whether the Jew s Ix^miwed 
the fea^t ilircctly from the IkbyIoniafi 5 or indirectly through 
the Persian eonquerom of B^lby]o^ is a questian wJdch 
deserves to be considered i but the Persian colouring oi 
the book of Esther sipeaks strongly for the view that Piirim 
came to Israel by way of Persia^ or at all evenls from 
Baby^lon imdcr Persian rule, and thb view is cbnfit nicd by 
other evidence* to which I shuil have to ask tlie rcAdci^a 
attentJoii a little later on# 

If the links which bind PuriiEt to Zakmuk ttris rea^h- 
iibly strong, the ctiajnof tvklmM niskh coiinrap-ts the jewUh

dtcly the nature of I’ltrim, Tlic two days of the fenth-at, 
.iccorditig to the author of the book of lifilher, were to t>c 
kept for ever m '* days of fcaatbig and gladness, and of send¬ 
ing portioiis one to another, anti gifts to the pcnir." * And 
thia joyous character the festival sceim alwaya fo have 
Ktamed, The auihorof a tract in Uie Taluiud lays it down 
as a rule that at the fenat of Tartm every Jew is bouiui to 
drink until Iw cannot duliitguinh between Uie words " Cursed 
be Haman" and « Biosed be Mordwal": and iie tells How 
00 one occasion a certain Kabtti drank »o deep at Purlm 
that he murdered a rabbi without knowirtg wiwt be was 
atiout* Jiidccfl Purim has been described as tile Jewish 
Bacehunnlia, and wc ace totd that at this season e^ery* 
thing is lawful which can coniribute to the tnirth and 
gaiety of the fcslivsL* Writer* of the •cvtnlceHtJj (^nlury 
assert iliat during the two day^ and c 5 f«ially 011 ilie even* 
iiig of llic second day. the Jews did nothirtg but feast and 
drink to repletion, (day, dance, aing, and make merry ; In 
particular they disguised ihcnuelvesi, men and woinen e*- 
changing clothes, and thus attfied ran about like road, in 
open defiance of the Mosaic law. which cxprrwity forbids 
men to dretei M women and women as men* Among the 
Jews of Frunkibri, who inhabiled the squaiid bul quaint and 
pfetufsque old street kiwnvti as the Judengaiw. uWch many 
of U5 still rsniember. the revelry at Purim ran as high b 
ever In the eighlecmh century. The gluttony and mtosl- 
eatlori began punctually at three o clock in the afternoon of 
the first day and went on uotfl the wiiolceominunily secm«l 
to have taken leave of their seitMa. They ate arid drank, 
the>- frolicked and cut capers, ihej' rtdad and BtaKHered

that Purim has always been a Saturnalia, and therefore 
corresponds ill charsicter to the Sacaea a^t that ftstival has

Tiw «^l!lll But further^ when we examine t!ic narrative wlilch prt>- 
accqunt for the institution of Purlm^ we discover in 
stroitgest tniccis of Baby Ionian origin^ but 
also certtiin singular amlogles i<j those very featured of the 
^acz^ictan festival with which wt are here more inuneiffaioly 
eottcerned. The liook of Esther tums upon the fortuites of 
two men, the vizier Ilaman and the despised Jew ^lordctni, 
at ilie court of a Persian king, Mordtear, we are told, had 
given inortai ofleiicc to the vizict, who accordingly pru|xircs 
a tall gallows on which he hopes to scri his enemy hanged^ 
while he him^lf expects to receive the highest mark of the 
kiiig^s ftvoijr hy bdug allowed to wesr the n>yat erotvn and 
the royal robe% and tliiis atiircd to parude the streets 
mounted on the king's own horse and attended by one of 
the noblest pnnecs^ who should proclaim to the tnultitude 
his temporar>'cxaltattoft and gtory. But tlic artfu] Intrigue* 
of the wkkee! vijcJcr misoairltxJ and rtfstiJted In precisely the 
opposite q{ whnt he tiad ho|ie<l and expected; for the 
honours whidi he hui! iooked for foil to hts rival Mofdccai, 
and he himself was hanged on Hie ghllows which lie had majle 
ready for his foe. fn this sljjry xve se^m to detect a rerninls^

Now, when we 
luiTfieuiau eondder that the El b mites were from tiroc immemorial tlw 
herwJitary foes of the Babjlonians ami had their capital ai 
{Uimiiiki Suaa, the very place In which the scene of the book of Esther 
b laid, we caiihatdty deny the plauslbiltty of the tliMry that 
Hamaii and Viuhli on tlw one aide and Moidtcal and I-lslhcr 
on the other rtpfcscjit the antagnnbnt between the gods of 
Dam and the gmls of Babyltm, ami tlic final viclory of the 
Itabyfoninn deiiiet in the very capital of their rivaK’ “ U ia 
therefore possibSc,”says Professor Nbldckc," that we liere have 
la do with a feast whereby the Babylonians eommeinoriitetl 
a victory gained by ilicir gods over the gods of their neigh¬ 
bours the lilamites. against whom they had so often waged 
war. The Jewish feast of Pnrim is ao annual merrymaking of 
a wholly secular kind, and it is known that there were similar 
feasts among the BabytoTiians, I'hal tlie Jews iri Bab)Jonla 
should liavc adopted a festival of this sort cannot be deemed 
hnprabnblc, since in modern Germany, to cite an analogous

fearing to contract a lawful marriage lest her hiwtaml shottlc) 
deprive her of power, admit ted to her bed iJw handsoniest of 
her soldicrB, onfy, liowcviSj', to destroy lUem nil aflertvartk* 
Now this tradition is one of the sttrest Itidieations of the 
identity of the mythical Semlramis with the Bahyidnian 
goddess fshtar or Astartt For tlie fantiHiB Hahyiorilaii epic 
which recounts the deeds of tlw hem Gilganieah tdls how, 
when he clothed himself in royal robes and put his crown on 
his head. Ihe goddess Jshtar was smitten with love of him 
and wooed him to he Iter mate But Gitgatnesb rajceisd her 
insidious advaneei, for he knew the sad fate that had over* 
taken all her lovers, and he repreaehed tin: cruel goddes, 
laying t— 
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The hcTO alw tells the miserable end of a {ranlencr in 
ihc scri'ice of the goddess's father* The hnp]c» sivaiii hail 
once been honoured wUh ihe love of the goddess, but when 
she tlrtd of him she changed him into a cripple so lliat he 
could not rise from hif bed. Therefore Gilgamesh fears to 
share the fate of all her former lovers and sprints her 
Tiir proOered favoura.* Bnt it is not merely that the myth ol 
labur thus billies with the legend of Semiramis; the worstiljt 
<>t Ulnar, of the goddess was marked by a profligacy which hii.*; found 
Its echo in the loose character ascribed by tradition to the 
ijueen.

ovcrioohcd by dviliKd man, acctwlomcH as he is to aee In 
ihc drama odthlitg more than an agreeable pastime or at beat 
a veliide of moral inttmetion. Yet if wc could trace thi; tlraniB 
nf ihe civillBKl nations back to its origin, we migfit find that 
it Imd its foot* in magicaJ or religious ideas like ihqse which 
stili mould and direct the masked dances of many savages. 
Certainly the Alhenians in ilie heyday of lliclr hriJIhnit 
civiUratlon tetalntU a lively sense of the religious import of 
dtamatic perfottnances ■, for they associated them directiy 
with the worstiip of Dinny^us and allowed tiiem to be 
enuctml oniy during ihe festivais of the gotL^ In India. 
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the druiiiJi apjwiirs to have b«n devdoped out of 
n!%ious danCM Of pantomimes, in which Ibt Jiciora fecitnJ 
the decfte and played the parts of national gods and heroes.’ 

Hctcc il is at least a Jcgitiinatc hypotheais tlial the crimirial

the functions of these fahuloua creaturea, we have attalited 
a point of vantage Fmm which it soesma possible to propose ‘ 
tenns of jieace betucen two rival schools of mylhologbls 'dvw* 
who hai-c been waging fierce war on each other for iige& On i5S»*oi 
the one hiind it has b«n argued that mythica! Ixiiigs are ™»dw((<y 
nothing bin personifications of naturul objects and natural 
processes; on the other hand, it has been maintained tbn

accorded to the man wIm> plajied the dying god at the 
Sneaea s,^, strongly in favour of the hj-pothcsis that 
beforr the liicufUfite deity waj put to sy public Iw 

in ail cases allowed,or rather tcriuifed. to enjoy the embraces 
of a woman who played the s^desa of love. The reason 
for aucll an enfor&d union of the human god and goddess 
li nut hard to divine If primitive tnEin believes ilmt ihe 
groivth of the GTO[»a can be stimulated by the intoreourso ol

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coniinnn men mid women/ what shnwers of bltsslngs wilt 
he not anticipate from the eoinnience of a [uir whom hi# 
fancy invests with att the dignity and jKiwetw of deities of 
fertility? 

Thus the theory of Mo^-ers, that at the Sae«a the 
Zogancs rcprcscrttcd a god and paired with 1 woman who 
pensonated a goddess, turns out to rest on dce]wr and wider 
ibundations than that able achotar was aware of He 
thought tliai die divine couple who Itgiiicd by deputy at 
the eercmaiiy were Semtnmiis and Sandan or Sardanapalus. 
ri now appears that he was substaiUially right as to the 
goddess; but we haw still to enquire Into the god. Tliere 
seems to be no doubt that tltc name Sanrtannpiilus is only luiiipio. 
the Creek way of representing Ashtirbanipatj the name of 
llie greniesl and nearly tiie last kfng of Assyria. Hut the 
reconis of the real monarch which have come to light within 
recent years give little support to the fables that attached to 
his name in dassicaj tradition. For they prove that, far 
from being the e/fomlnatc weakling he seemed to the Creeks 
of a lattv agiB, he was a warlike and enlightened monarch, 
who carried t he arms of .^s.sym to distant lands and fosteted 
at home the growth of science and letters,* Still, tJiuugh 
the historical reality of Ring Ashurbanipaj Is as well atleKtcd 
as that of Alexander or CharlcmagHe, it wnuld be no wornler 
if myths gathered, like clouds, round the great figure that 
looincd large 111 tlie stormy sunset of Assyriiiti glory. Now 
the two features ihai stand out most prominerttly in the 
legends of Sardaiiapalits arc Hfs extravagant debauchery tt« 
anil hii violent death in live flames of a great pyre, on 
which he burned himself and his ooncubinca to save lUcm smiaii*. 
from fatlihg into the linnds of his victorious cnemiei. It ia 
Wid that tlie womanish king, with painted face and arrayed 
m femdic attire^ |iassed his days in the seclusion of the 
harem, spinning purple wool among hJs concubines and 
wallowing In sensual delights; and that in the epitaph 
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iwhidi he caused iti be c^rtiid on his tomb he recorded that 
jUI lhcda>s of hia life he ate and drank and iciycd, rcfncmber- 
liig that life i .9 short and futt of trouble^ that fortune is 
Uticeruin, and that others would toon enjoy the eood things 
which he must leave behind.^ These traits bear little 
toMimUlantse to the portrait of Aahurbanlpal either in life of 
in death I for after at brilliant career of conquest the Assyrian 
king died in old age, at the height of human ainbilion, with 
peaw at home and triumph abroad, the admiration of hjs 
ntbjoets and the terror of h» foes. But if the traditional 
characterfitla of Sudanapalus harmonize but ill u-itb what 
Ufc htiHiV of the rcaJ monardi of that name, they fit wdl 
Clio ugh with all that we know or can conjectuto of tjic mock 
kings ft-lio led a short fife and a merry during tiuj revelry 
of^ the Sacaea, the Asiatic cquhratent of tlic Satunmlla, 
^^<'e can hardly doubt that for the tnost part such men, with 
death staring diem fn the face at the end of a few days, 
toughl to drown care and deaden fear bj- plunging madly into 
all the Scetliig joys that still offered tbemselves under the 
iun. When their brief pleasures and sliarp sufferings were 
over, and their bones or ashes mingled with the dust, witat 
more natural that on ilielr tomb—those ttmunda in which 
the jMiople saw, not iintnily, the graves of the lowers of 
bcminiinis—there should be carved some such Ifrcs ns those 
which tradition placed in the mouth of the great Assyrian 
king, to r^ind the hcedJe** pajwer-by of the shortness and 
vanity of life? 

Wlicn we turn to Sandan, the other legendary or mirihical 
being wiKim Movers thought ifcnl the Zogancs may have per- 
sOTBitd, ttcfiiid the argument, i,i ,uppt>rT of his theory still 
stmnpr. Tlic city of Tann* in Cilicia j, to have b«n 
by a certain S-imJan whom the Greeks idcuiified 
with Tlereulesr a,to a, ,he fe,iivto of this god or hem an 
tfliliy of him was burned on a great pyre.* This Sandan [9 
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doiibtle$s the saitur with ihc SanHes whom Agaibi'M the 
old Pcfiiaji Hercules. Professing to give a fist of the gods 
ifhom the Persiatti ivorsliipjtcd before iHe days of Zoroaster, 
tfic Bysatitlfie historian tnentions Uel, Sfttides, and Anaiii*, 
whom he idcniifiM with Zeus, Hercules, and Aphrodite 
respectively.^ As we linuw that Bel was a Babylonian, not 
a PcFsian ddty. and that In later tiroes AnaiUs was practi- 
Cally er^rovaletit to the Bab^’lonian tshtar or AEtarte, a strong 
presumption la raised llmt Sandcs also wm a Babylonian or 
at all events Semitic deity, and that in apeatting of him Its 
Parian the hi^tf^rian cofifu^sed the andciit Persians with ihc 
Babylonians and jicrhaps other stocks of VVestem Asia. The 
presumption is strengthefted when wc find thot in Lydia the 
•urnainc of Sandon, doubtless equivalent to San dan, is said 
to have been borne by Hercules bceavse be 'txire a woman’s 
garment called a fine and diaphmiDUS as gossamer, 

at the bidding of Queen Otnphale, whom the hero served 
for three years in Uie guise of a female alave, clad in 
purple, humbly eardmg w&oj and subiniUirig to be slapped 
by the saucy queen with her golden slipper.* The fantiiiar 
legend tliat Ifercuics burned himself alive on a great 
pyre completes the parallel between ihe etfeminate Hercules 
Sandon of Lydia and the A.ssyriatt Satthina[>a]iis. So exact 
a pamlicl tnust surely rest on a common base of custom as 
uth as of myth. That base, according to the oonjecture of k. o. 
the admirable scholar K. O. Mtfiter, may have been a 
custocn of dressing op an effiEy ®f elTcminaie Asiatic irftiw 
deity in the semblance of a reveller, and then publicly 
burning it on a pyrt Such a custom appears to have pie* 
vailed not only nt Tnrsus in Cilicia, but also in Lydia; for 
a coin of the Lydian Philadelphia, a city which lay not far 
fmm I he otri Tny,il capital Sardes, exhibits a device like that 
on cciiu of Tarsus, consisting of a figure otrelchcd on a 
pjre. "We may suppose,*' says MLillcr, 'that in llic old 
AasjTiftn mj'thoTogj' a certain being called Satidatt, or per* 
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h^p% Sfltiian^ fii^yrcd bciidi! Oajil and or Astatic.

We may imagine that ai the grent fcstivats ol 
Nmc'veh this San dan or Sardan exhibited m a buxem 
figure with womanfsb features^ the pale fiicc pointed with 
white ItaJf the eyebrows and eyelashes blackened with kohh 
hh person loaded with golden chains, dnga^ and earringSi 
aiTHyed in a bright red transparent garment* grasping a 
gohict in one hand and perhaps, as a symbol of strength, a 
douhk axe in tlie other^ while he sal cztsss-tegged and sut~ 
ftiundi::il bj-^ women OH a splendidly adorned conch under a 
purple canopy, altogcttier not unlike the figure of Adonis at 
the court festiv^s Of Alexandria. Hien ihc people of ‘ mad 
Mirievch/ as the poet i^lMy-ylidcs called it^/ lhc well-ftivoured 
tiarloC as the prophet Nahum haj It, would rejoice and 
make tucim' with ihU their tkirling hem. Aftenvard^ tlicre 
may have bceii another show, when this gorgeous Sanditfi or 
Sardan was to be seen on a huge pyre of predous wood, 
drapcil in gold^ctabroid^rcd tapratry ^nd laden with incetrsfi 
and spices of every sort, which bdng set on fire, to the 
bqwhng of a couutless muUitude and the deafening din 
of shrill muriet scni up a moii^lroui pllfar of fire whirling 
towards hci^vcti and [jEioded half Niiio-eh with smoke and

the manner in which the ancient kings of LjTlla. as living 
erabodltncnts of thdr god. formerly met their end ? It was 
thus, as we have seen, liiat the old I'nissian rulers used to 
bum thcjnscUcs alive in front of the sacred oak ; * and by 
an odd coincidence, if it is nothing more, the Greek Hcrciilts 
directcil that the pyre on which he was lo be consumed 
itiould be made of tlw wood of the oak and the wild olive,* 
Some grounds have also been 9 liei\'n for thinking that in 
certain Semh AfricaJt trilwa Um chiefs may formcriy have 
been burnt alive as n religious or magical ceremony.* All 
thirtc facts and Indicatioits tend to support the view of 
Movers that at the Sacaea aUo tJic man who played the god 
for five days was tirlginally burnt at the coil of them* 
Death by hanging or crucifixion may have been a later 
mitigation of his stiflhringa, though it is quite possible that 
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botK forfn* of exti^cution Or rather of $acnfii5£ m^y huxv^t bessn 
cambm^t by hupging or orucifying the Ttetim firat and

Again, the Arab historian AlbErinh who wrote in the }^j 
looo A.iXp informs un that at PuHin the Jews of his time 
rejoked greatly over the death of Hainan^ arNl that iliey m^dc 
figures which they beat and bumciJ, ‘^ imitating the burning 
of Hamau.*^ Henee one name for the festival was llAmfln- 
SihJ Anothef Arabk witter, hi akfill, win? died lu 1 4 -J J 
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a^ys, that at Ihe fean of Pumiii which full cm the fifteenth 
day of the inotUh AcJut, some of tins Jews used to make 
Cthgies of Haiitaii which they first played with aTid tbeti 
threw into the Brt* DLcEiig the Middle Ages the (lalian 
Jews celehraicd I'uftm in a lively fashion which has been 
com[weU hy Uiclr own tustorians to tliail: of itre Camivot. 
The chitdnni uiwd to range themselves in raws opposite 
each other aftd pelt one another widi nuts^ while grawn-op 
people todc on hotseb-iek through the streets w-hh pine 
branches in their hands or blew IrumpClS and tnaJe merry 
round a pup|>et lepretenling Haman, which was set on a 
platfrinn Or seafTolii and tlien solemnly burnt on a pyre* 
In the eighteenth centtny the jews of I-rankfort used at 
Tiirim to make pyramids of ibJri iva* caiulles, whicli they 
set on fire; also they lashioncd images of Haman and Ids 
wife out of candles and burned ihcm on the reading-desk in 
the s>mAgogue.*

TliiW 
hie some jicisiiivc grounds for thinking that this was so- 
The earJy dmrch hiitorian SoctiiIc=i informs us that *i.t 
Tniacstttr, a town in Syria, ilie Jews were wont to oteicrve 
ccftajo sports ftmotig themivelvca, in the coun^c of which 
they played many fooliiih pranks. In the year 416 
Icing heated with wine, they carHed lltese sports further 
than usual and began deriding Christ tans and even Christ 
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Kimscif, and to give the mnfc mi to ihdr mtsckei^' they 
seized » Christian child, bnmid him to a cross, ami Imng 
him up. At first they only laughed and jeered at him, but 
soon, their pjissionf gelthig the better of them, they iU- 
lieated the child bo that he ditd under their hands, the 
thing got noised abroad,-and resulted in a setitius brawl 
between Uic Jews and ihcif Christian neighbours. The 
BUthoritics then stepped in, and the Jews hud to pay dwr 
for the orinw they had perpetrated In sport.’ The Chrislian 
historian docs not mcDtion. and perhaps did not Icwow, the 
name of the drunken and jovial festival which ended so 
tragically ; but we can hardly doubt that it was thitim. and 
that the boy wlio died on the cross rqjrcaentcd Hamam 
In medieval atid modern times many accusations of ritual 
murders, as they are called, have been brought against the 
Iowa, and the argumenls for and agahtst tlie chnrgc have 
been discussed on both sides with a heat winch, however

To make the Jcwt aa a natitin 
responsible for outrages whidi* if they occur at all^ are 
dunbtln^ quite as fcpngnant to them as they are to every 
htnnatie mind* would be a monstrous [njustice; It would be 
as hit to charge Chrisitian* in general with compliciiy in 
ihe Jncalctilabfy greater number of massacres and ainycltici 
of every kind that havo been perpetrated by Qiristians hi 
the name of Christianity, not merely on Jews and heathen,

It seems ihcrcforc by i\q means 
tmpoE-slble that the Jewif in borrowing the Sacaea from 
Babylon under ttre new name of i'unmf ahotilil have bofrowed 
along With It the enstotn of pulling to death a male&ctof 
wl\o, after maW|iierading a* Mnrdceai in a crown anti royal 
rnbc» was hanged or cJuciEcd In the character of Hainan. 

There are lorrte grotinda for thinking that thk or something 
of this sort was done ; but a con^fdcmtion of tlicm had 
better be deferred till we have clsired Up some points which 
still remain obscure in Purim, and in the account wbkh the 
Jews give of its origin^

days of the month Adar is rnvarlabfy pnrcctlcd by a

proence of ths- king to pleatl for the lives of her pwplct 
** bade them neium answer unto Moidcoik Go* gather together 
all the Jews tJmt ate [irescnt In Shuihan* and fa^t ye for me, 
and neither cal nor drinb three ilay^, nfght or day: I also 
and my maiden* will fits! in like rnaimen'' Hence fafiing 
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an.l iwncntation wcni cmlam«JM ihe propcf prepafalton for 
llrcTiapijy fcaJl of rurini which commomofatcd Utcgr^at dt- 
liverance of the Jews from the acstrertion that luul Ihreateaed 
tliim an the thinewtb day of AJar.’ Now we have seen 
thjit 1.1 the opioiof; of iomc eminent modern scholars, the 
batb of the book of f-sthcr is not history but a B^byJnnian 
mytl% which celebrated the iriumphs and siifrcrioiis of 
(leliics rather than of men. On this hypothesis how- !> 
the fast that ptecede# UufiTn to be cxplaiftcd t The best 
aiiluUfin appears to be that of Jenseni thitt ih^ fastidg anti 
mowniing wrett originally for the supposed annual de^th 
nf a Semitic god or hero of the type of Tammiiz of 
Adonis^ whose rcstirrection cm the folio wing day oraaioncd 
that outburst of joy aJ^d gladni^ w'hich is eb^r^torfatic of 
Purlin. The pAflicOlar god or hero, whose death fimd 
rvxiion thus touched witli sorrow and filtcd with joy the hearts 
of his worshipper^ may have been^ according to Jensen, eith^ 
the great hero GilR^tuesh,arhis oomruilc and friend EahanL 
The dosishty deeds arts! ad^^uturcs of this mighty pair are 
the theme of the longest Bsibylontan poem that has bcM as 
yet discovered It 0 recorded ciit twelve lablct-S and this dr* 
ciim^-tance lias iiiggcfttd to some scholars the vfcw tfiat the 
story may he a mlar my\K descriptive of the sun‘s annual 
course through the twelve monthii or the twelve ^gns of the 
lodioc. However that may be, the Jiceiie of the poem ift 
bid diic% at the ^ttty andent Babylonian city of Etecb, the 
chiirf scflt of the TVOTsbip of rhe gcxlikst Ishtar or A^tarte, wbo 
plays m iinportant part in ihc story.

the death and resurrection of a mythical tacing^ who com- 
bhn^J in liifTi^eir the features of a solar god and an anci'ent 
king of Ertich, were celeb rated at the Babylonian Zakmuk or 
festlvaJ i.i\ the New Year^ and that tlsc tranafercncc of the 
drama From Ercdi, iU Ofiginal neahto Babylon led naturally 
to the sub^thution of Marduk, Uic great god of Babylon* for 
Gitgamesb or E^abani In Uic pan of Utc henx Although 
Jonstiii apjsmrcraly d^ies not Identify the Zakmuk witlv the 
Sadca, w little consideriition will shew how well his generaJ 
iheory of Zahinuk fiiA in witli those features of the Sacaean 
festival which have emerged in the course of our enquiry. 
At the SacaeuJ) festivnl, if I am rights a man* wlio pcfsonalird 
4 god or hero of the ty|>e of TiimmuE or Adnnbi enjoyed 
the favours of a womarii probably a lacrcd harbtp who re^ 
prcs<mied the great Semitic goddess tsh^^r or Astarie ; and 
after h« had thus done his part towards securing^ by means 
of sympathetic magicp the revival of plant litc in Sfwingi he 
wo* put ro death. Wc may suppose that the death of thii 
divine man was mourned o^^er by his worshipper*^ and espe¬ 
cially by women* in much iho aamc fashion as ihc women of 
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^ Syrian iJatnwilA mourned the dead Adqiu3> wMb the river 
ntn red wiLh hi* blood* Such riles aiipeir, iti fact, lo have 
been cofumofi all over Western Asia ; the particuJar fiiimt of 
the dying god varied in difTeTeni placiSp but in substance the 
ritual wa^ the same. F«iidamenUll>% the custom was a re* 
ligir^us or rather tragical ceremony intended to ensiirt the 
rtrvival and repnoductiofi of Ufe in spring.

king of the Saoaea did actually jposscss the dght of using 
the real king's concubineSp and there niueh to be fiaid for 
the view of hlov^rs that he began hts short ncign by cxcr- 
dfihig the right in pub tit.* In the parallel ritual «f Adonis 
the marriage of the goddess with her ilhfated lover was 
publicly celebrated tht day before his mimic death/ A

Esther and Motdccal was ^x^nmvtd as much mote intimate 
than mere cousmship appears to be prcscried in it>mc of

thmugh the city by one of the king'a most noble priTM:c^;.* 

T)ie difference bctwccij the two scenes is probably not lo 
be explaiiiGd stniply by the desire of the Jewish imter to 
sheet a KqIo of glory round the person Pgc whom he regzinlcd 
as the deliverer of his people.

some occult rnnnner to the success of the rite. The cere¬

be summed up." QrfgiiiaJty, we may conjecture^ such couples 
eKtrrciixd; thdr functlems far a whole year* on the conclusion 
oF which the male partner^—the divine king—was put to 
death: hut In hutorical times it %ems that, os a rule, the 
human gf>d~ihc Sahim. Zogaue$i TnmmusE, or whatever he 
was called—enjoyed hts divine privileges, and discharged 
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hw divine duties only for a sJictt part of the year. Thb 
eurt^dlmcjit of his reign w eartia probably intrcxluceel 
at the time ^^hen the old hereditary dlvintticA or delRetl 
kings contrived to shift the most painful part of their 
duties to ^ niibstitutOf whether th&l suttiijrute was a son or 
a sfavc Of a matclkctor Having to die as a king, it was 
neccEsary tJmt the substitute should also live as a Ling for 
a season ; hue the real moninch Wiiuld naturaitly restrict 
within the ttarmwest Hmitj both of time and ot power a 
reign which^ $o long as it lastcdp necessarily encroached 
upon and indeed superswlect hh own^ What became of 
the diviTte king^s female iiartneri the human goddess who 
shared his bed and transmitted his beiieftceni energies to 
tlie rest of nature^ W'c cannot say.

etcmnl cxeemtian by the annual destruction of Itfs effigy. 
The figures of Haman, of the Carnival, and of Winter or 
Death which are or used to be annunlly daun^yed in rptirtg 
by JcMfs, Catholics, amJ the peasants of Central Curopc 
respcctivcty, appear to be all liiwaj descendants of those 
human fneamatJons of the [envers of nature whose life and 
death were deemed eascfitkl to the welfare of mankind. But 
of the three Uic only one which has preserved a clear trace 
of Its on’ghal meaning li the effigy (d Winter or Death. In 
the others the ancient significaneeof the custom as a mngical
